Tiic May mail, wliich has rracbcd Ijondon in tlie nhort itpacc of 35 days, 
bringK papers to the fotlowiag dales:—Calcutta, March 2*2nd ; Madras, 
March 23rd ; Bombay, .April 1st, and Chino, February 12th.* 

I’he advices from China represent affairs as nearly in the same state in 
which they were the preceding month. No sensible progress seems to 
1 have been mode in the negocialions, and although Captain Elliot, on the 
ilOth January, announced officially that the negociations were proceeding 
satisfactorily, one of the most important oonditions of the preliminary ar* 
I rangements, namely, the opem'ng of the trade on the 2od February (ten 
day s aAer the commencement of the Chinese new year), had been violated. 
It is some consolation to find that the home government has tardily been 
awakened to the necessity of sending a more efficient person to mouoge 
our affairs in (’hina, and that Capt. Elliot is to be superseded by Colonel ^>ir 
Henry I'ottingcr, Bart., of the Bombay army, who proceeds from EInglaiid 
\ by the next mail packet. 

TItc obscurity, which overhangs the existing state of our relations with 

( China, H somew hat cleared up by the conversation which took place In the 
llouiie of Conimoas on the &h May, in which Lord John Russell stated 
that the accounts, which had been received by government, were to the 
effect that the preliminary arrangement made between Captain Elliot and 
the Imperial Commissioner liad not been ratified by the Emperor, ** and, 
indeed, had not been finally concluded between Captain Elliot and the Pleni* 
potentiary of llic Chinese government.'* But this preliminary arrangement, 
his Ix>rdship added, had been generally disapproved of by Her Majesty’s 
government, and conclasive orders had been sent out with respect to ulterior 
proeeetiings: further, that CapU Elliot bad been recalled, and Sir Henry 
Pottinger oppointed rienipotentiary. 

Turning from this portion of the present month’s Eastern intelligence, 
which ia not calculated to inspire feelings of exultation, we derive but little 
consolation from the position of affairs on the Western frontier of our

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Indian rmpire, which Mcni« to leave the Indian Ctovemment the eoibor* 
neMini; altemative of prepnriitf for a peqietuaJ nucof^^ion of outbreaks 
within a vast circle, the periphery of which toucltes the Sutlej, Herat, the 
Gnlf of Penia, and aloio^^t the Caspian Sea; or to pursue a system of con¬ 
quest and appropriation of territory, the very idea of which would liave ter¬ 
rified the critics of Lord Wellesley** administration. I'he present period 
must be re^rded a« the crisis of the future fate of our Indian poosessions; 
upon the policy now pursued may depend, though perhaps insensibly, or 
united by unseen links, the series of events that will terminate in the loss of 
tlioee possessions, or iu their establishment upon a firm and imperturbable 
basis. 

The sum of the intelligence to which we allude is, tliat the Punjab is in 
such a state of disorder and internal disorganization as to render the inter¬ 
ference of a British army,—an interference which, according to some ac¬ 
counts lias lieen desired by the nominal ruler, IndiKpensable; that Shah 
Kaoiran, the sovereign of Herat, or rather his vizier Yar Mahomed Kltan, 
ha* completely thrown off the mask, and adopted measure* ao decidedly 
hostile to his English o//rVa, as to compel the sudden retreat of Major Todd, 
w'ho, with the whole of the British mui*ion, hod actually arrived at the fort 
of Gherisk, on bis w'ay to Candabar; that the Pentians ore about to march 
again upon Herat; that the Gliilzies w'ere sUil in a state of rebellion against 
Shah Shooja, and that the British arms have suffered a reverse in Scinde 
and Beloochistan. 

'There is a great want of precision even In the latest accounts of Uiese 
occurrences. No reasonable doubt, however, can be entertained, that the 
British mt«*lon has left Herat under circumstances which w ill render husuli- 
lie* necessary or expedient; but the advance of the Persians upon that for- 
tres* can only l»e explained, under these circumstances, upon the hy poU>e>«i* 
that tliey arc allies, not enemies, of Shalt Kamran. Persia ib^lf, however, i< 
full of disorder, and it is improbable that Mahomed Shah would engage in an 
expedition either against or jointly with the Herat sovereign. It cannot be 
doubted that the turbulent subjects of Shah Shooja, and paiUcularty the Ghil- 
zies, will be slow tu submit to bis authority; and it is too true tliat, in endea¬ 
vouring to enforce that authority, the British troop* have sustained repulse and 
low. It appears that, on the 20ih February , a detachment of Xative Infan¬ 
try and Cavalry, under Lieut Col. Wilson, marched to the atUck of the 
Kujjuk fort of Seebee, in order to compel the pay ment of tribute by the 
Kujjuks to Shah Shooja. In reconnoitring the fort. Col. Wilson received 
a wound, w hieh disabled him, and of which he subsequently died. The com¬ 
mand then devolvcfl upon Captain Rollings, who ordered an assault The 
storming party consisted of two companies of sepoy s (no European troops 
were writh the detachment), who met with the most determined resistance. 
The fort had three gates, one of which only was assaulted, which enabled 
the enemy to bring all their strength to bear on that single point I'bc 
sepoy* were driven hack with great loss; Lieut Falconer, who commanded 
them, was killed, and Lieut i!»liaw badly wounded; the enemy also suffered 
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f sfrerely, four of Uiclr chief* ha\ing fallen. A part}' of artillerymen eflected 
a lorfjrment under the ^ten-ay, but their conimandin{r officer, Lieut Creed, 
wa.< bI*o slain, and as ni^t approached, the troops were recalled to camp. 
In the morning, the fort was found to be eraouated, and has since been de¬ 
stroyed. This untoward event has led to preparations on an extensive ecale 
to quell effectually the rebellious spirit of the Beloochees. The state of the 
weather,*and the inundated condition of the country, would probably postpone 
their punishment for a time. 

Some mortifyinj'comments upon this affair are made in the newspapers; tlie 
detachment is sai(l to have consisted of 1,2tH) men (with a force under Gen. 
Brookea within 5U miles), which was amply sufficient to take the place, aad 
the failure is attributed to the want of European troops. 

The other affair is improperly termed a reverse. .An action, it appears, 
took place in the Khybur country l>etwecn Col. Shelton’s brigade, and a 
tribe of Khyburrees, in which the latter were defeated ; but tw o European 
officers were kilted: Captain Dou^as by a stray shot, and Lieut Pigou 
by an accidental explosion of gunpowder. We have, however, no parti¬ 
culars of this affair. 

1’he negociations with the Murrees seem to be in a fair way of favour¬ 
able termination; and even the Brahooes appear to have had enough of 
war. Several of the Brahooe chiefs have made their peace with u*, and 
Nunecr Khan was only waiting an assurance of personal safety to sur¬ 
render. 

.Amongst the domestic incidents at Calcutta, wc may notice the turn 
W'hich the appearance of the Mauritius coolies has given to the question of 
their .emigration, and to the application made to the Supreme Court for a 
writ of Hatea» Corput in the matter of Tuaiiku .Maltooied Saad. If such 
writs are demandable, it would be dangerous to bring state prisoners 
within the verge of the Supreme Court: Dost Mahomed Khan, who, it ap¬ 
pear*, i* about to visit Calcutta, may, by virtue of such a writ, be brought 
before the Court, and discharged. 

Under the head of Bombay will be seen some further particulars con¬ 
nected with the manner in which the native* at that Presidency expresacd 
their opinions towards Mr. Parish,—in which we have endeavoured to bold 
the scales equal. With the same motive, we take this occasion to say, 
wc are assured that the «tatement made in some of the Bombay papers, and 
referred to in our last Review*, that at the sale of that gentleman’s furniture 
the native* abstained from bidding, and consequently tlie prices were re¬ 
duced, a erroneous; that, on the contrary*, the actual amount realized ex¬ 
ceeded by more than one-fourth what the auctioneer had previously estimated 
as likely from the usual run of such sales; that a great majority of the 
purchaser* were Natives; and one of the principal articles, a close carriage, 
was purchased by one of the w’calthiest and most influential of the Hindu 
community.

The fij-jit week of iho voyage wa*, to me, a period of inacnKibility to ell 
earthly matters, uve the caOcentrateJ ttilMrica of aceh^lcknn?; my whole 
powen of conception nnij perception being abtorbed by that evil, with the 
ndditioB of the odour of bilge^wotqr, nnd rough black tea without milk. Poor 
R,, whose hatrvmodt waa himg alo-n^ide of inlne, if he " gare not up hta life,” 
at Icsst earueatly entreuitcil for death; for ererjr now and then, amidit tho 
ihreea and agonies of a revolting atomach, I could hear him tigh hcuTily, and 
eaclaj'm, " Oh ! let me die in peace jj" 

Thenioth day, however, saw ue both right well and hearty upon deck, Wa 
were the only pusaCDgera, and especially bound together by more tin than that 
which Rochefoucoult calls a muiuality of misery i** inaamuch na, alihongh wc 
had newer met or seen each other befoce, we came from the aamf! counij, 
were proceeding lo the some president, &ad were mutual It acquainted with 
many of the same people. But the idea of one miafortune were the calends 

of another; for, on the rtmth day from Eteal, we entered the Bay of Biscay_ 

a pisee connected always, even befare personal acquaintance, in my train of 
ideas, with all Uiat U icrrifie in weather, water, and wind, and of which I 
nerer heard any thing good, creept Brahaiu^s song, I bato hardly erer known 
on amateur voyager, who may have iteomed nr soiled from Southnmptoo to 
IlaTre, or from Brightno to Dieppe, who hu not iuppcntd to adcet with 
“ the moat Tiulect atonn the captalq ever was out in.” Now, iq order to 
aToid the nme spirit of eiaggemtion, I abaEI only any that, if there have been 
many heavier gnle* In tho Bay of Biscay than the one which we experienced, 
there have been many Ikghicr; and let ila rrnlif speak. 

After quitting the Channel, and making some four hundred miles of wetting 
acrou the bw, or ^ihcr aomewbat paraJlcl with the base, of the Bay of 
Biscay, the wind, which had been gradunlly veering round, came oa to blow 
from the weiit; it grew to a itifl’brecxc. accompanied by misty rain; in a few 
hours it mcfcased to D gale of wind ; the sen taplilty rose ; the min fell in tor¬ 
rents; by eight oVIock at night of the tenth day, we wciehovc-to, under hare 
jralea, with oniy a trisail, sot in a hurricane. There are huodreda who have 
bttn m a similar pTedicament, and know its mtscrici. The hisEing, howling 
wind, ragTng and ^ittifig Ere omongsi the shrouds nnd rigging, wltl/a (Mund 
ns of the fiery ploioniof the wiaga af a demon fiapping ihe Stygian lake; the 
luhcd mtn a n.aFuacal fury, its liquid mountams heating, tossmg, reitcratinc 
blow upon blow. Eke ap hundred-armed Briareije: the vessel staneerinfi as if 
wdd wi^ termr; now aloft, riding upon [he foaming crest of ihe wav.^ that 
■hakes it ^ a thing despised; now down In a trough of the sen. «s if about m 
be engutphed.

It continued 
unabuted for three days and nights; at its eomuiemcciaent we were in coui- 
pany with a French brig, evidentiy making the name course - on the evening nf 
the ucond day, we were still within a few miles of each other, but our cap¬ 
tain and chief oflleer expressed great doubt « to whether she could live much 
longer, if the giale continued. At dayvbreak the fnlEowing morning, the fury 
of the storm unabated, the was reported '* nut of light.” If she foundered, F 
may tnily say ihni It wai providmtLiU^ that we eicn|:ied i liiullnr fate, I>iin'ng 
the whole gale, the cHptidn wu mure or leu drunk ; urveriU of the ablesE of 
the crew were m a aimjlar lUtc, purtly from ther|uantity of spirits served out 
to them, and partly from the remainder nf the Hock each had secreted in the 
I>owns. Tlie carpenter reported *t one time “ aix feet two inches warrr In the 
bold no regular meal had been aerved during the whole time, and all haoda 
had remaitied on deck. At length, however, the oapeet of a better state of 
thiagit appeared; the lea fell, the nln ceased, the wind nbated, and an even¬ 
ing sun shone feebly through the clondL We pBaaengers had now an epportti* 
nity nf estimating the fury of the stonn from its edects; we found every 
topoinal gune. the euiir? bulwarks washed away, the rudder bo ibimaged an 
Id be isiHedmrrfy UMless, the jelly^iaat carried olT, and the live-stock in the 
long-boat drowned. 

Jury- 
mails Were rigged, the shlp^a coune was munted, in nine days wc reached

waa Bt anchor io the roadsted at Funchal, and w* ‘'eI esae in our inn,'" in 
ifac Britlab Hotel. Moore, afier the Fcralsn poet, hiuaidJ:—

He spenks of the " tender pasaion ” and its findearments; 1 would spcuik 
tAiu ofMadEnni End in delights, [ by no means pretend that 1 could become 
an uneiceptionuble judgo nf both the bod nnd good of a country from n d*- 
wcefca' residence in it; I would only speak of what I found it, buJ judge of 
it only accardiug to the aspect in which it presented itself to me ; and I can 
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nj that, nince I quitted Madeira, I hare a thousand times wished myself 
there apin ; and if 1 had the opportunity, I momid bt Ikert in a month, even 
at the hazard of another hurricane in the Bay of Biscay. 

Johnson must certainly have spoken perversely when he said that the man 
was a fool whose feclinfpi were inBuenced by the atmosphere; there can be no 
doubt that a great physical effect is produced by rltmale, and if physical, then 
a moral and mental efliect, by reaction and sympathy. To the valetudinarian, 
Madeira offers the most temperate sunshine, the serenest atmosphere, the 
purest air, the calmest night, the most refreshing fruits; to the imaginative 
and romantic, it supplies the plaintive music, the iron grating, the stealthy 
glance of the convent, and its silent, black*eyed inmates; to the poetically- 
minded, it presents the orange grove, the citron's shade, the pendulous vine, 
the mountain streamlet, clear and cold as virtue, the wild canary tinging on 
its hereditary branch, the mist of the mountain, and the sunset ot sea. There 
does not exist in the island any venomous creature, nor was there ever known 
a case of hydrophobia. I am surprised that some yachters do not visit Ma¬ 
deira ; surely it must be in some measure owing to the foolish idea that it is 
only fit to be the dying depot of the consumptive ; whereas it possesses ample 
means to gratify and employ for a temporary sc^um the young, the enthusi¬ 
astic, and the healthy. 

** It is a delicious island,” aaya my Diary; ” its sweet air, its calm appear¬ 
ance, its varied aspect, looking and breathing doubly sweet from comparison 
with the just-escaped closeness of the ship, and the recollection of the boiste¬ 
rous passage of the Bay of Biscay. The beautiful white houses, relieved by 
trellice-bound creepers of freshest gr e en, and the deep arborage of the citron, 
orange, mulberry, give a most lovely aspect to that side of the island which 
overhangn the town and anchorage of Funchal. In the months of February 
and March, the son shines bright and soil from its rising to Hs setting ; while 
silence and serenity seem to hang over the shade of the lime-tree and avea- 
more: one as much expects to find the softer passions flourishing luxuriantly 
in such a climate and amid such scenes, as to discover them in full perfectioii 
in a beautiful and refined woman.” 

To the imaginative mind, there b something peculiarly attractive connected 
with the mystery and condition of convents: in the first place, such minds 
are apt to connect youth, beauty, and ingenuousneiui, with ibdr inmates, and 
this simply because we easily imagine things to be what we with them to be j 
concluding nuns, therefore, to be such, wc deeply sympathize with them, as 
the virtims of parental bigotry: an ideal passion b readily and naturally self- 
engendered, and a waking dream of rosicrucianitm follows, that there might 
exbt within the gloomy walls kindred spirits, who are to live here below 
noked by the secret bonds of an unconscious sympathy, but who are to be 
united hereafter in a happier world. 

The niina of Santa Cbra were engaged at public vespers when R. and my¬ 
self, for the first time, by mere accident, strolled into the chapel of the 
wnvent. The chapel was perfectly bare of worshippers ; its pavement cold, 
its walls damp; here and there, in niches, were images of the Saviour, clad 
in tawdry, tarnished finery; recesses in various paita contained the monuments 
of the dead, with the dim lamp burning more dimly in the gloom of the pile. 
At the eastern end stood a highly-omamentcd altar, of marble, nused upon a 
pbtform of atx or seven steps ascent, and ornamented, os altars alwavs are 
in Roman Catholic churches, with silver candlesticks, embroidered dwpeiy, 
garlands, and wmt images of the Virgin and Child. We had scarcely trod the 
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Slone floor.af the eha];>e9. and taken elf our hats, whan we •>^ere eiurtlcLl hj n 
sudden penJ Trom an erj^an, jdaced lofnewlierc uut or ptnying r volun- 

tnn' ; t his, lii cih ever, I'ery soon wo chnitged in to on nnilipin, accoenpanied hy 
ihe sweeie^t note» of frrnide votces^ We stuotl In nmic wonder^ for thou^ 
we hearil mueli^ wc could see nothing. 

At the wett end of the chapel^ |a the wsH, wz» a large, square iron gratinj;^ 
about iDK foet widtt and behind which n eurtajq. was dropt, so as completely 
10 tercEn wtintrver was in the interior or bejond it. As ioon^ however, cu 
the muiicul sounds had ceased) this curtain was drawn up, and then-, through 
the grating, were la be seen some dozen Temaleij engaged in Htlcat wonhip 
on their knecB, in a gloemy-looking sort uf choir. The scene wna one of deep 
interest; the rich, ful], sweet notes of the organ, stealing round, a vautled 
roof, and mingted with tJie melody of harmonious roicea, attuned to naercd 
lutisict the devout muTementA oF the penltenti; their chBstc and aable dresKS) 
according » well with the pervading gluon] ; ** the dim rcliginus light" within, 
that contrasted to strongly with thn external eceaing light, vlaibic at the very 
ddor of the chepel i ihcac were snSeient to make s deep sjid solemn impres- 
■iuii on the feelings. 

The organ stopped, the voices died away, {igure after figure within ihu 
grating glided uDihclcsdly Iram the st^ht Id succesaion ; no word was spoken, 
no gesture aecd, no .sound heard but the transient rustling of adrexs^ 

There was samcthing peculiar in the uianucr of the femile wliu wns the Lul 
to retire, and which Waa evidently deseed to Rliraet our attention. Although 
pibc had been kneeling noar the door at which the nuns bad departed, she gave 
[diiice Id several, moving rather /rum than iaaards Eha door. She wu the 
only one who seemed samelhing more than aa automaton, and her gesture and 
mo I em eats were « if she had dropped wmething, and wai looking for it on 
the floor. She loitered jw Jong, that all the devoiteei but hcrtclf had quitted 
the pluCO, and, flnrting this to be the COSe, ^je advanced cLoso to the Iron 
grating, and threw o ^mall bllUcb of flow era thrmigh It on Ea the floor of the 
chnpeJ. Seeing that this was done drrigued^, I advanced in rny turn to the 
grating, and, picking Up the llowers, made an acknowledgment nf thaoJts by 
Imwing to her; upon which, to my amarcrnent, she addressed mein pretty 
brakon English, "How do you? you arc Inplise?" I we* ustonished, but 
Immediaicly replied that we were both Engliahmen.” Sbe then said aha 
niubt go uwjLV immedintely, or her absence would be noticed, but reqtieatrdl 
that wa would come on the morrow, at two o^clnck, to the convent doorj and 
inquire for the “English nun nnd so bidding m " Good night/* she weal to 
her companiun^. 

Now, although Erst seen under such very pretty and rointinttc dreum* 
aiancea, 1 could ngt aiifler faxicy to beguile my eye Into a belief that she waa 
y ml tig, lovely, nngelle; the abort interview 1 had with her convinced me 
that ihe rirar JKfT; neither wo* she the contrary. She was, in %ure, rather 
tmlmBpoiKl; in face, wdl-featured; m ts|ief[, benevoleni, calm, gentle; in 
age, about thirty-eight. 

In touching upon this subject of my inlcrcoorwe for several weeks with 
wmc of the inninica uf the Santa Clara, I -iJiaJI coaicat inyaelf with a vtry bare 
abstract from a Z^iary then and there kept. 

Mr Mcquatntanee was entirely limited to three, two of w hom were certainly 
much younger sad prettier ihun she by whom we were introduced to them. 1 
Jinow not of any reason why 1 should mentLon tbclr nnmes. 

Ill b&ntA Clara, ajtin tnany other conveuts, there is a chamber or porAitr in 
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which the friends of the nuns may hold communication with them. In such 
cases, you go first to the content door, and there state your wish to speak 
with any particular nun—say, for instance, ** Matildba Meninha di Jesu**— 
you then go round a comer of the building, and through a little opening to a 
staircase which leads into a bare apartment, hating a srjuare iron grating in a 
wall, which parts it from an inner chamber, and by the time you reach this 
iron grating, the object of your communication baa reached it on her side of 
the wall; here, seated on low stools, you may conterse as long as you please 
for a giten time through the grating: the nuns, howeter, always « e a t them* 
seltes on the floor. In this situation did I spend many and many an hour. 
Our contersaUon was tery much upon the subject of England, for which, and 
for Englishmen, the three ladies atowed a roost strong and decided partiality; 
nor did they hesitate to express a scry poor opinion of their countrymen! 
The ** English nun ” so called from her speaking English tolerably well, waa 
boro of Portuguese parents, in America, where she learned English, and at 
the age of fifteen waa placed in the convent of Santa Clara. I gave her an 
English Prayer-Book, which she always brought with her to our interviews. 
They sang trio* sweetly, in the roost plaintive and harmonioua style, and as 
they are here nameless. I do not hesiute to aay that they broented bitterly 
their cruel destiny, and would not have hesitated a moment to escape to an 
honourable liberntioD, even in the arms of a heretic. But they did not com* 
pUin of the dunp/lme of the convent ; on the contrary; and whoever saw the 
comely and portly lady, who filled the office of abbess, superintending the dis* 
tribution of the convent largess to the poor, could have assoebted no ideas 
with her authority but those of beneficence and benevolence. 

If any one b curious for a diary of a convent life, the following one may 
be received, as taken from the lips of an inmate. The hour of rising, gene- 
b six o'cbek, from which nniil eight the time b supposed to be spent 
in private devotion; eight is the hour of breakfast, from the end of which 
until ten U spent in working for the poor; at ten, public prayer b comroeuced, 
the performance of which occupies more than an hour; after this, they retire* 
to their rooms, use their spinneu or guitars, do needlework, and beautiful 
specimens of oroamcolal embroidery in feather-work, assemble, perhaps, three 
or four in one room, to read aloud, or practise aacred music; one o'clock b 
the hour of repast again, to which they assemble in a common room; at two, 
a religious service is again performed, not, however, a general one. but an 
indiridmil one, in the private chapel; this occupies an hour, aAcr which they 
walk in the beautiful garden of the convent, which U full of verdant and shady 
trees, with little water-fountains, and oroamented with beds and borders of 
flowers; these they delight to cultivate. Vespers commence at six. and last 
an hour; at seven, supper b served, and at eight the abbess or her deputy 
visits them in their rooms, the doors of which are then locked for the night 
Why such a precaution should be used It b hard to say. considering the tre! 
mendous obstacles which seem to oppose almost the pouUnTuy of intrusion 
or of egress; and yet these alt have been overcome, for bora and bolts are 
but a feeble defence ^itut paision and the will.

into Funchal roadsted, where it remained nearly a week. One evening, as R. 
and I were lying on the sobs in the front up-stairs sitting-room of the British 
Hotel, our attention was drawn to the sound ofvoicet in the street under our 
windows; the sound increased very soon Into an evidence of partiea quarrelling; 
upon which we both arose, and went to see what waa the matter. It was evi! 
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dent that • party of young officers firooi the J —r had been up the Uhutd 
upon roulec and ponies, with their owners, who always go along with them, 
[and that some dispute had arisen as to payment: what the actual amount of 
dispute was, we could not make out. The wordy war, howerer, raged with 
increasing violence, and a number of lown’s-fellows joined their muletecring 
hrethren. “ So high at last the contest rose,” that they came «rtiui% to 
blows, but who struck first I cannot say. The officers were but four in num¬ 
ber, the leader of whom was the son of a late eminent statesman (both father 
and son are since dead), while the mob m'^t perhaps have amounted to thirty. 
The officers maintained the fight manfully for the few seconds that we were 
lookers on, for of course our almost immediate movement was to run down 
stairs to join them. My chief fear was a secret weapon, and, therefore, as 
aoon as I could get into the fray, I bawled out to our countrymen to “make 
for the passage of the inn-yard.” By good lock, they caught up my entreaty, 
and by a simultaneous rush, succeeded in so doing, when I immediately un¬ 
loosed the folding-doors of the yard from their fastenings in the wall on each 
side, and with the help of the officers, succeeded in forcing them shut against 
the mob : one of the servants of the house had, in the mean time, closed the 
front door of the house. The storm without now seemed to rage with re¬ 
doubled fury; the mob shouted and booted, some battered with pitebiug- 
ktones against the yard doors, some rattled sticks and drivkg-prongs against 
■the front door, and two or three windows were smashed. It was evident that 
TO large accession to the original number had taken place, and also that the 
'people were determined, if possible, to force an entrance. Two of the officers 
were bleeding from the lace, having been wounded by the spikes with which 
the peasants in the island urge on their loaded mules and ponies. It seemed 
very doubtful what would be the result of the battering and assault outs^dc; 
and I believe, had the mob succeeded in gaining entrance, we should have been 
severely honffied i this, however, it was my good fortune to prevent. I recol¬ 
lected that, at the far end of the yard, there was a heap of large stones, and 
I sakl-to R., while the officers were all bewildered ns to what to do, “Come 
along to the heap of stones!” He |>enetrated my intention in a moment ; away 
we went, reached the heap, armed ourselves with two of the heaviest stones 
each we could carry, ran up stain into the room where we had been sitting, 
and quietly dropped them one by one upon the heads of the mob beneath. 
The cflect was magical — it created a panic — men, women, and children, set up 
a general cry of alarm, and away they all ran, leaving us invisible, but undis- 
- pitted, masters of the field. Tlic muleteers' demands were aAerwards duly 
lacttlcd ; in fact, 1 was bound, for our own sake, to see this done, inasmuch as 

■ we two were in daily communication with some or other of them. 

I There arc many beautiful rides in Madeira, but the great attraction, to those 
I who have only two or three days to remain there, is the ride up the mountain, to 
[ the grounds and house of a very wealthy Portuguese gentleman, whom the lower 
I order of natives familiarly call “ Johnny di Cavalha,” at least when speaking 
of him to casual visitors. This place lies about four or five miles up the moun¬ 
tains ; it consists of a good, handsome mansion, exceedingly well-furnished, 
and located in a park, which may probably contain three hundred acres of land, 
i and in which there are little buil^ngs scattered, inclosing specimens of birds and 
I animals not indigenous in the island ; in fact it is, or was then at least, a very 

■ humble attempt at imitating a zoological rvpertor)'. One whole day is gcnc-

Our Tiutf to Sauta Clara, stihongh tifitt/p iinuifd to a jlrtradljy, cren 
itmalif intercounej carried nn In open dqjj did not escape thejoalans nppre- 
henrion of lie prieati; nt lenst, we always sltributed the foil owing Incidents 
to them. I one day received at the hotel a letter, wrUten In Engliih, and 
anoaymOiif, and left by a measengcr who pvc no inforniatlon ss lo where he 
came ftoni. This letter eshorted IIS to be extremely circumipeet as to every 
thing wc might say or do connected with the convent of Santa Clara, for that 
we were strictly waited in our daily viiits there, end ihoiild unqneitiouably 
receive some injury if detected in any ierrtw-*/ proceeding. Ode evening, 
after having wallicd mnro than an hour on the Prado, which everybody who 
has been to Madeira bnows, w« thaught that wo were certainly dogged by 
ihrca saobbiibdookirvg officerR of the garrisao, whom we knew to be meb bv 
ibeir undreas uni^rm, ItDlians, .Spaniards, and Poriugif«.c, 1 am always for 
keeping In front of me. end as theno three young luen got inlo our rear tn the 
caune of walking, I proposed tn R. that wn should mt dow n on a bench near. 
We Bceordinglj placed curselves on orve which stood igsinit some trees in 
the walk; It wu becomo by this time quite dii^k. The ofScem paired ou^ 
in froar,with a very impertinent swaggrr. and immediately, na we always sup¬ 
posed, they must have turned short round behind ua and the trees, for wo 
both stmulinucoudy received a tremenJoui whack ocrou thn Ahoulierv, the 
Beat WM kicked ftam under ui, we lay sprawling upon thn ground, ami 
although up b an Instant, the enemy had vanlihadj tior could we ever, not* 
withstanding oiir utmost wstdifulnc« end scrutiny, recognixe them again. 

A still worse oitacb win made upon us, one night, in the gloomy psuage 
into the Iwgs^ly ihcaire* where wa went to n concert.

After Aume days ffopi hladeiru, we were truly delighted lo finti that tfic 
skipper hud determioed, in spite of the risk of tlio underwriting at Lloyd'*, to 
touch at St. Jape, one of the Cupc dc Verd Jilanda.

Thera being no sleeping uccommodiition on altpre* we alwraya returned on 
board nt iilght* On Sondny, passing along the slTcct+1 iooked into a Komau 
Catholic churthh where, for the first time in my life, I «w a perfectly black 
priest, drcMcd in the dcrical veitnicots, performing high mEus. 

St. Jigu Bcmna nothing more than an irregular mosE of vnlcante heavtngs 
from (he sen: small hills scattered upon a ctndery tmHC, with the empty chan- 
neli of small watcr-ccwirsef in the rainy scoafni, but at present only beds of 
deep sand. Along ono of ihe»e, beonth n burning suu, which nothing lc»i 
than !ui Engliahtnao^s uicless curiosity in a ilninge place could have cncoitn- 
tcrc-J, the captain, R,, and I. steered otir course on ponies fijr a pinntnliun 
Called Trinidad, which, vc were infora^od by Kuglish bfary Bind ihe txiotmen, 
WOK the great licirt of St. Jsgo, The whole way along we only saw a few 
straggling goats nr sliaggy* sheep brnwaiag, >b 1 Imagine, on something, although 
wc could descry nothing hut Btones; or now and then n st&rtled little bird, 
wbnsc beak seemed white and fcutbcrs frizzled with heat, flew from oo^esturLted 
bush to another; or a lazy yellow and white kite, moving in cu-clea,ou the 
wing, ai if fearful of a perspiration. At length, we arrived at Trinidad, a 
name of mlher peculiar interest to me, inasmuch Aa die island id called was 
my birth-jikec. It was located at the extremity of the long direp dliannet, iu 
whicli we iiod been riding, and amidst so uiudi aterility seemed a copper 
oasis, the result of Irrignilon from a few ntla of vrntcr, Tlie houae was n 
emill PartiigiiuBC plantalion-hou^e. a ihinf which to be understood must be 
seen; there was no iuiunte, save two ancient ilnves, a male and female; cruund 
the houac we found, however, most bHwrtttil orange tree* In full bearing, large 
baiinnns londed. witli fruit, coco-nut trees, pntchea of Indlnn corn, tobacco 
plants, and some cnCHiuoiui trees, called the bread tree, producing nu[» that 
contain o Ejuantity of red seed* enveloped in a white pulp, from which the 
nnllves produce something like bread, M the Sonth-AmCricBii istnndcra do 
from the caasada. 

OuFvoyoge vaa attcadeJ with nothing remarkable UH wc reached our deati- 
uaiion. There ia no condition in which a ctmtented mind is so much iu own 
reward aa on board ship ; there ia no place in which agTHoble things oro so 
pgrecnbic, or disagTcrable ihinga disagreeable, Now, few thiflvs can srar- 
pass the itacotnfortablenfiM of hmvy Riinii In hoi latitudes; on recrcusing the 
line, we sulTered very mitcli from this ennse: cortainlylt quieted oil niiproheu' 
hiort of wnntin^i; wm«r; but then we were obliged to keep below, closely almi 
up from all ventilntionj as erTcry hutch was fastened down to keep out the lor- 
jcuts which fdl for aevcfiil days berure making Ctvloo, I venturnf, hovverof. 
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one norniog to the forecastle, to watch the second officer harpoonin* por¬ 
poises. I saw him strike two; one we not on board, the other eitricated 
itself from the harpoon and fell bleedinn profoseljr, and the moment the water 
was tinged with his blood, erery porpoiae disappeared, although more than a 
hundred had been playing round the ship. The one we got on board mea¬ 
sured six feet seren inches; he had received a tremendous rent from the har¬ 
poon in the dde, and, as he lay on the deck, manifested the strongest agonjr 
and muscular action in dying; volumes of dark blood issued from the wound, 
and some of the mtisdes laid bare were larger than any human ones. He was 
cut up; aome parts the men fried and ate for supper, and some I gave to the 
hounds, who relished it amaxingly. The two jaws were immensely strong, and 
contained one hundred and eighty-six teeth. I took off a jricce of the skin, 
which seemed to me to diffier but very little from India rubber, being toi^b and 
elastic. 

We made the island of Ceyloa. I had often heard that the perfume of 
spices or flowers was perceptible some distance out at sea ofl* Ceylon, though 
the fact has been questioned by many; I had, however, an opportunity of 
proving its reakty. About ten o'clock at night, when dark, the first intima¬ 
tion which the officer of the watch had of the vicinity of bnd was a strong, 
almost sickening, sweet odoor, as of a mixture of flowers. In the morning, 
I myself perceived it, ns strong as if I had been near a flower-garden. To me 
it cepahily was not sickening) but I believe it was not so powerful as on the 
previous n%hL Every one was sensible of the scent, although we were at 
miles from tbe shore, on which there was no appearance of 
habitation or culture; nothing but one continuous mass of jungle. The wind 
blew lightly from the land, ai^ several beautifol butterflies came on board. I 
eonfess that I had been ever incredulous on the subject of tbe spicy perfume 
of Ceylon borne out to sea; but srodliog is believing, as well as seeing.

We linve already adverted to the aecret object of the RegolaUng

But the minister had no desire to witness 
this consummation. His wishes all pointed in a contrary directioo, and he 
therefore determined, while changing the constitution of a body which he was 
not yet strong enough iramcdistcly to overthrow, so to manage matters as that 
the act of its own representatives might be received by the people of England 
as evidence against itself. The first thing to bn done, in order to effect this, 
was, so to arrange the machinery of the new Government, as that Mr. Has¬ 
tings might be at the mercy of those with whom he should be associated. The 
next, to make choice of men, to fill office as councillors under him, who, 
understanding the minister’s views, and ready to work for their accomplish- 
meot, should not be troubled with many scruples as to the best means of doing 
ao. Both achemes the minister had the good fortune to carry out without 
exciting the lospiclon at least of the Legislature. On Mr. Hastings, of course, 
whom it would have injured himself to recall, the nominal powera ^governor- 
general were conferred; but these powers the subsequent appointments at 
once annulled, for out of the four gentlemen who were associated with him, 
there was only one, Mr. Barwcll, who, either from previous habits, or from 
knowledge of the subject, could be expected to support bis measures. The 
remaining three, namely, Lieuicnant-Gcocml Clavering, the Honourable 
George Monsoo, and Philip Francis, Esq., were remark^le for nothbg so 
much as their subserviency to the will of the existing cabinet, unless, indeed, 
It siere in the parade which they had been accustomed to make, of a r^hteous 
horror at the atrocities which had been practised by the Company s savants 
on the defenceless people of Indb. 

The three councillors last named arrived and took their teaU in October, 
177-1. Mr. IlasUtiiTs showed tiiew gentlemen the utmost courtesy and 
attention, which seems to have been returned by a cold phlegmatic show of 
dignity, and a reserve which was the token of a “foregone conclusion" 
with respect to him and his government. Within six days from the arrival 
of the new roembcni, “that struggle of parlle* lw?gan, which, throughout 
four long years, continued to make Its baneful influence felt to the remotest 
comers of the Company’s possessions." 

We have glanced at the diflicullics which be«ct Mr. Hastings at the out¬ 
set of hi# government, and we have indicated some of hi# viewTi with regard 
to his foreign policy. Hw domestic measures of administration vverc of far 
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i^ntcr diditultyt The mott prominent suit moft nrdoou^ h'm ilw coFIrr- 
dofi of the revet! tir. Even our prc<rfll iinpruveil ji^^m of revenue collcc- 
hoti, the result nf long eMperienee, repented eiperimenh-, infnute ncnuninl* 
tmee with the eoumrv nnd iu irwtihitfons, and a well-coastnirted niaehinen 
of eontroT^ is pregnant with praetica] orlls, whieh ii ia, perhaps, imposaihle 
entirely la etire. But In Mr, UoAlmgs' time, we posM.j,d „onr of the 
means whereby n system even theoretically exoelleqt could be earriotl Into 
effect. European eolledors Ltcam* jwtty lyrants, who praetj^d on the 
tinudity nnd patience of the natim, restraining tliem even from complain- 
mg. 1 he chtcanery nnd falsehood, for whieji the imilves of Bengal were 
notorious, on Uw other hand, discredited eveiy eomplamt they preferrmL 
Xativc officer!., agnin, of whatever grade, nnd however ■^npcnl^.ed, were 
ktmvish, corrnpt, trcaohereno.; and such a faultless monelcr ” as nn 
lionetL native rcrenue funcUounry wonld hai-t fallen a speedy gaerifico to 
l!^e acoro and indtgnnllon of his fEllowe. Mr. Mastin™, Umu-h aware 
that there iios a tandenoy lit the Eurapean to tyrannJie, dreaded tti|| more 
the cupidity ofUie nntircd, and m iiw plnn of revenue doIJection, which wa« 
to supersede a compl.csied tisane of chicanery, under which the revenue, 
dmiinished every year, he introrlueed Eurapenn collwtore.* This system, 
however, faded to realiic the revenues he expected; bot before it had 
cxperirnocd n fa.r tnnf, the Court .ent padlive order, for the inlrtKhielJrm 
of a plan of tlieir own, for a Jiy.tem of nnllvc mBimgemcnt, which 5fr. 
Hastings wns compelled to adopt. In all those brandies of finance wherein 
reform, were prnobcnbTe, he introduced tlmni with an unspari.iir hand \

wve intellect and a solid discretion," were accomplished, as he also observ es, 
not Ly violence, for his powers were limited, but by coneilitlion and ll« 
sacrifice of private inlcresU, and especially by a perseverance and disregard 
of toil, which no obstacle could daunt, no labour break down. Lven objects 
of science and geographical inquiry were not neglected amidst the demands 
of foreign polilica and the distractions of domestic policy; he took advan¬ 
tage, with statesmanlike promptitude, of an opportunity to form relations 
with Bootan, and despatched a gentleman to I/hassa, to explore the 
country, and open a trade, if possible, between Tibet and Bengal. ^ The 
letters from Mr. Hastings to Mr. Bogle, the agent, indicate the sagacity of 
his mind upon these subjects, and Uie soundness of his views. Moreover, a 
translation of Hindu law was made by Mr. Halhcd, of the civil service, in 
whose dedication of the work to Mr. Hastings, be ascribes to that gentleman 
both llie result of the execution and the enUre merit of the original plan. 

^Yc now proceed to the painful task of reviewing the vexaUons by which 
Mr. Hastings was harassed by men who seem to have fell no compunction 
at sacrificing not only him, but even the interests of the country, to the sel¬ 
fish dictates of party interest. 

Tlic Court’s letter of iaslructioos to the new Government of Bengal 
contained a recommendation of an inquiry into past abuses and oppressions, 
as well as tlic enactment of regulations to prevent their recurrence. The 
new members proposed to begin willi this inquiry; indeed, Mr. Hastings 
could scarcely prevail upon them to pause even for a single day, by repre¬ 
senting that Mr. Barwcll, one of their own body, was absent; and they 
refused to defer tlic matter longer than the exact number of day^ in which 
be could reach Calcutta. At the next mecUag, Mr. Hastings laid liefore 
the Council a minute, drawn up with his usual ability and perspicuity, of 
tlic whole lenour of his policy. The attack upon him commenced by the 
new members eondemniog the treaty of Benares and the Rohilla war. Tlwy 
denounced the treaty as impolitic and unjust, and formally demanded the 
production of Mr. Hastings’ private and confidential correspondence with 
the resident, Mr. Middleton. Mr. Hastings offered to furnish all those 
parts of the correspondence which threw any light upon the subject, but 
stated that Mr. Middleton’s letters contained unreserved and strictly private 
communications upon other topics. The new members took fire at this, and 
resolved (being a majority) that the letters should be produced. Mr. 
Ha.<itings recorded the reasons of his refusal; whereupon, they resolved that 
Mr. Middleton should be recalled from Lucknow, and undergo a personal 
examination; and in spite of the representations of the Governor-General of 
the injury which the public service would sustain from such a proceeding, 
and although .Mr. Barwcll took part with him, the order for Mr. Mkldle- 
lon’s recall passed. 

Mr. (Jlcig has refrained, upon this as well as upon other occasions, from 
setting forth the grounds upon which Mr. Hostings* antagonists acU^, in 
wbieli respect, wc think, ibcwi Memoirs are chargeable with uiifalmcjw

of lliur conduct, to nffbrd ground for censuring the new councillors; but 
Mr. (tlcig n not satislicd unIcMs they appeor repente furpusimi. Mr. Mill 
luis stated their ease plausibly enough; but, conceding U»e utmost to him, 
and admitting that tlie Directori did subsequently condemn the rrtentloo of 
tin? correspondence, the sudden, fierce, and untiring bostilitv of the new 
councillor can only be explained on the hypothesis adopted by Mr. Cilcig 
According to Mr. Mill,* Mr. Hastings, u'pon the first appearance of hU 
oolicagues, behaved, or was suspected of behaving, coldiv; ** and, witli 
jealous feelings, this coldnow was construed into studied iuid humiliating 
neglect." We see nothing whatsoever in the letters of Mr. Hastings which 
w ears even the appearance of coldness, a sentiment contrary to his habit, to 
the course of his policy towards those with wliom be acted, and, in this 
case, dirccUy opposed to hi. interests. The plea seems, indeed, intended 
to excuse, not justify, proceedings which were indefensible on public 
ground-s by referring them to personal motives. The argument of Mr. Mill 
IS, that the declaration of .Mr. Hastings, that the communications caller! for 
were confidential, « could saUsfy none but men who had the most unbound- 
cd confidence in his probity and wisdom," and as the new councillors had 
not that confidence, they were bound in duty to demand a full disclosure; 
that Uic plea of Mr. HasUngt, if extended into a general rule, would des¬ 
troy one great source of the evidence by which Uie guilt of public men can 
be proved, " and it was calculated to rouse a suspicion of his improbity in 
any breast not fortified ^inst it by the strongest evidence of his habitual 
Virtue. M c do not think it necessary to point out the disingenuousness of 
this mode of reasoning; it is sufficient to remind the reader that Mr. Mill 
entertained peculiar notions respecting rules of evidence, ond that hr 
regarded the doctrine of the English law, Umt no man should be asked a 
question that would criminate himself, a. absurd. 

I’hc order for the recall of .Mr. .Middleton was followed up by inslruc- 
Uons for the return of the Company's brigade in the Rohilla counliy within 
the ancient limits of Oode. In .l,ort-for it is impossible here to enume- 
rate the freaks m which the councillors indulged—in spite of tlic entreaties 
and remonstrances of Mr. Hastings, who pointed out the mischiefs which 
such a systcnmUc opposiuon would produce, and the discredit which the 
measure of the (’ouncil would bring upon the English name, in every qurs- 
imn of importance, tlie respective parties—three on one hand and two on 
the other—drew up minutes, statements, and appeals, full of aerimooiou. 
pci^n! reficctions, with which the packets were loaded, and which oueht 
to have opened the eyes of the home authoriUes, and induced tliem to

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ihc Uohilla war, yet if these gentlemen disapproved of Uw war, hod Uicy 
been disposed to promote harmony and to maintain the credit of (Jorem* 
incnl, they ought to have afforded him the moaiw of decently receding, willt- 
out fixing a mark of reprobation on hw past conduct, wounding lu* personal 
consequence, and placing even the interests of the Company in jeopardy. 
Had they acted upon these conciliatory principles, he says he w'ould have 
cheerfully joined in whatever course of policy they might adopt, as tin? 
majority. With regard to the corres|)ondence, he says he had encouraged 
Mr. Middleton to speak his sentiments freely to him (the immemorial usage 
of the service having left the whole correspondence with the country powers 
in the liands of the Governor), under an assurance tliat they sliould not be¬ 
come the subject of public record, and he could not, without a breach of 
honour and good faith, violate that assurance. He declares that be had 
submitted to his colleagues every part of the letters that was necessary fur 
their information on public affairs, and that he intended to send the whole 
correspondence (with the consent of Mr. Middleton) to hw lordship, which 
he subsequently did. The real ground of Mr. Hastings* repugnance to 
produce the letters appeared to be this—that he had autliorized Mr. Middle- 
ton to seund the nawaub respecting a direct intercourse with tlic Crown 
of Rngland, in pursuance of a policy of which he thought favourably, of 
establishing political relations between the country potvers and the King's 
Government—a policy not likely to have been palatable to the Court of 
Directors. 

The three councillors, having somewhat indiscreetly avowed, in one of 
their des{)atches, that ^ the justification of their conduct could only be 
supported by a strong and deliberate censure of the preceding administra¬ 
tion,*’ lost no opportunity, not merely of censuring tlic public measures, 
but of blackening the private character, of Mr. Hastings. They tunl 
opened their ears greedily, from tlieir first landing, to every tale against 
him, and after they believed their budget complete, they brought charges of 
Iwibcry to an cnorroou* extent, of corruption in the distribution of public 
eniploymcnl*, of chicanery and malversation; nay, he was not only' 
occosed to the Directont at home, but was required by his own (’ouncil to 
answer before them for crimes alleged to have been couimiUcd long before 
they came into ofioe. An important part of their scheme was to court 
ai'cusatioas from natives. Mahomed Reza Khaii was sounded; but, 
although till* personage bad suffered much through the innocent instrumen¬ 
tality of Mr. Hastings, be proved too honourable to become a weapon of 
lus ai'cusers. Nuncomar, however, whose character we have developed, 
was less scrupulous, though be had less provocation to revenge. 

This man w'aited formally upon Mr. Francis, and prcM'ntod him with a 
letter, which he requested might be laid Iwforc the Council, charging tlic 
Governor-General with oppression, and fraud to a large extent, with 
having connived at the embezzlemriiLs of Mahomed Reza Kluin, recciFiiig 
a bribe of ten lacs to let him escape, anil selling aitpointnirnti for money. 
Havtinga, when this letter >va'< read at tlie Boanl, indignantly a«lird 
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FraneU whether he hail been preTM>U’‘ly aware of Nuncomar’i desi|!n, 
which the other reluctantly admitted. Mr. I lasting* scouted the accusa¬ 
tions of such a miscreant, and denied the ri^t of the C^ouncil to enter¬ 
tain them. XcTertlteless, on the receipt of a further letter from Nuncomar, 
demanding to be personally heard in support of his allegations, the majority 
of the Council, as if to leave no doubt of the quality of their motives, had 
the bad taste, as well as audacity, to accede to this demand, notwithstand¬ 
ing that Mr. Barwell pointed out the Supreme Court as the proper tribunal 
liefore which such questions should be tried. Mr. Masting* could not sub¬ 
mit to be bearded by Nuncomar In the very couocil-ohamber, and accord¬ 
ingly, in the exercise of the power vested in him by the Act, adjourned the 
Council, and retired with Mr. Barwell. The majority, however, kept their 
scats, and placing General Clavering in the chair, determined that the 
proceeding of the Ctovcrnor-General ivas irregular, and called in Xuoeo- 
mar, wlm tendered a fresh cliarge against Mr. Maslings, of extorting tWQ^/ 
lacs from the Munny Begum, in proof of which be produced a prelct^''i 
letter from that lady, w'hirh bore the character of forger}' on the face m 
end which sl»e subsequently d:<^voived. Yet the Council voted Uie charges 
true, and that measures simuld be taken to compel the repayment of alKMit 
£10,000 by Mr. Hastings into the public treasury without delay. 

The example of Xuncomar, and the avidity with which the Council lis¬ 
tened to the most improbable charges against a roan marked, as it were, 
for ruin, had the natural effect of stimulaling others to join in the oonsplraey 
against him—some, perhaps, from revenge, others in the hope of adtin; 
tage, for all were caressed, flattered, and rewarded, in exact proportion lo 
the charges they brought against the Governor-General. ** Xuncomar," 
says Mr. Hastings, writing to his agents, bolds bU durbar in oomplcie 
state; sends for xemindars and their vakeels, coaxing and threatening them 
for complaints, which no doubt he will get in abundance, besides what he 
forges himself." A sudden check, however, was put to the career of the 
majority b}- evidence unexpectedly coming to the bands of Mr. Haitiiagi, 
whereby he was enabled to institute proceedings in the Supreme Court for a 
conspiracy against the whole of tlieir agents, including Nuncomar. 'rhii 
evidence was obtained by the voluntary defection of one of the conspiratofs, 
Comul uddeen, a lorge zemindar or farmer of the revenues, who madt a 
de]x>sition licfoTC Uie Supreme Court, on the strength of which Xunconmr, 
Mr. Fowke, and their nssociates, were held to bail to take their trial, Mr. 
Hastings being bound over to prosecute. Tbe three councillors, with a dia- 
rrganl lo deccnc}' amounting almost to a crime, on the very day following 
tlie arrest of Xuncomar, paid him a formal vimt of honour, a compliment 
which they liad never before oflered biro, and which be hod never received 
from any previous administration. The measure of tliis roan'i iniquity, 
however, was now full. In less than three weeks after, Xuncomar wu 
arrested on o charge of forger}-, preferred by a native merchant in Calcutta, 
and committed to prison, llie three Councillors had the asaurance to pro¬ 
test against the right of the King’s judges to commit, on such a charge, a 
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naUfc of Xuncomar * rink, to a common and required Uiit, in cson* 
wdcnlion of hit rcligiout temples, be thoold be enlarged on bniJ. Hanghly 
roeatnget were tent by them, as the Council, to the Supreme C ourt; Imt 
the judges, who bod fortunately U»e power to act upon their own respoiw*. 
bility, did not want the firmnese requisite to ▼indicnlc their own tnde^n- 
denee and the majesty of the law. Nuncomir was tried by a jury of Eng¬ 
lishmen, convicted, and though n Bramin, hanged like any other mnlc- 
factor. 

No one in the least acquainted with the histoi^ of British India can be 
ignorant of the sensation produced by the execution of this man, and of the 
reproaches cast upon tlie judges, and especially upon Mr. Hastings, for 
this “tragedy," or “ murder," ns some have termed it. “ No transaction, 
perhepi" observes Mr. Mill, “ of his whole administration more deeply 
tainted the reputation of Hastings than the tragedy of Nuncomar. And 
why ? Because be was an accuser of the Hovemor-Gcncral, who might 
have prevented the prosecution, and suspended the execution, and his not 
doing so, ** generates the suspicion of guilt, and of an Inability to encounter 
the weight of bis testimony." But it is well answered by Mr. Gleig, that 
Mr. Hastings had no power to interfere, whereas the majority of the 
Council might, by a simple vote, have suspended the execution pending a 
reference home, and their sitting with folded arms to witness the death of 
their tool would seem to countenance the belief that they hoped to make it 
anollier count of the indiclinent against Hastings, and to assign his death as 
a convenient reason why the inquiries into the Govemor-Gcocral’s malver¬ 
sations failed. Then the chief justice, who presided at the trial, and by 
whose hands, the tiiree Councillors asserted, “ the Govemor-Geoeral 
murdered Nuncomar," was afterwards impeached for the transaction. It 
was urged against him, that forgery was not a capital offence by the 
law of Hindustan; that the act of forgery was committed In 1770, whereas 
the statute which created the Supreme Court was not published till 1774 ; 
that Nuncomar, as a native, was not amenable to the Elngltsh tribunals for 
a crime committed against another native, and various other allegations. 
Sir Elijah Impey, however, fully cxculpotcd himself, and even Mr. Mill 
admtU, with a “ perhaps," that the Court was justihed “ on the rigid intcr- 
preUtion of naked law." The Court, Uiercforc, acted according to law, 
and that the crime was brought home to Nuncomar no one ran reasonably 
entertain a doubt Whether the punishment of death should have been 
inflicted, seeing that forgery was not a capital offence in the eyes of the 
natives of In^'o, is another question, which affects the Court, not the 
Governor, who has never been connected with the prosecutor, Mohun Per- 
saud, or proved to have instigated or aided the prosecution. The coinci¬ 
dence of the charge against Nuncomnr with the aecuBations brought by him 
against the Governor ts the only cireumslanee which the most bitter enemy 
of Hastings could tinge with suspicion. “ The coincidence," obsenes Mr. 
Wilson, in his notes upon the text of Mill, “ was unfortunate, but it 
seems to have been unavoidable." The assertion recklessly made by Mr. 
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Glfig't t^Wartfn Hattiagt."

The trinJs to n hieli the pnttence nnJ temper of Hnsdtigs were expcMetl 
dnring the deputes in his Cnunoil must hnve been serere, mil hie enrtunmee 
of them is one of the fttrongist proofs of hts fortitude.

debuted/' ai Mr. Gleig observes, » not upon their own raefitSj hni with rt- 
ference to the pwUefi proposing them/' Xor was the evil confined to die 
oounoil-ehaoiher; it mu^st have aggravated the distress and perpEeiiir of 
hJr* Hastings, as well as the difficulties of Ins post, to find tlmt ^*the

The elevation of the plains 
above Rambodde, from whence the ascent commences, is between three and 
four thoniand feet. Measured in an horizontal plane, the dutance between 
that village and Newera Ellta does not exceed eight miles. The result is, that 
the greater portion of the road through the pass is on an inclined plane, which 
ascends one foot in twelve or thirteen, an inclination which is nearly the some 
as that which occurs in Napoleon’s celcbrateil militar}- comraunicatioo over the 
Simplon. To keep this cork-screwing way in repair, and clear it of the slips 
of soil which not unfrcquently come thundering down, and choke up the nar¬ 
row thoroughfare, a strong working party of Caffre soldiers arc constantly 
employed on different parts of the pass. These Caflres ore found to make 
better labourers than soldiers. There is something in their character repug¬ 
nant to the etiquette and strictness of military discipline. They have bera 
gradually exchanged for Malays, who, almost exclusively, compose the pre¬ 
sent Ceylon Rifle Regiment. Nature appears to have designed the Coffre to 
be the counterpart of the Malay. The former is social, cheerful, and amiable ; 
the latter cold, stem, and vindictive. The one awakens our sympathies and 
nflfections; the other commands our respect, but makes no effort to secure our 
regard, for which he ofqtarently entertains a sovereign contempt. Nor arc 
their corporeal characteristics less at variance than their moral attributes. The 
Malay it active, of a slight yet muscular form, and his every roovement be¬ 
speaks energy, while in his restless eye and line lip may be read that daring 
and enterprising spirit that bos ever belonged to the rovers of the Eastern 
Archipelago. TheCaffre, on the contrary, possesses all the characteristics of 
the Negro. The woolly hair—the blubber lip—the long head—all these 
appear in your true Coffre. His eye, though shrewd, b heavy, and its glances 
evince none of that cold, sardonic spirit that b bora with a Malay, '* growa 
with hu growth, and strengthens with his stretq^h.” The few Coffre soldiers 
still in Ceylon are oolely employetl in repairing old, or in making new, roads. 
The detachment on the Rambodde pass consbts of sixty or seventy men. 
Nearly all of these being married, and, generally speaking, the lathers of a 
numerous progeny, their encampment presents an animated spectacle amid 
the loneliness of the surrounding jungle. A favourable opportunity of studying 
another, and, to the Anglo-Cingalese, a novel impress of the “ human face 
divine,” u thus afforded to the vbitor of Rambodde, who, if a dbciple of 
l.«vatcr, or a phrenologist, has here a new field for bu pbilosopbit^ re¬ 
searches. 

Without cnleriog into any dissertation touching the charms of CaflTre women, 
it may, perhaps, be permitted to me to record my conviction that, on the sur¬ 
face of the habitable world, more frightful specimens of /<r beau texe do not 
exut. It would be an insult to humanity to believe that any creatures yet 
uglier could ” Jive and have their being." The head of the Gorgon could 
hardly have uuited more horrors than are combined in the physiognomy of a 
Caffre belle. 
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Altboogh the party that accompanied me were quite unanimous on this 
point, these intereaiing animaU were evidently unconscious of their utter want 
of lovelinesa; for, on being bribed by copious libations of brandy, for which 
they showed an inordinate affection, they readily undertook to favour their 
viutors with a Caffre dance. The dance somewhat resembled the fandugo of 
Spain; but the resemblance, it must be confessed, was that of a eweature. 
Two individuals of opposite sexes gradually approach each other with an air 
of coquetry, making indescribable contortions and grimaces. The fen^ 
slowly retires from the ardent advances of her lover, who, suiting the action 
to the word, endeavours to capture the fair fugitive, while he pours forth hb 
ule of love in the most moving tropes that bb eloquence can commai^. 

** The lady of his love ” at length abates somewhat of the air of scorn with 
which she at first affects to regard her impassioned swain, who, emboldened 
by thb evidence of a favourable impression, and again alarmed at hb own 
audacity, alternately advances towards and retreats from the ol^cct of hb 
adoration. The movements of the lover, and of the lovee, during thb scene 
of courtship, much resemble those of two ill-trained bears, to which animals 
thev, in truth, bear a striking similitude. The lady at length intimates to her 
adorer, that his b not a hopeless love. This deitouemeni b followed by sundry 
embraces, of rather loo vehement a character, after which the happy pair*’ 
vanish from the stage which has witnesseil the rise, progress, and termination of 
this snuuory scene, during which, it should be observed, the spectators are 
in duty bound to keep up a continued howl or ydl, by way of encouraging the 
performers. 

The sins that do most easily beset the Caffres ara drunkennesa and drowai- 
ness—two failings which most effeciuslly prevent them from serving as aol- 
diers: when they are not drunk, they arc asleep. In the one case, they arc 
auMciently troublesome; iu the other, the most innocuous creatures on the 
face of the earth; but it need not be added that, in both, they are equally 
kors deeomltci and non-cffcctive- In their own country, the Caffrea have a 
reputation for activity and energy; be thb as it may, expatriation seems to 
deprive them of whatever portion of those qualities nature may originally 
have endowed them with. 

A ludicrous defence made by a Caffre before a court-martial, held at Kandy 
in 1838, may serve to illustrate Jack’s* opinion of the undue severity of mili¬ 
tary discipline. Being charged with diveri offences and mbdemcanora, all of 
which were folly eslablidjcd, the prisoner was, selen Us rigUs, called on for 
hb defence, which, if it failed to carry conviction, had probably some effect 
in mollifying the judicial atemness of the court then and there assembled. In 
thU mcmo^le rejoinder, the prisoner, who, no doubt, possessed forensic 
talents of a high order, endeavoured to pallbte rather than to deny the crimes 
with which he stood charged. lie complained that those who held dominion 
over him hsd but one recipe for all the moral infirmities thit ever and anon 
** overcame him like a summer cloud.” That recipe will best be explained in 
the words with which he concluded hb eloquent and coerg^ic oration: ” If I 
ask for my pey, they say, * Pot him in the gtmrd-room.* If I take a little 
'rack.f ’ S«d him to the guard-room.* If I get sleepy, * To the guard-room.* 
When I get a Tittle dmaJhiy, * Take him to the guard-house.' ” 

After possing this Caffre station, the road continues to wind up the terfious 
and apparently interminable pass. The head of the pass b nearly three tniica 
distant from Newera ElTia, and from thence b obtained the first view of the 
• In CryVm, Csibn ut s.Hrsjt iknomiastcil Jacii." t Amdu 
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pbint. From this point the road tetnubljr detcen<U» and at length deboucha 
•uddenly on the taido and open Talley in tahich the Tillage of Newera Ellin 
Uandii. There U nothing particularly fine in this part of the plmna, but the 
•cene, from the contrast which it preseoU to the generality of Oriental land- 
acapea, athkea forcibly on the mind of him who, for the firat time, beholds it, 
and leaTCs an impression which is not easily edaced fit>m the tablet of me¬ 
mory. The thatched cottages—the chimneys with their respectlfe columns of 
smoke wreathing upwards—and, aboTe all, the keen blast which you encounter 
as you leave the coTcr of the woods and emerge on the open plain—all these 
are so entirely dissimilar from all one is accustomed to Tiew and experience 
within the tropics, that the norelty Is at first delightful and exhilarating. 

This edect Is much increased by the appearance of the dowers and plants 
proper to the colder climes. On erery side may be seen splendid wild rhodo¬ 
dendrons, which in this Alpine region seem to rtTal the best specimens of 
those nurtured in the Talleys of other lands. The riolet, the geranium, and 
the rose, all dourish in perfection in and around the plains. Nor are the less 
showy, but more Tsluable, plants of the vegetable kingdom in any degree un¬ 
appreciated or neglected by the dwellers in these elevated plains, where the 
fruits and productions of Europe appear commingled with those of Asia. In 
addition to the vulgar luxuries of potatoes and cabbages, and other culinary 
articles, the strawberries and gooseberries, which grow in great abundance in 
the gardens of the European reridents, deserve honourable mention. 

The plains of Newera Eliia contain about seven squsrc miles. A rood cir¬ 
cumscribes their entire extent, and forms the fiiahionable drive, which, there 
being no rival, is likely long to remain. The centre of the valley is occu¬ 
pied by rich grass land, through which a little river slowly meanders. Around 
are the bouses of the Europesn residents, few snd fsr between, and looking 
sufidentiy sombre and melancholy in thdr solitude. Newera Ellin is, in truth, 
a new creation, and still in a state of transition from the majesty of ** nature 
unadorned *’ to the less sublime, yet equally pleasing, charms that belong to 
culUvatioo. Soma of Us panegyrists consider it an embryo Paradise, snd 
invalids, who have benefited by a temporary residence there, are natually apt 
to entertain grateful reminiscences of the scene of their convalescence. Never¬ 
theless, it must be confessed that the merit of these plains rests rather on the 
climate of the fovoured region wherein they are located, than on thdr claims 
to beauty. An European climate within the tropics b not, however, to be 
lightly esteemed, and, when wdghed in the balance against the petty detagrt^ 
aMwi of a tame bodseape and a thick mbt that, owing to thdr elevation and 
the attraction of the endrcling mountains, constantly overhaags the plains, 
will assuredly not be found wanting. 

Newem Ellin b to Ceylon what the Ndigberries and the lower ranges of 
the snow-capped Himabyai are to the preddendes of Madras and Calcutta. 
The elevation of Ootacamund,*the chief station in the Ndigberries, abova the 
level of the sea, nearly approximates to that of Newera EUb. There can be 
Kttle, if aey, material dUTcreoce between the dtmates of the two stations; 
but the Anglo-Cingalese have s great advantage over thdr continental ndgh- 
bours in the near vicinity of Newera Elba to the prindpal station! in the bland. 
By the shortest routes from Madras to Ootscamund, the dbtaoce exceeds 
350 miles. To iavslids, the fotigues of such a journey over the burning sands 
of the Carnatic almost amount to an actual prohibidon against undertaking it. 
From Newera EUb to the capita) of the bland, the distance does not greatly 
exceed one hundred miles. Nor should the additional facilities of travelliog in 
rbf<i/.«/oMr;i.N.^.VoL.35.No.l37. K 
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CeyioR be fbrgotteo, in dn»ing n cowpnmon which, however indiflereot to the 
strong end robust, is of the utmost imporUnce in estimating the rebtive merits 
nod ndvantoges of the two invalid stations. 

Bong designed for the use of less ephemeral wavfarers than those who fre> 
<|uent the ordinary rcst'houses on the roads, the accoroniodalious of that 
at Newera Ellia arc much superior to those generally found in these homes for 
the weary. There are about a doien rooms, divided into three suites of 
apartments for the reception of different parties. The windows look out on 
the plains, and command a bird*s*eyo view of the principal houses, which are 
occupied by the commandant of the station, the govemment«agent, and the 
few military stationed at the place. B^ind the house are the sources of the 
rivulet that wanders through the plains. In pursuing its heodlong course 
down the sides of the neighbouring mountains, the constant attrition of the 
stream has worn several natural baths in its rocky bed, the intense frigidity of 
which operates like a charm on the rebxed nervous systems of the parboiled 
Colombtes. 

It was at one period intended to dam up this little river, and, by thus inun> 
dating the valley through which it flows, to form a small lake. A narrow gorge, 
through which the stream makes its egress from the plains, offers every beility 
for the proposed improvement. Should it be carried into effect, the station 
will attract as much attention on the score of beauty as it now most deservedly 
does on account of its salubrity. But, until that metamorphosis shall be 
accomplished, it will be somewhat difficult to discover loveliness of scenery in 
a broad flat valley, skirted by a few dcsolate*lookiag cottages which, without 
any claims to the character of ornamental, have a certain whitewashed aspect 
that completely banishes all idea of the picturesque. 

From the lummits of nearly all the heights that encircle the Kewera Ellu 
plains, extensive and magnificent views may be obtained. These heights, 
when viewed from the valley they surround, do not redeem the otherwise 
tame features of the landscape. Their outline is, generally speaking, mono¬ 
tonous, and they rather resemble vast protuberances than majestic mountains. 
PedrotollagalU, which attains an altitude of eight thousand feet above the sea, 
and rises immediately over the Newera Ellb rest-bonsc, is particularly charac- 
teriied by the absence of those undulations and tower features which so greatly 
add to the beauty of mountain-scenery. It has, however, obtained a reputa¬ 
tion that rests on its loftiness rather than on its external grandeur. It is 
bdieved to be the highest elevation in Ceylon. Adam's Peak was long con¬ 
sidered to be so, but late geodesical operations have set the question at rest 
by giving the palm to its rival. 

It is usual to consider Pedrotallagalla one of the principal " lions " of the 
plains, and to quit them without climbing its rug^ sides would, in the 
opinion of all good and true Anglo-Cingalese, imply a lamentable lack of 
energy. The mountain is, however, so frequently cncanupicd with thick 
mists, that the majority of those who " seek the bubble repuution " on its 
lofty brow return sadly disappointed. But as the view which it commands in 
dear weather is really subltme, few are deterred by the fiite of each unfortu¬ 
nate adventurers. The ascent is, in many places, extremely steep, and, on 
tbe whole, rather trying to any but accomplished pedestrians. The mountain- 
(lath is frequently choked up with the luxuriant jungle that surrounds it, 
which, unless kept in check by tbe constant presence of the pruning-hook, 
would speedily obliterate all traces of it. Several peeps through the intervals 
of the jungle at the grand scenery of the surrounding country may be enjoyed 
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before you reach the bigbe»t point of the niuunuln, but when that U attained, 
the oMgaibcent proipcct, which u beheld in erery direction, aurpa&sca all de¬ 
scription. Iromedialcly at the ba>e of the chain of hdghu which ia crowned 
by Pedrotallagnlla. the pUios of Newera Eliia auetrh away, ai it were, be¬ 
neath the feet of the tpeciator. The fine country of Oura, which ia con- 
aidered the richeat province in the ialand, ia seen wore in the diatance; and 
behind, in the back-ground, towers Adam’s Peak, which ia viaible in all ita 
glory. In whatever direction the eye wanders, it fcaau on the gorgeous handi¬ 
work of nature unaasiated by art. Traces of the presence of mankind are no 
where distinguishable in the landscape that rewards the eienions of him who 
scales the steep and rugged sides of Pedrotallagalla. Mountains upon moun- 
uina, horrid crags, and impervious forests, appear to defy the power of man, 
and give a stem, magnificent, yet withal, a somewhat savage and awe-atnking, 
aspect to the face of the country. 

After gazing on this stiblime scene for some lime, and taking notes as to the 
bearings of some conspicuous heights, wc commenced descending the moun¬ 
tain-aide—an undertaking which is almost, if not quite, as fatiguing as the 
oscenu The celebrated definitiou, “ man ia a cooking animal,” was never 
more forcibly illustrated than on this occasion. The bitter keenness of the air 
on the summit of Pedrotallagalla ia sensibly felt even by the acclimated 
dwellers in the plains of Newera Elba, and produces an appetite which it 
usually is a matter of some difficulty to allay. “If we have writ our 
annals true,” speculations on the character of the breakfast that awaited our 
return at the rest-house seemed to occupy the minds of the less sentimental of 
my compagmonM de voyage more than those reflections on the “ sublime and beau¬ 
tiful ” which the scene we had just beheld was so well calculated to call forth. 

The ftlains of Newera Eliia form but a small portion of the long and narrow 
table-land that extends, in a south-westerly diixction, towards the Safiragan 
district, and is generally known by the name of the Maturatta country. No 
|iart of Ceylon is more secluded than this Alpine region, inhabited as it is by a 
race of mountaineers, whose hardy liabiu and capabilities of enduring intense 
cold distinguish, and in some degree separate, them from their fellow-country¬ 
men of the plaint. Upon the Maturatta district immense forests of valuable 
trees grow, and remain untouched save by the decaying fingers of time. At 
intervals, wide plains, of similar character to that of Newera Elba, but of much 
greater extent, occur to intemipt the uniformities of the wooded landscape. 
The Horton plains, so called in honour of the late governor. Sir Robert Wil- 
iiiot Horton, afford a magnificent specimen of the open and undulating vistas 
that are embosomed amid the solitude of the majestic and wide-spreading 
forests which adorn the table-land of Maturatta. They spread over a nearly 
circular space, the perimeter of which is about twenty-five miles, and being 
somewhat more elevated than the general level of the adjacent country, expe¬ 
rience a proportionate degree of cold. 

Some ides of the topographical ignorance of both Europeans and nativea 
regarding this lofty and salubrious district may be formed from the fact of the 
existence of these beautiful plains being unknown until within the last five 
years They were first seen by Linits. Fisher and Watson, of the 58th and 
Ceylon Rifle regiments, who discerned them from the summit of a distant hill. 
Having taken the bearings of the spot, they cat tbdr way towards it, through 
the dense forests that intervened, and were at length rewarded by arriving at 
by far the most extensive and magnificent plahu that have hitherto been dis¬ 
covered in Ceylon. y

Badulla ii goirisoncd by a company of the Ceylon RiScs, srad is the prin^ 
ctpil military stalioii in the secluded district of which It is the capitaL The 
coiiULry arauml is parUculiirty fertile^ mtdi being rsiictl throe thoujand feet 
nbore the sea, is, extremely wdJ adapted! for fho culture of eoHoCt a large 
quBDtity of which is grown in its neighbourhood.

mical fact, that twice the circumferceM of aa clcphmitT foot is exactly diual

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lihi greatc»t hcif^hl, oicnsurutl from the fore-foot to the poiat Utat corre*- 
|K>nila with the wither* of s horse. By long practice^ oud perfect aciiuaiiii- 
ance with the formation of the foot of the animal, the most expert native 
huntraen can, by closdy examining even a small section of the impression 
that it leaves, calculate his height, and nearly approximate to the truth. 

The elephanu of Asia arc said to be larger and Sercer than those of Africa. 
Those of (>ylon are undoubtedly equal in sixe and strength to any on the 
Indiim continent, but I never aaw any of these animals tlmt exceeded ten feet 
in height, nor do I believe that they ever attain in any part of India more con¬ 
siderable dimensions. Even this may be pronounced the extreme maximum, 
for an elephant eight or nine feet high is by no means a contemptible specimen 
of his kind. 


INSCRIPTIONS OF INDIA. 


Capt. Burt, of the Engineers, has discovered, upon a hill near Byrath. six 
kos from ^abra, three marchea from Jeypore, on the road to Delhi, on inscrip¬ 
tion in the oldest Le/’A character (No. 1), eugraven on a hard grantto block, 
h» than two feet square, which proves to be another of the edicU of Asoka, 
dilTcring somewhat in language from the others. The fac-aimilc copy of the 
inscription made by Capt, Burt has been, with the aid of the Pundita Kamala 
Kanta and Sarodha Prushad, rendered into Sanscrit by Capt. Kittoe, and 
translated into English. It b as follows:— 

INailasa (the beloved) Raja, unto the multitude assenbird in Magmlha* saluting 
him, Speaks (thtw):— 

That the sarrificr of animals is forbidden. U well knowm unto ye; spare them : lor 
those who arr of the Buddhist Csith such (sacriAre) is not meet; thus (spake be). The 
ofrering of iqNusitd (a mixture of ghee, milk, tetl seed, and rice) b bc4 of alL Smno 
ihcre are who kili^tbat whiefa the .Soprenw Iluddha spake at the conditsion (of bis 
commaiMlmcnts) wu well spoken t those who act thus, follow in the right path; tbev 
will remain healthy in their fiuth for a lei^th of time to come. 

There are some who make blood-oflerings, (but) of these there are few ; this is 
right and proper (the BuddhUt creed); these (of the 6dth) 1 protect, (likewise) 
those who keep rooipaiiy with the righteous and uncovetoos. 

fhe Scriptures of the Munis (the Pedos) arr obaerved by their diseipleat their 
future state it to be dreaded. 

TIk; texu of the I edoj, in which the sacriAce (of animals) U enjoined, are mean 
and false (obey ibcm not); follow that which the lord Buddha hath commanded; do 
so (pnmtisc) for the giotiAcation of the faith (tatoinm). This I desire, that all of 
ye, prifsu and pneatesses, reiigkms men and religious women, yea, every one of yr. 
ever Iwaring this, bear it in your hearts! This my pleasure I have caused to be 
written; yea, I have devised it.

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MEMOlU OF THE REV C. T. E. UHENIUS.* 

XVuATKVKR divcniily of opinion may exist upon Uic sulject of ini»>iun- 
ary lahonrs amongst U»e heathen—and such diferuly » not incompatilile 
with a fervent desire to see the spiritual and secular hlcssings of Christianity 
difiWd over the earll>—few, indeed, can refuse their tribute of admiration 
to Ukmc meritorious individuals, who conscientiously devote themselves to 
the painful, perilous, and oflen thankless offioea of a missionary. It would 
seem that none but the purest and most exalted motives could dispose a 
man, for the sake of remote benighted nations, to court perpetual luinisli* 
ment from his native land; to exchange tlie sweets of home-pleasures for 
Uie borron of savage life; to sacrifice the dazzling visions of }outh, tlie 
soberer dreams of manhood, and the calm repose which should wait upon 
declining years, to incessant and apparently unrequited toil; and could 
fortify him to witness with resigruitlon his family, one by one, fall vic¬ 
tims to the devouring climate, and to sustain the dismal prospect of dying 
ill tlie midst of strangers, and leaving his remains in an ungrateful iqtot, 
watered by the unavailing tears of anxiety and disappointment. Such is 
often Uie fate of the miivionary, and wc believe, in many ca*>es, the senti> 
rnents, with w’liicb he undertakes Uie office, are as little alloyed by Uie 
vanity of woridly riews, and os deeply imbuctl with genuine philanthropy, 
as any Uiat can actuate a human bosom. Being still but men, it is not a 
necessary’ consequence of the purity of their motives Uiat all the actions of 
missionaries should be directed by the soundest judgment, and rcpiated by 
the most consummate prudence; errors of conduct may even be traced to 
a conscious rectitude of intention; but, taken as a body, Uic ICnglisii mi«> 
sionaries bavaexhibilcd rcuiarkably few examples of obusc of that influence 
wliicb their miaracter and functions acquire for them amongst an ignorant 
people. 

The memoir before us records the history of one of those pious disin* 
terested, and amiable men—one who, a-« he laboured in Uie same vineyard 
as Schwartz and (icricke, seems to have imbibed tlic same a|>osiulical 
k benignity of character, ('harles TheopliiluH Kwald Hhenius was liorii r>tJi 
November, ITW), in the province of West IVussia. His father, an officer 
in the Prussian army, died wlien his son Charles was only six years of age, 
leaving him and three other children to the care of their mother, whose 
aOccUonalc solicitude watchetl carefully over their welfare. Charles 
remained at Uie cathedral school of Marienwerder till fourteen, and at 
seventeen he went to resnle with an uncle, whose estate he would have 
iiiliented, bad he not rejected all worldly prospects to pursue a missionary 
career. .\t this early age, he underwent one of those sudden changes of 
sentiment and rluuaclcr, which is attributed to the transformation of Uio 
heart and mind by the immediate agency of the Almighty: Air. Uhcnimi 
himself so considered it, and his biographer affirms that it was “ such n 
cliangc as could liare lieen occasioned only by the operation of Uie Divine 
SpiriL lli- views were turned to luisKlonary objects rbiefiy by reading,

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at libt uncle'a bou«c, the publicaliona of the Moravians and in »pite of tlic 
pathetic entreaties of his family) especially his mother) he waS) in 1812, 
ordained at Berlin a minister of the ectahlished church of I^russia (the 
Lutheran) to he a missionary to the heathen. Hasin^ ooroe to Uiis conn- 
Ir}’, trhere be passed a part of his term of residence (about a year aral a 
half) in the boose of the Res’. Thomas Scott, be was ap(K>inted by the 
Church Misuonaiy Society) as one of their mnuonarieS) to India, and in 
February, 18J4, he sailed to Madras. 

Here Mr. Rheniui entered upon hia laborious earcer **n'iUi zeal and 
love and hope,” and a resolution ** to persevere to the end,” The policy 
of admitting mimionaries into the Company’s territories (ader the Charter 
of 1813) was doubted by some, and it required much caution on their part 
to disarm the prejudices of their antagonists. The volume before us oon> 
tains a xery full history of the labours of this excellent man, efaiefly 
extracted from his own diary and papers, exhibiting the peculior difBcultiea 
which beset the patli of an Indian inuHionary, arising from the character of 
tlic people, the ncccioity of an intimate acquaintance with their languages 
and literature, the olwtinacy of caste prejudices, and other local causes; 
wliencc it b evident that the standard of qualiBcalion, intellectual as well as 
mural, b high. 

In 1834, Mr. Rhenius l>eing then located in the I'iimevelly Minion, 
which manifested a high degree of prosperity, the Dishop of Calcutta (Dr. 
Wilson), in a (’barge to his clergy, strongly censured certain irregularities 
of s}-stem in that mission, and inveighed with severity agaiast Mr. Rhenius 
in particular, who was [known to entertain opinions with regard to church 
forms not consonant svith thuse of the society or of the English church. 
'These opinioAH be developed in a pamphlet, which occasioned the dissolution 
of hb connexion witli the Church Missionary Society. Thb event, in the 
sequel, led to a long and bitter controversy on Ute subject of the Tinnevelly 
Mbsinn, which n now, wc believe, in the bands of the successors of Mr. 
Rhenius, who, with very slender aid, prosecute il suocessfully upon hb 
principles. Into these painful discussions, which were not always carried 
on in a temperate tone, far less in a Chnstian spirit, we do nut enter: the 
readers of our Journal have had the subject freqofntly Itefore titem. 

Ills laboors and hb anxieties seem to have prematurely ondennlned a 
vigorous constitution. *Mt b a sad fact,” his son ohservet>, ^ that the last 
record of hb daily duties contains a memento of the disappointments, the 
trials, and tlie sorrows w’hich were hb portion. In that very career, on 
which be had from choice entered, and during which he had acquitted him¬ 
self with no common degree of Imnour, he found, even at the very last, 
occasion for grief and shame: one of the native teachers he was obliged to 
eject from the office; the rest disappointed him in the performance of one 
of their duties.” He died at Palamcottah, 5th June, 1838. 

The general reader will derive from thb unafectedly-written volume 
much knowledge of the Hindu character, whilst be traces the *• nobeless 
irnour” of this excellent man’s career; the student of missionary biography 
will find it full of interest. 


YIS SEAOr LOW, on THE LOST til I LI) 

A Clllirnc TALE. 

The work from which the pre*cnt ulc U ab^trscictl U colled the Shik urk low, 
or * Twdfe A|iartmentannd there is a copj of it io the librarj' of the I«ondon 
Uoirersitj.* The edition from which the tale ia taken is In private hands. 
Koch npartmeni contiuns n tale, nnd the present, which occopiea the ele¬ 
venth, ia designated the Tung go low. In point of style, the 7’ice/re ifpar/- 
mmi$ U colloquial, although not apparently in any particular dialect, like the 
Hung low muH, or * Dreams of the Red ChamUcr,’! which is culloquia! in the 
Pihkiog dialect. There is no particular designation to the tale, each chapter 
being preceded by a mere heading, and it may be designated Ila iraou taw, 
or the Lost Child, as it b upon this pivot that the story turns. The Kenc is 
laid in the IJoo kwaog. or province of the ‘ Estent of the Lakes, which bor¬ 
ders upon the Lcaog yue, the Chinese appclbtion for the provinces of Kwaug 
tuog and Kwang ae. The present tale b abstracted, and not translated, the 
quotations being indicated by inverted commas, because, although not present¬ 
ing any difficulty of serious moment, the Chinese author is frc<iucntly concise 
where the Eoglish would be diflitsc, and wer rrrsd. In thU respect, we have 
followed the advice of a celebrated Lnglbh Chinese scholar, and some conti¬ 
nental ones. Enough of the language and all of the spirit of the original will 
bo found in the sutyoined narrative. 

Yin yuen, an inhabiunt of the city of Cbftbshan, b a person of considera¬ 
ble property, whose family has been addicted to the occupation of husbandry, 
rather than the acquisition of official emoluments He b married to a lady 
distinguished for her domestic virtues, and the prosperity of their house is 
unruffied by any circumstance, except one—the want of issue. In the lan¬ 
guage of the Four Books, Wealth csUbIblicd ihdr house, virtue set up the 
conduct,’* Attributing the wont of issue to something unlucky about the abode, 
he erects outside his paternal mansion a small chamber, where they dwell, and 
here a child U bom to him, with a remarkable congenital mark in the birth. 
Uis fcllow-townsroen nickname Yin, from this circumstance, Scaou tow, or 
• the little chamber.’ He docs not dislike it, and he passes under the name of 
Yin scaou low. When the child is between three and four years old, going 
out to pby with some other boys, he docs not return at night, and after several 
days’ search, ia not to be found. As the neighbourhood bat Uiat time infested 
by a tiger, and cattle arc daily lost, his disappearance u attributed to this cir¬ 
cumstance. The father’s acquaintances and neighbours endeavour to console 
him under thb affiiciioo, and |X>lnt out to him that he may still hope for issue, 
or marry wives of Uic second rank. However, praying to Budh, and “ wearing

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his mouth out,” are all ia Tain, and they subtequenily advise him to adopt a 
child, which the old gentleman refuses, with sundry grave reasons, instancing 
that the adopted child will never essentially become like hb own; that be will 
raise hb own family by the aequbition of his wealth ; will never grieve for him 
as a father} while, on the contrary, he himsdf will never possess a true pater- 
nsl authority over him, for that the sooner be dies the sooner the adopted 
child win become master of the household. *' This,” he obeervei, ” consuntly 
happens with regard to adopted children, and I, who have acquired my pro¬ 
perty by my blood and sweat, will not be thus daily making it a present 
to others. I will wait for a child who has a true aflection for me, and will 
not adopt one before I have first received some proof of his alfection, 
and satufied my heart upon this point, that I have really secured lU I 
require a person of a difTerent turn from one seeking advantage and cstablbh- 
ment; and in becomii^ a father, more b requhite than to Just cost a glance 
over the person selected.** They are not able to overcome his scruples. One 
day, conversing with his wife, be observes, ” The people of this city, knowing 
my property is not small (ricli nnd thick), and that ] have not yet decided upon 
adopting a child, and having discussed thU poiot over srith me, will not slightly 
let down their hooks and bait, and dbsemble to deceive me. Would It not 
be better to leave this district and depart to some other kingdom, in order to 
endeavour to meet some one by land or water, nnd scorch for a person, who 
would manifest a true affection, for ten thousand to one but I may meet the 
lucky man, who, showing a sincere heart towards me, I can then receive him, 
and on my return back establish him for my son—b it a good scheme or not?*' 
IFis wife assents to his proposal, and as soon as he has got ready hb ”travdllag 
plums** (luggage), he starts off, and when out of the pbee assumes a disguise 
—tattered clothes, a rustic cap, hempen garments, coarse thick leather shoes, 
looking like an agricultural labourer or goatherd—takes a staff to support bias- 
self, and, ia fact, very closely resembles a person who wbhea to sell himself 
for a slave. Those who meet him reason with him on hb advanced years, the 
little qualifications that be bos to become a domestic servant or tutor. He 
replies, ” It b very true that my years are many; that 1 have not a hatr*a useful- 
ness; that I am spedied for a servant or domestic, and not available as a tntor 
for youth} but why should I not occk out some wealthy uq>ban to whom I can 
act in the capacity of father, regulate his expenses, and, to the best of my 
ability, administer hb household for him ? iSb b my intention In oflhring to 
any one an old man to keep.” The inquirers, however, regard all thb 
as the speech of an ** o9y mouth,” and he finds no one who feeb incKned 
to buy him. He then purchases a roll of cotton, and writes upon a pbcard 
the following notke 

An tlderly s<nilcMan it dctinui of teUing Aimtrlf to rooic oar, fa order to 
become kit father. Tko price hit perton it ten doffart. From the teij day, 
ke teUi enter into the moU friend^ relationt, and the purcktuer nrUi not here^ 
after repeat. 

He dbtributes three or four of these about the houses; but althbugh he 
passes from place to place, and when tired with walking aits down with eroaoed 
legs, and (daces the notice before hU breast like a bonze, he b esteemed 
a madman or idiot. He goes from city to village, crosses the stream, aaceuds 
the hill, for a buyer, and for a long time all in vain. One day, he aits down 
at the head of a^ street in the city of Hwang ting, in the dbtrict of Lung-kcang, 
and b, as usual, insulted by the ignorant mob, when a tall and fair young gentle¬ 
man, with a benevolent cast of countenance, comes out of the crowd lo look at 
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him. Tbe 3 r IwUoo oat to bin that he ii rrnr componiooBte to orphan* and the 
deuhite, why then doe* be not out with hit ten dotlara, and buy bin for a 
father? The young man exclaim*, “ What extraordinary circumatancc ia thi* ? 
But aince Imi muat have relatiooa, if tome of them ahould come and recognite 
him, would he leare me, or follow me till the end of life, or not?—>if he would 
do *o, I, who bare no father or mother, would willingly buy him for ten doU 
lara for my father, and make him my father, that attaining a name for bene* 
folence foe a century: ia it good or not?” Seaoo low proteata that he hai 
no relative*; remind* him of the placard, on which b written dbtinctly that 
**be will not repent.’* ** If he buy* you,” aay the men, ” he moat aupport 
you; what b the uae, thee, to you of the ten dollar* ?*’ It end* in the yoaog 
man’a purchaaing him ; and they go into a wine>ahop, and warm a pot of good 
wine; the purcbaaer aita on the upper aeat, the old man at bia aidt, perfectly 
friendly. The mob follow them ; and after they bare finiahed their entertain* 
leant, be prtaeota him with aixteen ounce* of ailrer, and inaiata upon paying 
the expeosea; calla him bb father, and tella him, that if be drank for a bun* 
dred jreara be ahould not grudge it. The old man girea him in turn hit pla* 
card, and the bargain b finiahed. AH this petrifies the hyatandera, who, regard* 
ing them whb fixed eyea end open mouths, exclaim, ” They muat be either a 
pair of goda or devila.” Seaou low departs with him, quite ignorant ai to 
whether he U married or not, and waiting till be gets home to examine him 
on thb potot. 

As soon, bowerer, aa they are arrired at a large bouse, and have entered, 
the young man preaents Smmu k>w with a chair, performs the four rere- 
rencea to him, and inquire* his name and original liat, and what place be 
b of. Seaou low, fearful of being taken in, gives a false name and refoence 
to a neighbouring city, and as the Cbioeae author expresses hinaelf, ** a pasty 
and muddy answer;'* and in return, oak* all about the young man. Ue 
informs Seaou tow that bis name b Vaou ke, one of the tribe of Chin, at the 
mouth of the Ilan river, in the Uan yang foo of Bookwang; that he lost bb 
parenu very early, and had no connexions, but at sixteen joume>'ed along 
with a man of the same place, named FAh wang taze, to Sung keang, to deal in 
ciotb, and bad a yearly salary of some dollars for bb aupport, and saving out 
of tkb some money, set up for himself in business aa a clotb-broker, and had 
thus passed hia life tiU twoHind>tweoty; that he was unmarried, and that thb 
was a fortunate circumstance of meeting wHb a person of the same |>roviiice ; 
that he had often desired to ofier bimadf aa a ion to some one, butwaaappre* 
henaive it would be thought that he did to for the sake of gain, which the pre* 
Heat event entirely did away with, and that be will take the old gentleman's name. 
Thb the other proteata againtt, and inaisU, aa he was the person bought, upon 
taking the young man's name. He will not, however, develope hb real name, 
in order to thoroughly examine bia diligence, and being aatUfied with hb unre* 
mitting application to business, b on the point of coofessii^ who be ia, when 
news arrive of the military events of the day; that hostile forcca had 
arrived it Nanking, and that in the three principalities of Tsoo, and the two 
|irovioce* of Kwangie and Kwangtnng, aoldiera were awarming like bees, and 
the people a£Sicted. Feeling uneasy at these events, and wbhing to try Yaou 
ke, be inquirea about bb property, and what security be has for it. lie pro* 
poses to him to write up a placard, stating that be bos abut up shop till the 
restoration of tranquillity, and leave the place for the present, going about as 
a broker, carrying all bb property with bim.

He 
had not jcumcyed longer than a day, end arrived st n hcr»D-ford (na laH> 4ca 
rkw), whleh some edt the Seen yaou chin, and othera the Sri^a yu kow, when 
he raaad sei'cral of the disorderly loldlers, towing u boat down, had opened 
n grmt binoan hong for the sate of women, Y'auu ke felt very iJewrous of 
seeing the women who had been taken by the plundering loldierT, and inquired 
of his conductors abother there was any fear of their making cotifudon; still ha 
would not enter before be hod again heard that tJie soldiery invltoil piirchosera. 
At lust he dlsmlited all apprehension, and entered the hong to iiutkc a pur- 
diase with hii monty.^' BuE theoolitlers arc keen dmlcra, “ Apprehensive that, 
when (heir fsccs nrq shown, the pnrchnsefv wilt select the r^prishtly, the aterk, 
or personable women, and that the ugty will |ie left behind, wtiicli ihcy esrt veil 
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to DO one, they tlevue ind utoblUh • new mode of dealing for all who nrould 
take theae womeo; and put them into aacka, aa if they were ao maijy atiokiog 
fiab and aalt or (n»b Eab, ao that the purchasera could not know which con¬ 
tained a aalt fiah and which contained n stinkiog fiah} and thua, without dia- 
crimioatioo, by placing their face in a kind of cloth bag, they aold them all for 
one price, obi and ugly, young and lorely* If you were fortunate, you might 
obtain a beauty like Se tiue, or a Wang taeang (fit for a palace); if the wheel 
rolled low, a Tung ahe, or ao old go-betweeo.” 

Yaou ke, having mitaed hia wife, and provided with caah, in the lu^iea that be 
might recover hia intended, culera the hong and bargaina for a lady, and peremv- 
ing through a aearo in one of the aackt “ a guat of anowy white aplendour coming 
out below the peraon'a mouth," purebaaes the lady. It tuma out, when the bag 
is taken off her face, that ahe ia a venerable matron of fifty or aixty, to the raillery 
of the oellera. Nothing daunted, glancing at her from bead to foot, he perceivea 
“ that, although old, her countenance upon the whole haa aoro ethin g commen¬ 
dable, and that ahe ia not a person of low and inferior condition; a glow of 
benevolence pervades hia heart and stomach. He not only did not repent, but 
tbb occurred to him* On a former occaaion 1 purchased a father for ten 
dollars, and a very good bargain it waa, and having apent some dollars ou this 
saluable (paou ke), who can tell but it may be another lucky bit. See.} why 
not, then, take tbia woman home for my father’s concubme f* " He accord¬ 
ingly proposes to adopt the lady for hia mother, ofiers the ceremony of 
bowing to her, geta ready food for her, takes offhia own clothes to shelter her 
from the cold, and finally consoles her aa much aa possible under her affliction. 
In gratitude for hia kindness, the old lady informs him that, among the lot, 
there ia a young lady, in the Chinese phraseolog}', "a beauty capable of 
destroying the age," and virtuous u well as beautiful, who carries in her sleeve 
some otject which she will not pert with, about a eubii long and half an inch 
brosd. He starts off and obuuns this young lady, who turns out to be the lost 
sheep, and the object by which ahe was detected, hia old jasper cubit, by 
which he measured cloth, which had been presented to her as a keepsake, and 
witli which she would never part for a moment. 

Vaou ke hurries along hia boat with bis passengers to the false direction 
which bad been previously given him, and in the mean time Vno aeaou low,aa 
he passes along, puts up placards, informing him that the direction which he 
had formerly given was wrong, and instructing him where to proceed. Vaou ke, 
upon tbia, becomes puzzled, and imagines some trick. The old lady seeing 
bis want of earnestness in proceeding, says, ** My dwclling<^ce is not far 
distant, and I have at home a husbond and no child; If you would not refuse 
lo take and bring roe home, we may live together."

hftTO cQoitAntly Kcn it; and. if any pbte l« my Jiomt, tiiii it it,*’ *' How eno 
tbia be?'* they both uelnimed, " Vnmr ehiid/' fAplleit Vadu ke, ''from bli 
infancy uotil no#', buidwqyi in hUdreima a plnrn whofedoorip windowij 
fLimiturcj bni-curtalns, ehairaf article after arildc, are exaclly tike time; 
And finally,, one night, 1 Lhou:|;liC if 1 wu to droflRt my whole life, I nhould nnt 
go any where else—what ia the eniL^f Then a mnn enme to me, and anid} 
* This U your biftls-ptacc j io Lhat chest are your buyiah ploy-thinpi if you 
do not believe me^ open it and took,' Voor child opened tha cheat» and saw 
many play-thlngi; they were no other than a clay ntao„ an earth home, hnrn^ 
mcTi and njch like thirty all uf vihiirb I sqw whun grown up ai tuy lonner 
ihinga; and when J awake It wu nii very difTcreat frum where I dwdt. Thla 
natoniahed me in ep^iroaching ihe raom^ to oev it ao like whnt was In my 
dream; nnd [ feeh as it were, transported from the confine* of dreama to the 
same place, undar ihc clear sky nnd the bright Heaven.''' Scdou law nnd hia 
wife said, perfectly bewildered nt what they tienrd* “ Wo had behind thii bed** 
arm « cbesi, in which wu our departed child'* loyw; but aome time ago, 
becjuu we Could not bear to behold his thlogs, we ordered hi* chest tu be 
taken Aw*y, nnd cannot but acknowledge, nfler all you have said, that there 
ii not * hair's error.

Iriaes of their high antiquity nud pure Uicotogical character is to be found 
in the work?! lln!mwh‘c?i+ Translotioits of two of them have ItEen pnbii^ltcdji 
that of the VUJtnv Pttrana by myvelF, and that of die 5rf B/jogottifa by 
M. Bumonf, and nn ap[wal to these, which is nom- oceesaible to all who 
may be ijiteretted in the inquiry, will show hoiv utterly uulenablcisCotonct 
Vaus Kennedy's theory. If be ohjects to the particular examples hcirc 
named, let him choose hts owmH He wilt pardon me for suggesting that ho 
would he more usefully and oredtiahly rmploycd in traivstoting and pub¬ 
lishing some other Parana or PsrraMO^ than in depreciating the tetter 
directed labours of other Sanscrit scholnna. The result nf such transtalions 
will, 1 have no dnubt, conhrm lire ccnclLisinn-s which I have not found it 
posaiible to avoid, and wiUi respect to ivliich the opinsona of Burnouf 
coincide with juSne, ITie Pamatu, in their present form, nre not of high 
notiquity, aliliough they arc made up in part of nafient maleriab; and in 
the legends ivhicli they relnle, and the pmcLiccs wdiich they enjoin, they 
depart os widely from wliai appear^ to he the more primitive form of Brah¬ 
manism as tliey do from the subjectu wliich autlioritios of unquestionable 
Weight, well ax their ow’n texU, ileclarc should fonn the eswnltBl coiv^U- 
tuenla of a Ptirana.

1 will not venture to alJirni that, in a Hort of some eiicnl and occa- 
Bionally of Bcine difficulty, 1 hove never mistoken my original; tliat I have 
okrays been i^uffidently careful in expregsing its purport; that J may not 
frave TOinctimei, in the course of a translatien nut profe*^mg to be litoral* 
divergetl uiore Umn wns prudent from tbe letter of my text.

1 wfll net think fio meanly of Cob Vans Kenncdy 'ji criticisni os to ?iu[r- 
pow it possible that it would eavil ot words, or that it would atuicEi any 
jmportonce to die insertion of the terms “Jains and Baitildlia.%'' in the 
place where tihjy occur* if it could be BubsLoiilintad that, in nil the preceding 
pnrbi of the chapter, iJie text boj^ had them In contomplution. This he

The eighteenth chapter of the third book of the Vkhnu Puran dnscrlbcfi, 
ID the first part, lire apostaey of certain persons from the Erabmanical faitli, 
ffoni the Vedat nnd Smritu^ in consequence of the doctrines of a fnlMi 
ti adier* who is Vishnu in dlsgubic. The heresies into which tJiey fell were 
fato. Cob Yoni Kennedy's jntorpretotion ia “ ofie.'" and here h tlic 
source of his mmpprehension ; LEmt he lubnurs under an erreneoui view of 

ihc senw of the passage a brief eiotnin alien of it will irrefutably demvn-

In the first place, then, speaking of tlmee who first became followers of the 
false prophet, the toxt^oys expressly, “ They iverconlled jirhotast frcin Uie 
phrji% which tlic dccoiTer made nf in addrmwng I hem* ^ Ar/tatha ^' " Ve 
arc worthy' of this great dootrine/' So far tlierc can be no qucfitlontliQt 
lie Arlmtas are named ly [Ji* Vuhm Puran n,-; one set of seEiUmalies. 

It isiery true tlmt we have not the name of lire otlK-r apentate .sect eanii- 
cialed* but it is indiented in a mnnner flot to be mt-itnken, “ Know ye," 
says tlic [eaeher, «i, kfiown/' reply the diooipk-s 
“ &vd/tyat^.” If these mdexions of the verb ‘toknow,' do not clearly 
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intimate the followcrt of a faith who, from the wmr root, are named 
Baudiihas, I should tike to know to what other class of Indian rcligionisit 
it can apply. 

It is not, however, from inferences, eventlius palpable, that 1 am jastified 
in limiting the designation of Bauddhas to the sect here described. Col. 
Vans Kennedy is told in my Preface, that I has-e invariably consulted an 
able commeniar)' on the text of the VisAntt Purnny and to this commentary 
he either has or has not referred : if be has not, be has come to his task of 
crilieism very ilbprcpared ; if be has, he should in candour have admitted, 
that what he is pleased to term my misunderstanding or misrepresentation 
of Uie text, was shared by learned Hindus who most nssuredly could not 
be suspected of any disposition to derogate from the sanctity and antiquity 
of such sacred books as the Puranat. If Uie word * Rauddfaa' is inaccu¬ 
rately speeihed, the error is as much the commentator’s as mine. Col. Vans 
Kennedy may possibly set a higher value upon his own erudition than tliat 
of any native pundit : he must not expect others to agree with him in an 
estimate, and at any rale he is bound in fairness to admit the existenee of 
such an authority, supposing him to be aware of it, wben be condemns an 
interpretation which it fully justifies, llatnagarbha, the commentator on the 
Vishnu Purana, explicitly states that, ” in the repeated use of the words 
budhyatva and budhifatef it is the intention of the text to explain the mean¬ 
ing of the denomination Bauddka (£wrm budkyaUt^atra punaruktfr^ 
Dnuddha—pada niruktirarihS.)” I have been fully authorixed, tlierefore, 
in inserting the term Bauddhat. 

Having thus vindicated unanswerably the propriety of employing (lie 
word Bauddka, we come to that of Jaina. It has been shown that the 
.Xrhalas are named, and by these, I affirm, Jains are intended. Col. V^ans 
Kennedy asserts that the term is applied in this very place to Bauddhas; 
and odds, ^ it is singular that Professor Wilson should assume, in direct 
opposition the authority of the Purana which be has himself translated, 
that the term ArhatOf when it occurs in the Puranas, should be coaridered 
to apply to JiiiB, and not to Bauddbo." 1 am not aware tint I have said 
any su^ thing—but tliat is of no matter. In tbe pasMge in dispute, I do 
understand Arhaias to mean and I am not lo singular in this under¬ 

standing as Col. V'arts Kennedy fancies. I again appeal to the commen¬ 
tator in support of my translation. The Colonel, not perceiving that two 
different seels ore described, asserts, as just seen, that Arkait, in this place, 
means Buddkuts. Hid be taken pains to be better informed, lie would 
liave found that there was sufficient authority for distinguishing them in this 
passage, and be would not have made an assertion so utterly at variance with 
tbe general purport of the whole of the description. Arkata does not mean 
Buddhist ; for the commentator expressly observes of tbe object of the text, 
when describing tlie operations of the false teaclier, “ having expounded the 
doctrine of the .Arhatas, he proceeded to explain tbe doctrine of the Bauddhas 
(^Arhula maiom uktma Bauddka maiatn Aha.)*' llatnagarbha, tlierefore, 
un('qui\ucolly asserts that txoo sects (not one) are litre described, and tliat 
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AriiaU are a different cltM of aeciartaan from Buddhwtx or Bauddlias. Cul. 

Vanf Kennedy is, therefore, wholly mistaken in understanding the pa«sa|;e 
to relate to one sect of schismatics only, and is wholly wronij in confound¬ 
ing Arfaats and Buddhists. 

That Arhats are not in this place Buddhists, U undeniable upon autho- 
♦ rity which few will fail to prefer to Colonel Vans Kennedy's, and it only 
remains to determine what they arc. To any one at all acquainted with 
the practices and tenets of the Jains, as they hare been explained by Mr. 
Colebrooke, they are sufficiently well indicated liy allusions in the text of V 
the Vishnu Parana, .in the passage in quesUun, to leave no doubt that they 
are intended. If Jains are not meant, what are the schUroaU'ea here de¬ 
scribed by their doctrines and designated by the terra Arhats f They are 
not Bauddba*—that is settled; and when no perversity of ingenuity con 
identify Arhatas with Bauddhas, there is no alternative left but to identify 
them with Jainas. That tl»e term does very commonly denote Jains, is 
familiar to all who ever heard of either. Perhaps Colonel V’ans Kennedy 
will adroit tliis—perhajH he will al»o admit tliol the celebrated Jain teacher 
and lexicographer Ileraachandra is some authority for the accurate designs- 
tioo of the sect of which be was so distinguished an ornament, and that lie 
gives the word Arhat as a synonyme of Jina, Tirthankara, and the like. 

Tliis is a mere waste of wordih—when Arhata dues not mean a Bauddha, 
it means a Jain. It cannot mean a Bauddha in the pajwages of the Vishnu 
Parana which are now under discussion, because the Bauddhas are also 
specified and distinguished by both text and commenury; it, therefore, 
does mean Jain, and, conse<|uently, I am fully autiiorizcd in inserting the 
words Jains and Bauddhas in the translation. 'l*he misapprehension is not 
mine—it is my critic s; with which restitution of what apperUins to him and 
not to me, I take my leave of liim, and of all further controversy with him.

For the first time, indeed, 
though previoudy imbued with the common and illiberal European prejudice 
against black (if, indeed, it be a prejudice and not an instinct), I bepn to 
experience a wavering, and to think that dark, languishing eyes and a dash of 
brouxe imparted what is often wanted in English beauties, somewhat of soul 
and character to the countenance. Music, lights, the excitement of the ball¬ 
room, arc, however, it must be confessed, sad deemvers, producing Hlusions 
full oft, which painfully vonisli with the rooming's light. For young ladies of 
about thirty or so (an age, indeed, now-a-dsya, I am credibly informed, never 
atudned by spiosters), the bait-room and its factitious glare have some decided 
oilvantages. By day, Cupid, the sly urchin, can only make bis attacks from 
smiles and dimples; but by night, at a pinch, b» nuiy launch a shaft whh 
cflcci even from a wrinkle.

But there u also n practice of uring foreign phrases indiscriminately 
when the native ones would do quite os well. Shortly after the lost pcocc, novd 
writers. Ac., to ihow that they had visited the Continent, could express norhine 
with point and cflcct but In Frcucb and Julian; so in India there are a dost of 
men, generally small wits, who interlard thdr converaation with Hindoostanec 
words and phrases; these they often sport in England, where of course they 
are unintelligible and out of place. Ye guardian genii! who watch over the “ weU 
of English anJcfilctl,” whilst you admit what will purify and sweeten, prevent 
lU unhallowed pollution from garbage throwu ioto it by every idle and thought 
less hsnd ! And now for Captain ripplctoo’s letter, which, though rather more 
fully charged with Hindoostanec terms than any the writer ever met with yet 
lirescnu some likeness of a ccruin species of Indian qiiatolary stylo (of’ the 
slip-slop and slaag-wiuiging order):—

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THE HISTORY OF INDIA.* 

The demand which hen cxUted, dorin^ many rran, fur an Imporlinl and 
a written Idxtory of Indio (aaUientic materials for which have been in 
the mean time rapidly iocreosinf;), seems to hove had its due cQect, in sti> 
mulatini^ the enerpes of competent writers to undertoke tliis laborious tm^k. 
The valuable notes and dissertations with wliioh Professor Wilson has 
enriched his edition of Mr. Mill’s hUtory, have pven to it the rharacter of 
a new work, many of its errors being corrected and some of its dcikrieacies 
supplied, the odroirera of Mr. Mill’s principles at the same time possessing 
the advantage of retaining bit peculiar views and critieisnn of men and 
measures. I'lie (wo w*orks named at (he foot of the page arc original Ids* 
tories, each upon a distinct plan, and they arc strongly recommended by the 
names of their respective writers. 

No person, even slenderly acquainted wiUi Eiastem topics, can be igno¬ 
rant of tbe reputation which Mr. Riphinstone enjoys, as an Indian stoies- 
man, as a most able writer, as an experteneed civil servant of the Rast- 
India Company, thoroughly acquainted with the character, habits, ami 
institutions of the people of Imlia. It is almost presumptuous to expect, it 
is certainly rare to find, so many of the qualities requisite in the historian 
of that country combined in such due liartnony and proportion, and there is 
scarcely another individual from whom we should expect more candour and 
impartiality, as wdl os more research and reflection, in treating of subjects 
which are too apt to bias tlic judgment and engage the feelings and possiuns 
of a writer. The manner in which Mr. Rlpliinstono speaks of tlie works 
of preceding writers evinces tiic spirit in tvhich he writes, end places 
his own work upon o distinct ground. ** If the ingenious, original, and 
elaborate work of Mr. Mill," he olwervcs, ** left some room for doubt and 
discussion, the able compositions since published by Mr. Murray and Mr. 
(tfeig may be supposed to hove fully satisfied the demands of every render. 
But the excellence of bistort derived from Ruropcan researches alone, 
does not entirely set aside the utility of similar inquiries, conducted under 
the guidance of imprrasians received in India, which, ns (licy arise from a 
separate aoorce, may sometimes lead to different conclusions." 

ITie first two volumes of his work ore occupied with tlic history of India 
before it fell under the British rule, and which is sufficiently complete in 
itself to be put forth as a separate portion; it is to Ite followed, we under¬ 
stand, by the history of (he transactions of ti»e British in India, the most 
difficult, and to an English reader (he most interesting, branch of thu 
subject 

Al\er a brief introduction, enumerating Uic natural divisions, geographical 
features, and productions of Imlia, Mr. Elphinstone enters upon a de^p. 
lion of ancient Hindu society, and draws n tolerably distinct picture of the 
social state of the people from the (’ode of Menu, nine humlred yenrr before 

• TV UMory of IVU. Hy tV Ilcnr. MomvrvAiT CAmijivross. VdV L ma It * rniTTr. 
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CMiri'4. He obiM?rvr», liowever, tli»t a code is never the work of a nngle 
Qgr, and even if the whole of llinl called hy the name of Menu were referred

tion* ore drawn from the model to which il i* wwhed to rave the coaima- 
nity, and it* prohihitionH from the worst state of crime winch it ara* poaable 
lo apprrliend." Mr. Elphinstone think* that it i« rather the w’ork of a 
learned man, designed to set forth hi* idea of a perfect commonwealth 
under Hindu inalHutlons, than a code draxvn up for the regula^n of a par- 
Ucnilar «talc under the sanction of a government. Still, as its ideal pictures 
must have been copied from some original*, it probably presents as accu¬ 
rate a representation of ancient manner* and society as could be expected 
to be batvded dow n from »o remote an age. The system of religion incul¬ 
cated in lb» antique record i» illustrated by extracts from Sir m. Jones, 
Mr. Colcbrooke, Professor Wilson, and Ram Mohun Roy. 

In his general remarks upon the reprerentation of ancient Hmdu civiliza- 
tien, deduced from the Manava Dhenna Sasirot Mr. Elphinstonc thinks it 
impov<ible not to conclude that the ** twicc-bom men were a conquering 
people; that the serv ile claw were tl>e subdued aborigines; and thm the in^- 
pendent Sudra towns were in *uch of Uic small territories, into which Hin¬ 
dustan was divided, aj* still retained their independence, while Uw whole of 
the tract beyond the Vindya mountains reninlned as yet uninvaded. hether 
the conquerors w'ere a foreign people, or a local tribe, or a religious sect 
which had outstripped their fellows in knowledge, are questions which can 
be solved only conjecturally. The diflerence in tlie apjicaiiuiee of Uie higher 
and lowest classes would lend to support the tlicory that they were 
foreigners; on the other hand, in none of tlie old books is there any allu¬ 
sion to a prior origin of tl»c Braiiniliis, or to a knowledge of more than the 
name of auy country out of India; and although the common origin of the 
Sanscrit language w*ilh the NVestern dialects leaves no doubt that there was 
once a connexion between the nations by whom they were used, it proves 
nothing regarding the ptoce where, or even the time when, the connexion 
sufaaisted. 

Mr. Elphiiistonc llien proceeds to con«ider the changes which have taken 
place since Menu, and the stale of Uie klIndus in later limcn, arranging the 
subjects under the follow ing beads:—clianges in caste; in the government 
and revenue, and in the law; the present stale of religion and of philo- 
Nopliv; the astronomy and mathcmaticol science of the Hindus; their geo- 
gmpiiY, chronology, and medicine; ilic Sanscrit and other languages of 
India; the Hindu literature, fine arts, and uianufaciurcs; agriculture, com¬ 
merce, manners, and character. These arc subject* of separate chapters, 
of length proportionate to their importanoe, those on religion, litaralurr, 
manners, and character possessing peoniior iuterc*!. 

ITie feligkm, though it has chanj^ it* cliaracler since the time of Menu, 
from monotheimn to polytheism, and mlupted a new ritual instrad of Uic 
Vedas, rxereve* a* great an influence a* ever over the people. The cfiect 
of the existing impure syslem h rrprcsciilcd a*- uu lla* w'liolc misrhievou'*. 
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AlUiougli itw rc’wvd'i ainl puiiiuJmu^ntR |ji tftp fK-st irorltl nrc ofirn wp||

The dcaoriplipn uf ihe mancicT^ of the Idindua is concise, yet full and 
disUnct, Bod in Lhis paniciilar, Mr. ICIphiostone has shown: the great supe- 
lionty of an historian who has seen the people Jie describes over one wlio 
capids dL second or third hnnd. Of one troit in their manners he apeoks 
wntboELt Umi bittemes.^ in which vulgar cHilcfi of Koi^Eem cusEoma arc prone 
to indulge—ilavcryt which, aitbougli he mentions It ns a reproach to llinda 
civilimtion, Ite ioi}'!, falls very short of the idea it at first sight suggests.'’ 
He describes the slaves a.v homc'bora, or children Rold by their parents during 
famine; ami domestic daves, he stales, “ arc tieated cxacLly like nervonte, 
except tliat iliey are more regarded, iw betongli^ to the fnmifr- There i* 
nothing to dutiogueth them froin freemen," and he doubts if they are ever 
sold. In moat parts of Iiulia, the very name of pnrdiaJ alnv-cry u 
unknown. 

Mr, Elphlnstone prefaces hia enunicration of the chamctcrlsLic qualities 
of ihc Hindus hy the following judkioua remarks, which we eite iw fin 
oiitidote to the wholesale condcomalion whioh some ivriters and apeakenr 
employ, when speaking of u pccplc who have niore virtues mid fewer 
rreei than many of their oirn country (ucni: 

Cagllshtuea in Indio have less opportunity than might be expetted of form* 
ing oplnioni of the nstive chsrscter^ Bvta in England few know mnch of rhc 
people be^'ood their own claas^ and what they do know they team from bonks 
and newspapers, which do not exist in Indie, In that country, alio, reIi|;lon 
aod manners put lion to our intlmncy wkh the natives, and limit the nnmber 
of transactions as well ai the free oommunication of oplnioiu. We know no* 
thing of th'C Interior of rarailieji hut hy report; aud hove no share in those

Tan b a work for which the atudenu of the history and antKiuitirs of China and 
India wUl not hesitate to eoufeaa deep obUgatioiia to the learned autlior. It b 
a careful tnnalatioti from Chinese authorities of the historical records of their inter¬ 
course with India, and Ute regions beyond the Indus, from the time of the Han 
dynasty, B. C. llW, illustrated (we may truly say) by copious notes, containing ilic 
original teats, where necessary, and evincing great learning, rescarrh, and ingenuity. 
By means of hb Csinilbrity not only with the Chinese but with Sanscrit and 

other Indian dblects. M. Ihuitliicr has been abb to elucidate the text, to confirm the 
accuracy of the ChincMf authorities, and to identify the names of objecU. and thereby 
to throw a light upon the stale of Indb at an catty period, which srill materially aid 
Uie invastigarions now prosecuting by the help of the Indo-Bactrbn relica. The 
dilferent modes in whbh foreign names are snitten by the Chinese, are calcubted to 
ofascuiv them to persona who ate not competent to trace the procesa of uanscription. 
One mode b that of translating the name (where significant) out of the foreign latyuage 
into their own, whereby not the sligbtnt memUaiice to the original b oRered to the 
ear or the eye As an example of thb mode of transcription, we may mention the 
designation or Itmalagiri, which signifies “ Snowey mountains.** The 

Chinese write the same Stnt^am, which means precisely the same. Another mode 
of transcription b that of representing the sound or sounds of the foreign name in their 
own characters (employed phonetically} as nearly as the peculiarity of the Chinese 
l*nRusge, which b ilestitute of certain sound*, will permit. Thus Samarkami b 
written with four chanctera, Sa-ma-mrkAitm ; and Champtam (in Behar) Cfia- 
f<ooAo4a.

montJi'a mail hat rtached Engl anti in an ^xlraonlinaHI)' Dhort tpEtce 
of time; our Oombay pBpert of May 1st were receivoil by ut at mid-doy 
of Jime ijrd. Tiw acc^ounts brought Hy it art to the folLowing dat^ 
Cattuita^ 21iit Apiil; Madras, 23rd April; Bombay} 1st Mny ^ Cliitta, 
Jst April. 

The Chinese inleltigenee is important, hot ujihappily alTiirdt little hope 
of a speedy adjustment ar alfiiinr} and farniiiheA fresli proof} if it wore neocii- 
ftary, of the grthifi misenanAgement wliich has attended our proecedings on 
the spot. In this unforiunato qoarrel:, from Uie beginning, and to which the 
eyes of all the world seem, at length to be reluctantly opened. 

A fow monthfi after the date of the last nmnth'A adt iee^, it clearly ap- 
peami that the hope of pencC} which liod deluded none bat Captain Elliot, 
wax iMusory^j: the intpcnol minister and high Conimissloner railed to fuEhl 
their rngagemenbt; husliilu'i:^ recomaienced} and it appears from die tone 
of the imperial cdicta from Peking, that no terms of pncilicOLion had been 
thought of there but the expulsion or extemunaliorL of Uie rebellious fo- 
reipTVPfa/' who, when taltcn, are to he sent in chainS} with the heads of Uie 
slain, to the capital I Meanwhile, Uie ea.^y credulity of the British Plenipo¬ 
tentiary hid induecil him not only to despatch to India and England intelli- 
gemre Umt all was over, hut ivith haste—post-hoiile^^ pTeeipitation, before 
the preliminaries hid been ratihed, to order tlic evacuation of Chusan by 
the miscmble remnnot of iu cncc fine ipuTiaon and send them back to India ; 
ibe conscr^uenceof which has been, that I-Iong-koag, which was token pus- 
scfision of in the name of Her Majesty, has been abandoned for ^nint of 
troops, and those Chinese, who may hate become Bnlish partisans, are sur¬ 
rendered to Use Tiiercy of their countrymen, os an encouraging example to 
albert. The ccnducl of her Majesty's rppre«!entatito in Chinn may well 
dhiposF her royal mind to participate In Urt senUmenbi of the Emperor of 
Chinn, wliom the irtui'iBctions have hllcd wlih shame, indignation, and 
grief/'

eqoni it*t ardour and succeso. As oocn as haaEiliUcs were renewed, a por¬ 
tion of the a(|oqdrDn railed up ihe cclehriled reach, kuovi'n mi the Eocca 
Tigris.

In India, iltc htate of the Punjab is n subject of 0031 iems eonsideration. 
That eotintr]i Lsa scen^ of dreadful Internaf duorganizitJont ihearniv ia inn 
Blate of open mudny, murdering itsolEcer#; of the ohieft, none seem etpolde 
of controlling the tleuicpis of disorder ; nnd the Europeon cornmnortera nrr 
hastening from the feerte af turmoil and btoodiihed. Oor army i^ on tfie 
frontier, hut had not recriv^l ordera, that U, n provocation, to pass the 
SuUrjv 

The new^ from IJerat ia utmugriy conflicting. The enuse of ih? sudden 
retreat of Major TwW seems to have been n dispnte w ith the Vnir, and a 
distrust of lvi= viewis tow ards British interesiH, mther limn any direct’breach 
ifith ; and it k surmii^ thnt n good understanding may be restored, and 
our ties perhapn, strengthened by this teniporari rupture. A military de^ 
jDonrLradon will hBj[ti<n tliis event. 

The Nepnul fioteroinrnt U said to have issued a proelamation to the 
elTeet, ihni, ns s»nie evil-dispwed pereon hud been propngocing feports of n 
misonder^tanding between the British and Ncpoulcse government, wldch 
were utterly folse and iinfoundcd. the property pf nnv perwin who wojf din- 
ccivcred projnrguiing them ironld be cunh^Eictf, and hri enni filled w Eih 
molten lend. 

There is no inlelligonee of moment from Affghani^iBn. The despatches 
respecting I he a ruins in the Parian volley shew tTini our army had a loine- 
whot arduous duly to perform, in nubduing a country studded with forts. 
The offins of Sioinde lemniii tn sf<r/« ; our troops were in motion for 
iheir diflerenl destinjuioos, but m it would appear that Xut'^eer Khan has 
really come to terms, «c npprehrnd ihnt there is hope of n real e^iablrih- 
ment of iriinquillity in tiint unsettled country.

ApproAi[nation which has been long grntluBlIyj nnd Is doi\' rapitlli-, lahn^^ 
plocc ttetween W i>jtcm anti Eastern nBiions^ is the ifrequeney of the ^isiti 
peiti by individuals of the latter to Eomope. Tbe oTcrlanJ route hna done 
much toivards divesting the journey of its terror!', but the motive for under- 
taimg it must ttill be strong to overpower the tinuiility and the indolence of 
the Asiatic flhonteler. No nieans arc Ijeticr caloul&kd to cslablisli an iaitr- 4 
lOtine between these great portions of the Jmnian family that ivlll improve 
tlie least civilized of themj tlian lliwe reciprooa] vlnls to caoli other,, which

A mdre rational, sensible, and ivell-wriHen book of its triasj has rnreJv 
been publlsltcd than Uiie Panee Journal, anti, na ttic work of Asiatics, not oV 
European foreigners, it is a romarltablc produciion. Many readers wilJ silv 
peet that die authonhip is only nominally and by adoption that of the J’nrsee 
travellers; tre liavc, therefore, made jt our busine.iig to i tiqnire particularly 
into diiamatter, nnd wc find that it is rcnliy tile result of their sole nnnssbted 
Inboun, even the longiiagc haring undergone no revision by others.

Lowjee Family"), who wm foremnii to a ParMt builder at Sural;, and 
whose talcntt attracted the patronage of the Government, 'rlirac des- 
oendanfe ia tltc Mi generation from l*owJee,w ha were attached atanearlv 
age to the Bombay yard, with the view of following tlie profession of IhciV 
forefal^nf, heard of the progress making by that giant steam/' dndof its 
citcnsjve opptication to rnaiine purposes, even to vessels of war, in Eu¬ 
rope, and their relalive, tbc head builder, resolved to send tbem hither to 
le^ the bwl forms of vesseb to be propelled through water by wbeeis^ ia 
order Umt the Bombay naval arscnol might keep pace vvitli the improve¬ 
ments of liie day.

Tc^ gentlemen embarked m Bombay, on the SDtli March 

3S38, on l^d the BackingfiaTfishlrc, witli llieir precentor and ttvo aer- 
vnnu of LliCir own caste, and, after a voyage the ricisJtndas of witicb 
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Parscet in' Engknd^ 

mode them repent that they Iiiid not truvellBil by tJie overland ihej 
reached Dover on the 21 si August, 

They ol finsl took up ihEir rcaidcnco nt the Portland Elntoli but In Sep* 
tembef they pSaced ihrtnBcIves iviili the Rev* Mr. Hopltins, die brother of 
Cnptaia riopkiiUt of the Bscitingfiamshirei at Elgheni;, in order to aeqairo 
a thorough knowledge of Engtisb and malhemadca, and wtUi whoirt they 
re^tidcd a iwelvenionth. Having the acquoJnlnnee of Sir Chadea Forbis 
(of whose kindness and atlentioa they spent in high terms)} and introduo- 
lions to severaJ persons nf iniAucnce} they possessed all the neeesiairy facllh 
lies for indulging their eunosiiy lut well as for prosecuting their sotenlifio 
inqniries. 

'fhe occufiicy of ihejr descriptions of whnt they saw, and the judicious 
lone of their remartS} which will render the work invaJunblc to dieir ooun- 
liymcnj are the only drawbacks upon its interest to an Hingliish reader, who 
will meel with HO iduurdiiy to provoke his contempt, and no ignornnoe to 
eicite JtLs mirth. In their accounts of the dock-vards, indeed—and the 
remark mav be extended to the scientific cKirtbitions—their rleomess and 
accurate apprehension of the subject will often improve the unperfect infor- 
mniion of many of our own countrymen. 

The firtft oiroumstance ^'hich foroibly struct their notice, on their arrival 
in London (after the foresl of ciELSts which croivd our river, which is, how¬ 
ever, “but a tlream to the Ganges or Indusi"), was the throng of people 
and immense number of vehicles hurry ing nJong. “ Evciy street down 
which wc looted/' they say, “oppeared lo be pouring out countless multi¬ 
tudes, and from the noi^c, we were apprehensive that some public eommo- 
tion had token place, or that there was Mine grand spectacle to be 
witnessed.*’ They were informed, lo their avtonE^hment, that thw stream 
of life flowed, every day for twelve or foartcen hours* The elegant €qui- 
pngw they observed in the parks, the spirited horses, the liBodsomc harness, 
the rich liveries, nnd above all, the beautiful females, “ fair, with, light 
limir,’* who occupiedllicse swiftly-roHiog veTiicIcSj excited their admiration. 
Our Indies, they obserre, “ have mild blue eyes, nnd very s:rveet expres- 
Eitm of countenance." Another otjeei of wonder tvm the number of 
omnibuses in the streets: " where they nil come from, at here they ore 
going, w'hcrc the people could be found to fill them, and how the owners, 
drivers, nnd oDcduotors w'cre to be paid, seemed a mystery to us.'^ 

Xowrojee and MerA^iinjee oppear lo hnve been higlily delighted with 
Madame 'I'ussaud'^s exhibition of wnx-w'orlr, and they relQEe some nnecdotes 
of waxen gentlemen being mistaken for real, nnd real gentlcmciv for waxen, 
which will Ftnetlc thefr eountn'iiueni* Tlicir reiuark upon Voltaire, whoso 
i'ni 0 they Iwbeld in this exhibition, nffords an Index to the litierality of their 
religion.*!: creed: “Wo looked luucb at him, thinking he must have bad 
much courage, and Iiav^e thought liitnself quite right in hw belief, to bavn 
Nlood append to all the existing religious systeuis of hi^ native lurid* He, 
however, and thosa atIio thought dilTereutly from him, have long ainec, in 
another world, cxi>ericnocd that if men only act up (o what they belEtvo to

Jn the chapter on our customs, manners, oilueilion, &o., they rcstiiot 
their notices to the mere citemal forms without venturing nny critical re* 
mnrks. Wtlfi great gtNjd feolmg, they soy i ‘^K>ur only object is to convey 
10 our country men sueh things as np|iciired uingular to ua, nnd vvc ahnuttl 
consider ourselvc* vow ungrateful nod undeserving, received. Ci.< we have 
been Into families willi iicrfcct uanfidence, if wx violated thnt eouGdcncc by 
making auv remarks dwrcspeciful to our good and kind rnenils. 

Such In (lie cunoua Journal of these two Parsee travellers, ivliieh ia a 
fit counterpart to tlie “ N'otes of a Journey to Boutbay” by the tamenied 
lady vie hive yuhl numed, oTiil may be read in liiii country as no nmusing 
and not an UEiiaatrucUvo bout.

TtlX c&niull fanuMiCjn qF the mountitn Iidowii bjf tlie tinnie af " Adnin*! 
PnJi ” renders it n ruMnarLuble otijcct, ^hlch, to tre rccagnUcdf rcquireii only 
ifl Lio aeto. To ihipi oppro^hlng the lilind from the it ronni an 

imparUmt laudmirk, that, although mimy todea from the lea-cbnat, ii often 
Men long befnre nny other Laod is Tisiblt abOTC the hotizon. Tradition, whleh 
aitlgna to it the honour of hciuR the ipot from u-heneo aur firit patcnti irero 
ignoDiiniansly expeUed^ gives the Teik thqt undGSonbie degree of interest, 
tfirh whldi we foDdly contemplate the jiecinc of “ancient tEtlcs and. legends 
oltl." however tinBuppotied by probability or the eredenca of mankind* With 
n brief nefounipr this sacred mounimn^ for HUeh it Ii conaidered by the foJ* 
lowers of both Boodhoo and SivBj I propose to ccoclude my rejnintscencH of 
the Kaaiiian proviacofi. 

By the dcTotcEi who frequent, nnd by the ctirious who idsit it, the moun¬ 
tain is uiuiiEly approached ftom the aide uf Colombo. It it situate In the pro- 
rinco of Sadragnn, one of the fioe»t in the island, and^ on nccount of the 
facilities of water-commnaiaaticin which it enjoys, one likely to become the 
most importiipE and valuible. TheKolu Ganga, a river which has its source 
at the foot of Adames Peak, nml entcra the Sat&Oigan dlstrjct, nifanda ihc beic 
line of reuta to and from that holy hill. It dlsehcu'gcs itself into the sea in 
the neighbourhood of Calturo, a place otarly midway hetween Gallo and 
Coloiobo* From Cel cum, theroforc, most touruts take their depatture when 
about to plunge Intg the recesses of the SatTragan country, whichy although 
poisossjpg advantages suptirlor to those onjojed by tuiy oiher profiace in the 
island, Is hue litUo knowo and stilL Jess frcipiented by Europema. 

To make way ngaloat the stream of the Kalu Gaago, which, Jike all other 
rivers in Ceylon, i« cKtromcly rapid, li a udloui operation, that would bo 
iftlulefable to the most eathiisiaidc tmveller, were it not tbjit tho grand cha* 
racter of the country through which tho river wanders Bcrves to divert hia 
attencion from the coniemplBUon of all the ilia that are concentrated in the 
Island poddy-boats. 

The river ia navigtibtc iu for as Ratuapooni, a smoll village at tho haie 
of Adam's Peok, which derives its uamc from iho mimcroiis geroa aud prvciouo 
atonno that are found in the bain of the irthutory itreama whidi bare join the 
Kalu Giiaga. Being o ccntml point in SafTropin, Rntnapoom has been salccteJ 
os D mUitaiy post, nnd os the revidcoce of thn govciiiEneiit agent of that dis¬ 
trict* A temple, dedicated to Samcn, the tutclnr deity of the protlncc, U 
the chief ohject worthy of attemtinu In tho place, and wrrea ns n rendcEVoua 
for the pilgrinjs to the Peak, who generally pass the night within ili ucred 
precincts, before aitemptiog to climb the lo^y mouptsin. From thlt viTlage 
the road or path, which leads to the lummlt of Adam's Ptaik, follows for o 
short dlitance the line of the Kalu Gangn, onJ then suddenly aj^cends from 
the banks of that river. At this point, paLsoquini or other CDaveyances muit 
be tlispenicd with, nud the reoialnder of the jouraey Is tieeeaaarily performed 
on foot, LTaltke the mountains of the interior, which gnuiuollv attain ttidc 
extreme altitude* Adeia^s Prat rUea prcrijutnicly from the Kdu'Oauga to nn 
cicvntidn of seven Lho^nd feet* To reach thp celebrated Peak U, ihcfe- 
fore, a feat of oo ordinoiy difficulty, nnd however the Ibligue attendant oa 
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the unJortaiking ffi&y ftfiftfCt the lievotion af those who visit it from religious 
motivesi thefe cfin be no doubt tliet it aetj ns cut unplenaant scdhcivc on llio 
ardour of the uiiboliovtiig but inquisitive Christinn. 

But all whp liave stood on thnt lofty sumidit, which] towerln" over all s^ur- 
roundin^ objects, seems to " dnlljf with the wlad and Korn tlie iun,"' will 
readily odtnit that the toils of the way ore more than compensated, for by the 
ex tensive nod htiautlTuI tondacape which is on crery side seen ffom Ad[iiii''s 
Pcoh^ The view towards the west is that most generally admired. In that 
direction, the splendid province of Snifrt^a, with its hills covered with some 
of the finest timber in the wiand, and its vallcfs for tho roost part in a irtaic of 
cuklvntion that forcibly contnuts with the wild character of the mountains 
within which they are emhosamcd^ stretches towardi the ocean, which is 
distioclly fl^bte la the for distance. Tili’hcn the first raya of the inomin* sun 
bathe this Wdacepc in a flood of I^ht, such eu k emitted only front the sun 
of the tropics, and the t]o>cLumal mkt, which usnafly overhnug# the depths of 
valleys, begins to yield to their cheeriDg iaRuence, tiic gorgeous mognllicence 
of its appearance at that mocnent Is the theme of universal admiration. 

The Tnenntaina of the intenor, amid which those around Newero-IsnLa nrcj 
by reason of their ailperler lolUne&s, most prominent and distlncE, oJTord oti 
the other hand some wild and grand seendtj, which ts but little Inferior to 
that of the fiaflrngan pcoviiice, Adeiu'g Feah Is .liepanited fro'ro the chain of 
mottnutins that intersoet the Kanduin province by m tract of comparatively 
low cnuntTy, tta eotesequent isalation renders it particuhirly conapicuoua from 
moat of the principal heights in the Inleriar, and it has thus heen of eminent 
unrlce as a trigonometricnl point in tlie survey of the IJaud that, under the 
superinttnJtmCt ofColanCl Fraser, k now in progress. The web of triaugu- 
JacJon that, under tho nuspiccs of iho late Colonel l^mbtou, has been woven 
urer the whole of Southern India, has lo no iustaitce boeit extended to Ccy^ 
lou, the be^t mnps of which are erremeonv in the extrcnie, nnd nndeaerring O'f 
the slightest credit. Much of the interior provinces has, however, of laic 
yeam, been, ^rveyed for civil and military putpcMces, and there is reason to 
hope that a map more worthy of the colony will be published in the cottrsc nf 
the present year. 

The aummit of Adam's Peak emhritces a flat oblong srea of two hundred 
aquarc yarJi. Of this space a large portion, is occupied by n moss of rack, 
upon which a gigantic impmsioa of the Fiumsn footstep Is stumped^ The ini~ 
pres&lon ia slightly, but indelibly, indented on the smooth surface of the rock, 
nnd TUeasu res nearly five feet and n half in length by thirty inches hi averega 
breadth. Believen and sceptics arc mdiflurently pcnnilted to nseend thk' rock 
and euntne tho foolprint^ hut the imiric into a small temple, which is created 
upon Eind adotos this eacred spot, is reserved for the devout dkciplas of 
Boodhoo. 

Respecting the origin of thti lacrcd footstep, a great variety of opinlona 
exists. The IJIndoos, Moors, ami Boodhklf, all OMribe Its jianctUy to very 
djflnmt Causes. The first qf these a-sscrt the Hindoo god, SK’a, was pleased 
to bestow on the island chisTuiblc sign of bis favour. The Boodhtsts, on 
ibe other hand, ho'td that Boodhoo was the deliy In question. But tha theoTj 
entettiuned by the Moors, If not more probable, ia tindouLtcdly morcinterMt- 
Ing, than those of the rival creedi. The Moorish traditions declare that 
Screndibwea the site of Paradise, fjfom whence our Dnt parents were, for tbeir 
treLnsgrcsdonsi, gspcltcd to the neighbouring continent of Rindnostan. From 
the suuunlt of Lhe Peak, Uic first iiian was, [iccording to tbia legend, pcnnlttcd 
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lo behoM fortUo Eiut tiQit Uie happy irceneof hia itatlvity nniJcilslence^ trhUe 
yet m a state of jRtiDccnce. Tlic myaicrjr of lEtc footprint ti thua Milfy 
aolvcdt 


The interest: fb-nt may DEtndi to Adatn^a Peak b* ho^vcver, infinitely !cm 
than that belonging to Anamiiihpoorn, the ancient capitnl of Ceylon. Thii 
city, and the populoiLs and cultirated country tbal once aurrounded itf ore 
DOW tninifonnal into on uninhabited desert. Its ruins ore ailuale about mid¬ 
way between tho northern eiuciulty of the blnuJ nod Knndy, from which place 
it b most easily approached. The invesil^ation of tlie anniJi of, and the 
It^cnds copoerntns^, a place so famous in Island story aa AnarayoJipoora, will 
milunllf lead to the consideration of that highly interejting period of lu his¬ 
tory, when Taprohanc, tu Ceylon whs called by ihe Roroanji, contrihuted 
largely to supply tie detrtonds of the I usury that marked the decline of the 
«aometiotc'* ratitress of tho world. 

According tpihe AInAn ircaM, n work to which reference has already been 
made in a fairer chapter, and which is held hy the CingalcKr to contain the 
mnst autlkcntic accounts qf ilictr early hiitory, Auarajahpoam is a corroption 
of Anariidhapura, a word derived from the name of a prince who founded the 
city. A succe^Dn of pious monarchs tontrlbiitcd to the embellTNhmeat of ■ 
locolity, for which Boodhoo wni bclicrcd to have evinced a decided parllality, 
from the cifcucnatattce of his having beta ahcltered under the u[nUnt|;eoi.u 
trees in its vicinity. To commemorate this happy event, a Wge tree, called 
the Ski Malta Bodi, has, in alt subsetjuciit ages, been the object of the deToiiou 
of the devatecfl who annually undertakea pilgrimage to the " Holy City." The 
priest! nf Boodhoo pretend that the Ski Maha Bodi tree hm received from 
the grateful deity the boon of immortal youth nnd of eternal luxuriance, Not 
doubUpg but that, for hU own especial piirpoaea, Bnodhoo baa emancipated 
hii Givouruc tree from the imEnutablo laws w hich govern the vegetable luiwclt 
M the animal world, the credulous pilip^imi fondly imagine tbai the leaves 
they now hehnld on ibe Ski Maha Bodl arc tliose which, when he took upon 
himself the form of man and visited the earth, protected him (lom the fierce 
rays of a vertical aun. 


One of the principal objects of attraction to the nntliiiiary, who wanden 
amid the fnlTis of Anarajalipoom, is the Sownmahapaayn. The ancient docii- 
menlB relating to the city concur in Btating xJitit this formerly a mnjeatic 
atruciuie of utne storiea. Of these, none arc now in exLitrnec; hut sixteen 
huTidred stone pUI&ra, upon which the building was erected, arc still in inlc- 
tiblo preao'tatiQn, This immensn number are disposed in a perfect square, 
tbc side of which h about two hundred feet in length. Along each aide, at 
nearly equal distances, forty pillars nre nuiged. The interval between the 
rows varies frani two to three feet, and the square of the pillars, which, with 
few exception!, are uniform in wie auJ height, ts two feet. 

Around the Sowamahapaaya, which was probably a temple dedicated to the 
worship offloodhoo, are Hagobaj, or imnieuse wEid domes, the altitude of 
which is equal to their grenim diameter. They are for the most part sur- 
mounted hy uplnd cones, that in some measure relieve tho vaituns and tnaJ^* 
Mveneia ef tbcir gigantic proportions. Like the Pyramids of Egypt, they were 
designed to comracmoniic the reign of the moiiercb to whose honour they 
were ruLsed. In ritl.cr ease, the simplicity and solidity of the consimctiim 
have defied the mvage of time, nod iuiured its permnnencc. But the handi¬ 
work of the isnoruet labourers of Ceytuu, ihuu|h it may rival nod even sur- 
poia the meisive greatness, wanii the ejeganee uid grandeur, that bdongi to 
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ihe more mDijeitjc produclioa* of iho Egyptiin oidnlects* Tbfi lia?c 

a pon-icroiu and ignoblo ftppcnriunce j their miiipiitude ht howerer, aJmort 
UDparatlctcd, nnJ tlicitt the atirntraiien or chc contempt of the Eutopoao pil¬ 
grim* who nmy titlier opplouil the pcncvemnCH or ridicule the injuLllciouJt . 
taste of [he ancient bdonderi. The solid contents of the l4ir]^t of them hafo 
Wa eitimoted to eucced four hundred ami fifty thousand Celtic yards j it* 
gTMtteat dinmetef and altitude are cqiial*and mcaiure two hundred and seretity 
feet. 

The oitent of Aoarejahpoare can atiil be Ciinily traced. Iw perimeter is 
believed to hate cicecdcd nincmllcat and the ancieiii walla that encircled the 
city* ami ore in aome plictt tiiiblc* give some probability to this conjtcriire. 
Nearly in the ccoiro of the apace fonnerlj occupied by the dty, the present 
mean villasei which itill reicum the tmitt of Aojunjafaponra, rcnuiai to mark 
tlie of the fallen Capital. 

During ihtt hut ten centnrin^ Amirajnhpoora hu been neglected hy the 
moniirchs who Have snccrasivety nded the destinies of Ceylon. The central 
position and numeroua adsaatogea enjoyed by Kandy would aecin to have 
attracted then- sttendon* and induced them to abandon tbo unhealthy aite of 
the former (cot of gotemment* but, prior to iho desertion of the ancient 
capitidj. Ceylon attained the highest degree of prosperity which it has, dther in 
former or later agoa, eapencnced^ from its diicotery in the reign of the 
firet Claudlut* it repidty ros* to cororocfcioi importance* to which its geo* 
gmpliicnl position* ccntricolly dtuiUed with res^rd to thn caniem confines of 
the Roman empire nod the more remoto India* mainly contributed* The 
merchants fro» China and the Eostcen Archipelago awaited at Ceylon, njj n 
midwny ataiion* the periodical arrcral of the Reman fleets which, inking 
advantage of the lonth-west mongoon, uiunlly ocqomplishcd the ifoyogo from 
the Red Sea co the coast of Taprobano in aii week*. Hie ailha of Chino, the 
prccioua atones of Ceylon, and the rich spleea nnd aromatics of ladia, were 
the articles of trade prirvcipally sought for by iht Ruman navigators, la lieu 
of these triding but costly objects of luicurj* the Romoua were unable to 
barter the manufactures of Europe* and were thus reduced to the neccisity of 
exchanging theif siUef for the productions of the Eastern world.* 

ft was estimated that right hundred ihouannd pounds sterling were tliua 
annually tapended. Of this 511111, whieh must have appeared unmenie to the 
Indion merchants of that nge, the capital of Ceylon largely parilcijioted. 
There is good reason to believe that the wholo of the eatcnwrc public build- 
irtgs and vast DogoboS which adorned* and of which the rums still ladicnle 
tho posEtiou of* Anorajnhpoora* were dcrigncd and ereeted during this ern of 
opulence nnd national prosperity. 

It appears that the Kandinn provincca were not, at this remote period* iat> 
jeci to the rale of the tovereisQ of tho icndiound provinces* The Kandinn 
king possessed tho inountaliii* the elephnots* and the luminous carbuncle ” 
while the rival mnrareh " enjoyed the more solid riches of domestle Industry', 
foreign Irndcj and tlic eopacioiis harbour of Trinip.ieo3alc, which received and 
diimtssed the fleets of the East nnd Wesr,’*t '^ith the decay of the Roinan 
cmplro, the lucrative trade* to which tho historian here alludes* grailiLiidjy 
declined. The profitable traffic was m length monopoliifid by the Perrinn 
narigatora. The subjecta of iht great king sriled from the Penitau Gtilf, 
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nlong (he w«iern ihore* of Eliniloeiata]!^ to tlio erout ofC^j'bn, Bot, in tho 
JflfJi ihqt n]^ceetl4^J iho Riin of the Rom tin worltl^ ibc productionB and: 
nianuratcurea of tho Eoatj which consticed of the luntrScs rather then the 
JiecBMariea of lEfij, rank in the pobtic etUinnitgiit and ultimately beettne fo 
Utile eateemcil^ that the Oriental trade^ which ot one time threateoed to 
exhaust the wealth of the empire, dwindled into obscurity end utter iRsianU 
linince. 

From beipgtho chief emporium of commerce In the Ea«, Taprobene ogiin 
merged into the harberiim from which the influx of the poUte lubjeeta of 
Rome and Pcriia bad m loma de^« raised her» At this period^ the umal 
concemilants of notional poverty and ducreos be^Do to appenr- Domestie 
tubiulia end iotefliDe wars tucceeded to the long interval of calm that had 
characterized what may be termed the golden age of Ceylon. Famine sod the 
award rapidly thinned the EUperabundant popntation, ojid reduend tho iilond 
to tho degenerate aiate in which it woe found by the Porttignese of the «x- 
teenth century. 

From the iotercsting rccordathnt tell of the former fircntneM of Taprobine, 
we icarn that the tsWd Brtt rose from its prUitlne obscurity in the Erst cen- 
lufj of iJic Chrutlan era. Before that period, a long list of kings aerres hut 
u landmarks Eo guide ita through tho " dim obscure" which ovcrhinga the 
wltdcrnea of ! acred ibte legends nnd abnuril fictiona that make up the hUtory 
of ihrir egnohlc lives and ingiorioua fcigciii. On the discovery of the blond 
by the Romatis, in the reign of the first Clondiua, the iafiuence of trade, the 
pofiSESiion of wealth, atiiJ ihc constant presence nf the Romim nnd Fcrriafl 
merchants^ Combined to produce the hencfieial effect of elevating Sts inhahi- 
tanta in the aenie of ciTiliiation. This stato of commercial proipcrity and 
intetlcclua! advancement may be »IJ to havo„ witKout any interval^ conrioued 
for Eve hundred years. The caujcs that operated to overthrow this Eeuiiiorary 
political clevatinn have already been shown^ nnd the dark interval ofteu ccu- 
turiea which followed u hiLTElly worthy of meiitian. Of the Fortiiguaseand 
Dutch colouiata^ enough hu b«n said, Ttio Stale and pros^meta of tho iilamf 
at the present time ouly remain to be cammEnlcd upon. 

TlJcrt nrie few places in Hritiah India iw highly favoured hy nature ns Ccy* 
Ion. At the same time it must be confessed iliatj of the immense territories 
subject in our rule in the Eaatj there are none, tlio commercial amj agricul- 
tural advantages of which lisvo been less developed by the lahoura of min 
than UiMc of tIsBt iilsiiJ. The priodpal cauie of ihit exists m the di^cLdt 
paiureof the country, so opposed to the character of the level and open 
plains of Bengal und of the Caroacic. The wnnt of population, which effec* 
tually checks tlie increase of cultivariou, may perhaps bo ranked aa the secoud 
snd the nwtic habits and few wants of the ngricdtural pleasantry aa the third* 
of the causes that have ehieSy ipuded to create this infdieitcms eficct, ^ 

The geographical position of Ccylou is emtocnlly favourabie to commercial 
prosperity. U ntw enjoys the great adTnntage of having it* most fenilc pren 
Vinces in the near viciuliy of the eea-^nu mlvnntiigt that cnn only bo Mly 
appreciated by the dwcIlErs in the East, where the expenses of knd-imrriape 
often [iiEouni to treble ihc prime coal of the aniclea of mertluuidiie. A ereat 
portion of the island consists of virgin wl!, the rich quality of which is suei- 
ciciitty attested by the iusuriain vegetation that everywhere meets the eye. 
Tiiii Tiiltcr from the arid plains of the neighbouilug continent never faila uj 
Lie forcibly struck v,nh the pleasiug contrast that the beautlfully-rerdnot

From Itti initilaLed. position, and consequent exposure to the tnnleacn of the 
nltcniEiEe monsoon^, the tcmpmitnrc of Cejion Ls tittcjoely modcmtc when 
compured with the intense heat of Indin. The extenHlve forests that conceAl 
the Eace of the coUnurr, by excluding the TtK^a uf the sun from the surfiuc of 
the earthy greatly tend to ntaderatc the mtcxuitty of the beat vrhich, fron^ ihu 
wxth to the tenth parallel of north IntitoJe, might, (i priori, be preauraed to 
exist. On the stestern shores of the island, the nnnij,iil tompernture hjts been 
estimiitoil at 80^, nod the extreme run^e of the thermcinieter frocD to 
The near proxientty of the Kandian nnountams, hy attracting eoustont and 
copious ahowere of nun„ and thus producing a perpctniiil redundancy ofniols.^ 
turo^ iiiEilntv contri&iutea to create the extremely miU aud equable ellmate that 
so emiricntiy mttrks the fuToured dlfitricls around Colombo nnd GeJlcv 

Tim ulomi may be Eolrt to eooaist of two disttnet difiaions of territory, the 
line of demarkulfon betveen which may be drawn from Colombo to Kandy, 
and from ihenoc througb Budulfa to Ffumbentorte on the sauth’casLem coaft. 
In the southern of the rwo dlstricti that arc thus formed am comprised the 
whole of the Kandinn highlands, the rich provincea of Colombo atid GatEe^ and 
the scohoiird connecting [hose placcx, and extending towards lliintbcntatte. 
Towards the north, all U (lac, barren, and unprolitable. To this general ob< 
sarration the diatrict of Juflha, hovtixr. fottns a solitary uud honourable 
exception. Sut the ivhoEc of tlm inland territory, stretebing from the left 
bank of the Mnhavllnganga to the pcnlusKla of Jafftiapaiani, may rafely be 
included In this sweeping condemnation. Only the ruins of Auarajahponni 
remain to idt of the former prosperity of this t-ttcnslvc traot of country, wbicli 
is now as unpenplcd and salent os that ancient capUaL 

Anamjohpoora docs not appear to have poi.seased any itccLilioT adsantagos 
for the site of n populoLis city. Its centric posltinn between the porta of the 
weatcra ooaat and tbot of Trincomolec would seem to have been its sole re- 
comcuendatlcia, u far ax its own iulrinstc merits were concerned. Ita aelec^ 
tion as lIic capital was doubtless owing to the supposed predilection of 
Bnodhoo for this bis favourite haunt. The country around is poor* and no 
large rircr or ocbirr uaiurnl advantage compeLisatea for the inferiority of the 
soil. Nature has e vidently tuTisheJ her treasures on the southern districts, to 
the total exclusion of the northcin. It is, therefore, in the iionth of Ceylon, 
that the hopes of the agriculttiral and commerciMl specalnton, who are now 
beginning to turn their attention to that [qng*ncglectccl island, are chiefly con- 
centrated. Of this land of promiso. a brief dcifcripticiOt embodying In ao, ab^ 
struct form those details coocemlng it that have already been touched upon in 
the farmer chapters uiuy, perhaps^ bo necessary to tefresb the memory of the 
reader. 

The principal, and iudceil the Only rivers of nny maguiiudc in the blnnd^ 
water this port of it. 'I he *' Great River,” which flows ooar to, nnd encir¬ 
cles Eundr, Is the least irapoiftant of them, on acconni of the shoals and 
riiplds that arc intcr^perjed throughout its courjc. After passing Knndy, in 
the neighbourhood of Matoic, it nwhes down a Jeaceat of more than one 
thousand feet, and pursues n devious and almost unknown counc through the 
wastes of Din tonne and of the Vedsh country, until It fulls Into the &ea in the 
Yicioitir of Trincomoloe* 

Of the KaEu Gangs, or the Black River," by means of vrhich the rt- 
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sources of the rich prormce of SaFragan are partially dereloped, mention 
has already been made. lu stream is rapid, but deep; and there is no doubt 
liut that its importance will gradually increase in proportion to the growing 
improTcment of the fertile province that it traverses. At its mouth, this river 
is of coniiderable breadth, but, unfortunately, there exists a sandy bed, which 
materially impedes its free communication with the sea. 

The Kdany Gangs rivals the “ Black River.” It is navigaWc for sixty or 
seventy miles from its mouth, which is in the suburbs of Colombo.* It peoe* 
trates a difficult and thickly wooded district, which is only partially under cul¬ 
tivation. Much of it has, however, of late years been surveyed and pur¬ 
chased, and a gradual change b being effected in the face of this part of the 
island. 

There is but one other stream dignified by the appellation of “ gangs ” or 
river, A multitude of” oyae,” or small rivers, together with some deep boys, 
that occur on the western coast, and form indents nearly parallel to the line of 
the sca^oait, make up the sum of the means of water-communication. All 
these streams have the great disadvantage, arising from the mountainous 
character of the country around their sources, of being extremely rapid. This, 
however, b of less Importance in Ceylon than it would prove in countries leas 
covered with forests. The natives usually form lorge rafts with the majestic 
trees that overhang the bonks of these rivers, and after floating themselves and 
the produce of their farms down to the coast upon thb simple construction, 
dispose of the timber composing their temporary vessels. 

Ronds, which have been truly said to be the best tests of the progress of 
civilization, are much wanting in every part of Ce>Ion. The expense which 
they involve, when they run through the wild and almost impervious tracts of 
country that constitute the greater part of that half-savage ubnd, b quite in- 
credible. In the populous dutricU of India, where the ground b Icvd, and 
free from marshes and thick jungle, the construction of a rood b sufficiently 
easy of execution; but when forests ore to be felled, and the ground to be 
cleared of the roots of trees and other obstacles, the difficulties of the under¬ 
taking increase ad t^ni/am. It must also be borne in mind, that all the sup¬ 
plies, tooU, and various articles necessary in road-making, arc, io the majo¬ 
rity of the cases which occur in Ceylon, brought, nt a great expense, from a 
considerable distance. 

Under these circumstances, the colooud Covemment U necessarily chaTy in 
granting the sums demanded for the execution of various projects of this 
nature. The rood from Kandy to Trincomolee is a good instance of the reluc¬ 
tance with which they ftimUh the supplies that, as iu the case in question, 
are often urgently required. This rood, although commenced about eight 
years ago, may still be conridered in a state of infancy. The slow progress 
of the work b entirely owing to the want of funds, for it b admitted on all 
hands that a free communication between the places it b intended to unite, 
whether regarded in a military or political point of view, would be highly 
advintapous. A great deal of time, of money, and of life has been wasted 
upon thb apparently Herculean undertaking, and the result has hitherto been 
—nothing. 
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h if, bowerer, due to the Ceylon Gorernmeot to obaenre, that in con»e> 
qucoce of the repeal of the law of ** Rajah Canter,” or compulsory labour, 
their means of carrying into execution tb^ plans of improrcment ere consU 
derably dimmishcd. This iniquitous law was introduced by the Dutch, who 
have ever been severe task>maaters in their colonial empire. It remained in 
force under the British Oovemment until 183:S, when a board of commis¬ 
sioners, who at that time made on official report upon the island, recom¬ 
mended and eflected its abolition. How, under the beneficent rule of Britain, 
it was so long permitted to continue in operation, is an enigma that can only 
be solved by assuming the ignorance of the home authorities with regard to 
this crying evil. The nature of the Rajah Canier, reminding us as it does of 
the feudal times, when vassal and slave were nearly synonymous trnns, re¬ 
quires a brief exposition. 

By the Dutch law of ** Rajah Canier,” which is now so happily repealed, 
every peasant capable of performing labour was liable to be called upon to 
work, for an indefinite period, on the public buildings, highways, and on the 
fortifications. Every village, according to the number of its inhabitants, was 
bonnd to furnish, at the requisition of the Government agent, a certain pro¬ 
portion of labourers for the public service. The headmen of each district 
were held responsible for the doc appearance of its quota, and the notorious 
partiality of these native chiels hod the effect of rendering still more Intolera¬ 
ble the odious Rajsh Canier. 

Infinitely degrading as slavery, even in its mildest forms, is to human 
nature, ita actual miseries have, perhaps, in some re^>ects been exaggerated. 
The slave-holder has an interest in the preservation and well-being of his pro¬ 
perty, which, in the absence of better motives, affords some protection to the 
bondsmen against the dictates of avarice and cruelty. But, in this particular, 
the victim of the bw of Rajah Canier was more unfortunate and more Worthy 
of commiseration than the meanest slave. He was mocked with the title of 
freeman, and as such, his life or death was a matter of total indifference to 
the agents of the Dutch Government. Dragged from their homes to toil in a 
service for which they received no sort of remuneration, the wretched Cinga¬ 
lese in many instances failed, from actual inanition, and died at the feet of 
their Christian task-masters. 

The effects of this abominable system were indeed mollified when the 
milder sway of the British vras substituted for the tyrannical rule of the 
Dutch; but the practice, in a modified form, still existed until within the lost 
few years. Although the enormities which were perpetrated under, and dis¬ 
graced, the Dutch regime, were in a great measure abated by their successors 
in the colonial government, the operation of this baneful law was still in the 
highest degree injurious. It rendered the labours of the peasant of no avail, 
for, by forcing him to quit his form at a critical moment, his hopes were oRen 
nipped in the bud, and a promising crop irremediably destroyed. It created 
an enduring irritation and a want of confidence amongst the governed towarda 
their governors. In a word, its abolition is the greatest boon that has been 
confierred on the islanders since their sut^ection to a foreign yoke. 

As in the generality of cases, a certain degree of good arose even from the 
evil system here detailed. By its aid, the Dutch were enabled to construct 
many useful public works, and to effect great improvements in the face of the 
country. Had it not been in force during the period of bis government. Sir 
Edward Barnes would in alt probability have foiled in the execution of many 
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of the projects that he desired ond accomplished. The hands of the present 
GoTcrnment are comparatiTeljr paraijrxed by the uant of the funds by which 
only, the libonr of the natives can now be obtained. In thus alluding to the 
partial advantages that did undoubtedly arise from the existence of the arbi« 
trary “ Rajah Canier,** it is by no means intended to imply that they were any 
adequate compensation for the suScrings and tlistress which it caused, but 
merely to show the limited resources of the existing colonial administration, 
as compared with those of former times. 

Having thus described the means of land and water communication in the 
■outbem districts of the island, their produce and agricultural capabilities re¬ 
main to be considered. Cinnamon, the high export duties on which form the 
most important item in the colonial revenue, grows only in this part of Ceylon. 
The principal gardens are confined to the district of Colombo. Tbi« fragrant 
plant appears to love a poor sandy soil; that in these gardens consisting almost 
entirely of white siliceous rand. The equable temperature of Colombo, and 
the low abeltered position of the countiy immediately around it, have, with 
iome appearance of probability, been also assigned as the causes of the 
fiourishing conditioa of the cinnamon plantations in its neighbourhood. Under 
the Dutch, these and alt other plantations in the island were monopolized by 
the government. In accordance with the more enlightened spirit of the pre¬ 
sent day, the trade is now thrown open to the public, but the high duties levied 
on this article of luxury deter speculators from purchasing the gardens. 

The seaboard connecting Calle and Colombo is a flat belt of land, com¬ 
pressed between the foot of the Kandian mountains and the ocean. The coco¬ 
nut tree, which may be ranked among the staple productions of the island, 
arrives at its greatest perfection in this part of the coast. So part of India is 
more productive of this invaluable species of palm than Ceylon, which exporu 
grwt quantities of coco-nuts and arrack to the Malabar and Coromandel coasU. 
It is observable that thu tree never flourishes so well as in the near vicinity of 
the sea-shore, the sandy soil and peculiar atmosphere of which may, in a great 
degree, produce this cfiTcct. 

Most of the rice grown in the island is cultivated here, the level surface of 
the country enabling the natives to lay it under water without being under the 
necessity of resorting to the tedious operation of forming a lucceuion of 
steps, as practised by the Kandlans. The supply of rice has, however, at no 
period been luffiocnt to meet the demands of the population, who are for the 
most part furnished from the ports of Cochin and Quilon, on the Malabar 
coast, with what may justly be termed the stafl' of life in the Eastern world. 

Calle my bc^ designated the commercial port of the seaboard, as Colombo 
is of the interior, districts. Some highly valuable lands are situated in ita 
▼Mdnity, and its superior harbour, geographical posirion, and intelligent inba- 
Wtants, wai eventually render this scu-port a rival to the present capital. 
Projecting into the Indian Ocean, roidn-ay between Calcutta and Bombay, it 
will undoubtedly become the prindpal steam depot in the Eastern seas, when 
they shall be ploughed by the omnipotent agency of that infant Herculet. 

In a work not professing to treat on commercial subjects, the pages that 
hav^ready been devoted to the coffee planutions may by some be considered 
fuperfluou*, or, at all eveoU, misplaced. Let it, therefore, suffice to ob¬ 
serve that, with a few cxcepUons, which occur in the neighbourhood of Calle, 
^ the col^ esutes arc situated within the Kandian highlands. That beauti- 
lul and rich trict of country, if its resources be duly developed by Uie intro- 
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duction of a well*connertcJ f}'«tom of ronJi, thosearteriet through uhlcb the 
life-blood of tgrirulture flows, will, it may be coofidontly predicted, raise 
Taprobone, like a pboraix firom its ashes, and render Ceylon the Jamaica of 
the East. 

It is, indeed, evident that the great natural resources of the island will be 
only partially brought to light until a considerable improTeinent m its internal 
communications takes place. Its impracticable surface presents such insupe¬ 
rable obstacles to the transport of agricultural produce as to deter speculators 
from purchasing land except in the close proximity of a rood. The pitiful 
economy, which compels the colonial GoTernment to confine their designs of 
improvement to the few roads already in existence, is universally condemned by 
all classes of society in Ceylon. The check thus imposed on local improve¬ 
ments is forcibly contrasted with the liberal system that obtoliu in the neigh¬ 
bouring presidency of Madras, where the expense attendant on the construc¬ 
tion of works of acknowledged public utility is rarely, if ever, suflered to 
interfere with their execution.

There existsi they »y, a 
deficiency in Ihe revenue of the country^ which rauit be sopplied; the 
ordinary expedient of inereasin g taxation would be resisted by d» country, 
luLthe end can be nttained not by inereaiiing taxation, but by reducing it; 
Uic eonBumpliou of sugar, which h almost a necessary of life, a greatly 
impeded by its high price, occasioned by the limited supply from our own 
poit«=!ision.% the produce of which is proleeled against the competition of 
Forrigo sugar by a high duty, n policy which can be justified, under Buy 
circumstanced, only on the plea of absolute necessity; our Wesl-Indla 
colonies hove now enjoyed that protection sulficictilly long to enable them 
to overcome the embarras'ments attending the bansiliaa of their Inbaurtng 
population from bond-mrn to free-Bien j by reducing the ptolccling duty, 
we should secure eorameroinl odvatiUges of the highest importanee to our 
manufacturer!*, who woulil entec into the foTeiga aug:aj market, where they 
arc now excluded ; it irould supply the eomcianity ni home with sugar at a. 
moderate rate, wdiich would place it nt the cbinmand of the lower classes 
in this eountry ; the revenue would be greatly augmented by the vast in¬ 
crease of coariumption, ond our colonists could hare no ground of com- 
pluint, but on the plea that proleotion, to the present extent, is their In¬ 
al i enable right, and that free kboiir h dearer or leas produotive than slave 
labour, which is not only ineompalible with the doctrine moat strongly 
urged by the advocates of ihc abolition of slavery, but is false in factr The 
only one of Ihwc proposibous, which admits of question, is, Uml the ert- 
[ndisn colonists Jiavo enjoyed their protection (ram competiliDn n'ith 
slave colonies n sulfioienl period to enable tliecu with due diligence to 
SjurmouiU the obslnciEcs thrown in the w'ly of sfigar-oullsvation by the 
ciirmnchisemcnt of their i*lnves: wc think they hove, and even if a doubt 
existed un Uiw poiat, the ialeitsts of tJjc commiLnily, who inde [unified 
them for the loss of their sEave;*, arc to be first consulted- 

If die prapo-iitions of the Government lie so just and Irrefragable, why 
arc they resisted ? This question onn be Eatisfaciohly solved only by nn 
analysis of ibo claKsea which oppose them, end of the motivei of their opposi- 
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tion. The firrt •od mwt powerful clu’** conslsu of ibc political ontogonUu 
of the minUten, who l^ed at the question as one which might dbunite 
from the Oovernmeot many of iu suppoitets, and, rendering it unpopular 
in the counli)-, might effect the removal of an administration which ihev 
conscientiously believed to be a bad one. The neat powerful class is the 
body of West-India proprietors, whose profits must be diminished in the 
ratio of the reduction of the price of sugar, unless they can increase pro¬ 
duction in the colonies (which is limited), or lessen its coat. A third class 
is the East-India interest—-those who arc connected with the cultivation 
of sugar in India, whither a considerable amount of capital has gone out 
to be employed in the prodoctioo of sugarfor this class, having been ad¬ 
mitted to a qualified participation in the monopoly of the sugar-market of 
this country with the West-Indians, have (such are the vicissitudes of human 
action) allied themselves wi^ their former bitter foes against the consumer. 
A fourth class, but which is so insignificant in numbers os to be scarcely 
noticeable—though, if their ground of opposition to the Government mea¬ 
sure be just, it ought to be a powerful one—consists of the advocates of the 
abolition of slavery, the great majority of whom, however, are friends of the 
measure. It is another of the strange onomalies which the discussion of 
this question has exhibited, that the arguments against the reducUon of 
Uie protecting duties, on the ground Uiat it would admit slave-grown 
sugar, and thereby afford a direct encouragement to slavery and the slave- 
trade, are urged by those who have been the fiercest enemies of emancipaUon 
But If we awribe the opposiuon of the Government propositions to 
party hostility and private interest, we do no^ Uwreforc, mean that the 
proposers and supporters of them are actuated by purer motives. We 
honestly believe that the ministerial budget was notiiiug more nor less than 
a species of coup dilat; an expedient resorted to by a falling party to 
regain ^ir influence with the country, and to neutralize that of irir 
antagonists. In a Parliament so consUluted as the present, in which 
opponents of their measure might be found in the ranks of their own suo- 
|K)rteri, the ministers could have no hope of passing it: and that it was an 
experiment newly thought of, U clear, from their not having proposed it 
when their strength of numbers would have enabled them to carry it. but 
on the contrary, last year, opposed the plan of Mr. Ewart, which was ,ub- 
^ually the same as their own. Nor are their supporters less obnoxious 
to the i^icion of moUves nut of a purely disinterested character The

tional grounds making this question o test of their relalirc claims to ad¬ 
minister the affairs of government Their various arguments are addressed 
to Parliament, in its collective capacity, in the first instance, and ultimately 
to the sober and deliberate judgment of the country; and it is in the hope 
of contributing something towards divesting the question before the latter 
tribunal of those feelings of bitterness and rancour, of those sophistries and 
mock pretensioas to humanity, which, springing from indirect views, tend to 
embarrass its consideration, that we put pen to paper. 

Amongst the reasons assigned by the Brazilian Association of Liverpool 
why Brazil produce should be admitted into this country for consumption 
on more reasonable terms, are——the importance of our trade w'ith Brazil 
(amounting to about five millions annually), which is one of our largest 
customers for cotton goods; the proximate expiration of our treaty with 
that country, when discriminating duties will otherwise be imposed, 
excluding our manufactures; the inadequacy of the supplies of sugar 
from the West-Indies; the high price of sugar; the cheapness of that of 
Brazil, and that that country is not n manufacturing but a producing countiy. 
The argument of the philanthropist, that, by excluding the produce of slave- 
holding countries, w’e promote the cause of abolition, they say, is fal¬ 
lacious ; “ perseverance in the present system would only induce slave-hold¬ 
ing countries to form combinations amongst themselves, as well as with 
others of the leas scrupulous manufacturing nations of Europe, for ilieir mu¬ 
tual benefit; the system of dilTerenllal duties would by them Iw adopted, 
which would ultimately occasion the entire exclusion of Englantl from a 
share of this commerce, and slavery and slave labour would continue to 
flourish in defiance of all her attempts.” 

The interest which our East-India possessions have In this question ap¬ 
pears to us (though not to otliers) to be slight—wc mean the interest adverse 
to the reduction of the duty; and if it were greater, we cannot disguise from 
ourselves the ungmcefulness of an opposition to it on their part. The East- 
Indies can plead none of the considerations which have given the e*t- 
India planters a kind of claim to protection; the East-Indies have been re¬ 
cently let into the supply of the home-market, and upon the very principle 
on which the proposed change is justified, namely, tlmt the consumers ought 
to have accc!«s to the cheapest market. If there is any thing in the state¬ 
ments made before the Committee on Ea.st-India Produce, of the boundless 
capabilities of India for the growth of sugar, of the low rale of labour there, 
and of the omnipotence of English capital to economize the cost of produc¬ 
tion in such a field, surely the apprehension from competition between its 
sugar and that of Brazil and Cuba, raised by the costly labour of slaves, 
must be nearly chimerical. M r. Me Queen, iu his evidence before die Com¬ 
mons Committee,* goes, indeed, so for as to assert, that if Uio tropical pro¬ 
duce of all the possessions of the Brilish Crown were admitted into Uic mother 
country on equal terms, it would min the West-India colonics; that if these 
arc destroyed, ** the combat will come to be between the foreigner and the 
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E*8t-Indies, uxl who will nun the Einst-Indics u well w tLe Wnt-Indies, 
ioaamuch u be cnn produce hU much obeiper (ban ritber tbe one or 
(be otbcr." We have no donbt that Mr. Me Queen, though a partuian, 
sUted wbat be beliered to be true; but we doubt (he correctnew of tlie 
statement, that the foreign ilave'boldcr can prodoce sugar eltcaper than the 
European cuhifator in the East-Indies; but if it be so, the surest policy to 
remedy an evil so fatal to tbe views of tbe abolitionists of slavery is, not to 
protect tbe producer by free labour, who will then lean upon protection; but 
to let him be exposed to fair competition with the slave-holder, and humanity 
need not dread tbe consequence. 

It abould be recollected that all our conclusioas respecting tbe ability of 
East-Indian sugar to compete in price with Brazil and Cuba sugan are 
founded upon data obtained pnnoipally at a period when the former «tw ex¬ 
cluded from tbe home-market; when, unless sugar had reached a high priec, 
by reason of a deficient supply from tbe West-Indies, there was no profiubic 
sale of East-India sugar for home consumption. “ 1 Imre entertained a very 
decided opinion,'* says Mr. Larpent,* no mean autbonty, “ tlial whilst 
there was a surplus of West-India sugar here, (lie equalization of the 
duties was a matter of minor importance to India, except with reference 
to the mode of carrying on the trade in the dend-weight, for shipping; 
the moment, instead of a surplus, you bad a deficiency, that instant it 
became of the utmost importance to India; and I consider it," be adds 
** to be of great importance to the consumer also." The reduction of the 
duty on^ rum, and the impulse given to the sugar cultivation, by British 
capital, in India, have wrought wonderful effects there already. Before the 
equalization of the duties on rum known there, the dirtillalion bad 
largely increased, the European and tbe native embarking w^ith avidity 
in the speculation. “If Parliament will but equalize the duties," says 
one of our uthoritiesin Bengal, «oor rum will probably acquire an enUre 
ascendancy in the boroe-market: sugar manufactories are springing up 
daily, and we shall soon be able to export 50,000 Ions by the year." 

Can any one, who knows the course of mercantile operations, donbt 
that this impulse given to the culUvalion of sugar in India will not merely 
inmase its quantity, but improve its quality, and if need be, reduce iu 
pire? As far as the latter ingredient is concerned, protection from com¬ 
petition will be an evil, for it will withdraw from tbe coltivator the most 
powerful incentive to study economy. In the outset, probably, an 
augmentation of demand and an extension of eulUvation will ratre tbe 
wginal eost of sugar, by raising the rent of land and the rate of labour. 
>>e, indeed, find, from the latest accounts, that such have already been their 
^ts. But this evil is only temporary; competition will correct what is 
tbe pure effect of monopoly, by bringing more land, more produce, and 
irore labow into the market; necessity will stimulate invention in tbe 
i^ucbon of the cost of growth and manufacture, and the only way to im-

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DIART OP AN ASSISTANT SURGEON. 

No. II. 

Arru a passage of fire months and two weeks, the ship K~—~t anchored 
in the Madru roadsted, on the 18th of June, 182—. We were informed by 
the captain that we could not go on shore until on officer from the Gorern* 
meet had risited us. 

There is something in the aspect of a new country which warms the heart; 
the impressions of a first rbit, as they are never repeated, so arc they seldom 
forgotten, t arrived In India with a rery strong pr^ilcction for it; a service 
and a sojourn there had been amongst my earliest waking dreams. 

The anchoragOifround off Madras is in reality only what its name implies, a 
mere roadsted, exposed to every wind that blows, with a loamy bottom, and a 
tremendous triple surf, ererlastingly rolling on to the shore, and in which no 
European boat could lire an instant. Those who hare seen a mssulah boat 
going on shore will readily remember it, iu crew, and its attendant sensationa. 
Notwithstanding, however, its ill-appearance, experience has proved that ercry 
one of these boots would ^ a very safe speculation for underwriting. M.*uJrai 
roadsted literally swarms with sharks, of which fact, and of their rapacity, we 
had a melancholy proof during the evening of our being at anchor. An Arab 
ship, which lay ^ongsidc of us, was unshipping some horses; one of them 
unfortunately kicked himself out of the slings, and fell into the water, when 
be was immediately attacked, destroyed, and in great measure devoured, by 
the sharks; yet, in defiance of such terrible warning, one of our crew jumped 
overboard after sunset, and swam to a vessel, on board of which be knew there 
was an old friend. This vessel was a man-of-war brig, and when our skipper 
scot for him the next morning, the officer commanding refused to give him up, 
because he bad entered his Majesty’s service. 

On the following morning, a boat came on board, with a non<onimitsioned 
officer, under whose charge we went on shore. From the beach to the fort, 
the distance is not great, and at first I thought the heat very IHtle exceeded 
that of an English dognJay. Our first point was the town-major’s office, 
where we were detained about half an hour, and from whence wc proceeded 
to the office of the adjutant-general. The head of the department, Colonel 

C-y. was not present, but we bad on mtenriew with the as s ista n t adjutant* 

general, Colonel C -U. 

The life of the former officer affords a serious lesson to every young man, 
that extraordinary luck alone is not sufficient to ensure prosperity. At ibc 
breaking out of the mutiny b 1809, he was, I believe, only a lieutenant of 
cavalry; on that occasion, he was one of the very few who bad discretion 
enough to side with the Government; b consequence of which, at an age 
scarcely beyond seven-ond-twenty, and as brevet major, he was advanced to 
the post of acQutant-gcneral of the Madras army. This lucrative and influen¬ 
tial situation he held for thirty years, and only relinquished it for one still 
more beradve; yet be died in debt. Ho was very good-natured and bospius- 
bb, but not foolUhly so; kbd and friendly to every officer to the army who 
merited such feelings, and universally liked; but be wanted prudence. The 
conduct of the other gentleman affords a contrary example. Ho also, early 
b his career, entered the adjutant-general’s department, and gradually worked 
hb way up to the aasbtant adjutant-gcocrabhip. This post be retained for some 
years—until, bdeed, be had completed his period of service; after which he 
retired on the full pay of hu rank, with considerable savings from hb official 
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pay and allowance*; but, instead of coming to England, he joined a lucrative 
house of agency in Madras, in which I suppose he considerably increased his 
fortune, though at the espense of bis health. 

Thanks be to the functionary to whose spygestion is attributable the ettablisb* 
mcni of the cadets’ quarters. Having transacted our little matters at the adju* 
tant>fcneral's office, we got into palanquins and went directly thither. I do not 
J******** confess that, however much circumstances changed their colouring 
afterwards, the earliest of my day* in India are unmingled with a regret, uo« 
sha^wed by a cloud. All within and without was sunshine ; new scenes, new 
habits, nnknown tongues, strange birds and reptiles, unimagined foliage, the 
freshness of early roorniog, the hot tranquillity of day, and the gaiety of the 
eveoiog rides and drives, gave promise of a happy and a sunny future. 

The cadets' quarters was, and still is, a large and commodious house, situ¬ 
ated in an extensive compound, in the neighbourhood called the Spur Tank. 
Here — although, os I believed, perfectly capable of uking care of myself— I 
found myself placed under the friendly charge of (then) Captiun (now* Major) 
H-— , than whom I do not believe it could have been possible to find an 
iodividual better qualified for his situation and its duties. There were several 
young officers,besides ourselves, all recently from England, quartered here. The 
captain was about forty years of age, but whose bald head, thin, spare frame, and 
wrinkled features, would most readily have gained him credit for twenty year* 
more. Hi* health had long been very delicate, and his promotion very slow; 
be belonged to the regiment whidi was at that time called the corps of “ Lord 

Howe’s boys.” D- had been twenty-four years in the service, and was 

only second r^menul captain ; be afterwards got brevet rank of major, and 
not 9ery long dace I met him in Regent Street, looking twenty yearn younger. 

Haring quietly settled myself in my room at the quarters, and having, as a 
first essentia] atep, engaged a maittee, a black miet dr dkamSre, or rather 
t^t dr corps, I began to consider some of the circumstances of my new con¬ 
dition, and some necessary measures connected with it. Every thing seemed 
redolent of hafqiiness; wo were a party of pleasant companions; we dined at 
a regular mess; every one had bought a horse within the first week; but bun- 
ness was to be thought oC I bad been informed by Captain D^— that 
etiqueue required me to call upon each of the three memben of the Medical 
Board, inasmuch as the Board was my immediate superior authority. Con¬ 
sequently. 1 duly arrayed myself in the usual griffin’s costume—white trow- 
sers and waistcoat, with a red shell jacket without facings. 

The senior member of the Medical Board was a Mr. 8- ■ g, a gentlemanly 
personage, rather stately, about fifty-seven years of age, and into whose pro- 
•cnee I was ushered when be was silting lAc d t^e with bis newly-married lady. 
Mr. S. was a Scotchman, and I found him rather distant and reserved, and the 
preliminary conversation consisted in short sentences respecting the voyage. 

1 was puzxled to find out the accessible point, until the conversation turned 
upon professional subjects, when the old genUeraan gradually relaxed into a 
monologue respecting the state of the profearion in England, 
and then passed into a comparative view of its former and present condition in’ 
India; be was, indeed, ** tuudmior iemporis ocri.” He favoured me with an 
hour’s lecture, and a bland dismissal. 

Fr^ hence I ordered the bearers to carry me to the boose of the second 
rocmbCT. It u surprising how shrewd and intelligent the palanquin-boys are; 
oftenumes they seem to hare an intuitive understanding of one’s wishes. I 
could not speak a word of Hindoostaocc, nor did I find that they could of 
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English i but when I uud, u I got into the palsnquio, Mr. 11*^—, Medical 
Board geotleuiao/* awa^ they went, and soon pul me down at his door. Mr. 

H-was a mao who fasd been fire^d'thirty years in India. When my 

card had been banded u to him, be came forward to roe, and, with a hearty 
shake of the band, congratulated me on my arrival in the country. He had, 
aa he aoon told me, returned but a few months from Burmah, where he bad 
been bead of the medical department, and for his services in which be was 
subsequently dubbed (as be not very long since died) Sir Simon >d. One 
of the first questions be asked roe was, ** Well, sir, and what do the good 
people in England think of the war ?'* With a very gracious promise of bis 
interest, which, by«tbe-byc, was not a toothful, he wished me good rooming. 

There remained now but the third member of the Board to call upon; 
and, by some singular accident, I found him full of the idea of going 

home next year to live in my own native county, U- shire. Something 

was said about ale f he asked roe what sort of ale I thought very good ; I 
answered, Welch ale. He then inquired what county I came from, and when 
I told him "from H shire,** it acted like a charm upon biro, for he forth- 
with let roe into his future plans, and bquired many particulars as to the 
county, with respect to sporting, economy, scenery, and so forth. He seemed 
highly gratified, and, when I was about to go, said, ** Now, whatever I can do 
for you I will; but come and take a friendly dinner here to>morrow at four 
o’clock.** 

There are few things which I more detest than delivering letters of intro¬ 
duction ; they are little better than soup«tickets, unless they are from direct 
influences, and to parties having actual power to serve. 1 took with me but 
three introductory ones; one of which I threw into the fire; a second I 
tent to the parties by a servant, soon after my arrival; the third 1 bad rea¬ 
sons for delivering ; it was from an influential member of Parliament to his 
cousin, one of the chief secretaries to Government, and consequently, as I con¬ 
ceived, might have it in his power, if 1 could put it into bis inclination, to serve 
me. The first time I called at his private bouse he was from home; conse¬ 
quently, I left the letter and my card. For three days 1 heard nothing in reply. 
I hesitated for some tin>c bow to act, and at last made up my determination to 
sacrifice inclination and indisposition to probable seir*iotcrcst. A chief secre¬ 
tary to Government in Madras seemed to me quite as great a man as a prinetpal 
secretary of stoic in old England. Beit^ resolved to do the thing cflcctually, 
I went in a palanquin to his bouse by eight o’clock in the morning; he was at 
home ; 1 therefore sent in a card; immediately afterwards the boy returned, 
** Master send plenty compliments, please to come to.” I was very agreeably 
surprised to be welcomed roost cordially by a plain, fanner-like looking man, 
without any of the pomp of the civilian ibout him. ” Of course,” said he, 
*‘yoii have not breakfasted ; so come, sit down along with me.” As soon as 
breakfast was over, he apologised for lurning me on/, as be was obliged to be 
at Government-house at half-past nine; ” but,” said be, ” you’ll come and 
dine with roe this evening at half-post seven.” I accordingly went, and a 
splendid dinner we had, there being a large party. In the course of the even¬ 
ing, be promised to forward my interests in any way he possibly could, and 
requested me at all times to communicate with him on the subject. He was 
generally esteemed a thorough kind-hearted fellow: he bore the cbaracterbtic 
to6ri(fuet of** Farmer Dick.’* He died soon after of an abscess in the liver. 

A young man, on his first arrival in India, is sadly teased, and grossly 
cheated by bis servanU. As soon as be joins a regiment, bis domestic wants. 
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It {■ true, are few, but for the aupplj of those few he is entirely dependent on hit 
■enrants. f soon found myself in this dilemma. While at the cadets* quar¬ 
ters, the first senrant I engaged was a fine high-caste sort of fellow, as dobash, 
at twelre rupees a month j but not one single thing could I get him to do. 
He would not condescend to carry a small parcel down into Madras, but must 
forsooth employ a coolie j and when I scolded him for being, as I considered, 
laxy, his answer was, “ How I can do so ? 1 master's dobashcc ; head scr- 
rant nei'er can do so.** I soon, therefore, dismissed him. The next I hired 
was a Pan'ar, or no^mstc man ; a sulkyJooking fellow; but he soon got into 
my ways, and 1 found him steady; but because I gare him a light box on the 
car for a piece of stupidity of which be had been guilty, be would not stop 
with me but fire days. I was rather sorry to part with him, and told him I 
was pleased with him, and that he might stay if he chose ; but no ; go ho 
would, and did. There soon came to offer himself a little rery dark fel¬ 
low, who, by way of recommendation, produced what these gentry com¬ 
monly call " plenty good character.’* By the paper giren him by his last 
master, I found he was sumamed ** Gnuheppfr'* and a more appropriate 
nickname I hare seldom known, for he jump^ and hopped about Just like 
one. By some mischance, Mr. Grasshopper got drunk the retj first night, as 
I suspect, on a bottle of my brandjr; so I bundled him off the next morning. 

On my first arrival In Madras, and for some days after, the idea of such a 
thing as rain never once occurred to me ; the trees and ahrebs all looked beau- 
tifolly verdant, but I quickly missed the grass-grecn turfj all under foot seemed 
sandy and glowing with heat. One morning, however, to my surprise, it began 
to rain, continued all that day, and the two next, without cessaUon; in fact, 
it fell in such torrents, that in the afternoon, when it cleared off, the plufio! 
meter gave a measurement of twenty-two inches depth of rain. Madras is very 
low in silusUoD, being a plain for many miles, snd the consequence of such a 
fall of rain was, that places, which had been nothing but dry gullies of sand, 
ran with rapid and full-swollen riveri; large flata of country were converted 
into expanded lakes, hedges were carried away, and torrenta overran the high¬ 
ways. The subsiding of the waters was followed by a wonderfully sudden 
resuscitation of the vegetable world. 

The plan on which the houses are built at Madras gives, with the effect of 
this rain, a roost beautiful appearance to the country. The native town or 
as it is called by the natives, Patna, is a miserable place, but the surrounding 
vicinity u just the contrary. There are wide, level, hard roads, shaded by 
thick-leaved trees, running in every direction, and intersecting one another ; 
on both sides are hedge-rows of various shrubs, some odoriferous, some bear¬ 
ing fruit, and all of the deqicst green. Within the grounds thus fenced are 
to be seen numbers of maguificent houses, stuccoed with white chunam, 
fronted with porticoes, and haring the rooms shaded by green Venetians. The 
compands, in which the houses stand, are planted with banian, mango, 
tamarind, bamboo, and other trees, forming not only a grateful shade to the 
goats of the owner, but delightful to the passer-by. At such a time as this, it 
struck me that Madras greatly surpassed Geneva, barring the Lake. 

What a change hat taken place in the condition of the town and neighbour¬ 
hood of Madras within these fifty years I About the year 16-16, the £ast- 
India Company obtained a grant of ground frpm the Nabob of the Carnatic 
confirmed by the Mogul at Delhi; this grant extended five miles along the 
shore, and one mile inland^ and upon this the Company builu The town, at 
its early establishment and for a hundred years afterwards, consisted of three 
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lUviskins; tliiEit. to the loikth, exlcnJing about Tour hundred ytir^]; in Ifiigtli, 
aniJ nhoiit one liimJrL'J in brc.idth^ c^ntniniNJ At»niit fifty tmuiosn ^ 
lurv^B Protuiniit andPop^iah church, and vru canhncil entirety to the l^nj^lisU; 
It WM iLUTOundiM! by A nlcnJer wai]„ denended by fon^ batterirji nml four baa- 
tiona; tbii wu ctUctl tb? Wiiitn Town, and its site it fioitf oeeupied by the 
ajilcfldjd pitc of Fort Hti George^ froEn wbanec the cstabllabmeat derires its 
name. On tho north of this, buEcontiguau* lo It, was another divuion, eon- 
tuning JDDie very good hou»» and atorci belonging to Armenian and other 
foreign merchants Ending with the Company; this quarter waa culled 
£iack T'oivn'^ % Dnme it still reuina. Beyond tint diiuion, and yet to tho 
north, wjiB the prinelpol native town^ In ceatury after iti eata- 

hluhoient:^ in consequence of the intrfhcjeqcy of iho English fleets Mndma 
waa tahen by the celebrated French admiral Xm Bonjfdontittiaj who, howdverj 
agreed to restore it to the Company on the payment of n reniiomK At this 
period^ the eastern aduin of the Company were In a deplorable condition^ 
and nothing lared them from utter ruin but the jealouBy and oalliElon nf the 
French tdntini] and the French governor of Pondicherry* When th« former 
had quitted the couts of Indin, the latter [Duplcii) refilled to GnTidnn the 
terms of LUpiiulation and restoration agreed upon by the admiral, and placed 
D bottetlnn of French troops in the town to secure U, For the spoce of two 
years, hostilities were carried on betwetu I he two nations, (he ancoeu being 
almost uoifornily in favour of the French, wbo remained in poss^sssion of the 
town, but audered the Englisb to go on parole. Among the priaoners thus 
on parole a young man of stngnlur character, who had by Beverel pj;** 
brought upon himself I he attention of the amall commiiflity; he was of n 
hasty and imporioui diipoiition, brave, and impatient of control. This youth 
heeame the celebrated Indian warrior and statesnipn^ Lord Clive, MbdnU 
contioued in possssstan of tba French until 17411, when it was mstoreil 
to the Company^ by n clause in thc^ iritLly of peace made at Aix la 
Chipcile ; the Frearli gave it up witli the rortiBcationa vtiy? much impmvo<lt 
and from the year 1750, the period of Lord, Clivc^a first conquests, it hoa con-^ 
tlnued to Increase in territory and governnient to its present kingly condition* 
The area of the Mneims territory is 34f,0{K) iqiiare miles; ita population, 
thirteen mil lions end p hnJf, 

Uninitiated: in iho mysteries of caste, I was one duy conversing with Vent- 
Mwniy. the Geiitoo writer at the ifuancri —a man wiiii whom I subsequently 
formed a friendship—when lie nicntiancd tlintj if a Pariur should chanco to 
look at i^iV curry iirtd rice, when going to dine, he muat lay it aside, and perform 
a complete obintioti before he could venture to cut it, 1 naked him what actual 
barm tho eyes of a Farkr could do bi^ mtuit, nnd what goad thn ablution could 
do him ? To which hegnvc me this esacC reply :—"Siippchge Europe genii c- 
Man nor clean iceth when he came to breakfast, that yugly trick, never can 
do tJiac, and so J wraih off PoiiaT's took; it Is too yugly trick to cat for 
Eiiropcun gentlamnn without be clcantUy hi? handa.'^ He gave me unolhercx- 
ccllent retort. 1 asked liini If he would like to go to England ? “ VVhat for I 
go to your conntry ?" “ said I, " becoofc thenj are eo mpiiy fine ami 

good thing! there/' '*Whai for you leave them there, and come to my 
country?" 

Having remniried three weeks w till oat rccuiTing any orders os to my future 
dcfttinprion, I begun to grow tired of oijjecting. Every asatstaut surgeon, on 
hia first arrival, is placed under the charge of some experienced medical niriccr, 
attached to a European body of troops, at at the General Hospital* w jih a

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view to a probationary initiation in the treatment of tiUeaaes peculiarly aflect- 
ing the European frame ; and be is required to send into the Medical Board 
a wontbtj report of not less than three rases of his own treating. The iix>st 
disagreeable probation is generally considered that which is spent with the 
Madra-i Eurt^n depot at Poonamallee; there is then the King's regiment in 
the fort, the garrison hospital, and one or two more ; of all which, to be 
attached to the European horse artillery b the roost desirable. Tbb,* there¬ 
fore, became an object to me; and I was fortunate enough, in about three 
weeks, to receire an order from the adjutant-general's office to proceed irome- 
dbtely to the Mount—Su Thomas's Mount—and to do duty under the sur- 
geon of the horse artillery. 

Now thb I have ever considered as a most valuable introduction into the 
service. At that time, the|officer in command of the Mount station was Lieut. 
Colonel N ' e, C.B., a distinguished officer, and in every way a pottem for 
hb jnniori. Death has laid hb cold band upon him, and the memory of the 
dead b but of brief exutcnce in Indb, so rapid are the successions of gene¬ 
rations, the last knowing or caring but little for iu predecessor. But all those 
who knew Colonel N. honoured him alive, and cherished hb memory drrd • 
besides which, be had fought with Wellington at Assaye. 

The Mount b considered the most eligible station in Madras, excepting per¬ 
haps Bangalore. It b within reach of the sca-breexe, which it regubrly 
receives, according to the season; it lies open, and has not too close affinity 
whh a native town ; it b within an hour's drive of Government-house, Black 
Town, and the beach, where all the news b to be heard, and where all the newly, 
arsived spinsters may be early caught. There b always a splendid European 
band permanently stationed at the head-quarters; plenty of changing society; 
a pnblic dinner once a week; a cricket-club; a racket-court; a church; a 
Roman Catholic chapel; and, though last not least to a young man, a hand¬ 
some uniform of blue with lacings red, gold lace, and a pair of brass spurs in 
the heeb of those attached to the horse brigade. These, however, were not 
all the agreeables of the hlount. I will take upon myself to say, that a more 
gentlemanly set of men do not exbt, or a better regulated and conditioned 
body of men, than the officers of the corps of artillery. 

And here, perhaps, I may dovetail a passing tribute to two of them; one 
alive, the other dead. The former is the experienced, able, cautious, and po¬ 
lished man who now commands the artillery force in Cbusan. or rather recently 
attached to the China expedition; the other b poor Home, of whom a good 
deal lately appeared in the pnblic prints, connected with ao extraordinary 
feat of horsemanship in riding the same little Arab horse four hundred miles 
in 6rc days, and which he accomplished without much dbtress either to 
himself or horse. He died at Nagpoor, of fever, aAer being in the ser¬ 
vice abont twenty years. In our early acquaintance, we were nearly coming 
to the ditrOo, which was prevented, instead of being fomented, as is too 
often the case, by mutual friends. The best fruit seems to me to be always 
gathered first. 

In joining the hone artillery, I found myxelf in possession of an income of 
Rs.330 a month; a tnm barely sufficient to support ray necessary expentea. 
because, as part of thb sum arose from horse-allowance, I was obliged to 
muster /mo hones, when one would have been quite enough for my use. I 
think it may be laid down as on established daiutn^ that no subaltern can do 
more than barely sustain himself on bis pay; it really seems almost difficult 
to make out how an ensign contrires to carry on the war, on ■ monthly allow- 
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iii]« of Ra. IftS a jnontB, twcsuM hf» tap&biliiy for coTununing ii muclt greater 
than that of aa older oRicor, who has been some yean in the country; TFlieroH^ 
hit tflcaui of supply ire Infioifely more restricted. I ahcmld aav^ thnt There is 
rtry little didcrenee in the neecssaty erpenses hetween a npEiin on Ra, S30 
1 morvldi} lad an enaign widi huLf that ioeotne.

10 4 rery short time after jenning the artillery, I waa tauglit two lessons; 
one, like vicious propeaslttea of Arab hofseaj; the other, the cunning of an 
Irish culprits 1 had, very soon aFker my arrival at Mudrni, met eccideoLully 
with an old acboolfellow, who chanced to be ou leavt at the presideney, mid 
bought from him a strong' hiilJi-tiecfccd Arab horse, for somewhere about 
Rs.liOO, I wcuc on his back one aRernooti eq attend the nrtil Eery band, which 
n^larly played twice a wcelt on the paiadc. I rode up to and stand along¬ 
side the hofse of a brother officer, when, in an imtant, my brute gave a tre- 
jnendnuj si^ueel, and flow m the nect of the nthor horse. By good luck, 1 
sated him frocu flclting it, yawed his head round, and utuefc the spurs into 
hisridea; he give a sudden lunge and apring, broke through tho crowd of 
lurrounding horse#, dashed oiT nE full speed, fleir over n Eromendoua gullcy 
that ran on one aide the parAdc-graund,uFidcotiLinucd ut headlong speed,blow¬ 
ing and inorring, for nearly three miles along the high road to Mudrua, when, 
finding hia mouth, [ aoppose, raw ffom my acc-sawtng it wiih a strong hit, he 
pulled up, and returoadTcty trunqaiily lothe fitacc from whence he had started. 

Tile flue of the Irish culprit aflbrJed me a lesson whicfi I aubacqucnlty* found 
of great serrite to me. This man hod been Cohen to the colonel^# quarters to 
bo reprimanded for sotud misdeateannr, where, instead of expressing hu 
conation, he ^omo exceedingly violent, and uttered o threat amounting to 
mutiny | far this be was tried by a court-inartio!, and sentenced to receive six 
hundred inshei. I wu fiut inle regimental ordwa to attcud the puqishmcat 
parade, a'nd 1 confess did not a[ipcnr there W'ithout some unplcosanE spusa- 
^ locnething humiliating in the right ofn European bared back, 
and [e[low-rnen ninding by with bare arms, and lashes io thmr hand*, ready 
to t 0 their turns iu laying on. The fellow richly deserved n heavy punuh- 

mcui: he had been daring enough to throaien bodily harm to Colonel N-_. 

The preliminary ceremony was very concise; the culprit was fastened by his 
wri^s Eo Tnc triangle; die drum-major and four ofhTs snhordiuatc# wore ranged 
on hts left; I took my place close to him on Jiis i%[it, to be near to feel his 
pulse wcflsionnlly; the adjutant stood in the centre of the square mta which 
tha pnioneris troop bod been formed, and gave the word, Drum-major, do 
j oiir duty. Upon this, tlio first drum in er came close to the wretch^ bored 
shoulders, gave the cat^'nlne-taili a flouririi over hi 9 head, and laid on in 
^id tuewtrion five-aod-twenty lashes; he was then relieved by the socoud 
drummer, who repeated the ceremony ; at tho end of fifty strokos, the flesh 
l™no tumid and blood-shot, with very riight ahnUxoas of the akin. The

noounaled his younger brother Ibrahim hU heir-apparent (Raja Muda); 
but be died, and before another Raja Muda could be appointed, the 
Siamese invaded Quedah. It nas intended that Toanku Daood, the next 
youngest brother of the present Ling (a man of great ability and mocb 
ieapc<kcd), should be elected. He bad three sous, Mahomed Saad, Ma¬ 
homed Snawee, and Mahomed Tabeb. 

In 1800, the British Government obtained from the king the eeasioo of a 
territory on the shore opposite to Penang, betnrecn Kwala Krian and Kwala 
Muda, now called Province Wellesley. The treaty of cession was nego¬ 
tiated with him as an independent prinoe; it was described a» treaty of 
peace, friendship, and alliance;" it included **his officers of state aad 
cbiefiiit was to make *' the rountries of Purlis and Quedah, and Pulo 
Penang, as one country the Company engaged ** to protect the Qeodah 
coast from all enemies, robbers, and pirates," and it contained the follow¬ 
ing anathema: ** Wlioever shall depart from any part of this agreement, the 
Almighty shall punish and destroy; be shall not prosper." In JBIG, tiiia 
treaty was distinctly recognized (on (he occasion of a war between Siak 
and Perak) as subsisting by the governor of Penang, who admitted that the 
British werelxnind by treaty to protect Quedah from invasion by sea.* 

The King of Siam, who bad been for some time past making encroach¬ 
ments upon these Malay states, by his arbitrary demands and exaetions, pro¬ 
voked frequent complaints from the King of Quedah to the British anthoriuea 
at Penang. At length, on the 12tb November, 1821, when the King of 
Quedah was absent from bis capital, at Mirbow, clearing a new distriet of 
jungle, a large Siamese Beet entered the river, and before the Malay chiefs 
were warned of their danger, or a force could be collected to resist the inva¬ 
ders, a landing was effected (under pretext of friendship), and an indiscri¬ 
minate slanghter commenced, neither sex nor age being spared. The tn- 
mungong, a younger brother of the king, and several chiefs, were killed; 
others were made captives, and the scene of barbarity and butchery has left 
an ioextiDguishable hatred of the Siamese in the breasts of the Quedah 
Malava. 

Tlw Rajah of IJgore, who conducted this invasion, conferred the govern¬ 
ment of Quedah upon h» son, Po-seng, of whose rule a barrowing picture 
b drawn by one of the advocates of Tuanku Mahomed Saad, and it is not 
probably much exaggerated, the details being given by cy^e-witocsses : 

Quedah previous to the invssion contained 180,000 souls. During the first 
six yean of the Siamese rule the population was reduced to less than 6 000. 
A great number had found refuge within the territories of the £ait-Iodia Com¬ 
pany. and the neighbouring Malayan countries received large acceasions to their 
popuUtion. Not a month passed without some fresh demands upon the 
Siamese Oovemor of Quedah, which he was forced to comply with at whatever 
exercise of ijTanny. The MaUys bad been accustomed to pay a trifle to their 
king as a kind of land rent, but they were now subjected to a severe poll-tax 
If these ^tions failed in extracting the requisite wpply. tb, mbabiisnu of 
whole villages were seized and sent to be sold as sUves to make up the balance. 
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Oaa of tht commonest orders upon the governor was to tend to Ligore or 
Bankok bonds of 200 or 300 girts, of a sundard age, stature, and appearance. 
These orders were executed either bj fraud or in the roost cruel manner. 
Quedab is a Blahommedan country and the Siamese are idolaters; this dif- 
fbrence in religioos belief offered a grand field for the cxerctse of cruelty. The 
Malays were insulted when at prayer. Herds of swine were fed in their 
mosques, and soon the greater number were pulled down. 

The king escaped with difficulty and came to Penang, where he was 
kindly received, protected, and tntpporlcd in a manner befitting his rank, the 
demands of the Siamese for hts surrender being constantly refused, and on 
the occasion of Mr. Crawford’s embasay to Siam, attempts were made to 
obtain terms for him, but without effect. In his letter to the merchants of 
Penang, .^ih May, 1837,* the king states, that, after the invasion of the 
Siamese, he was invited by a deputation sent hy Governor Phillips from 
Penang to go thither, and tliat the governor told him to wait patiently 
awhile, and that ^*the Lord of Bengal" would assist him against the Sia. 
mese, agreeably to the treaty with his father. 

In 1824, the Burmese war broke out, and, in order to prevent the Sia* 
mese from making common cause with that power against us, Coptain (now 
Lieut Colonel) Burney was, in 1820, despatched on an embassy to Siam, 
and, on the 28Ui June, he concluded a treaty at Bankok, in which the intc* 
rests of the poor King of Quedah were strangely saenficed, for this treaty 
recognizes Quedah as a Siamese province, and stipulates that the British 
“ will not permit the former governor of Quedah, or any of his followers, 
to attack, distarb, or injure in any manner the territory of Quedah," and 
that they will prohibit the ex-king from redding at Penang ; the Siamese on 
Ujcir part engaging " to take proper care of the country and people of Que¬ 
dab." It is said, that Capt Burney was ignorant at the time of the exis¬ 
tence of our treaty with Quedah, which Is scarcely credible; but his em¬ 
ployers knew it well. Mr. Andenion, the secretarv' at Penang, had, in 
1824, printed at that settlement, under the authority of Government, a work 
entitled ** Poliiicai and Commercial Contidcralions relaiive to the J/a- 
layan Peninsula and the British Settlements in he Straits of Malaccaf 
In which be thusspoke of the affairs ofQucdali;—**Tlie records of the Penang 
Government, from 1785 to 1790, furnish ample evidence—1st, that the right 
of interference of Siam with Quedah was not acknowledged at the period of 
the cession of Penang to the British Government; 2nd, that that cession 
was made upon the express condition of succour and protection against a 
powerful, relentless, and overbearing enemy; 3rd, that we accepted the 
grant upon the understanding, that is, without making any objections to the 
proposals of the Rajah of Quedab before possession was taken; and lastly, 
that wc ore bound by cooaidcratlons of philanthropy and humanity to exte^ 
our aid to an oppressed monarch, who has long been our friend and ally, 
and to a defenceless multitude groaning under the most bitter t)Tanny, and 
suffering ail the horrors and calamities which a ferocious enemy can infiict" 
It has been said that, subsequently to the treat}- with .Siam, this work was 
[suppressed, one copy only having escaped destruction; but Mr. Anderson, 
• SttAi. /mdh., xxiv. ^ SK 
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wbo \% now in Knjjlnn.l, |ja« expro««.ly ilrdarrd ihat the work wn« nnder- 
taken, compiled from official records, and published, at the so^gestion and 
with the approval of Goveioor Fulinrton, who sUongly recommended the 
auUwr; « the governor" lie says, « also distributed several copies, and the 
work was read by nearly all the officers of Government, civil and military, 
and freely commented on. No copies were called in, nor pledge required, 
while 1 was at Penang, during nearly six years after its appearance," 

Upon the conclusion of thU treaty, the governor of Penang desired the 
cx-king to remove to Malacca, « which." the king himself says, «I did not 
wish to do; but I was aot Jbrud, only oreUred to go." There he re¬ 
mained for some years, rather as a sUtc-prisoner than as a guest, till 
at length be was permitted to quit Malacca, by which act he was held to 
have i^ouneed his pension, and he appears to have suffered much dislresa. 
In 1820, he was represented to have been in o storving condiUon, living in 

a ^al, and the Supreme Government consented to restore bis pension 
and let him return to Malacca.

The re>oeciipoUon of Quedth by the SiaaeM was a for the re- 
Tival of tl»e barbarities fomeriy perpetrated by them; their butcheriea 
comprehended half-famished women and children. Their conduct is tlius 
tommarily described by Mahomed Shah, the former secretary to the Quedah 
(lovemment: ** Whatever they nanted they took, ornaments and property 
of all descriptions, as much rice as they required, and men’s wives and 
daughters, the same as any other species of desirable household appur¬ 
tenances.” 

In 1836, having reason to believe that the Malays were intent upon a 
fresh enterprise against Quedah, the Penang Government, with an alacrity 
that would have been more commendable in a better cause, resolved to 
seize the ex-king, who bad then (haring left Malacca on a pretence of 
proceeding to Delli) retired to Bruas, which, being a place of assemblage 
for prahus from various quarters, without resources but such as could be 
obtained by rapine, hod become a nest of pirates, who made use of the 
king’s name. The king, at this time, is described as in a wretched condi¬ 
tion, having only ttventy followers; and to a messenger of the Government 
of Penang, he declared lie had not tasted bread for a long time, begging 
for charity's sake that some biscuit might be sent him, and ** bewailing bis 
hard fate, in being now old, poor, and deserted.”* I’he endeavour to in¬ 
duce this unhappy man to exchange this state of life, wretched as it was, 
for a splendid prison at Malacca, was ineffectual; force was therefore re¬ 
sorted to, and our navy was again employed on this painful oervice. The 
Zebra, Capt. McCrea, proceeded to Bruas. “ We approached the king's 
vessel,” says Capt. Stewart, in his evidence, ” and fired some musketry': 
some people were wounded in it. Capt. MoCrea informed the king he 
was sent by the Government to take him to Penang. The king said, if he 
was allowed a month or iwo, he w'ould be prepared to go; Capt. McCrea 
could not allow him so much time, but said he would give him a week. 
The king was unwilling to go at that time; I think he taken away by 
force ; we brought him to Penang; be did not land; we afterwards took 
him to Malacca*” Other accounts state that the Malays defended tlieir 
prince; the Britlnh boats fired upon them ; many were killed. Prince 
.\bdullah, the king’s eldest son (in his evidence on the trial) states that he 
was wounded whilst standing not far from hn father. In March 1837, the 
king was brought a prisoner to Penang on his way to Malacca. “ The 
re-appearance of the ex-rajah here,” observed the Penang Gazet/e,f 
” as a state prisoner, in the horbour of the island w'hich his father pre¬ 
sented to the Company about fiO years ago, in token of friendship to the 
British nation, who engaged to protect him from all external enemies, bos 
naturally excited very strong and unfavourable feelings against the autho¬ 
rities who have contributed to Ins dowufal and misfortunes.” 

In June, 1838, Tuanku Mahomed Saad, a son of Tuanku Daood, and 
neptiew' of the king, resolved to make an alteaipt upon Quedah. His father 
having U'en designed as the future raja, he had a presumptive or con¬ 
tingent title to the bcir-ship. As in the previous case, the Siamese, when

1B3U, the Quedah coast was blockaded by a Rritisb aovaJ force, and Lite 
SiomeK having formed a junction wEOitlte Rntisfi, these allies succeeded

we could hare repelled the Siamese* and held Quedah to Utis doy." No 
sooner had the Siamese resumed their authority* than tliey prorreeded at 
once to wreak their rengeanee by ordering the seizure of 3*t<00 Malays 
as slares. The execution of this order was attended witli the same eir* 
cumstances of sarage cruelly and brutality that the miHerabte ryots had 
formerly found to be the inseparable curse of the Siamese rule. These 
3*000 viclimi were driven in bonds to Ligore* and sold as slares; a por¬ 
tion were scut to Bankok. 

The inhabitants who remained were a little more fortunate. Po*Scng 
renewed all the horrors of his rule* and the inhabitants in multitudes again 
sought refuge within the British l>oundaries. Before half a year was 
over* the country was suffering alt the miseries of famine. Rice had risen 
to three limes its usual price; the banks of the rivers were crowded with 
wretched beings; men* women* and children groaning under the pains of 
pr.verty and hunger* wailing for the means of reaching the Briiisii aliores. 

Tuanku Mntiomed Baad and-^ils companions retired to the Tononvy 
Uland* and there seems to be no good ground to doubt that his followers 
were guilty of acU which* in ordinary circumstancea* would lie oonaidcred 
as piratical. Even the Ptnang Gaietie, the vehicle of many appeals to 
the humanity* as well as Justice* of the government on the subjeot of this 
unfortunate family, and many a pungent remonstmnoc against its tyranny* 
linn latterly czpatiated pretty frequently upon the piracies of “ the notorious 
marauder* ruanku Mahomed Saad,*’» At length depositions Imviug l>een 
made at Benang* by a Malay inhabitant of Pulo Corab* that Mahomed 
.Saad had landed at thot island* and burned and destroyed tlie houses and 
people; and by a native of Penang, that his lioat and property were cap¬ 
tured bv the Tuanku* on the liigli sea<, in July ItWU; n naval force was 
sent to capture Mahomed Saad and his companions. We lake the account 
of fats seizure from the deposition of Captain Stewart* the officer employed. 
Me states that he had been cruizing in pursuit of Mahomed Saad ever since 
the recapture of Quedah by the Siamese j that he fell in with him at Bag- 
gan Tinng* in the territories of Perak; that the prince had been driven out 
of that territory by the Rajah of Perak* and be (CapL Stewart) stationed 
his boats at the mouth of the river to seize him ; that Uirec boats came out 
of the river* ill which were Mahomed Said, his brothers* and all their wives 
and families; and the boats dropping anchor close by the gun-boat** he 
(CapL Stewart) tokl him that his orders were to bring him to Penang; be 
declined to go thither because ** lie was afraid of his many euemies there,** 
but offered to go to Malacca* and allowed his brother* Mahomed Snawee, 
to go as a hostage with Capt. Stewart to Peoang* to consult Mr. Salmond* 
the resident Councillor. Capt. Stewart says that Mahomed Saad declared 
that lie wuuld blow up his prahu if be aUea)|>ted to take him in tow,’* 
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diitJ i]mt ** he UtinliB he would have done it." Copt Stewart proeeetk to 
drpcwcj tliol, on i»mmuDrcation (vith Mr* Satmond, tliat gentlenian diretied 
fjim to return, find " ecfuMnJiomed Saatl to coine to ik>nBn^; and oe- 
cordingjiy, Cipt, Stewart told him “ tJiat if he woold come to Penfinf^;, thu 
gorernnicnt would protect Lim from all liu enumicR;^' that " lie wea in- 
■Irucled to do m> by Mr. Salmnnd that « jc was solely by that induoe- 
mpnttliathe (Mahomed Sead) son^nted to come ta Penang;'" Itc tJnnlci 
he would horo nrsisted; he had the meens of miatlng,. and tint jf he 
had told him that it tvos Ure intention of gorettiEEient to eonfinc hin in the 
fortt he would not hare eonic*"^ 

What folbwed ia a mqwt eiUnardiuDry comment upon tljis tranraciUon. 
This legilEieatc prince^ on Ins arriiral at Penang, was shut up in the com¬ 
mon gaol for three nionlld, loaded with ironji, brought to trial for piracy, 
acfjuiltedi by p jury, and then detained as n pri^^oner of war! The ei- 
king of Qin^nh, meanwhile, is detained in restraint at MuIqmb, his allow¬ 
ance homing been rednr^d from JO,000 Jollan a year, « hich he received 
before he went tn Brmw, to 0,WH>, on hia retutn to Mol aeon, to prevent 
hia hotinglhe means of aosiatlng the Malaya in taking Quednh/' the reason 
awigned by Mr* Lew^it, the assutnat reiident 

Mahomed Snad, and his two brolhere/Mahomrai SnowM and hTahomed 
Tahcb, w ere tried before tlic Court of .J udicature at Penang, iu ils ndmb 
nilty juriadjclion, the trianrwting three days, the 26U and 2Uih Oelobcr 
and 2nd ^Torember last The prosecutor was Imam llndjee Housiain" 
whmtB boat and property had been seised in July Inst.

The charge against 
theprisonen was grounded upon the treaty with iheSjamcse, ond upon (heir 
acUi per se, wbiob it was said amounted to piracy* The counsel for the 
piisonera {M«sn9. Balhetchct end Logan) supported o plea in bar, that 
they were not Britjfh eobjeeia, or amenable to our laiv^ rerpecUna- pj'rairi 
that the acts nlleged to hove done by them would not come under the dca^! 
tainnlion of piracy, inasmuch os tic defendants were Jubjcoti of ihs King 
of tiuedah, and had urested from the Siamese the territory ofQuedoli, and

CaATtXA X. 

Two great toureet of tttraedon to young men existed in Calcutta at the 
time of which I am now writing (upwarda of twenty years ago\ and do still exist, 
for any thing I know to the contrary, Tnlloh'a and other auctioo*roonis, and 
the China baxaar. At the former, almost daily sales took place of every kind 
of property, from a ship to a pcndintfe, a rabbit to an elephant; in the latter, 
all the heterogeneous commodities of an American store were to be seen min* 
glod pell>fflcii—raspberry jam, Blilroy's saddles, best pickles, rcgulatlon^swords, 
wallxihades, China dishes, hog>spcars, Harvey's sauce, Ac.—-of which, how* 
ever, more anon. Catalogues of the various articles to be disposed of at the 
day's sale at Tulloh's are (or were) led daily at the houses in or near Calcutta, 
and made their appearance regularly with the newspapers at the breakfast- 
table, tempting to extravagance, by sdmulating latent desires or creating 6c- 
titious wants. In our commercial country and Hs dependenciea, where Plutua 
is the deity chie6y adored, it seema proper and strictly in character that the 
pulpita connected with his worship, however remotdy, should be ably and 
fficiently filled. Here, in Eogland, we know this to be generally the case, 
and what lustre the eloquence of some of our leading auctioneers has shed on 
the profestion, and how truly, indeed, more than one of them merits the 
praise which Johnson, happily quoting from Horace, bestowed on the genius 
of Goldsmith:—** XuUum quod Utigit non ornavU.** There was no lack of this 
shining talent, oratorical power, and technical tact, amongst the auctioneers 
of Calcutta, seasoned with humour, pathos, or persuasion, according to the 
occasion. How often have 1 beard the merits of a veoeratde steed proclaimed; 
his infirinitles and defects (with a delicate regard to his presence) lightly 
touched upon, or at most so disposed, like the shades in a picture, as to 
heighten and improve the general efiixt! How frequently have I been plea¬ 
santly reminded of the good old maxim, ** de tnortnu nil niri bonum^** when 
listening to the commendations of a batch of dead and uUaged beer! And 
how often tempted to make an investment in a cheap ** gross of green spec- 
tactes," ** a lot of damaged huckaback,” or the like, from a strong impression, 
fostered by the auctioneer'a persuasive eloquence, ** that they might some day 
come into use,” a contingent probability largely insisted upon I What a Her¬ 
culean task it is to conjure money out of some people's pockets I Consum¬ 
mate tact is requisite to edect this end. What a worid of madinery must be 
put in motion before the moveable crank, the owner's band, Ends us way into 
that pecuniary receptacle! A bungler may fumble for a month and not 6nd 
the motive-spring, whilst an adept vrill touch it in a moraeot. Yes, I see no 
reason on earth why the auctioneers Isbould not rank with the liberal and 
learned professions. Does not the craft combine, in an eminent d^rec, many of 
the leading features of those profesiions, which (always considering the pr^o- 
minant turn of the national mind) unaccountably rank higher in ptdillc estima¬ 
tion—the special pleading of the lawyer, the eloquence of the aenator, and 
the business-like airs of the merchant ? Docs not the auctioneer, like another 
Charles Martel—aye, and with the same weapon, too—knock down his bts 
with as much effect as the soldier does his ? Does he not pronounce orations 
over the dead, as has been already shown, and display a beautiful morality in 
covering, as with the mantle of charity, a multitude of defects ? Is not his 
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“poingt going, gone,” • brief nnd pithy kcrmon, touchingly calculated lo 
remind u» of our cimraon mortality ? And in all thc»e, arc not the functiona 
of a hi^cr pulpit airikin-ly exercised ? Ought be not to be a poet, painter, 
entie—in abort, a man of taite and general information, or how ia he to 
descant with effect on the roertu of his muItiEirioos wares? Should he not 
bea phfMologut, that he may suit bis argumenu to the aereral derelopmcnta 
of his Udders ; a physiogaomut. that be may judge of the effect by the ao« 
em^ index of the countenance, whether rallying, bantenog, bullying, or 
wb^ng, is the cue; and a casuist, that he may reconcile bis mind to the 
janous tricks of the trade; and. finally, should be not haVe a deep insight 
general, and know welt ita varioua naaailabJc'points ? 

ShaU I say I,(KK) rupees for you. Sir. for that Arab? no animal can look 
brtter, well mounted, X assure you; he wUt suit your weight and figure to a 
nicety—was ridden by the Hon. Capt. Dangle, just gone home, a gentleman 
eery much of your appearance. Sir. and who lately, to borrow the language 
of our immorul bard, was wont on our course here • to witch the world with 
noble horsemanship,' upon that very Arab, Sir—shall I take your bid?” A 
complaisant nod—the business is done. " Thank you. Sir—1,000 rupees for 
the Arab—going, going, gone!” 

One morning, Grundy nnd myself breakfasted together in my room, which 
was wi^in a few doors of hit own, when one of the aforementioned catnlopues 
found Its way into our possession. “ Grundy,” said I, ** whilst I dcsimich 
this fish and rice, as you appear to have done, do just read what there is for 
tele UMlay at the auction. 1 have n feeling that I want aomething, though 
hang roe if I can exactly tcU what it is.” Grundy commenced, and read as 
folIowB:—**1^1 Ist. Three fine alderney cows.” “Deuce take the cows” 
said I; “push on.”

” Three Cape sheep, of the Doooibab breed.” ” Doombah breed I that 
soun^well; egad, I think I must have a bid for the shcep-what comes 
next?” “A noble French masdfi^ two bull-dogs, two wire-haired Scotch 
terriers, and a greyhound bitch with pup, just imported by the Founderweii'* 

- That’# the ticket,” I exclaimed, with eagerness; “I’ll have some of the docs 
«f they go reasonably—that’a a seuled point-for iherc’a rare hiinring to be’ 
had. I hear, on the way up.” Grundy ran down several columns more of live 
and dead stock; and there were many things, without which I found I could 
not comfortably exist for twenty-four hours longer, though, 1 must confess I bad 
not thought of them before. “ By-the-byc.” drawled Grundy, “ talking of dogs 
there was a black fdlow at my door just now with one for sale.” “ Was 
there?” I eagerly asked; “ What sort of an animal, and what did the fellow 
want for it T " Why,” said my friend, “ I think it was a sort of a terrier- 
but if you choose, FIl get my servant to call the roan; he can’t be verv far 
off.” “ Do,” said I, “ send for him.” ^ 


In a few moments, the arrival of the dog and man was duly announced and 
both vrere admitted to my apartment. The vendor was one of those block dirtr 
low.<^ite nativ^ generally atuched to European corp^ and denominat^’ 
c^k-boy^ Dress-a soldier’s old ca«.offcoal, a dirty doth round his loins, 
and a scull-cap on bis head. As for the dog. he Is not, perhaps, so easily 
deteribed; he was reddish, stood high on the legs, and had a wHd look- bis 
tail -nd ears, however, were clipped in a very rarweat sort of manner, evinc- 
,ng dccid^ K.cnce h the operator; and his owner assured me, in broken 
Engli^, that he was berry higbwaiste dog.” a thoroughdired terrier - bis 
name Teaxer, and a capital fellow to worry a cat or a jackal. The creature 
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did not certoinljr look altogether like the terriers I bad been in the habit of 
seeing in England; but still, the state of the ears and uil, the name, and 
above all, the quaUficatiotM, were strong prtmd facie proofs that be was one. 
As for the points of diflerence, they might, I Uioogbt, have resulted from the 
influence of climate, which, as it alters the appearance of the European biped 
very considerably, might, I very logically inferred, have a similar cfiect on 
the quadrupeds imported, or their descendants, in the drst or second genera¬ 
tion at least. In short, I bought him for Rs. 10, and a great bargain I thought 
I had; tied him up to the leg of my cot, intcn<fing that be should form the 
HueleuM of a future pack. 1 was, however, destined very shortly after to 
be put a good deal out of conceit of him. 

A few days aAer I had made my purchase, CapL. Morpeet dropped in, and 
took a seat on my cot, as be was wont. Hearing the rattling of a chain 
underneath, he said, *' What the deuce have you got here, Gernoo ?" ** A 
dog,” said I; ** a terrier I lately bought.” ** A terrier ! eh ?

Teazer, on being summoned, came out from under the bed, gave 
himself a shake, and, on seeing Mar{>eet, who was strange to him, and rather 
an odd-looking fellow to boot, incontinently cocked up his note and emitted 
a most lugubrious howl, one with which thePariars* in India ore wont to sere¬ 
nade *‘ our chaste mistress, the n»oon.” ** Halloo,” said Marpcct, with a look of 
surprise, “ where on earth did you get this beast ? Why, he’s a regular 
terrier haaisoief.” ** A terrier kanaom,” said I, ** what's that?" ** Why,” re¬ 
joined the captain, ” he's a thorough Pariar, docked and dropped to make 
him look like a terrier; it’s a common trick played u|>on griffs, and you've 
been token in, that's all. What did you give for him ?” ** Why, ten rupees,” 
I replied; **and I thought 1 bad him remarkably cheap.” ”Cheap 1” said 
the cafitaio, with inBnlte contempt; he’s not worth five picc; kick him 
out! hang him I” ** Thank you,” said 1; ” but as I’ve bought him. I'll keep 
him ; he'll help to make up a pack, and I don’t see why ho should not act up 
to his assumed character, and bunt very well; you sec be knows bow to give 
tongue, at all events.” ** Ha! ha !” said Marpeet; *' come, that's cot so bad; 
but he’s a brute, upon my life—a useless brute; kick him to the d—i.” "No,” I 
rejoined, a little oetlled to hear my dog abused aRer that fashion; ” I tell you 
I'll keep him; besides, 1 have no acquaintance in tbc quarter you rnention, and 
should be sorry to send him where he would be likely to aiiuoy you again.” 
Here were symptoms of downright iosubordinotion. The captain stared at me 
in astonisfament, and emitted a long and elaborate "whew!” "'Pon my 
honour, r^ular disrespect to your superior officer. Well, after that, I miuc 
have a gloss of brandy•pawney.” " So you shall,” said I, " with alt my 
heart; but you really were a little too hard, and forgot the saying, 'Lore 
me, love my dog.’ ” 

To return, however, from this little episode. Grundy and I, in pursuance 
of our determination to visit the auction, got into our palankeens, and soon 
found ourselves amidst the dust, noise, and motion of Tank Square, near 
which the auction, or outcry (as it is more usually termed in India), is held. 
A long, covered place, something like a repository, filled with palankeens, 
carriages, horses, &e., for sate, had to be fuisscd through before we reached 
tbc auction-room, where goods of alt kinds were disposed of. This we found 
crammed with natives, tow Europeans, black Portuguese, and others of tlic 
motley population of Calcutta, iningied with a few civiliaus, aud a " pretty

or leu intent opon the bidding. The auctioneer, a good-looking mao, and 
renarkablj duent, was mounted on bia rostrum, and bolding forth upon the 
merits of certain goods, which a native assitunt, on a platform a little lower 
that the pulpit, was handing round for inspection. Grund/ and I forced our 
way in, watching anxiously to see if any thing “in our way” was exhibiting. 
At last, the auctioneer took up a goodly-^ied knife, with some doxen blades, 
Ac. Them be opened daintily and deliberately, and then, holding up the 
knife and i^ing it about, he said, ” Now here's a pretty tbing-a highly, 
finished article—a perfect mtdtnm m parvo. Don’t all of you bid for this at 
once, gentlemen, if yon please. Here’s a large blade, you see, to cut bread 
and cheese with, a small one to mend your pens, a corkscrew to open a bottle 
of Hodgson’s pale ale when you are out shooUng, tweezers to pull the thorns 
out of your toes, pincers, file, gimlet—all complete. A most useful article 
that, and (with marked emphasis, and an eye towards Grundy and me which 
made us exchange looks significant of purchase), one which no young'sports- 
man should be without. That was sufficient; I was determined to have it, 
ud after an eager bid or two. it was knocked down to me. I found afrerwards 
however, to my extreme surprise and dismay, 1 had unconsciously purchased 
a lot of three dozen of them, enough to set up a cutler’s stall in a small way. 
There was no help for it, however; I was obliged to take them aD, though I* 
determined in future to study weU the catalogue before I ventured on a bid. 

The dogs, I found, bad attracted the particular noUce of more sportsmen 
than myself. A young ensign from Barrackpore earned off the grey hound 
bitch for Rs. 200, a litUe more than a month’s pay. A writer b the buildines 
bought the French mastiff and the terrier, which went high, and I was obliged 
to content myself with one of the bulUdogs, a sinister-looking old fellow 
with one eye, who went cheap, and would have been cheaper still, had not 
Grundy, whom I requested to secure it, bidden silently agabst me in the 
crowd several times before I providentially discovered my opponent. Poor 
b»t, be died three months after, on my way up, of I rather 

think, and I gave him decent sepulture on a spit of sand in the Ganges. 

From the auction we proce^cd to the China bazaar. ** Grundy,” said I, 
as we went along, rather nonchalammenif ** you need not say any thing to Capt 
Marpeet about my buying those knives.” ” Why not?” be asked. ” I hw 
my reasons for it," said I, " that’s enough." Grundy promised to be mum 
The China bazw 1 What BengaUee, military in particular, that does not 
know that attractive resort—that repository of temptations! Wlut a host of 
pleasant recollectbos is it calcubted to revive 1 This place is situated at the 
back of Tank Square, and b enclosed by walb, and entered by gates at seve¬ 
ral points. The shops are b long, flat-roofed ranges, generally of (1 believe) 
two stories, btersecibg each other at r^ht angles; a margb of terrace, a foot 
or two firom the ground, runs along the front of the several shops or stores. 
Sheltered here and there by an cave or thatched projectbns, seated b chairs, 
cross-legged, and in other un-Eoglisb attitudes, quite at their ease and smok¬ 
ing their pipes, the baboos, or shopkeepers, may be seen, each opposite hb 
emporium, into which they invite the numerous vbitors to the bazaar to enter 
assuring ibem they wUl find every thing they may want “chip," and of the* 
first quality. At Grundy and I sauntered down one of the streeU, we were 
struck by the appearance of one of the native shopkeepers, who. with an air 
ofcourutrA^c urbanity, invited us to enter hb store. In stature, he was about 
su feet three or four, stout m proporUoo; a musUa chudder or toga was thrown 
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over bis shoutders, and a piece more round bis waist, but slightly coacoding bis 
brawny form; altogether be was the finesulooking Beogallce I ever beheld; in« 
deed, 1 thought it a pity such thews and sinews, so well calculated for the tug 
of war, should be lost tn the inglorious inaction of the China bazaar. This wor> 
thy I afterwards learnt was the celcbraie<l character ** Jawing Jack,** well 
koowo amongst cadets for hisco/ria terberum and dignified address. Nature and 
destiny had evidently been at cross^rposea in the management of Jack; the 
former had clearly intended him morally for what he was physically, a great 
man, but his stars had thwarted the design. Jack rose from bis chair as we 
drew near, oversbadowiag us striplings with his Patagonian bulk. I, for roy 
part (being then what is called a lathy chap), felt myself disagreeably tmall 
beside him, doubly so be being a ** black fellow,** and thought I was under the 
necessity of speaking pretty big. In order to make up for the deficiency, and 
place myself more on a level with him. " Jawing Jack** had bad large expe¬ 
rience of griffs, and be treated us in a kind of patronising manner, cautiously 
avoiding any thing that might lead to offence, and a consequent lowering of 
his own dignity. There is a quiet satire sometimes in the calm and imperturiK 
able deportment of the Asiatic, when dealing with the rattling, blustering, over¬ 
bearing European, which conveys a tacit censure well calculated to shame our 
boast^ civilization. ** Lately arrived from Europe, gentlemen, 1 suppose ? 
Hope you are quite well. Will you please do me the honour to walk into ray 
shop—^all be happy to supply any thing re>qui-red, at very reasonable price. 

I have honour to be well known to all military gentlemen at Barrackpore, and 
sell best of European aritles, and no * Niverpool* goods.' ’* Having rum¬ 
maged ** Jawing Jnck*s" shop, and bought a few articles, we took our depar¬ 
ture, promising at parting to honour him with our future custom. 

The Bengallese have a wonderful deal of ver3atilhy and acuteness, certainly 
not naturally the mental power and energy of the European; but as they live 
temperately, and do not clog the intellectual wheels with beef and malt liquor, 
as do the Europeans, the mental machinery is generally in capital working 
order. 

On returning to my quarters, 1 found a chupprassey, or messenger, with a note 
from General Ciapsicum, acknowledging the receipt of a letter 1 had sent him from 
his friend Sir Toby Tickle, and requesting my company to tUfin and dinner on the 
following day, at his house at Garden Reach.

Vet this WM iwc ail I (he llindui rsme to ask Lieut. Loveday if they might go to 
make their nalaia i. ihey ^'cre told ‘ Yes t' and moved from the town in a body (o (be 
rebel ramp. ^Vhlle aucL things were in progresa, LicuL l*ovcdiky. on Shah Naval 
Khan coming to call on him, with hit acfuitamcd luiiiilitfity of fliendahlp. would 
place faJ> atm around him, alTcrtuig to coipcttle with Idl Tiewa slid plane, w'liUc at 
(he time hli agents WCTV negotiating Cif H tend may be used) with the Khan's 
fficmira, and fru*tririrj; bis IntraElonB. Shall Nawix Khan, however, in my pro- 
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•nice, rrpmcbrd Lieut Loreday with the bet of hh nun Nwnilah being in aenvC 
run/emee with the Oungah, »nd at another time *0 rebuked Haji Ofman, and used 
•uch high language, that bad be rrceired encoungement frmn Lieut. Loredajr, a per* 
•OR (tanding by renurked. be would bare dnwo hia award and put an ntd to tha 
Haji and hu treachery. Kama! Khan, moreorer, complained to Lieut Loreday 
that Shah Nawax Khan bad eren preeumed to accu«e him of playing blaely. It w« 
amusing to bear Lieut. Loreday eapraas bit shocked (relinfs, and atrire to eonaole 
tbe traitor. Lieut Loreday'a enrop always brought back the aame umjaalifted aa* 
ramnrea of kind treatment and protection—* the young Khan, the Darogab. and 
Bibi Ganjani arere all hupired by tbe beat and kindeat leclioga, and the atrdara of 
Saharawan were determined to adhere with fidelity to their e n ga ge ments; Lieut. 
Loreday might do entirely at be pleaaed, returo to Shall, or remain at Krlat; If 
be arent to Shall tbe Bibi Ganjani arms to accompany him ; if be remained, ha every 
*^b ara* to be gratified; another and handsome bouse aras to be built lor 
bhn, in place of tbe one pulled down by tbe Braboes,’ wboae timbers bad 
been eonrerted into eacalading ladders. Nasrulah particularly certified to tbe good 
iatenticmi of hU old matter, tbe Darogab, and AtU .Mahomed Khan, who pnifmaed 
to bare great influence with the Bibi Ganjani. aaaured LieuL Loreday of that lady’s 
good arill, and that she looked upon him aa her aon. letter was brought by Atta 
Mahomed Khan, mid to be from the Bibi; but in the place of her teal her 
waa acrawlcd within a circle. On my questioning the authenticity of ibis document. 
I was told tbe Bibi had no aeal haring ^ren it to Poatana Sahib in Kachi. who had 
promised to do some business for her with the goremment Ueut. I.oveday seemed 
mtiafied whb sll that waa done, and to place belief in ail be beard. I think be was 
▼cry sogry with me for cautioning him. or presuming to suggest that be was deceived. 
Yet I knew it was to. and with bitter disgust I heard Rah Pir Mabooied. on return 
from his nocturnal mission, and after he had reported to I.ienL Loreday wimt had 
passed, repeat, sitting with Nasrulah, a Persian couplet ending with tbe words * my 
doiMa.' and intimating that bis trietim had fallen into tbe snare laid for him. Besides 
^ the people here named—Ghulam and Patti, brothers, and Rabi raerrhanta. Wall 
Bfahom^, a tailor, Buta Sing, a aipabl, and others whom I rannot remember, 
were sent on mitsioos of one kind or other. Elrhis were raked up from all quarters, 
snd tbe aid of DO one wss refused. 

" Shah Naaraz Khan, finding hia wishes to continue tbe defotice hsdBcd. urged 
lieuL Loreday to accompany him, taking all his cflTeru with him. He aatured him 
that be should be conducted in mfrty to Zehri or Baghwana. where, aa be pleased, 
the struggle might be renewed or be could retire. The Khan preferred Zefari. bring 
supported by Mir Bober, and that the Mallub route would be kept open, while 
Sbikarpore was near. He honestly and truly confessed that be could not omiertake 
the responsibility of the Shall route, Lieut. Loreday seemed to arquieace, but ooly 
seemed: bis adrisem also were ready with their inmnuations against tbe ouHives of 
the Khan and >nr Bober, and were not willing that their vietlm should escape. 
Lieut. Loreday urged that he bad not a suffleient nnmber of camels, and the Khan 
offered to supply any nnmber he wanted. I warmly supported the proposal but all 
wbo had any influence with LieuL Loreday were iqpiiost it, and be waa clearly 
brapable of acting contrary to their counaris. Some foint attempts were made to 
park up. but were soon abandoned. 

** Tbe third day bad now arrived, when tbe young Khan and rebel boat were to 
enter tbe town. Shah Nawax Khan was early in the morning with Lieut Loreday, 
entmting him, even then, to accompany him with his party, taking only his valcmbles 
for it wss too Iste to think of moving tbe bulk of tbe property. Ueut. Ix>v«day 
fi*«d, sa if by eochantment to KeUt and lent a deaf ear to all t ha t waa aaid.

Nothing was more evitient (o me ihui tbt wuLcty maiuftnuil 
hy Sbah Naww Khen to ahow hia prfJiM of ohitgatkin to I he gos'erament that had 
placed him in authority, by protHrliJig ibe odfker appointed to art with him, and cer. 
tainly it wa* cwt his fault that the offi»r rcfLiHsl lo be pfoiccl^l by him. Shah 
Nawea Khan, 00 arraying the Min of Mehtab Khan with aAAdaf, explained xo him 
anil the niawnhlcti ehief*. that Kclat had not been glwa to him by Limit. I^veday. 
but by the Sirkar Com|awy: that he had a friend at Kclat. whose kind treatment 
he Hhould expect, in leluTti fur the mignMU:in of hia starinn.

■' The aon of Mchrub Khan, iwated in the palace of bia lalhcr, ttceived during tbs 
day the cougTatukCtom and offertltga of the people, l.ieut. Ldffllay sejil also his 
mmtwtnJti, or Hlucation of welcome, with offerinpri of fifty TUpPM each, to be presented

“ In the nnmtion of the ercnCi which timnspired during the few buiy flay* of the

hope I nerd aay little. Lieut. Loreday haa ainca atated that I coodueted nmelf 
nobly, and while the tiege waa yet carrying on. told me he most repreaaot to gor^ 
ment my eMrtioaa and the aasiatance 1 waa rendering. I replied that 1 had no otNcei 
to gain with the government, and he need not trouble himaelf to write about me. but 
not to forget bu brave men. lie aaid be waa bound to arrite. Vet he did not at 
that time, and it would have been awkward for him to have written, if I am right in 
auipecting that he muet have been previomly. in hb lettrra to Capt. endea. 

Touring to iiuare my reputation. Capt. Bean, indeed, told me that LieuL Ix»v«la* 
bad not written any thing derogatory, but Lieut Ilammmley. bia amutant repeated 
to my Mrrant that he had. However, when folaehood would have been unpanlonable. 
and when it waa no longer neceeaary. Lieut Loveday teatihed that I (whom be had 
aaperaed) had acted nobly. 1 make no pretenaiooa to barmg acted nobly, but I did 
aU that a good and true man could do. in the limited field open to me Aa Lieut 
Loveday did not although be fdt aa be aaid, bound to do ao. give any informatioa aa 
to wbat I did. I may be exeuacd in aiatiiig that during the attack cm the placv. 1 
waa never inactive; I vivited repeatedly the aeveral parties on the towers and ram. 
parta, enmuraged them in their laboura, and aaw that they were supplied with ammu. 
nitioiu I endeavoured to do aomeibing with the two guns mounted on the Miri. but 
oould do but Uttle, for they were nearly aaelesa; atill aU the losa occasioned bv the 
guns was imputed to me by the enemy. I bed wished to have knocked in the of 
a maajkl close to the Derwaia Oil Dar. which aflorded shelter to the assailants, but 
It was so eaacily in Una with the ramparts of the gate, that I feared to make the 
attempts, leal the Zehri people there located, and not too trustworthy, should have 
found a pretext for abandoning their poaL On thb, I penunded Shah Nawaa Khan 
to fire the tmaU suburb adjacent to the Derwau DU Dar. which waa done and 
with effect In like manner J induced Kamal Khnn to fire the Bain suburbs, dose 
to hb gate, the Derwaia GU Khan, and he did so. but very fainUy. I alao attended 
and dressed the wounded men, and during the few night, from the inve«»«ot to the 
sorrender of the town, was conatanily wakeful; during the early part of the ale.* 
keeping up an inteUigenee with the varioua quarters of the town, and learninc wha 
wm going on. and while the negotiations were on foot, keeping on the afort ^ 
treachery might be praetbed.

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Thw month’s mail is ■ short one, and brings advices to the following 
dates:—Calcutta, May 12th; Madras,May 12ib, and Bombay, May23rd, 
which is only three weeks later than the preceding. 

The mail has brought no China news of a later dale than was received 
last month. It will be seen, from the tone of the imperial edicts, that the 
successes of our force had inspired the emperor with no desire to concede ; 
on the contrary, they breathe the fiercest hostility, hatred, and thirst for ven¬ 
geance. The reinforcements preparing at Calcutta and Madras are upon a 
large scale. The Larne remain^ at Bombay anxiously waiting for Sir 
William Parker. So soon as inlelligence reaches Calcutta [that lie had not 
arrii'cd hy the overland route, as expected. Sir Gordon Bremer would im¬ 
mediately proceed to the Chinese seas. Pekin is understood to be the im¬ 
mediate destination of one division of the force. The GasiHes {^. 173) 
contain very full and interesting details of the operations of our expedition. 

In the Punjaub, nothing decisive has taken place. It » clear that tbc 
Indian Government earnestly wishes, at the present juncture, to avoid any¬ 
thing like armed iaterferenoe, and the ruler, Sbere Sing, is too sagacious to 
invite it till urgent necessity sJull compel him. Meanwhile, the country U a 
prey to disorder; the Sikh army is disorganized ; their commander, Gen. 
Avitabili, can maintain his imperfect authority only by tbc severest mea¬ 
sures, and it apficars tliat the Sikh troops at Cashmere, catching the spirit of 
their comrades at Lahore,on U« ITlb of April, presented themselves at the 
durbar of their commandant, Mchan Sing, and demanded increased pay 
and donations; the reply being a refusal, (bey cut their general to pieces, 
and plundered bis proper^'. The Maharajah hod liad two doitow escapes; 
having Wn nearly drowned by the upsettiog of a boat, and nearly killed 
by the explosion of a gun, on a shooting excursion. Ills satisfaction and 
gratitude were evinced by bis dUbursing 10,000 rupees, and some jewels,to 
the poor. 

Some rather serious operations have token place in Bundelkund ; the at¬ 
tack upon Chirgong (p. 202) seems to have tested the courage as w'ell as 
discipline of our troops. It cannot escape observation, that these petty coii- 
fliols are maintained with far more spirit and obstinacy on the part of the 
nativ’c chiefs than formerly. 

Tlie intelligence from Persia is of an agreeable complexion. Tbe Shah 
has consented to renew amicable relations with his former ally. Dr. Riacb, 
belonging to the British mission, has been invited from Erzeroum to Teh¬ 
ran ; the Shah has consented to relinquish Gborian, which is to be annexed 
to the territorii» of Shah Kamran, of Herat, we, on our part, restoring 
Karrack. The latter condition may, perhaps, offer some difficulty. Tlic 
cession of Gborian to Herat will, doubtless, repair the breach betwixt 
Kamran and tlic Britisli Government, if any real difference existed, for it 
is plain tliat Major Todd acted precipitately in quitting that place, in ** a 
X.S.VoL.d^.No.l39» (2 S) 
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Iianicy*' it u said, in oonsequence of an attempt made by Yar Maliomed 
Kban to frighten him oat of more money. A Soinde letter, now before us, 
states, that Shah Kamran had expressed regret at the oocurrence, and bad 
ooosented to receive a British military force into Herat, ** upon condition of 
obtaining Oborian," which the Shah of Persia had ordered to be evacuated. 

The accounts from Scinde are not satisfactory. Tlie negotiations carried 
on by Col. Stacy with Mohammed Hussain (or Xusseer Khan, as be is 
called), the young chief of Khelat, for bis surrender, have failed, notwith* 
standing that officer’s tact and popularity with the native tribes, and bis re¬ 
turn, it would appear, had not bwn effected without difficulty. This un- 
boked for event it expected to occarioo a new insurrection of the Beloochcc 
tribes; the Brahooes arc said, indeed, to be already in the field, prepared to 
take advantage of the hot weather, which incapacitates our troops from 
acting. It would seem, from the statements in the newspapers, that our 
treatment of these tribes has not been characterized by gentlenest, or even 
policy. The Brahooes have been taught to distrust our faith; the Kujjuck 
ohieAains were suffered to leave our agent discontented, and the people of 
tliat tribe, since the fall and destruction of their fort, ore represented to have 
experienced a degree of cruelty at our hands, which is calculated to render 
them desperate: their original offence being, not any outbreak against us, 
but a refusal of tribute to Shah Shooja, which is said to have been out of 
their power to pay. 

The Bombay army, after the reduction of Kujjuck (in which affair, it is 
alleged, there was some unfortunate mismauagemont), had ascended the Bu¬ 
lan Pass, The troops arc to rendezvous at QucUa, during the Iwl months. 
.•\o important survey of the passes is, in the mean time, going on. 

The domestic intelligence from the Presidencies comprises topics of some 
interest. The arguments deduced in this country, against the interests of 
India, from the supposed existenoe of slavery in the sugar districts,have call- 
edfortb the indignant animadversion of the Calcutta pre», which is the more 
severe since the misstatement is (raced (we know not with what justice) 
to persons whose local knowledge of India exempts them from the excuse of 
many well-meaning persons, who believe that East-India sugar is really 
slave-grown. “ It Is precisely because the whole economy of the manufac¬ 
ture in India Is conducted upon free principles," observes the Friend^ 
India, a zealous anli-slavery partisan, “ that our sugar is likely to cost twenty 
per cent more this year than it did lastthe agriculturist, who raises the 
raw material, and the labourer at the factory, being free men, have been 
induced by the increased demand to raise the prices of their lalmur. 

Mr. Dampier’s report on the police of the Lou'er Provinces discloses a 
lamentable sute of things: the people submit in silence to robl>ery of their 
property, in preference to the greater evil of inviting the visitation of the 
police, by whom less than one-third of the malefactors are apprehended. 

The C<«ly question still occupies aUention at Calcutta, where opinion, 
however, is rapidly changing in fkvour of the cniigration of these poor peo¬ 
ple, who come back in shoals, enriclied by Uicir labour, speaking highly of 
their treatment, and some of them eagerly seeking permission to return to

China. 

Tli« magnificent project cf n central canal for irrigeting Ihe Dooab is 
referred to in p, 20J. 'fTie outlay for the porpoae i* comparatively small 
(10 lacs); but the state of the Indian finances, which has compelled the 
goTorumetit to encroach upon the rwourcea nf the next ug¥, we fear, render? 
the realiindon of the project, for the present, hopeiosa. Deal Mnbojned 
Khan Imd not rebohetl Calcntta at ihe dale of the advleee. The suicide cf 
Capt. Cos fp. 104) ia one of the most cxtrnordinai^ we ewr remember. 
Under the head of Bombay, will be found the addressea presanted to Sir 
James R, Carnae,npDn hia resignation of the government and departure for 
England, and the sentimonU expressed by the natives on the subject oF liia 
tdministratiou, which merit attention, bb indicative of their lively jealousy 
of any interference with their religiottB acruplci. It appears that the local 
govornment (with the full concurrence of the GoTeruor-gcntrid in. counc)]) 
has hetrify oensured the report of tlie Court of Inquiry into the Nufoonk 
affair, bestowing, at the aaiue time, the highest euaomiurn upon ^lajor Clib- 
bern End hia troops. Major General Broobea nnd Brigadier Valiant arc 
removed from their commands, ns n mark of the disapprobation of Govern¬ 
ment of their conduct in the mutter. A pe^tion i* sent home by the mail for 
the romovat of the chief justice, with referonuc to the Forbes ease, which 
nrc hope to lav before our readers next month- 
The Dutch, it appears, ure involved tn a contest of a serious character 
with the native chiefs and people of Snmntra+ The origin of the inautrec- 
tion, whicls evidently of formidable extent, is aot dearly known; but an 
some of dieir own partisiina attribute it to the cnrapulftiry lafiour they exact 
from their subjeeb:, wc fhall not, probably, wrong them liy supposing that 
the Diitcfi authorities nre less sinned agniast than sinning^ Tlio Court of 
Acheen, it would seem, has lent its countenance to the resistance to Dutch 
tyranny.

The House of AiacuibLy, wherein the couneija hold their occasional sitting<!, 
u a large imGiiisKed building, ud there is an appearance of dofiolsUon about 
it that J««ia to be In keeping with the tvifling political Htimaiino in which 
these hodiea are hold. They ore rarely conveDed, and their deliberationi do 
not granly o/Tect the will and pleasure of the Governor, ftj truth, the dutisa 
of these funetioaarlca ore of tbe most Jimlted description, for the details con¬ 
nected with thfl actual control and ciriJ managuinenE of the varioue districts 
oro conducted by their rcapectlve Government agents, who report direct to the 
Governor and eoloaial seeretary. 


There is a wide dtBcronoe between the civil service of Ceylon and that of 
Indio, In the qualificntioes that bic retjuired. in the dutiei that they perform, 
Hiui lastly, but perbaps not least, in the amount of the emDhiments received 
by then. With regard to qualiflcationa, the candidates for tbe rivit service in 
Ccylan undergo no cxnmiMtien whatever, but receive their appointtnnntj from 
tho Secretory for iba Colonics without referance to the previous course oftliejr 
studies or to thelf general abilities for tbe due performeoco of the important 
duties that are nssigneJ to them. The many advanteges of this system of colt^ 
niftl patronage are iw SeEf-evidenr, os to need no dcmonstratlan. 

In Ceylon, u in India, tbe duties of the civil servants are divided into tboM 
appertaining to tfa« administration at justice, and those which arc connected 
with tbe collection of revenue and the government of districta. At first sight, 
it woHtJ lo tho uutlUcendng eye, that there Ij a wide dissimilarity be¬ 
tween n judge and a govemment^ageut, cojisklerctl ia their official capacities. 
Tbe_study of Blaijkstono would, it might be imoginwl, bo equally dry and un- 
profitaUe to the coUector of revenue, whose intuitive knowledge of his profe«- 
Binn might, an the other hoed, be supposed susceptible of cnlarawncnt by a 
perusal of the works of McCulloch, But those ideas, whicl. so readlty prew 
scuc tberoiclva to apnvicc in Cingalese diplomacy, do not obtain in Ceyloo 
whero the members of tbe jmJiciiJ end revenue establishments exchnuge their 
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respective duties with a happy facility, arising from a modest consciousness of 
their inherent talents for the sciences of jurisprudence and political economy. 

These palpable defects in the civil service require no comment. The ind»> 
criminate and partial selection of candidates, and the amalgamation of duties 
that are in their nature distinct, are evils in the system, the existence of which, 
I am persuaded, the majority even of Ceylon drilians will cattdidly admit. 
Those who may attempt to defend them will, at all events, tubscnlM to the 
truth of the aseeriion, that their reduced incomes, as established of late year*, 
are the chief impediment to any material improvement in the coostitntion of 
the body of which they are memboro. Within tbe last few years, considerable 
reductions in their pecuniary allowances have been made. The service, accord* 
ing to the new irgune, is split into three grades, the membere of tbe highest of 
which do not reedve a greater income than X750. Tbe inadequacy of thii 
sum, so paltry when compared with the great emoluments of the dvil sorvants 
of the East-India Company, is not even compensated for by a retiring pension. 

The new regulations, curtailing tbe pay and allowances of tbe riril service, 
have but recently come into operation, and their injurious tendency bos, ai 
yet, hardly been felt. But it may, without presumption, be assumed that 
those who accept such bard terms as those now offbred to Ceylon civUiana 
will, to the generality of instances, be inferior in ioformatioo and abilitiet to 
thdr predecessors, who, notwithstanding the favour and affection shewn in 
nominating them, often made up by their general oequirementa for the want of 
those proper to tbe duties connected with their eppointmenti. 

All criminal cases of so serious a nature as to be excluded from the limited 
jurisdiction of tbe district judges are referred to the aeaaiona of tbe Supreme 
Court. Appeals from the sentences the subordinate courts are also heard 
and finally determined at the tesstona, which are held twice a year by the 
members of this higher tribunal, which consists of a chief justice and two 
pnisne judges, who are appointed to their offices by virtue of warrants under 
the sign manual. Tbe Govomor has, however, the power of provislonalljr 
appointing a chief justice or puisne judge, in case of death or resignation, and 
b even authorised to suspend them, on proof of muconduct or incapacity, re* 
porting such suspension to the Secetrary for the Colonies. 

Tbe clericai establishment of Ceylon consists of an archdeacon and five 
colonial chaplains. The archdeacon and two of tbe chaplains permanently re* 
aide at Colombo; tbe remaining three are stationed at Trincomalee, Kandy, 
and Galte. At the two former of these places there is no chnrcb, and the 
buildings in which divine service b performed are not sufficiently capacious for 
the reception of the oongregmtionf. At Kandy, the pulpit b alternately occu¬ 
pied by the clargyman and the district judge. It has long been in contempla¬ 
tion to erect more suitable places of worship, but up to the present time, no 
effective steps have been taken for the accomplishment of so desirable an 
object. Nor b thb ** untoward ** state of things likely to be remedied, as long 
as tbe colonial Government ore embarrassed by the want of funds. 

If the minbtera of the Established Church in Ceylon ore rather few in num¬ 
ber, there b no lock, but, on the contrary, a superabundance of missionaries, 
principally of the Wesleyan persnasion. Their chief establishment b at Cotta, 
a small village wkbin a few miles of Colombo. At this place, the centre of the 
roost salubrious and favoured district in the bland, thdr annual meetings are 
held, ond all business connected with the establishment b transacted. That 
their labours are in many instances productive of good cannot be denied; but 
it b equally certain that their exertions and privations are greatly exaggerated.

Ceylon is^ however, an excellent point fot 
conoentnting n large militaTy force, ^tom its cenlric posltiou^ troopt Kayj 
wlthiMit difficulty^ ho dc^spatched bjr aca Id cither the ^lalabcir or CoromsndeL 
CDSfit, It is, probably^ ou this ncooont that w lisTgo on estobnahment hu been 
kept up in the island during a period of profound peace.* 

Having thus hastily sketched the moat prominent reatures of the sodety of 
Ceylou^ it luiiy he amusiug to obsorve nnd tmec thu wide distinction that exists 
hetwcea the mauaers and customs of the Anglo-Ciugatesu and those of ibelr 
rcUow-caiLntrymEn in the peninsula of Hindustan. The iu^^ulor porition of 
Ceylon would, nt first sight, seem to he the principal cause of this dlialiuttarity, 
but there are Innumerable cither end mare important cirE!UTU5taitccs thnt operate 
to produce the striking contrast which is here alluded to. 

In the first place^ Ceylon, bdag a ootony under the direct control of the 
BritlHhGovtromfldt, ia uncounL-cccd with the AnglD-Indlon world by those ties^ 
oriaing from n cemm unity of Interests, that iinitc in a com man bond of alEionee* 
oficnoive and defeniivej all the civil and Tatlitary servants of the East-lndla 
Company, Th? climate of Ceylonj so mild und equable when compored with 
that of India, haa a Considerable cfiect In banishing many artidca of luxury 
that ore by some couaidcred as absoltiLc nncesaarica of life within the tropica. 
The comparatively brief residence of both civilians and mUitary ju tlie island 
Ib another, and by no rnenns the least, of the causes that tend to create u vast 
disatmil&rity between the bahiu and Ideas of tlqe English in India and of those 
JU Ceylon. 

In Indio^ the habits of the European socle ties are dnged with the delicvey of 
Oriental luxury, A multitudo qf acrvnnta tupply every wnnt, and nlmoat nnti- 
dpatc every thought. But the pride of caste amongst the Hindoos, which ahao* 
lutely comjrds the Anglo-Indian to maintain a great number of domestica to 
perTorm the most trivia] offieca, iia almost unknown to the less Ecnipulous 
CingalnC} of whom a less numerous cotabllihment chjuv Is ueuai iu India Is 
found to answer every purpose, FalaniL|uiiis and tonjohna, which ore tiiuver- 
sally used tbrou^out Ifindostan, are rerciy. If ever, seen in Ceylon. In short, 
the English on the Asiatic coiument seem to accommodate themsclvea to the 
climate of ihe country In which they are destined to rcsidtj, while those io 
Ceylon pcrtmaciDiLsly eadeuvour to resist the soft allurements of Eoitem indo* 
lence, and to imitate, m for ns unay be practicable, the mode of Jiving In 
England, 

It may be questionable whether iq this, n> in the majority of c^cs, the adop¬ 
tion of a hippy medium between English hubita and Indian custums would not 
prove tq be the most judicious plan of proceeding. But to enlcv into the 
comparative rnerits of the mcHles of living hone coutr&stcd, and fully to diocusa 
this intricate subject in all its bearings and Jcpcudeudes, is ao undnrukiog to 
which 1 confeai myself incompetent, and DcCanhngily leave to the pens of more 
experienced Oricntaliata.

Teb sceocid writs of Sir Gardticr WiltiiiMii*s “ Manners nod Customs 
of the Anticot Egyptians” completes one of the moiit successful end sEii*" 
factory works of on archnwlogical character ever published. It ia^ irnJeed| 
a monument of what zealj iniluiitn, and akill may nuconipliali in ft pru- 
vtnee of nntlquajinn research} like a ^rbonton bog, hns swallowed 

up tilt ill-directed labours of cotitonea. The result-'^ which have allcndcd 
auccesaful atndy of the Egyptian monttmenti in very recent iime^ 
peril DpSj be measured mmt acouralelv by referenet to the RecDunls left U4 
hy iht earliest Greek wrUerS} and we shall thence find that our prtwnt 
inforaiaLtan regntdirtg onctent Egypt is* ifi many reRpeets, more full nnd 
precise than that posstssed hy contcmportiry nationa, who liatl the mean* of 
vtsfii'ng the estraordinnrf people W'ho inhabited it. Anolbtr and an itupor- 
lant fruit of these researche? is tlie liglit they throw upon ** llu^ oSduii and 
nioirt authentic record of the priiueva! idatc of die world/' Uic Old Teijla- 
niEnt. It trill oford o lesson to those whose indiscreet jealousy for tlie 
ctiamcter of Holy WriE tempEs them to discourage such inmtigaliouS} lest 
ther might discredit its vcr-icity} to £nd iJiat the Jewish ntiil the I'^gypliftn 
recordtf rellect mutual Instre upon ench olhcrj and that the oldest wTitings 
and the oldest monuraenta in the world ore in |ieffect liarmony. 

W e refer to our reviewf of the first Bcries of this most volunble woiic 
for a ftetch of its plan* The superabundance of his matcriftLi obliged the 
author lo omit MvernI sabJecUi in the previous portion^ which he has fully 
treated of in ihii^ especially religion nnd agricultuTe, two very importaDt 
featiiroa of anoIcoE Egj-ptian ciTilization. Tlicse subjects nee discussed 
with immodiato reference to the original monucuenls still cxtnnt (of which 
exiiuislto plniw arc givenj, many of them richly colouredjj but they ore aluo 
dluminqted by a rcscaneb which seems to have left no early w'riter unex¬

The anciopt Egyptians} &.s w'e have before obsen ed, seem to have cm* 
ployed Sculpture and painting not only as a Fulwlitutc for hvsUjricol chroiu* 
clcS} but as mernoriols of their arts and sciences, their religious rites nnd 
nbscrvoncesj ihcir in^tiluUoi» and nianners, their pursuits and nmusemenL^. 
It is hopeless to auggrat more than a ptobahla theory' fur this ; we may con¬ 
jecture thftt its object may harelieen to counteract any spirit of inncvatiufij 
which is hostile to the Lemper and manners of all tlic A-'^iftilc mid African 
families of mankiad. Recollecting, indeed, tfic deffifc which animated iJic 
earliest weiedos of men, to build “a city and a tower," in order to “ juakc 
llicm D nama/' and eoapling ihLs recorded fBct wilii tiic pyramids andoUicr 
poiidoroBs elructiires of Egypt still exiiiting, we might surmise thot these 
miiltilndiinoiii records of the religion, the arts the science;, nod the marniors

The ehapEer in ihe work before u*i whicJi trefiLs of the ngriculture nnti 
economical rvience of llie nncient Eg;\'ptinti3 h lii^hlv cuflous nnd it is 
tiHtonrahing lo find how oinny resourcts Sir G. Wilkin ran has discovered 
for foots illuHtrativc nf tlijs subject. The titonutikeni!^, indeed, afTord 
exHDipIcB ofnl] ihc taTiou-'i lieJd laboura,. and of Mitne pur^ufrA in te ruiiicS, 
ivhieli seem peculiar to iJjc Epyplinns. Even the mode of trenlin^ wok 
animals Is DJEcmpljftcd in n sculpture at Ueci Hassem. Tlic subject of 
Egyptian measures he has investigated with great succesa ; the Tarious pro¬ 
ducts of the Innd nre enumerated^ and the >ty!>t#ni.« of ploughing;, rawing, 
manuring, irrigating, reaping, Ac. are shownj with the vnrraun inirtnimcnL'i 
i-ni ployed. 

J J>o ehnplcni which treat of the dcltjca of the EgypUarui comm cnee with 
an oxaininilion of their religiuus opinions, whioJi ore compared with lby»c 
of the JewN and lire (Ircckri. Tlic olt^sical render rcmcmberB the contempt 
which in poured Upon tliesupersiiiian^» of the Kgyptinna Uy .luccnjtl, himself 
tlie votary of o ercctl scarcely less absurd. Out it is well known ihnt the 
prreftJiood had n clear and aceurate eoncepiion of the unity of the Deity, 
nnd of the creatiYc power; aitd Sir G» VVilkin-jon mnkea the best defenee he 
e4in fur the “ ellegorieal religion of the Egy]>tiitn'i " when ha sb^s that “ it 
coiitninnl many importnat truth#, foundeJ upon eorly levclnUons mndc to 
mankind, and treasured up in werrt, to prevent their peneraion and that 
it was cunsidered worthy of the divine IcgislalLir of the Jcwr to be learned 
jji nil (he wisdom of the Egv|jtian-i.’' But it .seems a rather questionable 
policy Id propeptc and eneournge irralional nod cJuldish auiKpfiitiiMuy, Iwt 
iiiijmrtant truths bhould Lie perverted. I hc true solution la to be found in 
the desire of the pricAtlmad to rnstrict every species of knowlnlge to them:^ 
J^2lvH, from the conviction of a trutfi eontatned in the well-knawn aphorism 
of Bceon, ihit ** knowledge is power/' Sir ti. Wilkinson's theory of the 
Egypiian pantheon Tjino doubt correti: 

That the images of the Egyptian Deities were not lupposed to indicate real 
bcinga, who hod actually evicted on earth, ia abiiudiuttly evident from the forme 
under which they were represented; nnd the very fact of n god being figured 
with ti human body nnd the brad of an ibia, might aufficiently prove the allc- 
garicnl character of Thoth, or Mercury, the emblem of the coniniuoicsting 
Ttirdlum of the divine intellect, and augge.sted the icnpouibillty of any other 
ibim nn imaginary or emblemitic enistencc i in the eame manner u the aphinx, 
with a Jiau*#. body aetd human heud, indicative of phyiical und intellectoil 
power, under which the kings of Egypt were figured, eoiild only be looked 
upon aa an einbtematlc jTCprworitatioti of the qualities of the monareh. But 
eveo ihli cvidenl: and well-known symbol did not eanpe pervernnn ; and the 
credulDUS Iwstowed upon the iphlqa the clinrocter of a real animal. 

ItaisnlGcd little, in the choice of a mere cuihlem, whether it woa authorized 
by cemhI and plauaible rsioona; and if, in proccaa of lime, the aymbol wu 
looked upon with the anma veneration as the deity of whom it woa tlie repre- 
aentatlve, the cauie of thU corruption is to be oacribed to the same kind of 
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iiipcniiticti wliicli, ij] aU Etminand me.Dj? rcli^oiU] hu inTe3te4 a relic with n 
multiplicity puppostLJ virtuDD^I olitniiicd far iL oa high d veneration 09 
iht perton to whom it bclonfed, or ot whom it wa» the type. 

This subatltLition of an emblem^ an amiEiol, or any other object^ for the 
Deity, wm not the Duly comiptiDd which took place in the religion of the Egyp- 
tiani r many of the deities themselves were mere ejohlcraaiic nepresentitions 
of dttributee or the one and sole God; Tor the priests, who were initiated iatQ, 
nnd who qnileratood the mystefics of, their reli|n'°'^i' helievnl in one Deity 
ulonei and, in pctforminf their ndorntlona to any particular metnber of their 
Pontbeon, addreaud thcmselvcd directly to the sole roler of the otLivofM, 
through that partleulnr roritt. 

Each form Cnheibcr called Pthdj, Amun, or noy other of the Ggurea repre¬ 
senting various characters of the Deity) wets one of hia ntiributca i iu the same 
manner itt our expresidons “ the Credtor,*' ** iheOmniiidenE/^ the AltnlghEy.'* 
or any other title, Indlctite one end iho same Being; and hence nrou the dis¬ 
tinction between the grent gods^ and those of an inferior grade, which were 
phyiicnl objecti. aa the sun and moon; or abstract notions of various kinda, 
as “ valour/' strength/' ** Intellectual gifljr/' and the like, personified under 
different formn; and It ia erldcnt thit no one, who understood the principles 
on which the groundwork of the Egyptian Pantheon wiu boicd, coidd suppose 
that the god of valour,, of strength, or of iuccUcct, had ever lived on earth; 
and we mny readily conceive how the Egyptian prictu derided the absurd no- 
tiona of the Creeks^ who gave a real existence lo ibalmct Ideas, nnd claimed 
a lineal descent from *' jircftgiAr^ or any deified attribute of the Divinity, 

Upon ihU principle it is probobte, that god^were made of th'e virtue^, the 
SCUMS, and, in ahortr every obstruct idea which had reference to the Deity or 
man; and we may thereforeejtpecc to find, In this catalogue, luteliect, cnightj 
wisdom, oreatiTe power* the generative and prodoctlve principles* thought, 
'vUl, goodneu, mercy, companion** divine vengeance^ prudence, teiapcrottce. 
fortuude* fate, love, c-iiDof, hope* charity, joy, time, space, infinity, ns well as 
sleep, harmony*'!- and cven divisions of time* as the year, mouth* day* and 
houra* and an innumcTfble host of abstract notions. 

Diflerent people have devised various tnodea of represeotieg tbe personages 
CDTincctnl with ihelr religion. The Egyptians adopted n distinguishing mark 
for their gods, by giving them the heads of animnEa, or a [jcculiar dress and 
form* which generally, even without the hieroglyphic legeuds* flufBced to paf- 
ticularioc them ; but they had not ffirircd at that refinement In sculpture whicli 
enabled the Greeks to assign a peculiar face and character to each deity. Thia 
was an efibrt of art to which none but the most consummate Rioatcrs could 
aiEaltt t and oven the Greeks sonietimes deviated from theM cno ventloiml 
fomjsi the Apollo, or the Bacchuv, of One ago* differing from thosO of ano¬ 
ther; nnd the Ikin skin, the dot|jhm, the crescent, or the oaglo, were generally 
mjuired to identify the Ggurn^ of a Kerculcs, a Veniif* a DisOa, or a Jovc. 
Indeed, in so e^tcniivc aPoutheort os that ofEgypt* it would be Impooslhle to 
tnBmloin the peculiarities of fentLires, even If adopted for the principal gods; 
and the Christ tans have fnund it uecevtary to distinguish the Apoitics and 
>ainta by vorioui accompanying dertcea, os the eagle* the lion* u wheel* or otiicr 
symbolic.

it in a fit atatc [O' receive the aqul which once inhabited it, after the lapjje of a 
certain number of years; and the varioiu occupatiann followod by the Bgy^ 
liens during the liretime of the deceaacd,f which were represented in tha 
«ciilptnres| 0 $ Well ns hb umi, the implemefita he used, or whntcvcr was moit 
ptecloua to him, which were deposited in the tomb with his coiin, might be in^ 
leuded for hia beuefit at ibe time of this reunion, which at the lenat possible 
petind was fixed at 3,QO0 yearSd. On the ether band, from the fact of animals 
being also embalmed (the preservation of whose hodlet was not oicribable to 
any idea connected with the io^x\), the custom might oppear nther owing to a

We are therefora still in uncertatnty reapccilng the actual intentiona of the 
Egyptians, in thus preserving the body, and omBmenting' their sepulcbm at 
so great an expciuie; nor is there any decided proof that the reaurrcction of 
the body wax n tenet of iheirreligioo. It u, however, highly proh:ib'e ilml such 
was their belief, since no other utisfsoEory reason can be ^vm for the groat 
care of the body after death. And if many a one, on returning to hie tomb, 
might be eiqiected to feel great disappointment in finding }t occupied by ano¬ 
ther, ood Of Cerate in no very measured terms the proprietor who had re-sold 
it nfierhls death, the olfcnding party would feel aecuve ogainit any injuiy from 
Ills dhiplcsisurc, since hia return to mirth would occur at a ditferont period. 
For suMdcsi time atwnya elapsed between the death of two occupuiti of the 
some tombt the 3,000 yean dating from the demise of each, and not from any 
fixed epoch.

nference to the views of the Penang GorcmEneri% u»d alM) with other Maloy statna, 
through wlmm it nvifsiit nppew adtisubU: to attempt their tidwnwincnt The K^yah 
of L-lgoie, however, neither came lo rccctre him, nor permitted him 10 mjai to 
Ligore, or ev«i to pnxMWil up the Tnwig riifer; In eoiiJ«]ucnce of which, Capt^ 
Bumey proroeded td Pongah, and waa reerived with much attention by the chU^ 
Mho had assumed tho title of Salang, of Junk Ceyloff ^ nwine. 

The trnnft of the CHTOy's mpert aeemed to promiae a fmmujahle adjuirmeat, 
he Mid the ht§c elian« of iTJWring the Malayan gorcmronit in fluedah wae. to

It must hen be ohaervcd, (LaE It waa 
no pitrt of the Inteniion of the Penang GovemiDent that the envoy ^ould ncgoilatc 
with tho Pya of Saiang and the chlefi on the Ulhmm of Knw, TC:hiiL« to ihereitCK- 
ratkm of the King of Q,ueilflh. It waa not known that they possesaed any tntensit 
in tlM* maitef. The ciwcy wiia merely Intended to eonnoiiftlflite with them teepect-

The DllcnAiblc object td ibe misiitm wju atlltcd lo be, to offer the compUmenO of 
the GDvcfiior-< General on tlm ncces.'iion of the new king t to afford infomftUon rel^ 
tire to the BormcBC war j to cxprcft^ a desire to enltinito ft good undontiiiylli^ i 
and, if circujiiatanixe abouid prove favounihle, tbe unroj would combine with the 
abore object*, and enden Vo nr to effect, the desired improvement in our commetda] 
relatEoiu wiEb liiam, as also the Teatoratiun. of the King of Quedaii to hi* tcrrlEoriHi, 
ou the terms ami footing diaetused. 

Dunng the short interval of three months that Captain Buniey woi hi Eiipg»], 
will wIiDe all negottitEloiia and eorreBpondenee with the RtynJii of Ijgore wc« 
pended, ttutt chief leame aenu* HntL iMemblrd n laigE ficet of prahua and a numeroui 
botly of nrmed men at Quedah, and othar places to the noTth'H'mii], eiictently with 
acme hofiile iormt. The lepoitcd numlwr of prahm was rarioua. The Bening 
GoVETELment had aocordltigly e*]uipped a few nrmed vei^cls^ to guiud; agalnit ariy 
tnstchery; and cm Captain Bumey had returned hum Bengal, the Rajah of L^ore 
bad, in ctmwqPCTce of the remonstrances made to him through other o®c«», dis^ 
botnlcd tbc gniiter part of hEs men, returned » ](ir]pj |H 3 rtian of the pimbui to Trningt 
imdJ^gveeiJ to otuuHloD all atiempta of ft hosb'le nature tj;)on Fmmh end ^lengore. 

On CftpEiin Bumiy'e rvtum. he addjMMd a lelEor to ibe Itajah of Ligore, to [ha 
effect that bn vna extremely sorry to hew that UutTU bjul been ft ditfemiCC between 
him tmd tlie people of Fcnang, ond that he waj come a* agent of tlw Governar- 
Gencitd. and would pnyhis Itighncn a Tuit, if agreeable. IIjc rajah necepted ibc 
prefrond ™t, and the rc«iEE was a pnditnLnaiy treaty,, tn it waa called, which bouuil 
the British Gove(timi!tiL to cntntei condittems, and the Rt^dh of Ligorc to otbenij 
whirb be liad prevlotuly itated his intention of doing. ftltd disbojiditig hi» nmumtEnt, 
which bad in a great mraaurtr been done without ibt; interveriLion of tbc envoy, upon 
the reusaustraiifa of ifie govcmne, fnEimaicd tlnough a most excellent public oflieer 
(lETr. Mamftyj, of the i^vil service), anil by the display of the miliDwynad matinn 
fmre. The Rajah nf l.iiunj aJ«p eogngifl to proceed toSiani, on tbi; ftubject nf the 
re*it(iTnrinii of lEie’ King tif f^uedah, Jitid “if the Kli^ nf fiiutm eotutcnls, hecr^aget 
ro ^viEfuIrtiw hi* ptitKple frum tJiat country, to permit tlie kbtg to return to bis Viflg- 
dnm, let release (110 rsuitly and relations, and IIulC no Sitmrsc forcci sfiniild after- 
TTonla, by InrHlof wiler, cnEer lire Lerrjtoriet of tba King nf QuceMi," 'Jlic envoy 
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never tpilii ndverteJ to ilic T^'m of Pnupijii imel the pulkulpr cEreumsEuiw iriiTrig 
Iron] hEs fljtpmnniKtieni with that ehieft whjcli alcrat Induced the Penatsp Goprifii' 
metit to reeoTuntend the miBiEen, utd wljtch wm tht Eroond.Tivorii of the whole 
■inuipjmcnt. The envoy end the lUjih of I-apicte (agilnst ttHoth he hod only afcw 
mentha tieforo been exetteng the julouiy of ri™! cliicfil, the man frtrtn wTMJra^ by 
hi« 0 ^ DHMUBt, no conilal aid eoultl ever he djKtted, hid now, in a f*rsr ehwt 
diyv, becoma u gteit bieniii bj ho ud the Fyn of Pntignh ind the chieli on the 
lithmua of Kmw were. All those cb[e& art left unnoticed j hla promiKi hf retum- 
lug to them hrohen i md the Rajob of UgtMrtT. who hid ctmt down Jn hoitila array 
and put the Britiab Governineni to a vait expenie and trouble, Inateod of being 
kept at the point to which wc had brau^t hitn by deciaive meuurcf, ta cajoled, and 
locked up to a» thn only clunnel of ifftnding any proopect of aacceii. Had the 
itnpreafion craatod by the diiplay of the miirine force and the remoiutranoea of 
Oovemor Fullertoti been kept upi which no doubt induced the Enjali of I*lgere to 
mtor into the pwUttiFtiijy treaty (which iltcrwirdi prorid of no me whatever, u 
&e u the main ohje^t waa concerned),, all miglit ungticttionably have bten apeadlly 
and aatiiibctorily settled, and the King of Quedah longaiacfi restored i while all the, 
iwfvl scenes that hare been enacud in that quarter doiiog the East fourEecn ycui 
ivould bare been apared. The wholesale tnurden, aUve'dcaliogt, and the eitenslVB 
lyatetn of phwcy, which have pnmilrd since, must tniinly be attributed to the non^ 
restontlon of the King of Quedah; and the writarf who hai been in Eneland these 
tut ten yearii baa EEthI to see the r^iiatlon of many of the evils mtidpated by 
tbe goveittorand memben of council, u wcU as himjeEf, then secretary; of wbicb 
the newspapers of tbe three British arnktoenta in the Stfalts all Jn,Te, from time to 
LEme, afforded oneqititnoal prooTs, Onn general^ nnlversah deep fetlftif preraili 
anKMigat all clauea. Europeui md mtive; and the wrltef a only oDasotation ia, that 
he did not remain to witness measures to revolting to humanity la hava been pur- 
toed lowatdi tbe unhappy ^Lalaya, One ^voold bs^'o aapected rhat tite horrihJa deralti 
of slavery and bloodahid lately jmblished In India, woold havn led to aomeexpression 
of cympathy for [be poor creatures wbo hare fuffered by the treaty, aivd of abltor- 
renco of the Sinmew, who hare w jpoialy vinlated one of I he article*, hy oppresiing 
the peojde and making slares of them, instead, of taking proper care of the eountry, 
as they promtaed, 

'n»a mluion of Captain Dumey to Shim was conditimial, ctfrtiiuly; k was lert to 
the diaerttion of the Peiwig OqvcjrnntMrnt to send k or not, and to give such addf- 
LloiiaC instruedona as tlao- state of alfiiira doting the interval of the envoy's visit 10 
kcngal m^ht render necesaufy. In determining on tbo abanilonmenl or sending ic 
on, tlicrc were other considenitinns involved, bcsd« thn immediate olqecti of the 
local Eovemmentr The war with the Hunnesc lud been going on ; the result waa 
ihm uTtlmow-n. Tlic Siameae iud all along been keepinp aloof froui both of tbo 
helliiiereMtin they Iud asicmbled the troopi at Traitngi a force was banging on 
Martaban, ihcn occupied by a small force of llritish troops; they tvere evUlmcly 
awaidrvg the couree of nventm ready to take advantnga of cither party, as might best 
suit ihctr ow)L purpose*. The necessityor direct communtettion with iho capital of 
Sant was obvioui. Tlio embwy had been completely fitted out, and a greu expense 
incurred ; tJie unixpecied preliminary tnwtj mode with the chief of Ligore had: com- 
mitted (he Oovnmmcnt, and there ww no course left but to accept the mediating 
power it cOnreyml, to ratify it* ptovi liOM, ond to carry thc»e pointa into effect, or 
abtmdon dm main object of preventing the Siamese caFryiOg their conqueeta KOUtli 
of Quedah. The adpuiationa in Ikvaiir nf Qoeihtbt the dcclancion of tbo LigHre 
chief lo uso bis endeavour*, in (artme of the king, were streng and potltive, and cor* 
respondent hope* were entertained * but even then, barring the prelimTniuy treaty, 
the local object* connected with Quedalt might have bceti effected vritbuUt a misalnn 
to fiiani, and by mcicly ntaintalning tint rommaiidLng Ltue of conduct over Ligore 
which had induced him to tbondod his armarueat. The torm* of the preTimlanty 
treaty notuTDlly led ta iho conclurioii that the King of Quedah, vt'cnhl, be restored,.

•Ml the ntUlcation of that tnaty, of wbieh the mtontion of the King of Quedih 
wu the eMcntial part, fonned an object of the miasioa, which waa, therefore, at the 
auggestioo of Captain Burney, allowed to proceed in a manner different from what 
was cootamplated when that officer nna sent to Bengal to obtain the sanction of the 
Sopreroe Gorenunent. 

The enroy's aeotiments in respect to the policy and adraotage of restoring the 
Rajah of Quedah, had long appeared so much in unison with the riews of the 
Coremincnt, and the preliminary treaty ao favourable in that respect, that it was 
nercr contemplated that be should, in the event of the court of Siam refusing to 
ratify it, enter into another so diametrically opposite, and renounce the rights of our 
ally. MTbo could ever hare imagined that a British envoy, sent for the espreas pur> 
pose of restoring to his kingdom an (jocted ally, would sign a treaty whereby the 
Britiab Ooremntent became a giuuantce against all attempts of the ejected king to 
recover poasesaioo, even by hts own lawful means, and engaged to compel him to 
aba n d on the asylum afforded to his person under their protection ? No such condi> 
tfcmal powers were given by the Penang Government, to whom the Governor- 
General transferred the power of giving any irutnictioiu it might deem suitable to 
existing drcomstaiiccat and the intelligence of such a treaty having been condoded, 
caused the utmost astiwuhinent on the part of the membm of Government, and the 
public at the British sottlanenu generally. The ex.king received the account with 
the utnaost consternation, and could not believe that a government, famed aa tba East- 
India Company was for justice, liberality, and good faith to Ua allies, would sanction 
the unantborixed transfer of his dominions to aimther power, without bis consent or 
foreknowledge, especially aa at tho very moment we were paying him, as the 
•cknowledgvd sovereign of Quedah, an annual salary of Dta. lOgOOB, foe the use and 
occupation of Penang, which was part of hit territory. The party principally inte¬ 
rested had never assented to any each arrangement, in thought, word, or deed. Ua 
had accepted ov pacific medtation, and refused aoistance from ffieDiliy native 
powers, who would eaaiiy have restored liim to bis dominions, as subsequent events 
have proved, although the British have been agents in counteractiiif all such attempts 
in his fovour. Even up to the moment Captain Burney quitted Penang harbour, on 
board the miasion brig Gnonfiaa, the King of Quedah bad every reaaoo to expect 
his immediste restoration, as the substance of the prelimiiuwy treaty waa communi¬ 
cated to him, and he had done nothing to offend the British Govemmeot, which had 
never bad any thing to do with Qoedab, except aa being bound by treaty to protect it 
i^ainst all coemiea, in cooiidcnuioo of the cesaion of Penang. 

1 believe H waa tba envoy himself who asserted, that ** it requina the exertion of 
the most unwearied patience, and the most impcrturUsble temper, to conduct the 
buiioesa at Siam, and to refrain from resenting, in some manner, the 
extortioBs, and the barefaced attempu at impoaition, that ans daily enanmiered ban 
the most eootemptiblo race in Asiaand ha himself agreed in the opinion of 
Captain Cox. with respect to the Burmese, as pcrfoctly spplicabla to the Siaracac. 
** It ia a force,” mys he, ** to talk of treaties with this people, in the present 
of their Infonoation, for the ignorance of their real interesta Is only to be equalled 
by their pride and presumption.” The Sismese will donbtlese eodavour to bold os 
to our engagements; but will they tww attach much importance to the breach of 
another treaty, when they remember aritb what rase they set aside the fomcr, and 
bow little importaaoe we attached to the most csaeotial objects of it? 

The envoy was eommeuded for his exertiotu in releasing s ome Burmeae capthas, 
which, U was observed, could not foil to redound to the fome and repotatiou of the 
Britiab Goverameat; but it appears (incredible aa it may bcl that large parties of 
Malay* were brought from the territories of our nitctent ally, the King of Quedah, 
and distributed as sfosvs in lien of our late encmiea, the Burmese oq>tiTva. During 
the time the minuoa waa at Bankok. a party of Ifo) poor inhabitants of Quedah 
were bruu^t up and distributed by tho TfqjuA of Ligen aa afoncs amongst the prio* 
ctpal coaxtim who wot deprived of the servicca of the Mergui captives. ** These

Of ihc adrentagei likely lo be derived fron the eummEtcial part of the Lreoity 
genenUy, to which so much importancu wuf bUaehed, some idcarnay be furuted Irijm 
the iuntinicnu uf tho emuy htrasett Lu Ifisffi, lit- oliMrvea:—“ No eommcrdiil 
ueoty with would prove so advuitsgeoiis lo Urituh shipping and nom- 
mettu as a aellknicnt at Taxroy, wlicro we could at all limes ipsitre a luge ihitu in 
dm ecaamerto of Sam, without being depvndcnl on the caprice of o luipicioua and 
jalnui couit The Portuguese eomid at Eankob ouca guvu great uffenw to the 
king, by appealing to the Prn Klang's cngagemiint with the Covemut of Goa foe 
immunity from some donwnd that was made agaiful a rortufiicsci trader; ho was 
idd that be ought to bavt apt^'ided lo the bencvolcaJM of tie kint, and not to my 
wtiLicn eti^igement- And agam; so toj^ us (be pcbdc offifo rs at Baidcolc arc 
allowed to engage In copmnrrcc, f do not scti hi>w any thing like a free trade can 
ha cstaUitbed, or tboso privileges pf pro-cnaplion effccliully estabiuhed.*' The 
puhtic ofBma of Bankuk wall, of courac, ccmthiua w nctive eompetitora in traOc as 
hettlofore; aiuH when any deviation from the Ccrmii of the treaty takes place, wc shall 
have to appeal to iha bcneTDlauce rd tJic lUjircnie lord of Siam, arnl not to Captain 
Uunicy's enqagcmetit. If s •ottlemanL at Tavoy was coaridiLted auperiar U> any 
commcrclil treaty with JtlMjn, wby, with the Cull knowledge that we had fonuL'd a 
settlement at Tfivoy* wai such a ticaly nude? Tie Supncme Guvenamcot, indrsicd, 
caiktcued, Ui liSlJ-ik its dedded obyeciioa u any luchtrcatyi u impoamg upon us 
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the nteesntjr of cfifordn; ttrict tdheroncc to it, and nultipijriag tbe cbincM of d(f< 
put« uid dUagreemnit. From tbe and indefinite wap in wbicb tbe trratp b 
worded, difference* bare ariaen, and moit ame 2 tbe Sbmese will put ju»t ■oeb a 
conetmetioa upon tbe aoTera] etipolationa aa beat auita tbetr own aeiflah riewa, and 
adhere no longer to them than meet* their own conrenienre. Tbe trifling extent of 
direct trade with Siam ainee tbe date of Captain Bumep'a treaty, b a wretched com* 
penaatioD for the aacrifice of other intrreata, and the immenae expenae ioroltred in 
obtaining it. 

It aras obeerved by Mr. Cnwrfnrd, the former envoy to Siam, a gentleman well 
known aa an abb dlpiomatie ofllcer, ** that it wa* bopelw to prerail on tbe Siamese 

treaty to yield up their tnpretnacy over the Mabyan atatea 2 but that if alliances, 
offensive and defensive, were entered into with those states (Pantam excepted, 
wbicb u DOW peopled with Siamete}, the prudent government of Bankok would 
podtet tbe affront.'* But there b a previous question to be anawrered. Had tbe 
government of Bankok any legitimate right to consider such an act as aa affront ? 
Sbincae supremacy over tbe Malay peninsula has been aet forth, but it was a thing 
taken for granted, and not proved. No authority haa been produced for it, beyond 
the vague tradidon of evcDts aaid to have passed seven hundr^ years ago; and In so 
for ss tbe hbtory of every state has been traced in the Mabyan annals, b directly dis¬ 
proved. The oeeasioa of war between tbe Siamese and the Maby states, in which 
tbe btter were generally suoceaaful, we And aetforth in bbtory; but not one inataoca 
of tbe acknowledged dependency of any one or supremacy of the other baa been 
proved. 

Tbe Mabp certainly never were tbe natural aubjects of Siam 2 they are of a dif. 
fetent origin, descent, religion, and language Tba Maby states are weak, tbat of 
Siam comparatively powerful; tbe dependence, therefore, U the result of power, not 
of right, and baa operation only in respect to those whose proximity has cnablad tbe 
btter to tom its power to tbe aobjngation of its neighbours. Tbe mere assertion of 
a claim which the aiscrter never has and never could establbb, and which the reb* 
tire state never acknowledged, is a mere nullity, and can never snrely be urged as a 
legitimate bar to a connexion with another state, if it suits tbe poliey of such to ooo* 
tract it. 

It b scarcely necessary to recapitulate the history of tbe connexion between Siam 
and Quedah. It was the northernmost of the Maby states, aiwl next to the Samese 
government of Ligort; the first, therefore, to feel the effects of their proximity. It 
b admitted, at tbe time of the cession of tbe bland of Penang, to have presented 
the Socatgah Mom to Siam 2 but it b dear that it also occasionally sent the Boon^k 
Man to Ava. By tboae who attentively read the first agreement proposed for tbe 
ceMion, no donbt can be entertained that the protection of the Britbh Government 
against both Ava and Siam was the object in view. It certainly waa not considered 
at the time that the mere preaentation of the Baamg<tk Man placed the king in stich 
a state of subjection as to authorbe the direct interference, exaction, and oppresaion, 
afterwards practised; had it been so considered, it must have followed that the king 
had no right to cede, that we had no right to scce|>t the bland; but, in reality, the 
presentation of the Boongak A/os, according to the general practice of these coun¬ 
tries, bears rto such construction of drpeoflence as has been put upon it Siam 
scads the Boomgmk Mom to China; but we have never beard of China exerdaing any 
control oe intcrfcTcnee in tbe mtcmal government of Siam. Much misconstruction 
has arisen, aa oanal on such oeeasiona, by tbe erroneous application of European • 
and terms to Indian customs. BooapaA Afos has been confounded with tribute t 
atul then followed homage, vassalage, liege-lordship and supremacy, and all the 
feudal jargon of Europe, which, when applied to that part of the world, haa never 
fatfed to mislead the judgment and confound tbe understanding, llie triennial pre. 
sentation of the Bcomg^k Mm* being the only connexion that subsisted between 
Quedah and fHsm, the Britbh Government was fully justified in supporting the Iriwg 
against all future intetfsrence and cnrroachmenL Had the king ceded the whole 
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kingt]oro to the Britub Gorenunent, iiutcMi o£ the UUnd of Penmg, all the legiti¬ 
mate obligation the Goreroment iocurred to Siam wottkl have been the regular prc- 
•cDtation of the Boongak Mat, at done by their prcdeee t aora; beyond that, all 
ondue aggrcaaion of power on one part, and the unavoidable aubmitaion of w c a knew 
on the other, againit which the weak atate had a right to protect itself by a cod« 
nexion with a more powerful one, and another powerful atate, provided it suited ita 
own intereati, bad an uoqurttioaable right to bestow it. That a courte of policy 
founded on thii principle would not hare been opposed by Siam itself, aecnu per* 
fectly clear. 

Mr. Crawford, formerly Ilesident at Singapore, observed, ** A firm tone and 
vigorous conduct will be indispensably requisite. The Siamese are surrotuMlcd by 
weak neighbours, whom they have aubjugated, and to whom they dictate without 
resistance. This, aiul their great ignorance of all foreign nations, has rendered 
them, although essentially weak and puerile, avaricious, vain, and arrogant to such an 
extreme, as to fancy themaeivea nothing less than the very first nation on the globe. 
These unfounded pretentions mislead them so egregiousiy. that it is acarcely safe 
even to attempt to conciliate them; and thus the most moderate poUey on the part 
of other nations will alwap be in danger of being construed by them into timidity 
and apprehension of their own powers. From my own cxpctieitee of their singular 
and impracticable character, it ia my own conviction that, had the cireumstaoces of 
the time warranted the Penang Government in promptly repelling, even by military 
force, the threateneil invasion of the island, the partial invasion of the oppocite 
coast, and the threatening and arrogant language of the Government of Ligore, that 
the feara of the Siamese court would have iialuced it to have made ample atonement, 
to luve retraced its steps, to have withdrawn ita forces foam Quedah, and even fore* 
borne, in future, from meddling in the affairs of that state." It wna deemed advia. 
able, however, to follow another course. The encroachments of the Siamese were 
allowed; they made endlesa exactioot from the King of Quedah, rompclled him to 
attack Perak, anil, when bis resources were completely destroyed, drove him out of 
his kingdom. 

Colonel Burney has alluded to the opinion of Captain (now Major.Generel) 
>fclnnes, who held the oflloe of Malay traiuhuor a short time prior to the writer 
succeeding to that situation, and endeavours, upon that officer's authority, to trace 
the history of Siamese connexion with Perak back many centnries, overlooking 
entirely, as Captain Meinnes appears to have done, the very important fact, that 
that state had actually been taken from the Dutch by a British force from Penang, 
many years before tl^ date of bis report The fiict of its being adverted to at tho 
time, might have Mved Captain Meinnet the trouble of recurring to events centuries 
b^if , in order to establish a claim of Siamese supremacy, and would have prevented 
all the calamities which befel that country and have since bafollen Quedah, and saved 
an cnonnout expense to the East-Indb Company, the amount of which it would be 
difficult to cakulatc. 

With respect to Perak (which ts now Independent), iu history and political rda* 
lions are known, and have been clearly traced since the year of the lleijirat. 1021— 
A.D. 1012. It had all along been a dependency of Malacca. In 1619, it was con* 
quered, with Quedah. by the King of Achecn, and sent the Boongak Mat to that 
king. In 1612, Malacca was taken by the Dutch, with the assistance of the Acbe- 
ncsc. From that period. Perak ka$ beam a dependemcif cf tka Datck at Malacea / it is 
presumable that they got their title to it from the King of Achecn. Perak remained 
Buliyert to the Datrk, who established a Cactory and stockade there, for the purpose 
of securing their tin monopoly, up to the year 1795, when Malacca was taken poa* 
session of by the Britvtk GovtraMaai ; a detachment from Penang took pOAScssian 
of the fort of Perak, and after expelling the Dutrb, delivered up the whole country 
to its own king. In lt^>4~5, a difference arose between the kings of Perak and 
Sslengore respecting the boundary, when the former took poesesaion of the country.

Junk Ceykni itself wu plundered by the Bunnete in ISia 
The whole lime, troops, and attention of the Sianeie sutea of Cbampoan. Pungafa. 
and Ligore, were directed to tbe ooe object of keeping off tlie Burmese. From all 
that expense and trouble, they were reliered by our conquest of Tavoy and Mergul, 
and consequent interposition between them and their inretetate foe} for all the 
resources dirceted to tbe ahore object were set at liberty for other purtuiu; and 
late erenta sufflcienUy demonstrated that the first of tbesa objects was tbe subjnga. 
tion of tbe Malayan peninsula. It was contended by an officer that, tbe Malay states 
being of unsettled and predatory habits, and given to piracy, it would be better that 
tbe peninsula should under the dominion of a settled and powerful state. This 
does not correspond with the poQtkal prlndples generally ponued, and it could be 
shown tluU the same person who maintained this doctrine, expressed himself of a 
directly opposite optnion at other timea. It appears consUtent srilh reason, tl ist a 
few petty states, who never could possibly bo dangerous—who themselves, 
up to the BriUsb for protection, are not likely to harbour views of hostility against 
them—would be infinitely safer neighbours to petty commercial statea, than a 
powerful stale, able to draw a large force to a given point whenevet it soited its 


purpose. 

In respect to commercial contideraiionf, we can draw the best conclusion of pro. 
bable results from s refirreuce to principles which are in fuUeet operation, and it has 
never been understood that the Siamese at Bankok are more liberal in their regula. 
tioni of trade, or more fair in their dealings, than tbe Malay n^jahs. That tbe 
JIalay sutes are much addicted to piracy, is true j such, probably, will never be 
entirely endioted by local appliauion; but it may surely be hoped Uiat tbe ditcrcct 
exercise of that influence which the British Government will always possess, will 
lend to the progressive amelioration of the government of those itatcs, and the 
introduction of more peaceful hobita, and the prevention of such occurrences. 

But against the admission of Siamese supramary at all, there occurs another sen. 
ous objection. The detestatiou and avenion of tbe Malap thcmselrca to Siamese 
gorrrumrnt is so great, that wc may be assured that they would not yield without 
many struggles, as has been shown by the repeated attacks upon Quedab of late 
years, and a lo^ conrae of anarchy, confusion, ami interruption of commerce lias 
been, and will it is feared be, tbe inevitable result, notwithstanding the aclive port 
Uken by the Penang Government to secure to the Siamese tbe possession of Quedah. 
By the treaty with the Dutch, we have given op the right of forming any seulrmeiit 
or new political connection on the island of Sumatra; wc Imve, in return, received 
the corrwponding right to tbe Malay peninsula; but a line of policy, by which the 
ndmiss'ion of Siimesc supremacy would exclude us from the first purchase of its 
valuable productions, would ill compensate for tlie loss of what we relinquished. 

It was obterred by a high authority, directly after the conclusion of the treaty 
with the Dutch, in the year 1624, and the transfer of Malacca, that the ** Malay 
peninsula may be said to be virtually under tbe protection ©four nation, and it there¬ 
fore anumes a degree of importance which belonged to it at no fbnucr i»eriod.” 
Such vm also the impression of the Cabinet of Fmgland. Mr. Secretary Canning 
slated in the House of Commoni. that tbe cewion of ^falacca gave us tbe continuous 
possession of tbe whole of the Malayan peninsula. 

It b the opinion of the most experienctfd men, that we ought, from the date of 
oor firat ^patkm of .Malacca in 1795, to have declared the whole of these Malay 
states under our protection. When tbe Dutidi ceded Malacca to us in that year, they 
declared ^ the Malay stales, connected with them lor years, to have been only a 
rendered independent. Those states were, Perak, .Salengoru, 
nm Ilhio, ^ Johorr. The declaration was nude with the usual crooked 
HicT of t^l i^ion ; it was done with tbe sole view of lessening the political itn- 
po^ce of 5fala«a. The independence of those states was fully admitted by the 
nt captors, in consequence of the above declaration. Whatever the motive 
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miKtit br, the ileclanitioo certamiy left Uhmc «tatet at full tiheny to Ibnn what potU 
tical cfmnectiona they pleased; and there cannot be a question that the English 
might, at any period between 1705 and ]SI8. the date of the restoration of Malacca, 
have formed any connection it suited their policy to contract, with any or all these 
statea ‘rbere is little doubt that any one or all of those states would have eagerly 
embraced an offer, the acceptance of which would have permanently insured them 
against Dutch interference or dominion. We might have had Singapore, or any 
isknd or settlement in any pan of the continent. When ^falacca fell to bo restored 
to the Dutch at the close of the war, they could have no ju«t right of complaint at 
any interraediate cession to os by those states; they themselves declared them to be 
Independent; they gave us Malacca only hi I7D5, and Malacca was all they could 
expect to receive from us in 1818. It is singular to observe that, daring the long 
cutuse from 1795 to 1818, no means whatever were taken to establish British influ¬ 
ence, and to secure those commercial interests against Dutch interference. It was 
only then that Colonel Banncrman, Governor of Penang, at the suggestion of the 
mercantile community, sent agents to negotiate with Che chiefs of Perak, .Salengorc, 
Rhio, ond Pontiana. on the bland of Borneo; but the terms of any treaty and 
mgageraenl to he contracted were expressly to be confined to commercial, and not 
political objects; the main stipulation was, that those states should enter into no 
new treaty, nor renew any old one. of a mtore to exclude the trade with the British 
nation, or give a preference to any other. Tlie agent arrived too late at Pontnna; 
the Dutch were before him; but the chiefs of Perak, Salengorc, and Rhio, willingly 
entered into the arrangement. The Saltan of Rhio then agreed to cede to the 
British Government the Carimon Islands; and such cession, bad it then been made, 
would, under circumstances explained, have given indbputable right of possession ; 
liut the Governor of Penang considered himself as restricted from the power of 
entering into political treaties, and the opportunity of completing the engagement by 
actual occupation was lost; nor does it appear to have occurred to him that a com- 
miTruI treaty could be of no use without a political one ; lliat unless the British 
Government took care to maintain the stability and independence of the contracting 
state, a mere commercial treaty would be of no araiL 

Exactly so it turned out; the Dutch took |>ouessioa of Malacca in September, 1616. 
The nature of the commercial treaty previously entered into, but unfortuiuitcly not 
carried Into execution, came to their knowledge; the very first thing they did was to 
despatch the Dutch admiral, to reimpose, by force, upon Rhio, the old treaty of 171:1V 
—a treaty whereby the Sultan declares himself to be a vassal of Holland—the soow 
tnaty which the Dutch, in ceding to us Malacca in 1795, derived to have ao /irct 
and effect, and to have been annulled by the declaration of the Sultan’s independence; 
and by virtue of this treaty so renewed, our subsequent occupation of Singapore waa 
disputed. The treaty of dependence was renewed, much in the same manner, with 
Bhumbo and Salengore shortly after. 

The conduct of the Peiumg government, from the time of their establishment, as 
well as that of their immediate predecessors, up to the year 1818, it is not easy to 
explain. If they acted under restrictive oeden from superior authority, nothing more 
is to be said; but if, as suspected, and there b too much reason to believe, with 
jurtioe, they wilfully abstained from the exertion of tbeir means and infiuence. and 
lost the favourable opportunity of establishing a more eastern settlement, and thus 
placing the British commerce in the Straits beyond the poorer of foreign rivalry and 
competition, from on apprehension that their own settlement might sufTer, tlirir 
conduct cannot be sufficiently reprobated. The course pursued in respect to the 
small state of Perak was alike inconsistent with sound policy as \rith justice. 

The whole of the events narrated are tingubuly illuatimive of the consequences 
generally resulting from a forbearing policy, alwa}-a recommended, and somi times 
pursued. To abstain from all interference with our ncighbouts'—to leave tlicm in the 
independent exercise of their {Kiwcr—is morally right, and would be politically wiac, 
if the other kUooger power otnerved the same policy in rcgvd to the weaker states;

It won only in Urn year 
1826, and but a lew moatha before tbe lat of March, the dote fixed for the 
execution of the treaty of 17th March, 1824^ and tbe interchange of territory, 
that MoUcai wna altered frum a govemaient and mode a preaidency under Java, 
Rhio being then only placed under tbe Government of Batavia. Tbe object 
of tbo iotemol arrangement waa clear enough, rir. to diaploce Rhk> from the 
dependence of Malacca at tbe time of ccMion. ood tbua place it beyond the reach 
of the orticlea of the treaty I But wliat wna Rhiu at tbe time the treaty woa 
made? In the eyea of all, and to all inteuta and purpoaea, a dependency of Malacca, 
ao ronaidered b tbe BriUah acUlement odjoinbg; in what light viewed 1^ the high 
contracting poitiea b Europe it not known, and by that tht question muat bo deter* 
mined; by the btcmt and meaning of the contracting ponies, under clear and dia* 
tinct explanotiooa of the actual state of thinga forming the auljcct of negotiation 
and nltimotc contract. I am not aware that this has ever been done. Tbe Dutch 
ore still b po asea aion of Rhio, and it enables them to control a great pan of tbe 
trade b a qtuner where, it ia bettered, from tbe foregoing cifcuntaiaucea, they haw 
tM> right to be. and to lojurt the British trade. Why, if it were not blended the Dutch 
•hould quit Rhiu, is it inaeitcd b one of tbe oiticica of the treaty, that the English 
shall not form any settlement on tbe bland of Bbtang. on which Rtuo b? Tbe 
intent, duubtleaa, of tbe Britbh negotiators was, that tbe Dutch slwuld evacuate 
the fort, and the place be left b posoeasion of tbe native chief i for it b clear they 
could not beve coatempioted a Britbh settlement on the same small blond on which 
the Dutch were previously poated. It b hoped this will not be overlooked b any 
future diacuaabn with tbe Dutch Gorenuneot. 1 do not hesitate to say the Britlob 
lave, b Ihb cnee, been token advantage ot 

Might, 1 am aware, doea not couatitute right i and it by no means follows, in a 
moral pobt of view, that because we can we ought to do a certob thing; but in the 
case before us, might, right, and good policy, were with ua. The Malay statea ora 
not the natural subjects of Siam; they never were ao; they are of a dilTcreot race, 
religion, and language. Their aneertora camu not from the nonb; not Irom Siam, 
but from the island of Samatm. They eotoblishcd thcmoclrea on the unuecupied 
shores of tbe Malay pentnaula, owed no olle^ance to Sioio. and were purely inde* 
pendent alatca. We did not seek their subjugatiua to ourselves; we wanted iwoe 
of their territory; on the coatnry, every principle of sound policy forbade such 
acqobitioa. From the posseasion of regions of trocklcu jungles and primeval 
forests, no advantogu could be draw-n. bowoxr fonile the soil may be found in a 
tropical country, witboot bdnatrioua inhohiunto. Tbooe we find foom Martaban to 
Pubt Ro m a n b are oouiporntively aunk in apathy and indifference in many places, 
in cooscqncDce of the onaettlcd and disturbed stato of the country; yet we find that 
l^uedah formeriy exported largely groin, poultry, and other produce, for the supply 
of tbe British settlcmenia. The Malay now looks for wealth principally b hb 
probo, by trade, or too often by piracy, as opportunity may best offonL That the m*> 
truductioa of induatrbiu agricuhorbts from Europe, however, would give a stimulus 
to the improvetneot of tbe lotid, and the discovery of the minerals and oclter Crets- 
sutea with which the p enins ula abou n da. and that, if a protecting system were 
extended, therv ia no queatkm, but that such would be cordially received under many 
of the notivo governments. It is with a view to commerce the British

Hitherto, 
there has been ito dilBeulty in tbis respect; the state of Quedah has screed as a 
barrier betsreen the Siamese possessions and the Company’s territories, and has been 
bound to us Ay trmty, and redprocalfy enpaytd fir omr bem^t.- 

6. Colonel John Alexander Banoerman, many years ago a director of the East- 
Indla Company, and afterwards Governor of Penang, in alluding to the demands of 
the Siamese, in 1810, sayi ; —Independent of the cause of humanity, which has 
nei’er been disr^arded by the Britisb Gorenunent or our honourable employers, 
there are many other motives that strongly bias me at this juncture in ikrour of his 
Majesty of Quedah's proposition.** 

7. Mr. PhiUips, who was Goremor of Penang at the time of the invasion of 
Quedah by the Siamese, observed, in Dec. 1821 z—“ It appears to me, that the 
British Government should not hesitate to endeavour to obtdn the restoration of 
our ally to the throne of his ancestors ** (the same chief styled by Captain Burney 
** late yaremer”), ** because it is our undoubted policy to prevent the rtear approach of 
the Siainese influence and power, and because his restoration, tf efTected by our 
means, would redound highly to the honour aiKl reputation of the British character 
amongst the surrounding Malay states." 


[Some official documents, published in Calcutta, place the affiiira of Quedah 
and the case of Tuanku Mahomed Sand in a light more favourable to our 
Indian Government than that in which they were exhibited before the Recor. 

Court at Penang, and we can only regret that the non*appearance of a 
representative on the part of the Government, at the trial, kept back these 
facta from the public, and suffered its judgment to go by default. 

It is stated, that no promise was made to the king of Quedah, who ceded 
Pcnnng, to assist him against the Siamese or any of the Malay states; that 
the king was perfectly aware of the anxiety of Lord Comwnliu’a Government 
to avoid any engagement that could bring it into collUion with Burmah or 
Siam, and he accepted a money consideration, on a clear understanding that no 
political aid was to be afforded him. It appears that Capt, Glass, in 178", Mr, 
Crawfurd, in 1821, and Col, Burney, in 1825, expressly stated, as the result 
of inquiry, that Quedah was tributary to and dependent upon Siam, and hod 
been so from the earliest knowledge which Europeans had of the state; that, 
after the cession of Penang to ui, the uncle of the present king having usurped 
the throne, he went to Bankok, performed homage, and received an honorary 
title, together with an order to the uncle to resign the throne, which order 
was obeyed, and tliai the present king of Quedah, some years after, sent up 
his eldest son and prime minister to do homage before the king of Siam, and 
again acknowledged Quedah to be dependent on Siam, The treaty for the 
cession of Penang is said to have been broken by the king of Quedah’a refusal 
to permit the free export of provisions to Penang. When, in 1810, the king 
applied to tbc Stmiu’ Covernroent for protection against the Siamese, the 
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Supreme Goro^nment dccloml that it waa an admitted fiKt that Quedab had, 
from time immctnorUI, acipiicsccd in the paramount authority of Siam. When 
aeated upon the throne by order of the king of Siam, the preeent kiag, it ia 
fsid, misgoverned the country, disgusting hit own chiefs, and causing hit own 
brothers to revolt against him, some of whom compbined to the king of Siam, 
who summoned the king of Quedoh repeatedly to appear at Bankok, but in 
vaio. On this account, and because he had viobted some of the conditions 
on which he bad been placed by them on the throne, the Sbmete, in 1821, 
expelled him from Quedab. When the king fled to Penang, bo was informed, 
by desire of the Supreme Government, that he must not turn the protection 
aflbrdcd him into a means of annoying the Siamese; nevertheless, be intrigued 
with the Burmese and others to attack them. When Mr. Crawfurd proceeded 
to Siam, in 1822, he was informed by the Supremo Government tlmt it bad 
recognued, after fuM inquiry, the dependence of Quedab oo Siam, and be ad¬ 
mitted it at once in bis negotiations with the Siamese roinisten. When Msjor 
Burney was sent to Siam, he endeavoured to procure terms for the king of 
Quedab, but found the resentment of the Siamese agidnst the king too high to 
admit of any negotiation; they maintained their own rights of sovcreigDty 
over Quetbh, and determined on no account to allow the king to return to h. 
The Straiu’ authorities attribute the atucks on Quedab, both in 1831 and 
1838, to certain British inhabitanU in Penang, who have no objection to be 
the general receivers of Quedab booty, or, as they call it, prize property. Ma- 
homed Saadb rapacity spared neither Malays nor Siamese. Major Low says 
that there U not a respectable man, unconnected with the ex-rajah and the Pe- 
Bang party, who wiU not admit that the Siamese rule in Quedab U more mild 
and equitable than was that of the cx-rajob, who, to prerent hia subjects rour- 
muring sgainst his evil government, was in the hsbit of having their mouths 
sewed up. CoL Burney mentions having seen some of these victims of crudtv 
—EoiToa.]

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MEMOIRS OF A GRIFFIN, 
av CAPTAIN belli: w.

I MotT here interrupt the thread of my namuiTe, in order to give a few 
porticulora respecting mj host and his family, which may aerve as samples of 
the olden time of India. 

The general was the youngest of the ten sons of Sir Gerald Capsicum, a 
fire-eating baronet of a “ rale outd ancient Irish family,** and was sent to 
India about anno I7M, with little more than bis sword, his brogue, and the 
family love of fighting, wherewith to assist him on in the world. The 
gcocral*a career bad been varied, and he bad gone through all the adventures, 
public and domestic, which usually happened to those whose lot, in respect 
to time and place, had been similarly cast. I have said the general was an 
Irishman; it follows, as a natural consequence, that be was extremely sus¬ 
ceptible of the tenderest of passions; and as in his early days there were few 
white dames in the land, like many others, be e'en put up with a bbek one— 
attached himself to Sung Sittara Begum (the ' Queen of Stars *), one of the 
gazelle-eyed daughters of Hiud. No doubt, though I never saw her, she 
resembled many of those fascinating maids, whom I have seen; adorned with 
rings and chains and chaplets of Cbumbalie, chewing paun and betel (** pop 
ond cracker," as the European soldiers call them), smoking a kulian, or 
talking sweet nonsense, “ mtriet Aolrc,*' to a pretty paroquet, cocking up his 
little plum-coloured head, and listening to it with all the gravity of a moon- 
ahcc. This union, though not cemented by the forms of marriage, was, on 
the whole, more harmonious and enduring than many that are. I say on the 
whole; for if tradition may be depended on, the Queen of Stars more than 
once^*oo/ce aairrrd* the general—a trait of vivacity sometimes exhibited by 
native ladies, and which is equivalent to the curtain lecture of the west. With 
these trifling breaks, the union long harmoniously subsisted, and waa not 
finally dissolved till the angel of death, one fine day, summoned the Queen of 
Stars to her kindred seventh heaven. By the begum, the general had Major 
John Capsicum, an officer in the service, and commanding the forces of, hta 
highncM Ram Row Bhow Punt, the Jam of Gburrumnugger, a Moliratta poten¬ 
tate of small note, whose territories it might be difficult to discover in the map. 
Secondly, Augustus, an indigo planter in the district of Jessore, commonly called 
by the general’s native servanu (who, like all the rest of the fraternity, were not 
mu fail at European names) ** Diagustus Sahib;" and .Mrs. Colonei Yellowly, 
a lady of high and indomitable spirit, who died some years before the period 
lo which 1 am referring, and of whom I could learn little more from record 
or tradition than that she was rather celebrated for the manufacture of Chutoee 
and Dopiajah curry, talked a good deal of a certain terra imeoffuita called 
“ home," and ultimately went off rather suddenly, from eating (it was supposed) 
loo many mangofiikb; or, ms some affirm, from chi^rin in consequence of 
having a point of precedence decided against her, arising out of a dispute with 
■ presidency party as to who de jure should first come in or go 
^i. The stickling for precedency, by the way, b a disorder very prevalent 
in colonial dependencies; and like gravitation, which increases with the squares 
of the distance, its intensity seems to be governed by a somewhat similar 
law, and to exist in an inverse ratio to the apparent cause for it.

The canremtion WM here checked by the entrance of a native lerTant* 
who, with cEoaed hondj, and io n manner profoundly reepoctful, said tome* 
thing in B11 undcr-tono to tha boehtse sahih, ^’(jinrel Copjiicum," mid Mrs, 
C.* M the sert'atiL withdrew^ " hero U your won Aiigiistue arrived-** *' la be?'* 
mid the oid general, jumping lip and ihrowine down tlie paper; "faith, then, 
1*01 find of it, Hud ye haifctt*i told, mo a fdeaAuJitcr thing for u long tlmr, niy 
deer,*' Tlieie words wereAcnrceiy ultcfcd, when u dirk hlnck-whtBkercd omn* 
of a frank and ingenuouif counieiumce, with a huating-cap on bia heitd, and a 
whip in hi* htind, eiitencd the room, and running up to the old goucral nod 
Kixing hU eitfiiuJeJ hand Id both his own, io n itianner which hespohe 
genuine warmth and afleciion,exclaimed ; " How arc you, Sir ? ijuite recovered, 
1 hope, from yaur lut otLiioli ?*' " Well, my boy, well I '* «aid the eeneruJ, 
bis eyci sjiarkUfig with plmsurc a* Im meaaiii'cd hu atalwart dark offspring 
from hetul to foot, m if in some doubt na to whether he eouhl realty bo iho 
airn of auch a brawny chicl.

bitd then a kindred affficlJonX the light terti,. and other " tiny kiiJ^ahnwa," 
blended With nn ntTiiy of tropical fruit.

U or wiis not unfrequen t amoagsl the indigo plauters In India, a pretty ptain 
priiofor mahadmintstrailon ortichdcncy of the more Jegitimate kind of justice, 
men ficliiom reaortiug to the ordeal of battle when n more peaceable ennde of 
setLlcmeut may be founds But the parts of his eonTenation which most dh> 
lighted me^ were the accounts he gave of sundry hog ami bijifsEo hunts, and 
which, after deducting about 50 per cent, on account of embelLrahmcnti—for 
aporCTnen, like poets, must be allowed wme eomidcrahlo latitude in thac way— 
were realty vi-ry exciting* In fact, 1 told him J was dyppg to Fiavc a touch nt 
the hog^ and buOmnet myself, and that I ho-peJ it would not be long before J 
fleshed niy maiden spear on a few of ibe former. This looked mthcr like a 
Csh for an invitation to the JunglesvOr Factory, and I won’t swear that I was 
wholly without design on the worthy indigo planter's hospitality in making the 
remark ; whether he viewed itin ibis light or not, \ cannot sny, but he promptly 
said he should be lia|ipy to gmiify my lunging in that Jjac* if I would go aud 
spend a fortuighi with him at bis ryctory. I replied, " I should be delighted 
to accompany hTrii, If I could obtnln Icnvc*’' ^ Oh/' said he, “ that difficulty 
can easily bo overcome j my father, I dare any, will give you a nole to a fnend of 
hts in the adjutant genenJ'a office, who’ll procure you leuvt at once,^’ " I 
ahcJl have a grate date of pleasure ia so doing/' salil the general; but,'"Augu-stus, 
uenv, I intratc you, lade the youpg tmn into no scrapes ; and don't let us hear 
of hi) being gored by' a buflalo, or ote up by a tiger, or kilted by aotne of them

One of the moat jLEccoisftil apccimena of thU class, in point of popularity, 
id the B^>ota/ Shdibad —which musiE not be confoutided, aa it hot aomotimea 
been, with the tole of Slndhad the SBUor« Thia work haa been traaBlaLedj or, 
with various modificationi, and under diflernnt names, rc-produced, in acvcral 
Eastern langueges, and had at nn early period found its way Into some of ihs 
Inngiiagej of Europe, whither it may bare been Grit brought by the cruuderf. 

It la mem Ion ed so early na the tenth century by tha celebrated hlvtoriam 
Mis'iidif at being then well-known, nuJ as the work of no Indian philosopher' 
named Siadlbnd. The version through wliich it wiis known in Mu^bdl's 
time i< not ataieJ, but wc runy conclude that it was cither Artibie or Pamien, 
The Hebrew version of the »imD work, under the title of tho Parables af Sln- 
dabar,! has been proved to dale, at least, ns fnr back na the end of the tivelfkh 
century. 

Early in the thirteenth century, a Latin, Iranaifltion or imitation (made, it m 
conjectured, from tbc Hebrew) appeared, under the title of Siitoria 
Sapi^uM Ram^i it-i author was Uam Jehans, a monk of the Abbey of Haute 
Setve, in the diocese of Xancy. 

A Greek version, under the title of S^aitpaif. wei exceuted by Andrcopu-^ 
luB, a CliristiAn, of whom nothing is knowa, bat who in his prologue iaforms 
US, that he translated it from the Syriac. A brief notice in prose, following the 
prologue, atBtn the w^ork to have been originally written by *' Moutoa, the Per- 
jjian.” Th]j version waa publiahod from two idonmctiptii in ibn Kin^i Library 
at Plaris, by Boisaonmle fPtiriv, lliSS), who comidcri it very recent,” but 
offers no predse conjecture aa to its age. Ihicler supposes thia to have been 
the Original nf the Ldtin verakin ; Loiselcar dea Langehatnps^ thinks it more

Thither this king hoTing on 
one occaatoa gone to bunt, and looking towards the town end market which 
wsra oti ji, saw, at the comer of a atreet, n goat eonstantly butting at an old 
womao. Calling to him thn JcaJeni of bia army, he deaired them to look in 
that direction ofld observe what ts-m going oq. The king woa hiitiBcirdf opinlDn 
that w the flocks were nil hii own jubjecta, it was hie duty to inEerfere; but 
the general of tbs army thought the matter too tiifiiog to bo noticed. The dis¬ 
pute waxed high, and na the ofEcera of ths army sided with their general, the 
moninch abdicated, and withdrew to another country, and they cboiea new 
king. 

The goat still continued its practice of butting it the old womnn; and one 
day that she hod been to ask £re rrom a ueighbour, the goat struck her so 
violently with his hortia when she woa her guard, u to draw blood. Enraged 
at ihU, she applied the £rc which ihe held la the goat's deecc, which kiodlcd, 
anil the anioial ran to thp stables of the elephant-keeper, nnd nibbed hii riJca 
agoitiit the reeds and willows. They caught Ere, which the wind moasproul, 
ind the head and face of the warlike elephanti were scorched.

Ixjvedaj and Mr. 3Iaaaon; the former having had irona put on him at night, 
wfailat the other mu free.” Uereupon 3[r. Masaon remarka:—** I obaerred to M r. Rom 
Bell, that Lieut. Lovedajr waa conaidered the great prize, and bad unlockily ineurred 
to much hatred, that it araa not deemed neceaaaiy to obeerve any ceremony with 
him. I bad before explained that I waa regarded with no particular anirooaity, and 
waa mtiveraally held guiltleM of the Crimea, real or Cmcied, imputed to him. It 
appeara to me rather atrange. that becaoae 1 was not ironed, I slwuhl be ana. 
pecCed—as if two men fell into tbe water, and one waa drowned, while llte other 
cleared binuclf. tbe latter waa to be taken to account for not being drowned too—or 
did Capt. Bean wish me to bare applied for irona ? I had nothing to do with tbe irona i 
had they been put on me, 1 would bare said nothing, and roust bare aubmitted, aa 
poor Loveday waa compelled to do. In my progress from Quetta to Shlkarporr, 
when at Dadur, Molabdad, who bad been our keeper, hearing I waa in the camp, 
paid me a viait. 1 asked him the raason why irona were put on Lieut. Loveday t be 
replied, at the instance of Khan Mahomed and Yuaef Khan. I asked him why 1 
WM exempted; be replied, on account of Faix Ahmed. 1 then asked him whether, 
bad not Khan Mahomed and Yuaef Khan urged the matter, the darogah would have 
put irons on Lieut Loveday; and he answered, that he thought not. I further 
asked him respecting the treatment of Lieut Loveday after 1 left, and be said it 
waa predsdy (he same as when I waa with him, aa to food, &c.; but anxiety and 
poor health had brought him low, and created a disrelish for food, which mode him 
prefer little (hings prepared by Molabdad's people to tbe repasu brought from ibe 
young Khan’s Idtcbcn. I inquired whether tbe darogab bad given orden to slay 
Lieut Loveday: and Molabdad replied, that be was absent, but thought not: and 
then most positively affirmed, in answer to another query, that to himself be luul 
never given such orders, even should attempt to rescue be made. Molabdad said, 
be understood that Mahomed Kasim was the man who slew Lieut Loveday, ainl 
without any other Incitement than his own bad feeling, or to gratify revenge, having 
lost his brother at tbe flrst capture of Kbclat. 1 may here note that up to the time 
whui I left Mustung. the dorugah. Gool Maliumed, was the man who preservi'd 
both of us from the veugeatu'e of the Brahui«, amongst whom were many who used 
to insist that we should be slain by the darogah, that he should commit himself aa 
fully as (hey had done by tbe slaughter of Munahi Ghulam Hussain and the sepoys. 
Tbe insidious mode of expression adopted by Capt Bean. I understand, bad led to 
an idea, in many quarters, that 1 was not even u prisoner: my explanations served 
to set tbe nutter right** 

** Having made tbe envoy and minister acquainted with tbe foregoing circum. 
aUncm," continues Copt Bean, ** I rectired instruction*, should Mr. Masson fall 
Into my hands, to detain him here until the pleasure of Gov*emmcnt should be 
Bseertained rtganling him." Mr. Maason observes:—" Nuthitqt would give mo 
greater pleasure thou to obtain copies of the correspondence which passed between 
Capt. Bsan and the envoy and miniater, as from it I have little doubt but something 
of the under-plut cotmcctcd with my arrest would be developed. Poor Lieut. 
l.oveday told me be was aware I was obooxiotu to Ibe envoy and minister, and 
he bad beard a good deal of me at Shikarporc. 1 did not take the trouble of aaking 
lihn what ba had beard. I may confess, tlut I entertaui Uie coovictioo that the coo. 
doct of both Luul. Loveday and Capt. Bean was iufluenced by the desire to iagra. 
tiaie and reeofflmciid themselves to the envoy and minister. I have fdt for some 
years that that functionary was inimical to me, aiul while secretary to tbe Govern¬ 
ment, l»e bad it in his power seriously to thwart my vlewa aiul impede my punuits; 
nor did be neglect bis opportunities of doing so. 1 shall lay the proofs before Uu 
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Mfi NiUiOttf and KhelaL

then he begins to ibint it time to luoJt to the main chance* But wrhat is his 
fi^iiun ? ^Suppose brtn a lieutenaui, in diurge of a rojitpany; he rcceiref 
about KiwiJbEl a month, a loni jurt tuffii itnL t« enable him to Uve only com^ 
furtubly, lo kcdp lu,(,i,rie, anil his letf, I -i>«k of H Eientcnnnt of 

m anirii , a Jratcoacii of hurMj artillery w travolry lio-s more pay, hq.t iheni hn 
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expenses move ftari p^un, for be mu»i muster two horses, ntid his erenutre* 
nients arc much more costly, ami his mess bill is great, from the mere circum¬ 
stance of these branches of the service always being at large stations, aiul 
being calletj upon to give balls and public dinners. Nor does tbc circumstance 
of the recent increase of full-batta stationi much amend the matter, inasmuch 
as the native servants are now wily enough to demand fulhbatta wages at these 
stations. 

We arrive, then, at thU conclusion ;—A young man has been in the coun¬ 
try, say eight years; he has become prudent, and aware of his real position ; 
he stand* about the middle of the lieuteoants in his engagement; he has con- 
tracte<l debts to the amount of Rs. 1,00b or Rs. 2,000; ho receives not quite 
Rs.300 a month; he can barely kee]i himself comfortable and his duns quiet; 
to put by, ai tavrd, Rs-10, would be hopeless, lliiis, there is nothing to stimu¬ 
late or animate; hut what is still worse, this condition is very, very often last¬ 
ing; it continues for ten, twelve, fifteen years; and, yet worse than all, it termi¬ 
nates in nothing marA better; a Company, with Rs.^ODa month, by which means 
the individual is fterhaps able to pay off bis debts in two years, leaving him, alter 
fifteen years’ service, without a shilling in the world. There are scores ami 
i^tires of such cases in the service, and the simple remedy for the evil is 
this :—A progressive increase of pay, advancing with the years of service as 
lieutenant and captain, which might graduate from Ha. 300 toRs.GOO a month; 
and this would lie so great a boon, that, in order to meet the additional expen¬ 
diture, a dedoctiofl of Rs. lOUa month might be made from the commumi 
allowance of majors and colonels subsequeutly commanding regiments. It is 
in the first fifteen ycara of his service that a man gets hamticretl and involved, 
and it is by that time, if ever, that ho is ronvinced of tbc necessity of doing 
something for his future comfort; but, if still under the rank of a field officer, 
what enn he do? He has no means, bis prospect is gloomy, and his inten¬ 
tions and purposes are oppressed and hojieiess. 

Sialf appointments are, of course, exceptions to the, alas! too eencral 
rule. A qtiarter-master or adjutant of a regiment, receiving from Rt, 350 to 
Rs. 400 a month, may save a little money; the officers of departments may 
ulso do so; but numerous as stafi*appointments fortunately are, there are hun¬ 
dreds thus unprovided for. 

It is only the higher grades of the service that have now any chance of sav¬ 
ing money; and it is not always that they »*//. I acknowledge that the w^nt 
of means is in some coses to be attributed to tbc great indiscretion and impru¬ 
dence of the individuals themselves. Colonel M- once played until he 

li»st every thing he was worth in tbc world, except his buggy and horse, which 
were widting fur him at the door; these be at last staked and lust, and then 
borrowed them to convey him home. This ruinous practice of gambling is, 
happily, vastly less than in hy-gone times; io fact, the whole scope of Indian- 
Englisb society, in its amusemenctt, tone, and morality, is greatly improved 
within tliese few yciirs; a circumstance unquestionably in some considerable 
degree to be atinbutod to the great influx and infiuence of females of educa¬ 
tion and connection with the country, ladies who have relumed to join and 
live with their (larcnta in India. When female society consisted chirflv of 
marketable ffiir ones, they did not possess sufficiently the respect of the male 
sex to insure them weight and influence; but the state of the case is greatly 
changed siiice the accessioo of a great number of ladies, who, having been 
sent early to fingboil, and there received a first-rate ed'icatioa, nod having 
cuoie bock to India under every sanction of iluty, aflcction, and consutenry 
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naturalljr receive that homage and reaped which Englishmen, more than any 
other people in Uie world, poy to tlie aex, and which reacts upon their own 
habita and feelings. 1 would nioM fervently pray for the failure of every 
scheme for getting up an educational eatablishment at the Neilghcrriea,or any* 
where else, to save the deportation of English children to the parenlaJ coun¬ 
try. If Much a Mchemc were to be eflccted, it would ultimately be the ruin of 
Anglo-Indian society, by pouring into it a aucceasion of half-educated girl*, 
with long fingers and ahort waista, dresaetl in white muslin frocks with yellow 
ribbons, and having only one single qualification for domestic life—the capa¬ 
bility of breeding. 

The ball* given by the artillery at the Mount were attended by all the iiUe 
of the presidency. There yet remaina one source of mischief to be done 
away with on the occasion of regimental holla, and ihia ia the ** second aup- 
|>crM.'’ When the ladies and big-wigs have retired, perhaps about midnight, 
the bache'ors arc sadly in the habit of ordering what is commonly called “grilled 
bones and a devil,” a s|)ccies of stimulant, which necessarily calls forth, according 
to the season, cool lieer or mulled claret, which in its turn also too often leads 
to quarrels brought to mortal arbitrement. The very first reprimand, or 
trigging, which I received, was for a piece of forgetfulncas of military costume 
at a second supper, after an artillery boll. The “ banquet ball” was deaertod 
hy ail the dancers, and the lingerers had sat down to a second supper; finding 
it very hot, and having drank rather too much milk-punch, &c., during danc¬ 
ing, 1 tlirew ofiT my black neck-cloth and hung it across my chair<back. This 
hrmch of costume was soon spied by a fat captain, who was what is commonly 
called a gran bachelor—that is, living seporate from his wife; he immediately 
sent an officer to me, to request that I would “ put on my slock or leave the 
fttble.” At that time, not being much accuatumed to military nicattes, I 
remember 1 felt eilremely iudignint at what I considered an attack upon the 
liberty of the subject. Having remained some months with the horse artillery 
at the Mount, and having found this a period of great enjoyment, 1 might 
almost say happiness, 1 received one morning an order from bend>quarters to 
proceed forthwith to Vellore; there to put myself under the orders of the 
officer conimanding the —th regt. N.l.; to proceed with that regiment to BrU 
lary, and there join the King’s 46th regt. 

This order opened a new scene, and called for new requirements; the latter 
I placed entirely in the bands of my servant. It is a very easy thing in Eng¬ 
land to pock up your few traps in a portmanteau, take your place outaide a 
coach, and travel from Berwick to Uie I<and'a-End. To move a hundred miles 
in India is quite another affiiir. My first distance, to Vellore, I found on 
inquiry to be about eighty miles; from thence to Bcllary 1 found to be about 
three hundred. As far as actual supplies were required, I hod but to lay in 
for the first journey, as I should have the advantage of n regimental mcas for 
the second journey. For a suboltem to travel, eacept on the outside of a 
horse, seems out of the question, and this, having health, is perhaps the rea¬ 
diest and plcaantest mode of travelling. 1 was possessor of that essential 
article in India, a horse; it remained for roe to provide bullocks to carry my 
Gracious powers 1 what an array of luggage seemed gathering in 
the verandah at the eve of departure 1 Soop-tureen, disbea, hot-water plates, 
tea-pot, kettle, milk-bowl, tumblers, wine-glasses, salt-cellar, frying>pan, grid¬ 
iron, apil, coffee-pot, candle-shade, articica ad iaJtaUwm, all lying about wait¬ 
ing to be packed in cowry' baskets; mingled with bullock-trunks, cot, bcddinii, 
&C. &c. As I mgy have occasion to speak of mouther longer and more vari^ 
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march [hail cht otic froni [he Moiint to Betlnr;^ I shall not enter into nnj 
ilcialti hcto Eicqit acme three or lour f marchcil Wnc catfA n^a ta Vellore.

Their very D|ipearaijce tmuiifwted the reantt of the inward conflict; pale 
rather emaciated, Cfravo in manner, leriom, in eiprewion, gentle hut dlitmt 
in inEercourse, early from the mea^-toble every day, and absent oliogeEher from 
It OO Sundays I they lived If only in anticipation of death, otid sceraeJ to 
curry corporate forms wiihouE corporeal perceptions, 

.\ thfEo humlred mlfe^^ in.irch in Indio, tviiAoai the cholera, i( one of the 
ideaianteHt things in life f ni;* the cholera, h k one of the most mi^crahlo. 
The firai week of irinviiig introduced into our Kirop that Bnost hcnrihle compa¬ 
nion f Z mny have to say so much of it hereafter, tllat J *halt mt but litelo 
now. We lost about twenty sepoys. 

One of the great comfort, in [ad[a is the stability of the weather; no one 
rlimks of moving, under ordiriarycircnmitances, during ihe motmoon or rainy 
season ; the removal of corpn, therefore, brio- generally confined to the dry 
SCMOB, the weather may be reekooeJ upon to a certainty. It was a mere ptr- 
verae >%mtirk of Johnson, when he add (he man ia a fool whose feclJuw urn 
affected by the weathLT; the sage had lived so long in the dull atmosphere of 
JrJeet Street, that, lieing himself insensate to tlie varied influcncM of summer 
ami winter. ^pr,»- and autumn, he wo? unwilling that others should be A 
bot land-wipd in India will either rip up the tumblers on a dinner-table or 
atnfce a hon^e across die loins and cripple him for life. Were it bm possible 
to have Boch a cc«»ts[ence, I cannot conceive any thing more irnlv paradisaical 
than tngland m her full summer costume with an Indian atmosph^e and cli¬ 
mate. The leaiperatnre of the ntm(»phcrr. however, in some parts of India, 
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fltictnatM nio*t iiir|irh<tni;ly in twenty'four hours. Aftrr wc hml aarenJctl »hr 
(*hsuts,aml were luinkin;; ihrmtzh ■ port of thi* Mysore country, we experlrncrj 
thii ; for one day the thermniueter in n tent stood in the middle of the day at 
llO^Fahreobi'it, and at three in the roilua in;* morning* the same in*truroentin the 
aame tent atood at 54°; in fact, one ni;;ht 1 lay under a sheet, a thick blanket, 
a counterpane, and o hoat*cluak, hut could scarcely keep myself warm withal. 

I have always con>ddered the Mysore ctMiiiiry not ilUadapled for Enylinh 
a^trirultuml operations; the strongest impediment (might I aay the only one?) 
is the continued dry weather; I do not say that this is an insttpcralde im;>eUi« 
meni, nor shutild I despair of being able to introduce into it the actual four* 
course system of English husbandry. This is the system which has brought 
English husbandry to its present excellent condition; a system introduced 
from Scotland. Now the question is, what is there to prevent this system 
from being introduced into the Mysore? I most fimdy believe nothing ! But 
there arc several instiers which would require time and experience to nsccrtoln. 
Tltcfcoil of many purts of Nottinghamshire, Northamptonshire, ns also of some 
parts of Hulland, Flanders, and France, in which excellent crofis of turnip and 
rape are grown, is sandy and friable; this, however, is renderml more compact 
and closer hr dressings of heavy straw manure from under folded cattle. The 
soil of the Mysore is of the same sandy nature, and might be modified by the 
nine operathm. 

The climate of the Mysore is certainly not hostile to atrkiilluraJ pursuits, 
as is evident by the rural population being addicted to them. Any person lra> 
versing the extent of France, from Calais to Geneva, who has been in the 
Mysore, will sec very much in the former to remind hint of the latter. It may 
not, perhaps, be feasible to carry out the English four«course system ht kind, as 
ttimipii. bortey, clover, wheat; but it may be very feasible to adopt it in the 
fimndatiun principle of a green crop and a white crop alte*natcly. Tite atmos¬ 
phere of Mysore is, for a very considerable part of the year, cloudy; the innro- 
ingv and evenings are cool, the nights dewy, and shower* of rain are of not 
unfrrquent occurrence in the dry season; these things arc all greatly in favour 
of agriculturJ operation*. There is something feudal in the general aspect of 
parts of Mysore. A pair of oxco yoked; a little primitive plough ; grain fields 
being gathered in; the people inhabiting villages fortified by square mud walla, 
entered through gatewnys. 

Few. if any, of the arts have been so stationary as agriculture, and among 
the tnaatfulJ benefits conferred by England upon India, agricultural improve- 
mcnls have found no place; and yet the natives of many districts in India are 
decidedly a {lasioral people, nut only as feeders of dock*, hut os tillers of the 
s«>U, roinbiaiirg the two pursuits which, in the persona of Cain and Alicl, were 
separate. If au enlightened, adapted, and capitaltxcd system of agriculture 
were introduced into India, it wuuld make it une of the moat flourishing and 
happy portions of the world ; the now dormant energies of the people would 
lie aroused, pestilential places would be purified by drainage and the removal 
of jungle, which, in its annual vegetative decay, produces so mudi mal¬ 
aria : supplies of tbu necessaries of life, now so often destructive to the 
poimlaltoa cut otT by druugbt, would be secured by increased irrigation. 
It is a very cuuuuoo but a very false notion, that the means and aptilianecs 
used in a country «re those best adapted to its condition. Nations, no more 
than uidividuals, do not arrive at perfection, or even a best state, by instinct. 
Of from orces Mty, which is the mother of invention, only so far as suits her 
own demands; she docs nut create for superfluity, or even for comfort. Mjo- 
kind require suiiicthing mure than the satisfaction o( their mere physical wants.

Htuiting*— nt the mercy of a majoriiy uf his council, njipiircnlJy intent upon 
hia ruin; deserted, or not fupporlcd, by Ms eni players at hottve, wIkj hnJ 
pledged tlieir atcady fnvonr " to him, and doomed by ilie IMlnL-cter of Uic 
Crown lu n victim lo hia s^ret aysUim nf party poltey. Rauacd, dmugli 
not dl-mayed, at these signs of boeitiM comLinatioo, and ctiiisciau.s Lhnt, 
although honesty is a j^urc panoply, (he man whn IraFta aotely lo the purity 
of firs inoitivet for dercncc against hk caemies nlTordn tficm undue adran- 
tages, Mr. Hastings dotcnrirned to despatoh lo England three trust-worthy 
BgeiiL,—Mr, George Efiioti, son of Sir Gilbert Eliiolt, iltc Hon. James 
Stuart, wn of die liarl of Bute, andLieut.-Colotiel MnoLcBnc —ivatcb 
over hia honour rttUrer than bis inlercslw," With thew gentfenien, and 
cspccialfy the latter, he rairicd on n very oonridcntiai Intcrcoume, ofn-hicFi 
copies art given by Mr. Gleig. The diFaculties of Fth Nituation at MngtJj 
drove him to nn ineipienl resalutioa of ruigning, and he intimated that if 
the BETt advioes i^hou'ed thathia uieasuret were dtsapprovod of in England, 
and there wax an evident disincEination towards him, ** leaving him nolhing 
to hope, * he would quit the hateful soepo before hia encmiea gained a com¬ 
plete triumph over him if, on the contrary, fiis conduct waa commended, 
and there were clear symptoms in the Court of a proper disposition towards 
him, he ilien was prepared to dwait tfw iistut. He left it lo the direction of 
Cob MacLeane and uf Mr. Graham (another ngent), to W'hom alone he 
commonicated his inlentioo, “ to mahe such use of it as they thought pfo^ 
per^" I'hia inttmaiioa k contained in a letter dated 25Ui March, 1775. The 
subseqnetit troosactions at CaicuUx, however, and especially the conduct of 
ihc Council in regard to XuiiooEnnr, changed Ma detetmiDation, aod in the 
posticript lo n letter addreesed to both the gentlemen Just named, dated 
Jtith May, Mr. Hastings says: '* I now retrucrlthc resolution communicated 
to you sepanitdy in my Idlers of the 27t]i March. Whatever advices the 
first packet may bring, 1 am now moivcd to see the issue of my appeal, 
believing it imptKsible that men whose actions are so frantio can be per¬ 
mitted to remain in charge of » important a trust."' xVv this cireumiOance 
has boon made the ground of a heavy char^ of disbonourablp conduct 
ogaintit lire Goveroor^Genend, it hf necessary to notice the dote of iIm re¬ 
tractation, and. the reasons nsstgned for it. 

It appears that Col. Mairijeauo arrived in England in the winder of 
1775, and commenoed an active agerwy on behalf of Mr. ElostingH, He 
found tijo Miaiiier (Lord Korlh) inienl ypeu obtaining from the Court of 
Directors 4 farmal npplicatmu to Uk Crown for the removnl of Me. Has¬ 
tings end his oolleague Mr BartvclJ, with the design of ploeiag General 
Clavering at the tueod of the Bengal Government, partly to 0Li]>cdmle tha t 
person's powerful parliamentary eon nccUoRs, but with ft deeper deagn, that 

* IVOCfi 
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of 90 embroiling aflnintby bn rrcklesst management » to famiffh imperatire 
reasons for the transfer of the Indian administration excluarely to tlie 
Crown. “The fact »/' writes Col. Maclicane (2/»th June, 1770), “a 
plan is formed for reducing the Company to tlie simple transactions of com¬ 
merce, and for taking possession of all its territorial rights and acquisitions.’* 
This statement seems to rest upon what occurred at on interview between 
the writer and Ijord North. With tliis view, the Proprietors were tampered 
with, calumnies were circulated against Mr. Hastings, and it was at length 
proposed, as a matter of expedtencjft that he should be recalled. On a bal¬ 
lot, however, there was a majority against the recall. 

IVcvious to this result, Col. Maclicane, not knowing what the issue might 
be, threw out a proposition that, although Mr. Hastings would not relin- 
qoish his post, without violence, whilst any attempt was made to dishonour 
biro, he had no desire to retain it for the sake of emolument; and upon 
being asked how an accommodation could be arranged that would content 
both parties, be suggested that some honour from the Crown should be 
conferred upon Mr. Hastings, who would then give way, and all hostility 
might cease; adding, that be bad power to agree to such arrangement. 
When the attempt to displace him failed, the Minister fell bock u|)on this 
proposal, and made overtures to Col. Macl«eane for a compromise, on the 
condition of Mr. Hastings' resignation. The agent, however, felt that be 
W'os now, since the acquittal, in a superior position, and had ground for 
asking better terms; he also apprehended that tlie censorious would con¬ 
strue the grant of an honour to Mr. Hastings into a bribe for reliniiuishing 
his post. We confess this objection appears to us utterly without force. A 
compromiiv of this kind ^er acquittal would have Iwen infinitely less suspi¬ 
cious than b^ort. The negotiations, however, went on, but in a very secret 
and suspicious manner, the supersession of Sir Elijah Impey being inciden* 
tally mixed up in a way that alarmed tl>e jealoasy of Col. Macl^eane and 
Mr. Elliott, Mr. Hastings' agents. Meanwhile, hostilities were secretly 
preparing in the Direction; and at length, fearful of the consequences of 
holding off, the agents consented to the following terms of compromise, re¬ 
linquishing tlie claim for ^ bonours,” to which it was understood there was 
some impediment-that the persons displaced on account of attachment to 
Mr, Hastings sltould be restored; that his friends should receive promotion 
and favour adequate to their rank and merit; that all retrospect and pro¬ 
secution prior to the Regulation .Act should be abandonetl; and ** that Mr, 
Hastings should be w'ell received on his return, a vote of thanks promoted 
if moved for, and nobody to be displaced." This agreement, which was 
negotiated between the agents and Mr. Robinson, liOrd North’s secretary, 
was to be kept a profound secret, “ lest opposition should get bold of it," 
and ** ostensible answers ’’ were to be put opposite to each heat! of the 
articles, which were in writing. To carry tliis secret agreement into effect, 
it was necessary that Mr. Hastings' resignation should be tendered. Ci*l. 
Macljcane here felt a difficulty about av^igning the reaiton for his wish 
to resign. Mr. Robinson relieved him by drawing up a letter, assigning. 
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ai the moUve, a desire on the part of Mr. Hastings to promote unanimity 
in the Supreme Council of Bengal, and heal the unhappy divisions there, 
which obstructed the establi.4iment of a permanent system of (iovemment, 
and precluded the prospect of such an union ns would promote the welfare 
of the Company. The Court wished to be satished that the agent had pro¬ 
per auUiority to make this tender, and Col. Macl^eonc disclos^ to three of 
Uie Directors, in conhdeoce, the two letters of the Ckivemor-Gencral. 

Hitherto, the manner in which Col. Macl^eane managed this transaction 
has been viewed with suspicion, and Mr. Wilson, in his notes upon Mill, 
regards him as acting for himself, rather than for hLs principal, observing, 
that “ the whole of his proceedings display an intriguing spirit, which w’aa 
very likely to have made him outstrip his instructions, in the hope of conci¬ 
liating the ruling party of the Court” The letters in the w'ork before us do 
not authorize any doubt of his perfect sincerity. 

Although the terms thus secured to Mr. Hastings were not such as he 
u-as entitled to, stipulating, in fact, nothing for himself, still they afforded 
him tlie opportunity of retiring from a painful and embarrassing position 
without a stigma upon his conduct or motives. But the resignation being 
tendered, the Minister instantly resorted to an act of duplicity, if not 
of treachery, which neutralized the conditions stipulated for, and virtually 
stamped Mr. Hastings with obloquy. The honours, which were refused to 
him, were ostentatiously obtruded upon his enemy, and General Clavering, 
placed at the head of the Bengal Government, was immediately gazetted a 
knight of the Batli, Mr. Wheler, another antagonist, being appointed to 
the vacant place in the Council. Messri. Macl^ane and .Stewart wrote 
immediately (13th November) to their principal, jointly declaring: “ We 
cannot but regard thU as a breach of, or at least a gntsm deviation from, the 
spirit of the compromise, and we deem you at full liberty, on that ground, 
to delay your resignation till you have authentic accounts from England of 
some cquivaient honour being bestowed on you, cB]>abie of counterbalaiKing 
its pernicious effects in the eyes of all the world.” 

Meanwhile, the (lOvemor-Cieneral was powerless, except in preventing, 
by his judicious mediation, an open collision between the Supreme Court 
and the Council, nntil the death of Col. Motison, in September 177B, 
which, as he w’rites to l^rd North, ** restored to him the constitutional 
authority of bis station.” Inioking forw'ard to the future, Hastings again 
evinced the firmness and determination of his ebaraoter, and that his inten¬ 
tion to resign was only a transient sentiment. “ If a friend of Clavering’s 
is sent out,” he writes to Mr. Graham, ” to rc-lnforce bis party, I must in 
that case cither quit the field, or resolve to remain and have a new warfare, 
perhaps more violent than the last, to encounter. The first is a wretched 
expedient, which I will never submit to. Having gone through two vearn 
of persecution, I am detennioed now, that no less authority than the King’s 
express act shall remove me, or death.” He liad now nothing to embarrass 
him upon the spot but the protests of his refractory councillors, of which be 
took no heed; but, aware that all bu measures were liable to revision at 
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Ikomc by ■!«rcl sa well as open rncink'fl, htf wa* Liit iU al ease^ nnd hj* 
Ictlert indlosie, not despondcitey (rs Mx, Gleig allcgta), but n doubi wfae* 
diet the recffonaldeness of lii* policy wouhl ju^iitify ii ngunst such dituiidvaiH 
la|p!oiM irriticuni:- 

The removal of ilw rertraint opon Jiis power^ which an advcrH majority 
impofed} gave scope to the energ}' of Mr. Ho-itings'' views of lodum puticy^ 
which were “to extend llw influence wf the BrtUsh nation to every part of 
India not too remote from its possession^j widiout onlargingthe circle of 
dicir defence, or involvini^ diem in haxnrdciK ur indefinite engagcincnta, 
and to accept cf the nlleginnce of isueh i^eighiiHiura aa shciild sue ic be tiu 
hirtcd among die frierwk nnd allies of the King of Groat Britain/' It is 
very evident that hie nim was to establish a connecliun between tlie Indian 
islales and the King's Gnvcmmenl, “ to eatend the influence of the King's 
name " amongst thcm^iii fhorlf to do thnt by regular and constitutional 
meanHt whkli the Minisler sought to cBcet by stratagem tind for eorrupi 
purpo3e??h Mr. IfoiiLinga^ confidential letters;, upon diesa delicate aulijccta, 
are pregtianl w ith nagacity, and manifest very comprehensiTC vien's, the re- 
null of sound polideal knowledge of the relations bctwdxt Indin and Eng¬ 
land. A letter to Mr* Elliott, JOth h'ebniary'] 1777} in particular, deve^ 
lopes schemes of administration which lihow a far-seeing mindf 

'I'hMP Bgreeabla vyions were, however, interrupted by th* arrival (l^di 
June, 1777) of uUcial advices of the resignaticn of Mr. Idontings, the 
appointment of General Clnvering in his place, and of Mr* Wheilcr to £El 
die vacancy, and the announcement nf a distingttislied tnarJt of myal appriX' 
Imtjon conf^HTcd upon Sir John Clatcrtng. The reader is proLahly familiar 
n-ith the picture of the “scene of confusion censequont upon thin event, 
exhibited in the work of Ttlr. Mill nnd other historiansH We have now the 
details from Mr. blastings' own pen. The mysteriao^ packet " ivas 
opened in Council; it announced that Mr* MacLeane had expressed Mr. 
Mastinga' wLih to rcFipn; and that the resign Biiun had been oiTccpted^ Tiic 
next day, the general issued a suuimona in his own name, os Gavemor- 
Geneml, for an extraordinary CounuLl, to receive from hbi predectmor 
formal charge of tho gcvemnient, the keys of die fon and trea^suhes, Jee* 
'I'ho general, upon that neension, took die oaUi'>, end proceeded to preside 
at die Beard* Mr. Hastings had now a diihciik and moat re-iporudlde part 
to take* He requested die judges to meet himaad give him their opiniuu, 
promising, if they decided, Upon inspection of die papers, that any act of hin 
hod passed from w hence Ji» actual rejdgnaLinn could be deduced, imme¬ 
diately to vaenle the chair* But tile ipencml had gat the despatefjea, ond re- 
jiiwd to deliver them up. At length, the two councillors, Clave ring and 
bVancht, sitting as a compieie Cnunril, io^tuing Qnler3 and pa.'^ng resolu- 
tiuiis, coQvcnted, not to abide by tlic determination of die judges^ but to 
flU.4pciMl their urderv till they had given dietr opicicu. The judges were 
decidedly and unuiimoiLdy of opinion, that an a^tHumplioa uf the eliiuf by 
General riaTcring n culd bp illegal, and Ctavering and KrancU agreed to 
iL-ijuicscc lit their judgment. The Hoard Uwit mnt regularly, mid the majU' 
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lily (Mr. Francis being absent, iboagfa sttmmoned) resolved, that C«ener«l 
Ciavering, by Ins acts, bad vacated his seat, as senior councillor, and his 
post as ooniinander*iD>ohier. The judges were now appealed to by the other 
party, and were of opinion that the Board had no legal power to declare a 
vacancy, and advised a coinpromlse; in accordance with which suggestion, 
tiie Board receded from the executioo of its resolution, and referred the 
matter home. 

Upon the subject of the resignation, Mr. Hastings, although he ex¬ 
presses his conviction that Col. MacLcane acted from the most generous 
motives and from a conviction tlial the measure was a right one, considers that 
he exceeded his instructions; be declares that it was contrary to all the leU 
trrs be had written to him and to bis other friends, as well as to the Court, 
which all " vowed that be would not resign," and be eays he cannot con* 
ccive ** how the Court of Directors, possessed of a solemn declaration from 
me, that * if I lived, 1 would persevere to tlic end,' sliould think Uiemselves 
authorised to receive my voluntary resignation from the doubtful bands of 
an agent.^ Still, be declares that he would have carried the measure into 
execution if he bad been permitted, the time of bis resignation being lell to 
his oam choice. This resolution he avows in an admirable letter to Lord 
North, describing the occurrences ** dunng a convulsion of four days, which 
might have shaken the very foundation of the national power and interests 
in India." 

Tlic hostility of Clavering and Francis continued as violent as ever, till 
the month of November, when the former died: mortiheation at finding 
himself foiled. Inflaming his irritable temper, having probably accelerated 
the event. The arrival of Mr. Wbelcr, however, who took part with 
Francis, kept alive the embcni of dincord in the Council, in spite of attempts 
on the part of Mr. Hastings at conciliation. It would oppear from a letter 
of the latter, that Francis hod the meanness to send secret letters to native 
princes, besides ** inventing and circulating false rumours," and openly 
** exciting opposition to (iovernroent." These proceedings did not with¬ 
draw the attention of the Governor-General from matters of national con¬ 
cern, particularly in respect to the MaliraUa states, then the scene of French 
intrigue, of which be had ample knowledge. Into the details of these trans- 
aettODs, however, we cannot enter; but it is wortli noticing, that a detach¬ 
ment of troops, on the march towards the Mahratta territories, was attacked 
by a diseoM which, according to Mr. Hastings* description, in a letter to 
Major Scott, dated 28th April, 1781, w'os evidently the spasmodic choUra 
moriuSt sometimes supposed to be a new' disease 

What follows is too horrid to detail; a contagious distemper seized the de¬ 
tachment at Gunjaro, and threatened to annihilate k. It exactly resembled 
the (hsorder called mordeche, or reordecheen; in Europe, cholera morbus; bat 
seems to be a species of the plague, and to have been caused by exhalations 
from the rains, which have fidlen almost incessantly, and with great violence, 
during two months. It has traicllcd since to Calcutta, where it made an 
alarming havoc for about ten days. By a rqmrt, which I ordered to be made 
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la me, ar iKe numtwr and nomn of inhablimili wha peritheJ bj the ilMtemper 
between the 11 th and Slat cf tbk mantb, there appeared to linve died In all 
679, njultiplicd by reports inta ntany thousanda. Tlio wemher ba$ elmred, 
and llic murtolity abstled* 

Al Eengtli,. on the retircmcTU of Mr» Oarwell from ihe Council^ a recon- 
ciliatJLitk tt-jisi brought about brtivcen Mr* Hmtirtgrt anil Mr* b>tnct% who, 
on certain comliiton!^, graciouiily eonde^wnded " not to oppose any niea* 
sums which the fjovemar-Genentl should recoDitnenil for the jiro«ccution of 
the war with tlie Mahrallas, or for the getieffl] s-upport of the present poll* 
lical system of his govemnicnt.'' This ** breathing spice '* wa? the more 
needful to Masting?, since n collisjon W'd-s approaching between the ftovem^ 
nient and tbe Suptemt Court, w^bicii^ iti jIji irregular appetile for juri^die- 
tjon, was plunging every thing into anarchy, citing ev«i the (.ioverror- 
(iejjeraJ and his Council to anwer bji individuals for acts dune in their pnbbe 
capacity* From th» dilemma Mr. Hasutigs {&? ii well known) eitricEtod 
himself with more deilerity than prudeneo, by nominating Sir Elijah Impey 
Co tlic head of tlie Sndider Dewonny AdanduL 

ThJa arrangement had not long been effected, w’hcn Mr. Kranciis seceded 
frojUi his engagement, and interfered directly in Uie meaaurea pnmned to¬ 
wards the ^lahratiAs. persunat quarrel was the eonwquenee, and this 
led lo the unseemly spectacle of the Govemor'General and one of hi^ 
Council lighting n duel, in which Mr. Franc in waa wounded. Strortly aC^er, 
this gentteniBn quitted indio. 

The relief which \m Bbsentte gave to his antagojiKt w^ns dearly pnrehaaed 
Ly the opportunUy it afforded him of working niisebief at home. Me irnterrd 
immediotely into close communication with Mr* Jfurke, whose mind he 
thoroughly euiLued with his own sentiments, to such n degree, that ** be 
tlireatoned to resign olHce unless tlie irtrcngUi of the cabinet were put forth 
against his enemy* * Ijord Kockingham and J^rd Shelburne, whu suc¬ 
ceeded Lord Noitli, ^ve way to Mr* Burke's Impetuosity end persevc' 
mnee; Mr. Fox nnd Mr. Bundas abetted hL attacks, and thus was foruicd 
a nucleus of opposition to Mr. Mnotings, which his personal friends were 
unable to break up, partaking, as that opposition did, of personnl oiotive^ 
end IndividuaJ iinircd, 

ft would too much extend our review of ibia work—and it has already 
transgressed ibe limits origin illy assigned to It—to trace the pablio mea¬ 
sures of IVIr, Ha-stlngs, which arc the topics uf hi^ very curious eorri^poii^ 
dence* The tnattner in ivhich they were viewed by his tiupcriors at lionic 
gave him paiuf but he was told by all liiji friends to peti>cTere in ^pite of 
the rendments of die mujcHty of the Directory since the Proprietors, who 
Were ool inHueoced by oeorct and party motiiTs, j^upported him* On. the 
other hand, Ik become embroiled with the Madnu Government, and Im 
J'cU generally Uiot the conduct pumued by the home authoritiea deprived him 
of the necesmy degree of influence nbroad* In a pO'Werful and w elb 
reasoned letter to the Court, dated 2f)ih .Mnreh, I7&3, he sltows iht in¬ 
justice of their ccQ&urre, and concludes with siguifying his wish to be 
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relieved from the duties of an office in which he had erased to enjoy their 
con6dence. This offer was a great boon to the coalition minutiy, which 
was intent upon seizing the Indian patronage; the celebrated India Bill 
followed, and the effect of its introduction was the ruin of the administra- 
Uon. Lord Mansfield said that « it w as Mr. Hastings w ho had turned out 
the Ministry.’' It wras perhaps, a consciousness of this that shorpened 
their resentment against him; on the other hand, the same circumstance 
enlarged the circle of his friends and supporters. The Court of Directors 
relinquished their hostility, and the new Ministry gave him the warmest 
encouragement. These strange vicisiutudes in the fortunes of Mr. Hastings 
remind us of those experienced in another field by the Great Frederick of 
Prussia, who, like Hastings, nerer suffered ill success to depress his ener¬ 
gies or subdue his courage. The new India Bill, and the appointment of 
a Board of Control, placed the affairs of India upon a different footing, but 
Mr. Pitt seems to have been, from some cause, imbued with the suspicion 
Uiat Mr. HasUngs had committed great errors in his government. He 
resigned his past on the 1st February, 1785. 

From this period Mr. Hastings, by his own choice, retired into the shade 
of private life, doubly grateful to one who had, for upwards of thirty years, 
been exposed to the trials of a public career which severely taxed both mind 
and body; until, in die Parliament which met in 1786, commenced that 
virulent persecution, which did its utmost to embitter the remaining period 
of his existence. Over this scene in the history of Warren Hastings his 
present biographer lias passed rapidly and supeiiScially, filling up the chasm 
with details of domestic life, and incidents of general political interest, re¬ 
lated in Hastings’ own w'ord8,or upon his authority. He had the satisfac¬ 
tion of outliving the calumnies which had vainly expended their venom upon 
his character; age was rendered honourable by the general testimony in 
favour of bis talents and his virtues, and the descent to the grave was 
cheered by all the solaces that affection and friendship can afford Uie good 
man. He expired on the 22nd August, 1818, at the age of 86; the imme¬ 
diate cause of his death being internal inflammation, the effect of cold and 
fever. He was created a privy councillor by the Prince Regent; the re¬ 
fusal of hereditary honours need not be lamented; he left no child to wliom 
they might be transmitted, and it is bcUer that he .should be known to pos¬ 
terity and to history by the simple name of “ WABXav Ha.stinos.” 

M e have already expressed our opinion of .Mr. Gleig’s merits in the pre¬ 
paration of tliis work, which does but little credit to hh talents. We pro¬ 
nounce a sentence from which few judicioas readers will dissent, in saying 
that it is negligently and perfunctorily executed. Nevertheless, it is a work 
which will never want readers; it casts a broad and steady light upon some 
of the most important transactions of Anglo-Indian history, and upon the 
biography of a man of extraordinary talents, placed in a position of vast 
difficulties, maintaining a long struggle with them at the utmost disadvan¬ 
tage, and finally emerging with triumph by his own unaided energies.

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THE SATTARA QUESTION. 

I p we were to measure the interest which the question respecting the 
deposition of the late Ilajah of Sattam excite* in this country by Uic extent 
of the discuHsion which it has provoked in the Court of Proprietors of 
East India Stuck, it might be supposed to divide the attention of the British 
public with the subjects of the com laws and the sugar duties. It is to bo 
feared, Itowever, tliat East Indian topics have not yet attained so general 
a notoriety, and that the Sattara Papers, in particular, are not likely to 
captivate many rolunUry students. If to the general tediousocss of state 
papers, printed in folio blue books, arc supenidded tlie dryneas of details 
of Eastern politics, which it is difficult to understand, and the Itardmess of 
the Indian terminology, there is enough to furnish a very fair excuae for 
the unwillingness of persons who take an interest In public questions to 
exchange those which seem to be immediately asaociated with their Iwme 
interests, and the merits of which can be seen at a glance, for matters of 
remote connection with those interests, and which require previous study 
before they are intelligible. 

When the East India Company was a trading body, and when their 
political authority was less confined than at present, (be opinions of Courts 
of Proprietors of East India 8tock,'«>-albeit never so constituted as to form 
a good fleliberate body in matters of government,—>were eiUiUed to Mine 
weight, and did exercise some infiwenee. At present, when all politicaJ 
power is taken away even Dum the Court of Directors, and virtually 
placed in the President of the Board of Control; when the Proprietors 
of East India Stock have no meaiu of originating or of impeding measures 
of govemment in India, the discussion of such measures can be of litUo 
use, unless the courts were composed of men of grcsl local knowledge or 
pobticaJ wisdom and experience. The consideration just adverted to, 
namely, the impotence of the proprietors of stock, we fetr, keeps many 
such individuals aloof from general courta Nor b it a slight disadvantage 
attending these gratuitous discussioDs,that any indivlduab may , if they pieasie, 
by the mere purchase of a certain quantity of stock, qualify themselves, on 
the moment, to speak at any length upon any question of which, in all its 
nice and essential points, lltey are ignoranU The constitution of these 
courts, moreover, imposes but little restraint upon the sgitation of questions, 
the very aiootiiig of which, unless with great prudence and abstinenoe, may 
occasion incalculable mbohief. 

I’bcse remarks are not meant to have a specific ipplication to the long 
and wearisome discussion upon the Sattara question; at the same time, wo 
are of opinion that the agitation of thb question will do more harm thon 
good. 

AAer a careful consideration of the documents and of the reasoning 
upon them, we have been reluctantly constrained to the conclusion that the 
decision of the Indian authorities b right, and that the rajah has deserved 
the fate which has befallen him. We were formerly of n different opinion, 
Jowra.N.S.VoL.iW.

ft iv impossible to think that M mariy tnfn of virtue and talent, having 
to dFciile upon the rajah'n ettse^ oader all the heavy rcAjKimiiiiilitie-s of the 
ofliecT ihouhi have delivered a verdict of " guilty " u-ithoul a aotemn eon- 
viction of hu( guilt. Loril AuL'klniuE, who at hni Iraneil U> the coiruary 
Opinion, at length found it, as he sfiya, his '* painful duty to state tfint 
he u'u eompellrd to concur in tlie unanlmnuH opinion of thir Bondioy 
GottrniMat,” eunvieting the rajah of the three principal charges, fan 
it be believed that the eool'headed and a.niiat]|e Sir ItoWrt CSmnt woultl 
proncunee the same sentence wiiliout lhe fullwt eoniietion ; or timt Sir 
Jamas Comao would have rebnqutshod bu pretonorived opmiun of Uie 
rajah's innoeenee, urdeaa the proofs of his guilt Here miinife»t? J'liew 
pervonogea, and the other Government ftincliciiarii^^ 0o^eernE^d with them, 
were wall aware of tlie character of ualive evidence, and cafmUk of 
testiag its value. The ridiculous nature of the projecti, upon which so 
mneh iitrpysK is laid, will have hut little inituenee among tlioiw who hnem^ 
that the pluU of moat naUve princes,^ — even of Tippoo,-^are marled with 
the same extruvagnnt fratuns of folly. Whether the rajah was the original 
projeciar, or merely the adopter and secret abettor of those proceedings 
bf immnxeriaf; in uithpf ease, they show ht% oKitma, and render him unfit 
tu reiain the station which Jhs owed to the liberality of the IfriiLsh 
Government. 

ft seems to be the opinion of some people that the mjah ought to have 
been subjci^d to some form of trialj and that by jury has been even 
hinied at. These eugpstions only show how little eonride ration hs.-* been 
bestowed upon the subject by those who mnko tliem. All tfiat could be 
expected or desired by n prince in the rajalfa position, ts to have an oppor¬ 
tunity of demonstrating his Innocence i he had that opportunity, nny, he 
might have confronSed his accusers, hut he declined both. 

Agninj the treat ment of lhe rajah has been taxed with barRhne»; 
whereas the forbrarnnee, die disinclination to come to a ccndiiaiqn of hh 
guilt, the desire to discover some a venue of escape from so fiaiaful aiul 
haurdous a meaaure a* his depwitjon, appear to have been die cause of 
that weroing jnconavteney and hesitaiion on die part of the governing 
authcntira jn India, from whence aharp-witted advocates of the rajah infer 
doubt of hfg guilt, but from which we only infer rcluctanw to condemn.

We lingered for an hour or two at the tiffin table, Augustus Sahib entertaining 
me with some details of snipe-shooting, and arranging a programme of our future 
sporting operations, the general drovrsily smoking his hookah and nodding 
iu his chair, with an occasional start and muttered commentary on our con¬ 
versation, indicative, 1 once or twice thought, of some fresh explosion. At length, 
on the approach of evening, the servants, as is usual in India, unbolted and threw 
open the long Venetian doors, to admit the cool air, and out we sauntered on 
the lawn, to join the ladies (to whose number some addition had been made),aad 
wbo had preceded us, and were admiring the moving scene on the river. The siin 
had just gone down, and all oature seemed to be with one accord putting forth a 
rqoicing shout, an excess of that luminary produdng all the torpid effects 
which arise from a deficiency of his beams elsewhere. The kite whistled queru¬ 
lously from the bouse-top, the magnas and squirrels chattered Joyfully in the 
trees, ring-doves cooed, and the bright yellow mango birds and the dark coel 
(loved of Indian maids) shot throt^h the cool groves and glades of coco-out 
and bananas (plantains), uttering their clear and shrill notes. Mr. Augustus 
joined the stiuely Mrs. Capsicnm and the newly arrived spinster, whilst I 
paired off with the widow, towards whom I felt myself drawn by on irresistible 
power of attraction. 1 fell great delight certainly in the society and conversation 
of this lady; though then too young to analyte the aource of uiy admiration, 
reflection has since shewed me what they were, having passed them through the 
ftrisro of my mind, and scfmnited those pencils of mors! light which, united, 
produced the sum of her cxcelleocc. I cannot here resbt drawing a little 
portrait of her. 

To a full, yet gracefnl, person, Mrs. Ddaval united a countenance which, if 
not regularly beautiful, still beamed vrith goodness and iotelligence—sensible; 
lively, yet modest and discreet, she was all that man should desire and woman 
wish to be. Above the common iittleneases of this world, her heart was 
deeply fraught with feeling and sensibility—though, unlike her sex in general, 
she could direct and restrain them both by the powers of a clear and masculine 
understanding. Her Irish paternity bad given her impulses; hor Saxon blood 
had fnraisbed their regulating power. She played, sang, drew, and, in a word, 
was mistress of all those lighter accomplishments which serve to attract lovers, 
but whidi alone rarely suflice to ke^ them ; to these she added a mind of an 
original turn, improved by reading and reflection. Griffin as I then was, aitd 
unable rightly to appreciate that excellence, of which at a later period I 

became more fully sensible, I still dwell with delight on all she said_the 

bnguoge of sense and feeiing can hardly be mistaken even by a child. For me, 
a thoughtless youth, thrown upon the wide world, without friends to counsel, 
ur experience to guide me, she felt all that a generous mind might be supposed 
to fixl towards one so situated. Much good advice did she impart, the nature 
uf which the reader uuiy readily imagine, and which it will thcrclbrc be unne- 
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cdcary to repeat. It oiaJe a deep itoprosioo, and stood the wear and tear of 
six months, at least. 

Many yearn have now past since I took that stroll on the banks of the ** dark 
rolling Bhagyriti,** many a hand I then clasped has since become cold, many a 
voice I loved to listen to route for ever; but the scene remains pictured in my 
mind in strong and ine04ceable colours. I think 1 now behold the group we 
formed, the white dresses of the ladies making them to look like sptriu walking 
in a garden, and honest Augustus, with his soiak topee, looking down on his 
shoes and saying agreeable things; the shadows of evening closing around us; 
the huge fos4»ats sailing heavily over-bead; the river spreading its broad surface 
before us, suffused with the crimson flush of departing day ; the boats moving 
across it alar, their oars dabbling as it were in quicksilver; the mists rising slowly 
from neighbouring groves, stealing over the scene, and theu the stilly tranquil 
hour, broken only by the plash of passing oars, the sound of a distant gong, or 
the far-off* music of a marriage ceremony, or the hum and drumming of the 
bazaar—those drowsy sounds of an Indian eve. It was a bit of still-life to be 
ever rcn>embered. 

The guesU Ibr the turroA khana now began to orrive. Gigs, carriages, aod 
palankeens, flambeaux, dancing lights, aod the musical groans of the ceian, or 
bearers, as they hurried along the winding road, made the general's domidn, a 
few mooients before buried in repose, a scene of life and animation. We 
returned to the mansion. The reception-room was fast hlling. Genemis, 
colonels, judges, barristers of the supreme court, merchants, agents, writers, 
with their ladies, the H*te of Calcutta tashionablo society, wss now for the first 
time submitted to my observation. White jackets and still whiter laces were 
the predominating features of the group (except where relieved by English blood 
and up<ouatry brick-dust), whose msnners on the whole struck me as being 
more frank and open than those of people in England, although that freedom 
occasionally bordered, I thought in many, on a rough familiar horse-play sort of 
manner, which then, at least, was too common in India, where the causes 
which predispose to a disregard of courtesy are unrortuiialdy too rife. Some 
of the party discuased politics, horscMwcing, the latest news from up the country, 
the promotions and appointments, and so forth, in groups j whilst others, four 
or five abreast, stumpy up aod down the broad verandah, talking and laughing 
energetically; their spirits evideotly enlivened by the rapid locomotion in which 
they were indulging. General Capsicum was very pleasant with the bum 
beehee, a fine stately old dame, with a turban of bird of paradise plumes, and 
with wboiD, I afterwards learned, be had actually walked a minuet in the year 
of grace 17/0. Mrs. Capsicum, surrounded by a group of military men and 
young writers, was endeavouring to reduce her large Hibem'uui mouth Co the 
smoiteEl possible tiimensiono—mincing the king's English, and "talking coover- 
satiun""ro^ty ilUgant" to the whole ring, in whose countenances a certain 
mock gravity indicated pretty evidently what they thought of her. Mrs. 
Delaval seemed greatly pleased with the couversattoo of a gentleman of about 
fifty, who 1 was told was a Mr. Growle, of the firm of Growle and Grumble, so 
that I felt curious to know what could be the subject of it. At last, ibc 
kkoutmmam-^, or chief butler, a very important and respectable personage, 
'*«tb an aldennouic expansion of the abdominal region, a huge block beard, and 
a napkin hanging from hisiwaimerftaad, or girdle, with hands respcctfull} closed, 
« on one side, sod an air most |irufouodly deferential, anuounced to iho 
gcupl thrt the dinner was served. “ rtar Ayuf “ Diuutr ready, did ye 
sal the general, wbo was a little deaf, aud tufuing up his best car to 
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catch the reply. *' Ham kkodabumd^ replied the kl^auawutn-jet. *' Come 
yintlemen, come leedie*, those who have any mind to ate may follow me.*' 
Thus aayiny. the general, with great gaiete de ctrmr, presented his arm to the 
old lady of the bird of paradise plume, and hobbled off* with her, chattering 
and laughing, and followed by the whole company. I, the lanky grifEn, bronght 
up the rear, looking, on the whole, rather small. 

The coa/Hd'<n/ of a grand dinner party in Calcutta, given by a rich merchant 
or high official, is a very splendid affiiir, and perhaps eclipses any thing to be 
seen in the mansions of persons of the same rank in England. The general’s 
presented a brilliant sample of oriental style t a long and 10 % room in a blaze 
of lustre, from a row of walUlights ;a table, covered with n profusion of plate 
and glass, occupied nearly the whole length of the apartment; the huge 
paailaAs, sus|>ended from the ceiling, with their long fringes, waved to and fro, 
gently agitating the air in the room, which would otherwise have been hardly 
endurable from the crowd it contained. There was much lively conversation, 
taking wine, and clashing of knives and plates; altogether far less quiet, I 
thought, than at a dinner in England. The peculiar feature, however, of the 
•cene, and that which marked roost strongly its eastern character, was the 
multitude of servants in attendance on the guests; behind each chair, on an 
average, stood two kkidmtU-gmrt, or footmen, with black beards and moustachios, 
and attired in the various gay liveries of their masters, adapted to the turbon 
and Indian costume; most of them were the domestics of great people, and 
exhibited in their looks a good deal of that pampered, self-satisfied importance, 
so often oboenrable in our metropolitan servants here at home—the vulgar reflec¬ 
tion of their masters* consequence. Many stood, their arms folded, with Roman 
dignity, gazing consequentidly about them, and mentally making their obser¬ 
vations on their fellom•servants and the guests. Dinner over tod the ladies 
withdrawn, the gentlemen dosed op, and the converaation became more general.' 

The Calcutta dinner parties are not usually scenes of uproarious convtviaKty; 
yet, as this was the anniversary of some great event in the htstory of the 
general, be seemed determined on its being celebrated with something ap¬ 
proaching to a ** jollification.*' “ Fill your glasses, gintlemea,** said be; 
as we closed up. Toasts were given, healths folloared toasts, and speeches 
succeeded healths, and Mr. Growle was pleasantly sarcastic upon our 
mother-country, from whence bo bad just returned. Mr. Growle had evi¬ 
dently a slight touch of eccentricity, the which dtber in man or woman, 
like an infinitisimsl taste of the brogue, gives life and ezpression to the chsrac- 
ter, and is not consequently disigreeable. He was evidently a favourite with 
all about him, to all of whom be appeared well known, though they, unable 
to read him aright, evidently set him down as a mere grumbling visionary. 

It was late when, taking leave of the general’s family, I returned to my room 
in the barracks. 


THE BOMB.W SEPOYS. 

In the Pindsny war of 1916, IJrutenaat B. and Ensign J. S„ with an escort of 
slz nuik snd file of the Bombay army, whilst on their march on an extensive plaint 
between Seroor and Jaulnafa, were suddenly attacked by some score of IHndarries, 
armed with swords and spears. Lieuu B. snd his party withstood several charges, 
made their way to some broken ground, and bore the threats and exeemiaos of the 
Pfndarries for many hours; they were then left free, with two loaded camels, a 
wounded man, and the body of one of their comrades speared through the heart. 

This anecdote can be verified by the testimony of a living witness. 
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SIAM AND QUEDAH. 

The proceedings at Penang against Tuanku Mahomed Saad and h» 
brothers U»e statements made by his counsel and adopted by the Recorder, ami 
the observations upon the whole Quedah question contained in the Straits and 
Indian papers,—all founded upon an ex-par/# view of the question, calculated 
to place the Britisli authorities in an unfavourable position, excited, as might 
have been expected, a strong sentiment of sympathy towards the rajah and 
his family, and of indignaUon at tlic injustice be was supposed to have suffered. 
In our last Journal (in a note to Mr. Anderson’s communication), we stated 

some documents hod l»ecn publtshed at Calcutta, tlie effect of which had 
been to produce a re-action of opinion upon this subject, and to justify the 
British Oovemment- Since that note w'os written, we have had tlie means 
of examining various oflSeial documents and authorities, which, in conjunction 
m'ith a personal communication with Colonel Burney, have fully oomvioced 
us that tlie view we took of this question, in the first instance, from the ex* 
par/e statements referred to, was an erroneous one. 

We have not space at present to enter into a minute examination of the 
subject; but we may observe, that the two cardinal points of the whole ques¬ 
tion, are, first, whether the British Government, in treating for the cenion of 
Penang with the Rajah of Quedah, stipulated to secure to him tlie enjoy¬ 
ment of that state and protect him against foreign enemies; second, whether 
Quedah is independent of Siam. The arguments in favour of the Rajah 
are founded upon the affirmative of both these propositions; whereas, aAer a 
careful investigation, we are clearly of opinion Utat rreither can be affirmed. 

Tite Supreme Government of India, at the period of the cession of Pe¬ 
nang, not only entered into no stipulation to guarantee the Rajah of Que¬ 
dah in his posMSsions, but, as appears from repeated precautionary directions, 
carefully abstained from any such engagement, and took every means of 
warning the rajah that the British authorities would not interfere in dis¬ 
putes of that kirid. An inference to the contrary has been attempted to be 
drawn from a strained interpretation of parts of documents, which the con¬ 
text will not bear, and It is opposed to the whole tenour of the negociation, 
which was based, not upon political, but upon pecuniary considerations. 

With regard to the second point, which is Icsa important than the other, 
a(\er consulting the best authorities (including the narratives of early travel¬ 
lers, the opinions of late writers, snch as Sir Stamford Raffles and Mr. Craw- 
furd, well qualified to pronounce an opinion upon the subject, and the result 
of inquiries instituted by the Supreme Government), we arc led to the irre¬ 
sistible ronclusioo, that Quedah is, and always has been, a dependency of 
Siam, and that the transmission of the Bunga Mat was not a nominaly but 
a real type of dcpeodency: it bas been so understood by the Quedah Rajahs, 
who have not liesitated to acknowledge themselves vassab of Siam. 

The maimer in which the Siamese and the Rajah of Quedah may have 
rrspeotively administered the government; the policy of assisting the former, 
and the course pursued in the capture and subsequent treatment of Tuanku 
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Maliorafd Saad and hU brothers are distinct questions ottr opinion respec* 
tin^ which lias underf^ne no matrrial change. 

In respect to the embassy of Colonel Bumey» who appears to have been 
by no means fairly dealt with, being supposed to have sacrifieed the interests 
of the Rajah of Quedah, that gentleman acted upon his instructions, which 
(grounded upon the facts, Uiat we are under no obligation to protect the 
Rajah of Quedah, and that the king of Siam's claim of sovereignty over 
tliat territory was indisputable) authorized him to interfere on behalf of the 
Rajah only in the way of friendly suggestion and conciliation, and he failed 
in his endeavours, simply because be had no equivalent to offer to the Sia¬ 
mese for the surrender of their undoubted rights. I'hat Colonel Rumey 
fulfilled all the instructions of his government miMt satisfactorily, appears 
from various documents now before os. 

In a letter from the secretary to the Supreme (tovrmment to the Envoy, 
dated 2drd February, 1827, it is said,** ITie Vice-President in Council is 
happy to express his entire satisfaction with your conduct during the period 
of your residence at Bankok, and considers you to have accomplislied, in a 
manner highly creditable to your judgment, talent, and address, every object 
of your mission, which, under the circumstances detailed in your very clear 
and able reports, the Siamese Court could be expected to concedeand 
on the subject of Quedah, the sentiments of the Supreme Government are 
thus distinctly expressed 

** With respect to the thirteenth article of the treaty, the Vice-President in 
Council deems it due to you to declare, that he is by no means surprised at 
your failure to accomplidi by negotiation the restoration of the ex-King of 
Quedah, a point to which the government of Prince of Wales* Island in parti¬ 
cular attached so much importance, since, independently of your not being em¬ 
powered to tender to the Siamese an equivalent for the profit which they derive 
from the direct occupation of that country, the pride and resentment of the 
chief officers of the Siamese court were evidently strongly excited against the 
ex-rajah by his cbndcstine overtures to their inveterate enemy the Burmese in 
1834, while residing under our protection at Penang. When the Supreme 
Government expressed its hope that the Siamese monarch might he induced to 
re-instate the ex-King of Quedah in his hereditary dominions, it never contem¬ 
plated the accompli*hment of this object hut by means of a reconciliation to 
be ciTected through the good offices of the British Government between him 
and the court of S’am. The employment of any menace, therefore, on your 
part to enforce compliance with our wishes in favour of the ex-King of Quedah, 
would have entirely changed the ground of negotiation, and have been at vari¬ 
ance with the conciliatory objects of your mission to the Siamese court.” 

The Governor-General, in ratifying the treaty, obacnea (through his se¬ 
cretary), that ** he entirely concurs with the Vice-President in Council in 
highly commending the zeal, address, temper, and ability, displayed by the 
Envoy during his negotiations with the Government of Siam. 'Pic Gover¬ 
nor-General further considers, that the results of Captain Burney's mission 
have been in the main (mcocssful, as placing the political and commercial 
relations of the British nation with the state of 8iam on a decidedly improved 
AaiatJourn, N.S.Vol.3:).Xo.

operation hive been met with steadiness, and, at the some time, with prudent 
cpnediatlon, Biffbrencea have become auhjocta of amicable negotiations, which, 
without the Intervention of a prudent agent, might heve become matter of hos¬ 
tile contcniion; and, lastly, by the uneenslng laboura of Captain Burney, cou- 
ducted under eircumstaneca the most mortifying, arising from the orrogainE and 
Vexatious character of those with whom he bad to deal, the govenunent of 
Rinm have, by the return of the captlvcx, been brought to nftord sulMtaittial 
disavowal of tbe acts of thmr chief at Chimpolum, in carrying away the inbn- 
hitanEs of Teuasserim.'' 

We may take this opportunity of observing, that an ardcic in the Fritnd 

India, of Calcutta, atroogty condemnatory'of the onriduct of OUrGuvem- 
ment in this afTiLir, and w'hieh wu published in some of the London pEperSj 
tended materially (from the general mndcratitiu of that journal) to strengthen 
the misapprehensions regarding this question* The same joaronl has, tuw- 
ever, siiDee published another ortieie, the result of further consideration of 
the subjEct with ampler means of inforniutionj retracting its ehargea ngainst 
the Government, and placing the question in its proper light, ilqual pub- 
I idly hoffinot hitherto been given in ihii? country to the rctTBetalion, 
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THE EUSOFZYES OF AFFGHANTSTAN. 

Tho«k who hare read Mr. EIpbinttone’s accoant of Cabal will renicnihcr 
hia dctcription of the democratic tribes of that country, and especially of the 
EusoTiyes. The late operations beyond the Indus afforded the means of be¬ 
coming more intimately acquainted with those tribes, and of these means two 
able individuals attached to our army—Dr. Lord and Capt. Edward Conolly— 
were beginning to arail themselves, when they were cut offby a sort of chancc- 
medlc}’. Their lou wUl deprive the literary and scientific world of much 
valuable information respecting the countries of Central Asia. Some incom¬ 
plete notices have been found amongst the papers of Dr. Lord, and Captain 
Conolly, just before his death, had forwarded to the Asiatic Society of Ben¬ 
gal the first of a aeries of papers on the tribes of Aflghanislan, entitled 
** Notes on the Eusofzye tribes,** which has been published in the Society's 
Jomnul * We subjoin an abridgment of this paper :— 

The country of the Eusoficj’cs is naturally, and by themselves, divided into the 
(a rushtoo word signifying * a |iUin') ukI the XoMttam or hilly districts, comprising 
the valleys of Chumla. Boonecr, Swat, Ac. sod the physios! characteristics of the two 
divisions are hardly more opposed to each other than are the ntannrrs and ronditioo 
of their respective inhabitants. The Sum is peopled by that great branch of the 
Euaofiycs, called the blunder. Scattered over a perf^y level plain, eTcr)’where 
practicable (or guns, in villagea which mutual jealousy prevents them from fortifying 
even arith walls, the Mundera have always been exposed to the inroad of foreign in* 
vaders, and seem in consequence to have early sought the protection of. and willingly 
to have submitted to, some one chief of their own clan; though their peculiar demo¬ 
cratic iostltutions prevented their acknowledging obedience to any minor authority, 
if we except that capricioue and limited detereuce which custom bae accorded to tte 
petty Mulliki. The MulJikzyes, a powerful and oumeroas tribe, whose principal 
seal is Yar llosscin, the hugest village in the Sum, are said formerly to have given a 
Klian to the Munders; but the chieftainship has been bi the family of Punjur since 
the days of Aurungzebr, whose letters patent it still possesara. Though in the con¬ 
fusion consequent on the dismemberment of the loonarcby, aeveral chiefs have risen 
to limited authority in the Sum. all of them acknowledge aa their rightful bend—if 
they have cesiaed to pay obedience to the descendants of—Ilagbo Khan, the founder 
of that bmily, and these alone possets the power of life and death, the Ben Kbeil 
(that of Bagho) being regarded with a respect hardly inferior to that paid by the Don- 
ranees to their Sudoxyes. 

Futteh Khan, sixth in descent from Bagho, died a few days before I left Pcslus- 
wer. The high character be supported during a period of peculiar difficulty, and the 
light which bis history throws on the present condition of tlie Eutofeyrs, require tliat 
• slight sketch of bit career should be given. It was during the short, but briHiant 
reign of Syud Ahmed, whose principal supporter be was, and to whom be may be said 
to have given the crown, tliat Futteh Khan obtained bia greatest power s not only 
the Munders, but the Eusofs of Swat and Booneer aecm to have acknowledged him 
oa their bead and leader at this period, but on the defeat and death of the Syud 
Budsbab, the cxmaequence of Futteh Khan became daily Icsa and less. The Sikhs, 
Huslied with victory, poured large armies and Uirge treasures into the plain, and liy 
bribing aome. and intimidating others, contrived, if they could not get possession of 
the country, to weaken it by exridng jealousies and divisions among the petty tribes, 
and by substitutiiqt numerous small lordships in the place of one common interest. 
The people of the hills, particularly those of Boooeer, wbo bad been the principal 
supporters of tbe .Sum against iu foreign enemies, disheartened by their losaes at 
.Vuushcra. coutented themselves with brooding over their disgrace, and rarely ven- 
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Uiml to ieoTC thrir iMtnessc*; «iMi it M«flird likely that, in apite of the diiHraltie* 
oppoaed by the differencea of thetr religiatu, the diranited Slander* would ihortly 
fall an easy prey to the netorioa* and one-minded Sikha. One man alone prevented 
thtt. A* hi* pfayvical reaounce* and apparent mean* of revictance grew leM, the 
rourage, the moral intiuence, and it may almoat be aald, the actual itimitth of Futteh 
Khan inrrenaeiL Punjtar la a clutter of five •mall village*, not containing altugrtber 
S0(l hottaea, situated at the upper extremity of a valley, which open* into the Sum. 
It i* a place of no strength whatever, not even being •urroaoded by a wall, and the 
road to it is open and practicable for gun*; but such wa* the terror inspired by the 
name of it* chief, that for many years it remained the bugbear of the Sikha, and their 
largest armies never ventured to approach it At Imt a force of, it ia aaid, IA,OnO 
men arith guns, and under an Kuropean oflker, anecndcd the valley. The inhabt* 
tants were amused with proposals for an accommodation, and during the night gun* 
having accTvtIy been conveyed to the top of a hiU which command* the place, an 
attack wa* made on the unfortified little villages. Of the few Punjtari* thus taken 
by surprise, the greater number hastened to place their familie* out of reach of 
the fury of the Sikh*; but all those not encumbered arith wive* and children, aome 
SOf) or dOOonly, with Futteh Khan and the Moullas at their head, unappalled by the 
overpowering maa*e* of the enemy, made a stand, and maintained an unequal fight 
for many boots. Futteh Khan himself swore not to retmt, and wa* at btrt rarrird 
off the field by force in the arm* of hi* soldiers. The Sikhs destroyed the principal 
village and mosqoe, but retreated the next day, lest the Uooneeri* should be down 
upon them; nor have they since revisited Punjtar. Futteh Khan made a vow to 
pmy in the open air till be bad burned some bouse of images, and shortly afterwards, 
with a few followers, in pursuance of his vow, he crossed the river, attacked a Sikh 
town, and levelled its Dhurmsalla with the ground. 

Ruiijeet Singh was fully aware of the importance of conciliating an enemy ao spi. 
rited and impbicaUe. He offered Futteh Khan a jagbeer of three lacs, and to support 
him as Khan of all the Euaofityrs. if be would only nominally acknowledge himself 
hi* Mlqeei, by tending him a hawk or two. or a horse a* a tribute. Most of the 
Khan’s friends, and even the Moullas, recommended not that be should degrade him> 
self into a pensioner of the infidel, but that he should send a borae to the Mafaan^ 
as an exrmptfoo from the annoyances and anxieties to which the vicinity of the Sikh 
troops exposed them: but the Khan was inflexible t with hit character, be would 
have lost hia power. ** Horse* and hawks," he wrote back, ** are to be found with 
rich noldet at the court* of king*; I, a poor Zemindar, have nothing of the kind; but 
I ran send you a fiu cow if yoo please." 

Futteh Khan left several chlUirm, but the three eldest (who arc by one mother) 
alone claim notice. 

The first, lifokuirib Khan, the present chief, was on bad term* srith hi* finber, 
and for right years before the death of the latter, had lived apart hum him. The 
Mcond, .^lum Khan, is a good-looking, well-disposed, intelligent lad, under twenty 
years of age, and was the favourite of bb fother, who, a little before hb death, sounded 
his friends as to the possibility of setting aside in his Esvonr the ciairaf of Mokurrib 
Khin to the succession, lie was checked by the honest bluntnes* of hb Caxi, who 
exclaimed before them all, ** Death to your home b—>would yoo murder both your 
children?" The history of the third son, Modduh Khan, ghre* a euriom picture of 
the state of society among the Eusofeyrs. He is irow about fourteeu years old; aC 
the age of eleven, he drew bb sword on hb tutor, who had struck him, and ran away 
from his fotber** bouse, to which be could never be induced to coote hack. He found 
refuge with Mokurrib Khan, who resided iiwSepcndent of Futteh Khan in a fort some 
eight mile* from Punjtar, and having (In the matmer related of Nadir Sliah) formed 
Into a band several children of hb own age, be carried on a iort of war with hb 
father, plundering hb sogar-canr*, and otherwise annoying him. Futteh Khan would 
never allow the name of the boy to l>e pronounced in hb preserree. A few hours 
before hb death, when be waa diatributisg hb property amurrg bu children, the Caxi 
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Yci)tur«d to remind him of Mudduh KJum: ** Who wunot ihot inAd«l?* said the 
djtng num {he it no child of mrae.** 

The EuwCijm are tiol the onijr inhahitanta of the Sum. Leaving Ax the pKsent 
the original poMcMon of the country, who are now reduced to the cooditioti of 
IIciotB; the other tribea are the Gudootu, the Kbultuks, the Bacexjca, and the 
Mamunzyet (the Mahomedzyei of^Elphimtooe); but the»e laM may be coiuidered 
an aeparmte from the Sum. 

Cudoona, called alao Gudana, and eaat of the Indui. Jodooaa, are a Kaokor 
tribe, who miirrmted into theae parta, perfaapa two centurin afo. They are dtrided 
into two (reat branehea, Salar and Munaoor. of wbom tha &rtt are aetd^ to the east 
of Ihtnjtar, and the reat in Drumtour. The Salara are aaid to have 6t villaget, and 
to miiatcr 6.000 matcfalocka; their government ia a democracy, more rigid than that 
even of the Euaohiyra. I waa nearly cauatng a quarrel at Grendut their chief town, 
by inadvertently aakiof who waa their head MulUk. We were raueli atrack by the 
appearance of wealth and comfort of their villagea, which are large and populoua, 
and the Iliiulooa aeened to be more numcroua and thriving amongaC them than {q 
any part of the country we viaited. The Kbuttuka occupy the left bank of the 
Suitdi, from below Noushcra to Jebangiri. TItey have not more tt»n fifteen or 
twenty villagea t and their poaition haa (breed them to pay obedience to the .Stkha. 
The Baeezjea, whoic nuroben 1 have beard rated at 12,000 fighting men, are 
Khuttuka, but they have (or a long time been a aeparate and diatinct tribe. Of their 
hiatury I know nothing. They are always apoken of aa the richeat people in the 
country, and many of the Hindoos settled amoogat them are aaid to posaeaa great 
wealth. Tbia ia not improbable, as one of the principal roads from the north to 
Peshawar rnos through their territory, and an active commerce is carried on, on 
either side of them, in salt, cloths, fiC. Like the Gudoont, the Uacecyea are go¬ 
verned by petty Mullika, and hare always preserved thdr independence agtioac all 
foreign enemies. 

Of the population of the Sum, I can only form a guess of the probable amount, 
•ome data I bad collected on the aubjeet having been carried off by the Khybrrees^ 
but it may not perhaps be very inaccurately rated at one Iw: of fighllng mea All the 
tribes above mentiooed have the same manners and customs, and (including the 
Euaofa) may, without besitatioa be pronuttaced the best irregular soldiers in AIL 
ghanistaa Their cavalry, which are so few in number as scarcely to deserve nuticr, 
are, ftoro their mode of training and equipment, rather llbulostance than Afghan. 
The mass and strength of the Eusufzyes is infiintry. 5(ost of the soldsen, and every 
nun is a soldier, are armed with heavy matchlocks; others have long spears, which 
they use with singular dexterity, either on hone or (oot; a Aew are dothed in chain 
armour; and some use even bows and arrows of formidable size. They generally 
avoid dose fighting, though, if forced to it, they have the character of being excellent 
Bsrordsmen, It u said that they have some idea of opposing cavalry by forming into 
close masses, or " Goles,” with their spean extemlcd t but this I have never seen, 
and am inciiised to doubt At whatever time of the day or night the ** Nakara," or 
drum b beat in a particular measure, every man able to bear arms snatches them up, 
and hurries, ready (or action, to hb pguticubr ** Hoojra,** or public meeting room, of 
which there are from sight to twenty in every village; arwl from thence, in distinct 
parties, under separate flags, they proceed to the scene of action, and despising the 
protection of walls, advance singly into the plain. A total want of discipline and 
order now distinguishes them. They have no head; each party, or ** Ilopjia,*' acts 
indepersdently; and even those under one flag will not always obey one leader. 

We have here the strength and trraknesa of the Eosofzyes; their number and 
alcnness. their courage, sharpened by incessant fighting, and expertness in the use of 
their weapons, rendier them formidable to the irregular troops; but their peculiar mode 
of wmrforc incapacitates them from contending against a regular army. It b evident

00?" They replied, *• They did not know^*' Alniust hniuettiafely, a yell wis hcanl 
frtan the ablp, and they were ieatiafly attaebnl otv all sjdev TTiii s«am1 mate waa 
killed at the *Tit oniet, by a spnar throujih the twdys ix ho Wl, a native pinned him 
to the gpooud tv'iih acurther, Itoblomn wm ecpostotallng with tbtrm. when hn Wa.«i 
speared and piimat ro the gnouud Fn like maiirtcf. Mr, Clarke received n iHOtar 
III rough hij bmly, and the ho«ifis\njn f Hurt) woa wounded by another. They aur- 
Qjrtifd, however. Ell regaining their boat, and in^mciluitoly sbovcnl off, n<s.-til^ hy 
upcort on rtir shJw, tor the ship, U'lmn they gid within two or throe boufe tcngihi, 
they discovered she wai in possession of the uatma, who appenreil in all piirta, 
urmed w^i the ihip's whatc^jpcaja, lancer^ 5;c, ,yi] tiiia had token place withiti aii 
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boar. Sorini; the lUtirM in irreat number*, and ibat all attempt* to regain pmfe*. 
lion td the abip, unarmed a* they werr, inu*t prove fruitte**, they molred to pull 
out to acB, Butl. aitbougii pumtird until ilark by three or four ranoe* (one or two 
pnlliof •Ixtccn paddle* of a »Mle), they •uerreded in fretlin^t away, and eoatinued 
polUnft during the whole niftiit Neat mominy. they rowed into on i*land about 
thirty mile* olT(Cbowry) fora few coco-nut*, ami obtained twenty-sia. They now 
observed two canoe* pulling toward* tliem, a* they supposed in pursuit; they there¬ 
fore pushed off. and got aaray out to >ca. After kaffering aeverely from hunger and 
thirst, baring existed upon three roco-nuts daily, with a iea-«;ioun or two of water, 
which lliey occasionally aared during the night, but not to the extent of a quart 
during the whrde time, and the little milk from the nut*, they discorerrd a sail on 
the 29th t)eera]lier, and were received on board II.M.S. Cntizer, on her voyage to 
China, with the new commander of the expedition on board. 

commander of the Onotrr proceeded to tlie Nirobor*. and on the 3ltt 
December entered the bay of Ilo-ho. The boat* were despatched to the ihore, but 
the natives had fled into the jungle. The PHot wo* found at anchor, but plundered 
of every thing, exrcpt masts, yard*, and standing rigging, the copper being stripped 
from her outside, oil the iron* work token away, ami even the bust of the ftgnrr-beod 
cut off. Evident marks of blood were discovered on the upper deck; prints of the 
head and leg* of some individual, who bad met hi* fate, were clrorly vnible. and the 
blood from the seam*, on pressing, cored out perfectly clear; m complete luutd in 
flngcr-mark* wo* on the ship** side, where some one had wiped bit hand. 

The boaU of the proceedeil to the different viluie*. or clusters of huts, 

which were deserted, destroying tliem oil. and rarrying off the plunder from the 
ship with which they were stocknl. 'ITie numlier of villages destroyed in the bay 
and iu viemity was twelve; every one was found deserted, all the people having fled 
for into the jungle, or to the adjacent islands of Katchall. m many canoes wen seen 
pulling in that direction. In some of the houses, marine ■lores wm found which 
did not belong to the PiUt; French glared hat*, and psru of books, foe., leaving a 
rtrotig impression that this is not tlir 6rst vessel they have cut off in this manner, 
Capt. Giflisnl, writh the boats, visited the propcv Noncowry harbour, but every vil¬ 
lage was completely deserted and houses emptied, leaving no doubt but they must 
all lure been alike implicated. 

The persons saved in the whale-boat ora .Mr. Clarke, the third mate, Mr. BUck- 
vrell, the aurgeon, six men, oimI two boys. 

Another account state* that the Cruizn, on reaching the .spot, anchored in a vary 
sfovenly manner, with a view to put tlie natives off their guiml. one of whom went 
on board; but liefore he could he aeired, be bad seen enough to induce him to warn 
his countrymen, and Im accordingly contrived to jump overlioard, and escape to the 
•frore. The boat* were immediately manned and amieil, but when the party landed, 
they fourui the whole island rntirely deserted by its inliabilant*. In the huts, l»ow. 
ever, they discorerrd a vast \wriety of artielcs. including pisnk* of boats, and log- 
books in all laoguagr*. which the inhabitants had evidently plundered from vetacis 
whicli they hod been able to seixe, or had been wrecked on the coast

We littTc a copy o( a comniiniratiott from Mr. .>!eFarlui. the chief ma^trate, to 
the secretary to (lOTcrnmcnt, cont'eyin^ the remit* of an examination, ronductetl by 
the fonucr. in conjunction with Mr. J. I*. Grant, »Ir. W. Frank Uowaon, ami 
Baboo Kuammoy Dutt, of a number of rooliea recently returned from the Mauritiaa, 
toochiiift the treatment which such cooliea have experienced both ta tranmtu, and 
during their residence on the island, .41 fiu a* the testimony of these indiriduals 
Koes. we are bound to say that it present* a very satisfactory result- These return¬ 
ing emigninU do not complain of any severity of punishment, much lest of auelty, 
during their Mjourn in the Mauritius- Many of these coolies return with between 
two and three hundred rupees in hand, after an abode of five or six years in the 
Mauritius- Now, a cooly going back to bis native bland village, with three hurt- 
dred rupees in his girdle, will be a species of muOiomain b the eyes of his fellow- 
villagers, who remember him a “ poor forked animal" like themselves, with barely a 
rag to cover his nakedness. The effect of this return from £1 Dorado, as it will 
W reganled by hb native compatriots, will, undoubtedly, be great, and will operate 
marvellously to enkindle a spirit of enterprise, and to produce a yearning towards 
deration, among the labouring classes of this country; and berein, wo imagbc, 
• wry powerful maoo for the Government's exertiem of partimlar vigilanea nd 
caution in legislating upon the permimive principle, as reganb cooly emigration from 
tbb country.—//arilara, J«a. 2H. 


The Frimd of /mfb. after saying that the testimony of the forty.scv^ returned 
cooU« docs not contain anythbg to justify a repeal of the prohibitioii upon ibeif 
immi^tion, very innucentJy observes and asks, ** Neither must it be forgotten that, 
atxwding to the evidence printed b the Cooly Ueport, there were twelve hundred 
coolies, whose indentures of live years had expired on the last day of November Isat; 
of these, forty-seven only hare returned. Wbre are the other eleven hundred and 
fifty?" The only reply ran be, that they are contented to stay where they are, and 
to enter into fresh engagrroenu at a doable amount of wages.— Gmr^ Feb. 4.

Amerkan cotton do not posaeas. 

In pmfNNbifc *• ProsperitT to the Ii»di|ro Planters of India.** Mr. Leith oWrvod 
thnt the gmt sdvanta^ of indifo eulthration to Urittsb eomtnerre, and to India in 
particular, are apparent, when we consider that not leu than 1,900,000 acres of land 
are cuiploTed in this enltivatioat that betides a vast sum of money remalnhift 
hiveMed in fcetories and itock. there is about jCI. 600,000 of British money annually 
expended upon Ind4p> cultivatioa, which yields a suhsistenee to huitdreds of tboo- 
aanda of native fcmilics, and that the xrmindars* otherwise waste land is inereaaed 
in value upwards of one htmdrrd-fold t while the government of the country, by 
means cd all thk, more easily obtains payment of its land revenoe, and at the same 
time reeeivea the direet benefit of an annual revenue of about five laes of nipeea, in 
the rta^re of doty levied on the export of the manu&cturrd dye.

The (dIIostHi^ Is a translation from the Stimbad Rknabw, Pehmary 9ntl* When 
Government liberated the Indian press, we were led to hope that* ^ this cheap aial 
ron>*eniciit onpui, the true condition of the people raipht be easily brought to the 
notice of our rulers, and our couiplaintB redressed t hut we are sadly disappointed in 
this respect, and regret to say Uiat the Government bus turned a deaf ear to our kmd 
ianentations. The natives of any place must be admitted to be the best informed 
of their own condition, and a distant iwlioti, in whose har>ds the gove r a m ent fills 
by conquest, sliould listen to Uic natives when their representations are susceptible 
of proof. Our Governor la not acquainted arith the vernacular lanpruage, and it 
cannot be expected that he will rend our paper, or any other paper, in thnt tongue i 
but our English eoatempotaries. whose papers are read Ity the E^ltsh pnUic as well 
as by his loftlship, ought to publish translations ftooi onr i>sper when we eomplaia of 
oppreseioo and injustice from the hands of the Govemment fanctionaries, and alao 
when our articles treat of matters of local importance. Hot, instead of doiog sov 
they, the English jouraals, present us with trifliag and useless news, such as *a hut 
lias been consumed by fire,* * a Iiroorostick or a lota has been stirfen,* * a cat has 
browebt lortli five kittens,* &c. We luive frequently reported in our paper that a 
certain priacipal audder amcen, whose court is loated near the metropolis, protected

On tbtf Gth March, about iiinetj gentlemen sat doiro to aapIcDdul diuiMr. ou the 
stage of tile new theatre. Mr. Turton waa in the chair. Mipported by Sr J. P. 
Cianl and Captain Sewell. The stage pillan were decorated with wreatiis of flowers, 
the interior of the theatre was lighted up, and a pan of the band attended in the 
ordkestra to play omtores. After the cloth was removed, from eighty to a hundred 
ladies, escorted by their friends entered the boxes. After "The Queen,*' Mr. 
Turton deviated from the previously arranged order of the toasta. to propoae 
** The Health of Sir John Peter Grant and the Judges of the Supreme Court** 
They would, he said, all have been present had not prior cngi^cments prevented 
two of them from attendiitg. Mr. Turton spoke of them as warm patrons of the 
drama, and trusted that it would often be the lot of the parties interested in the 
theatre to see tlielr box as well fllled as was the box in the Supreme Conrt. Sir John 
Grant, in returning thanks, deeUred that he lual attended the dinner as much from 
a sense of pubHc duty as from motives of private entertainment.

TUASKU MAHOarn SAAO. 

This prinec of Quedah baviirg been sent from Penang to Calcutta, a prisoner in 
the H. C. armed steamer Diuut, by Governor Donbam, with orders to C'qit. Coo- 
pltoii to " detain liim in safe custody on board until he be sent for by rompelent 
authority in Caleutta,'* Mr. Thackeray, the barrister, applied to fbt Supreme Court 
(March Isi) and obtained a writ of kabtat eorptu, directed to CapC (kiitgalton. to 
Iwing up the ** Malay Prince. Toanku Saad.” On the kb. the Advocate-General 
handed in the return to the writ by CnpL Coogaltoo. that the party namcil m the 
writ was not in bis custody when the writ was served, and that he had not been since. 
Mr. Thackeray piibiiahrd a statement in the papers to this effect : ** When I moved, 
both the Company’s law officers were present in Court, and they were present also 
when the Court awarded the writ to issue. .After this award, and before the writ 
could be made out. and before the scul rould be got to be attadieil to it, CapC J. H. 
Johnston went to Cape Coogalton. demanded and rreeived from him the body of 
Toanku Mahomed Saad. and has taken and hidden him in some iiole or rorncr—no 
roan knows where. This murniag I got some information as to where Tuanku Ma¬ 
homed .‘iaad had been conveyed, and whilst 1 waa proscenting thia inquiry, the re¬ 
turn was made in my absence, and without notice.** It was understood thsr the 
prince was removed to .Moondicdahad. Mr. Graham, the attorney of the prince, 
states that, ** upon the motion being made for a writ and order granted, 1 imroe- 
diateJy went to the oflftcc Brora which such writs issue, and desired to have the writ 
made out with the least posMble delay, and I was told, that I abould have it in the 
courac of two hours. I left my man at the office to bring the writ to me the mo¬ 
ment it was re^y, and in the meantime I proceeded to see my client on board the 
DUtut, tlien lying in the Kidderporc Dock. On my return to roy ofike, about four 
o'clock. I learned that the writ was not aictt ready, but that 1 should have it soon. 1 
did not, however, receive tht writ until al»out deven o'clock the following day, after 
which it had to be scaled, and then it was of no avail, as Tuanku Mahomed 
litil, on tlie morning of the Sd, at about nine o’clock (as appears by Capt. Johnston's 
affidavit) been by Uini received from iIhs charge of Capt, Coogalton. When on board 
the Diana, I explained to (!apt Congaltoii, tiut Uie writ of hnhteM ctwpm, which the 
Supreme Court had that morning granted, would be served upon him, to proiluce tlio 
body of Toanku Moliomed Satul before it ; be then asked me, bow be should act. I 
told him, to take the writ to Mr. Secretary Maildock, who would probably direct him, 
as to tlie course be should adopt As 1 never contemplated that the party would lie 
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•louggieii Mvnj in the mnuttimr, 1 confrs* that it never occurrctl to me to ei(iLuiu 
thiit the rrmora) before the eomin); of the writ would defeat iu operation.** 

On the lIUi March. Mr. Thackeny applied to the Court fora rule to thow caiue 
why on attachment abould noC ('•sue againat Capt. Confaltort, for a contempt of 
Court, by wilfully endeavouring to evade the execution of the writ, after he had full 
knowledge of iu ha\’ing been granted by Uic Court, on the adidatit of Mr. Graham 
itating the above fiacU. He further awore that thin cumraunicatioo waa maile in 
F.ngtiih. and wma interpreted to the priaoner in the Malay language hy Captain Coo« 
galton bimaelf, but that, on going on board the next morning, Capt C. tiifonned the 
deponent, that he had delivered the priaoner to Capt Johnaton, the Covcnunait 
auperintendent of ateaun. The Court deliberated fur a coaaidemhle time, and the 
Chief Juatice then atated, that the Court were uoanimoualy of o|)inion tliat there 
waa audicient in the affidavit to grant a rule to abow cauac why an aturbinent ahould 
not iaauc. 

On the 15th, the Advocate*General read the affidavit of Captain* Congaltcin atal 
Johnkton, the auhatauce of both being, that what tliey did waa in purauamre of the 
ordera of Covemment and they aolemiily denied any intention to interfere with or 
thwan the authority of the Court, and awore that b what they did. they aettti aa titey 
belirkwd waa their duty aa aervanta of the Government He rvqueated the attention 
of the Court to the dilfereal datea alluded to in the affidavit, ai they would ahow 
that it waa utterly impoaaible tlic gcntlentrn in queatkm could have been ariuated by 
any aodi motiv* aa had been cluirged agaitikt them. Tbeae datea ahowed that ordrn 
bad been iaaued for the removal of Tuaiiku hlaliomed Soad eonaiderobly before thia 
writ had been applied for. When Copt Congalton delivered over the priaoner to 
Capt Johnaton, on the authority of a letter received from Mr. .Maddock, the polU 
tied aedetary, he could not be aaid to liavc had any knowledge of the writ having 
been iaaued. It waa true that a gentleman, who dracrihed faimaeif a* Mr. Graham, 
an aRomey of the Supreme Court, had gone on hoard the IJiana, and atated to 
Tuanku that a vrrit had been obtained, he (Capt Congalton) interpreting the aamc 
to him ; but tbU waa not aurh knowledge aa would render him mpooaible to thia 
Court for hia aubaequeut cuiidoct. It was ncceaaary to ahow an intention to evaile 
the writ, and it waa impoakible to aay that thia btentiou waa ahou’n. 

Mr. Thackeny aupported the rule, and aaid, that after the affidavit of Mr. Graham, 
which had not been denied in Uiuae paita which atated that he had told Capt. Congal* 
ton the writ bod been obtained, it was clear that hia eooduct bad tended to the aelting 
at nought the autiiority of the Court. He hail act forth that he acted upon the autho¬ 
rity of Mr. Maddock. the kccrvCaiy of Government in tlie political de[iar1ment; 
but be (Mr. T.) did not know wliai authority Mr. M. had to order the detenlioa or 
removal of the priaoner, b the face ol an order ol thia Court to brbg up the body, 
and he ahould probably move for an attachment againat him for having done ao. 

Sir E. Ityon, b delivering the judginmt of the C'ourt, *aid:—** In tJie lirat place, 
we muit aee that there has been a contempt; and, secondly, whether it ia aurh a ease 
as that the parties ahould be called on to answer in this summary way. We thbk 
the appUi*ation cannot be supported on the affidavits before us. I ran And no case in 
which a court of bw baa gone the extent of declaring a party in contempt for any act 
b a spirit hostile to a writ of the Court, where that writ haa not been aen'ed upon 
him. Bui with regard to tlio facu of this rase, we thbk the affidasits diarkwe an 
ample arnwer to tlie charge of having attempted Co evade the procraa of this Court. 
The parties swear they acted aa aenunts irf the Covemment, in obedience to the 
ordera of the Goveminent. and it b quite clear that they only acted, to the last, upon 
orders given them before (hb matter sstu before the Court. The motion must be dia- 
chargftl with ooktk.**

Utat, in consequence of Inquiries made on 
the subject, by Government agents, the culture it rapidly deerraahig, fitnn a foar 
that a higher assessment will be put upon tlie land. 

A gentleman named Macdonald ia making arrangements to bring to Simla from 
Bombay articlca of consiimptiuo hitherto conveyed from Calcutta, at about two-thirds 
of tbc cost, l*y the Sutlej and Indus, the route being founil safe and expeditious. 

The annual arcounts o( the Bengal Military Fund, to the 3Ist December IBin, have 
been published, wbenre it appears that the reecipu were Ra. ■10,N7,805: the dla- 
bursements Rs. I I,d2,2l7; leaving a balance of Rs. 38,(15,.M6, wtiirh, with interest 
on capital. submipUons and donations in England, and arreom in India, would 
amount to Bs.

The Comniandrr-io-Chief has approved of the felt muster ehac6ta for the Bengal 
sepoys, made up at the Jubbulpoor Thuggee uunuJactory. in charge of Capt. Brown, 
and given instructions to all coaunaodnig oficers to apply there for them when 
their men require new caps. At this establishment, carpets, setringeis. tents, 
buggy-trimmingi, ropes, sod other minor articles, sre made up by three onoc mur¬ 
derers. 

Baboo Motec Ixdl Seal has offered to give a sum of Ils. 20,000 to the native who 
wotdd first marry a Hindu widow. 

.\t a meeting of the members of the C^vil Fund, January 3IX the accounts were 
duly passed. They exhibited on excess of reedpc over expenditure «f Ra. 46J)00. 
Tbc oid directors were re-elected, with the exception of Mr. J. P. Grant, who, being 
about to depart for Europe, is succeeded by Mr. Mansell, as the representattve of the 
interesu of the dviliaBS in the Agra presidency. A question was mooted as to 
whether an cstunotef deficit of IBll would require to be provided for before it is an 
tK/tmal one, and by what amount of cesa. This question was derided in the oArma- 
tive, and the preseat cess of eight annas per cent, fixed upon accordingly. A notice 
has sinre appeared, by order of the managers, statiitg that wbrma, by the tricimial 
adjustment made on the 1st January, it appears that the annual income of the Fund 
will not be sulBcicnl to provide for the annual charges, and the surplus of Rs. 25J)00 
—the former being caleuJatrd as Ra. 2,46,016, and the latter at Rs. 2,76,400— 
wberrby b shown, induiling the surplus, a deficiency of Rs. 55,3^ to meet which 
sum a ccas on the allowance of subseriberi u rvquiiute of about three-fourths or 12 
snruw per cent,, which U rendered imperstive on the maiugm under the cxi itiag 
rules of tha Fund to declare and cause to be assessed, stkI that, accordingly, the 
extruordinary subscriptions to be assessed on the sUowsnres of all subseribers for the 
three years from the 1st of January, I6'4I. b at the rate of three-fourths or 
22 annas per cent, on the monthly allowances of every tubacriber. 

The Friend Indin says, that ** the mania for dbtiUiqg rum continues on tbc in- 
ettase. and that it baa seized all claascs, European and native, the humble soodra 
and the holy, twioe-bom bmhmun; that we arc making rum enough to drown all 
the tempennee and abstinence societies in England; and that, if IHiriiamctit will but 
eqaalixe the doty, our rum will possibly acquire an entire ascendancy in the home 
market t that sugar manufactories arc springiag up daily, and that we shall soon be 
aUe to export 50,000 tons by the year,'* 

The Cakmtta Cemrier states, on the authority of letters from ChoU Nagpore, that 
the Cdva arc rapidly abandoniiq; their wild habits, and maaifestiag an increaaitig de¬ 
sire for the Measings of social life. 

At the last meb at Sangor, ittrrMled by 60,000 persons, the Rev. M. Boaz. vidio 
went there to dbtribute tracts, witnessed the unusual sight of a native female preach¬ 
ing foam some .Sanscrit Sbfiai { her eloquence waa very great: after having descanted 
ndfacr largely on the merits of the work, she turned round and bode the whole assem¬ 
bly to worship the great idol.

The CkfUiimm AJtoeatt, February 13, state* that an attack had been made on 
the Baptist Mission at fimlamahl, near Dinajpur; the life of Mr Smylie, the mia- 
•ionary, was endangered, and one native catechist ha* been murdered. The parti** 
tuspcctcd are a portioe of a gang of eoioet*. who had been detected and exposed by 
tome parties connected with the mission. 

The chief magistrate of police haposed a fine of lU. 850 on Capt Warden, of (he 
harque Ariel, tot having detuned or delayed forwarding the pott-oAce packet* which 
had been brought on board that vesael bi May last. 

I.ena Sing, one of the ladiore courtiera who have taken piut with the widow of 
Now Nebal Sing, is a man of tone education for a Sikh. He is remarkable (iir his 
skill in caneatnreHirawing fwhich is not uncommon amongst liis countrymen), and 
arben I.ord Auckland visited the court, he exercised his talent in some exaggerated 
likencMes of hi* lordship, bis feinily, and soitc. The Earl is depicted as an unin. 
telicctuai, tall, spare persoo, with an immensely long upper lip, and a low, receding, 
and most narrow forehead, and eye* of the dullest. Mias Eden b given aa a fine 
woman, somewhat paetc, hot certainly not me the handsome attd charming person she 
b said to be; while the young lady b painted with reddbb locks, and a yawning 
giggle The Uebee Kalvin (Mrs. C^vin) b the ** counterfeit presentment ” of a she. 
cook, leaning with all her weight (and that b drawn a* though it were enormous) oo 
a man with hb chin in the air, and one glove swinging in bb unencumbered hand.

Supposing we had read this statement In some modem 
traveb among an unknown set of peopb; though they had been cannibala, it would 
have shocked os; yet here it takes place within a few mile* of the capital vi Britub 
India, under tbt walls, by the bye, of an Orphan Refuge .”—yetee oa Idler im the

Tha Eofhihmmm, of March 8cfa, statas that, at Cawnpoce. a nu^, commanding one 
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ot tiM new LigUt Battaliocw, bad bik uuii* odendcd by the knapMcksof a conpanjr of 
N.I., and directed a committee to ait upon them. The committee did ao, and coo* 
drained them. The mult was communimted ou parade to the men, who appeaml 
to entertain a very difTerent ofiinion. T1»tf order to “move off** was thrice given 
without being obeyed, and. at the fourth time, one sepoy declared aloud bis intention 
not to wear any but bis old knapsack. ** The major, hereupon, charged the recusant, 
and with the arms nature gave him, attacked the man. clawing off hb turban and 
pulling at hb wdl-grcased hair. The men subsequently moved off to thrir lines, 
something loth."

3, of 162H. up to the end of IH38-39, wm IU.3^7I)/]0I. 'rhb does 
not include all the districts under the llcngsl government, os the returns from Chit* 
tagong, Tipperalj. fiarun, Monghyr, Bluugul]M>rF. and Dackergunge, had not boen 
made up. 

The Hurkeru mentions Uh* fullow'ing extraordinary cireiunstanceA case of 
death from poisoning happened in a near mofusaii utation, about a year ago; in con¬ 
sequence of suspieiooo. a judicial inquiry was Itcld, but, for wraot of suflieient prooL 
and owing to the eridmee of the station surgeon, who discovered no external marks 
to lead to the eonclosiun of the deceased haring lieen poboned, the matter fell to the 
ground, and the body received burbt Subaequently, the matter was again ogitale^; 
farther mvestigation waa ordered by the Rudder authuridet, and in the course of thb 
•ecotid inquiry, the body wras required to be examined. The entire corpma was found 
decomposed and dissolved, with the exception of the entrails, wrhicli were in an 
entire and undccayed state, an if they hod been put umlcr ground only the day before. 
Ihe entrails were sent down to Calcutta, to the Government Chemical Profesaor, 
who detected a large quantity of arsenic, to the action of wrhkb he attributes the 
preservation of the entraOs. 

‘Fbe long expected rc-organixation of the educational establiohmcnts of the N. W. 
provinces, has received the sanction of government, and orders hare been neectved 
for carrying it into immediate effect. To the Delhi English CoDcgc, Mr. Boutros 
has been appointed, on a sabry of (MX) rupees, as principal, and the re-modelling of 
the inotnietiw depanment of our UrientoJ College has been aasigned, as an cxcluMve 
trust, to Mr. Tbomaaon. aecretary to the Agra government. A number of scholar- 
sblp». on a scale of allowance varying from 8 to 10 rupees per menseoi. ore aoaigned 
to each ioatitutioe. and a code of printed rules and regulations for the cnforrcmcot 
of efkrtirc dbriplioo has been provided. These judicious arrangements, eambiiwd 
with the grant ^ Rs. 1,60/KX) per annum, recently aosigiied by the liberality of 
government to rducatkinal purposes, cannot foil to give an impulse to tlie more rapid 
diflhskm of knowledge, if applied in a proper manner.— JkAi Gez., FA. 17.

A trial of conaiderablc inteicat took place in the Supreme Court at Madnu, on the 
22ial January, in which a Mohamcdui lady, a^d twenty*five (who bad born nuuried 
at fburtern), waa indicted for the murder of her buaband. Yahya Sabib, by giving him 
gruel mixed with anenic, during the previous Kamazan. ’Fhe body was duintrrrcd, 
uid the stomach submitted to the usual tests, when the presence of the poison was 
manifested. Two persons were likewise indicted as aoecasories. Some slave-girls 
proved tliat the wile bad. under pretence of killing rata, procured tbe puiaon, umI, 
with her own huNU, ground it into powder; that in order to prove its efficacy, she 
hnd caused some of it to be administered to a pigeon and a crow, Itotb of which died; 
the grad was then mixed with iu aiul kept as if fur the begum ; lire sahib being in¬ 
vited to viait his wife, on heuing of the gruel, asked for some, which bis wife gave 
him} be dnutk at it, arul died some boats after, 'fbe trial lasted two days; on Use 
second, her counsel (Mr. Smyth) look an olqtrtiuii to tlte tudictment. AArr some 
disrussion, the judge (Sir tdward Cambirr) allowed the objcctiou; and, in couae. 
quenre, the prisoners were pronounced mot yuiity / but tbe begum u retained in cua. 
tody, as another UMlictment for murder wUl be preferred against her at the next 
■esaioos.

sawa, a Mywass chief, in the strong territory of the Dang; eottse<}aently, tbeatten- 
tian of the authorities was directed to that quarter, the west; but the robbers 
moved off in a S.E. direction, and encamped in a dell about fburteen miles fixun 
Malligaum. On tbe receipt of thia information, on the evening of the 9tb, Mr. 
iMlIes, the ihid aaaistant magistrate, with a party of troops under Capt. Mellor, 90th 
rvgt. M.N.I., set out after them, ami cunlinueil tbe pursuit the whole of tbe follow- 
ing day, but did not succeed in taking any prisoners, although the track of the re. 
treat of the robbers was quite fresh until it came to the Unkye bills, when all traec 
was UmC. Capt. Graham, the Ilbeel agent, is still after them in If. II. the Nizam's 
domiuions, whence, it is supposed, they originally came. Dnt man (a peon over 
the treasury) was killed In the offiur. Aiiucbrr was wounded, snd the DnflhdaPs

They bare |»ortrayed their o\th 
eharacter. and their comloct is nothing one way or aaothcr to that of Mr. FahsK 
further tluin that it may put it out of his power, or of that of any other friend simi- 
lariy well-disposed towards them, to serve them when the opportunity oecora. 
They hare now given stronger pnWie proofs than they ever before olfored of the 
truth of the allegations made hi refe re nee to their intolcrunce, arrogaDce, and ingra¬ 
titude-— Bomhnf Ttiar*. Frfc, 90. 

With ref erence to the meeting which took plaro at the Towii>IIall on the 18th to 
offor a testimonial of respect to Mr. Fhrish on his departure from India, It Is some- 
what remarkable, that at a special meeting of the managing committee of the Elphin- 
stooe Natire Eduration Insthution, held on the previous Friday (the I9tfa), and at 
which eleven of the raost eminent native gentlemen attended,* and only fo«r Euro¬ 
peans, an expression of thanks to Mr. Parish, and a minute to the following effect, 
were unanimously agreed to i — 

** Read a letter from W. C. Brace, fUq., Chairman of the Committee, dated OUi 
Pebniary, requesting to eonrene a meeting to roosider of some suitable mark of 
respect to be paid to the Hon. James Parish, Esq., on his approaching departure to 
F.ngland i and W. C. Bruce, Esq., haring been called to the chair, submitted the 
following proposition 

* That the lion. James Parish, Esq., Iiaring been intimately connected wkh the 
Native Education Society sinre the period of hs insthutlon, and at all times oee uf 
the wannest anil most xeakmB supporters of education among the natives, this com¬ 
mittee runnot witness his approarhtng departure to Europe without recording hs 
deejt sense of the loss the interests of the Soriety will hereby sustain, and at the same 
time offering him its best withes for a continuance of every happiness and prosperity 
in his natire bunl.* 

“ MiNcre:—* It being understood that a general meeting is to be renrened at the 
Town-llall, to enable the community to express their feelings of respect towanls the 
Hon. James Parish, Esq., where the members of the managing committee now pre¬ 
sent srlll have an opportunity, should they think proper, of tntKying their sense of 
Mr. Parish's merits In another manner, the foregoing resolution haa been limited to 
an expresakm of thanks.'" 

It is asked, ** Why, if they cordially agreed in the latter, they withheld attendance 
from the more general meeting on the I8th? ** 

The fbnowlng U a translation of a letter from a natire, published in the Bornlwy 
Suatmdkar, before the meeting at the Town Hall; it b understood to be an expoat* 
tion of the opinians entertained by the natives towanls Mr. Parish : — 

The Hon. Mr Parish, member of council, being about to retire to his native 
country, preparations are in progresa to present him with ao address, and to iwisc 
funds for the purpose of founding scholarshipa in the tchoob of the misaionaries 
under Mr. Parish's nsme. .\notbrr sebobrsbip b also to be founded at the Elphin- 
stooe Collegr, and the Bembi>rs of the eonmitter of the Native Education Society 
are about to assemble to raise a subacription for founding a medical scbolarsliip, in 
Mr. F.'s name. 

“ Now of these, no native will subacribe towanls the first, because, if any one 
give money towards supporting the irhoob of the missionaries, be will be afafing amt 
assisting in apostatizing hb ronntrymrn, in consrqucoce of which no native will join 
in this measnre. As teganb the medical srlioliirship to he called after Mr Parish,

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1117 ignonot countrymen maj be induced, monte from motires of philanthropy, and 
utbm from those of ostentatioo, to l•ub•chbe towards tbit. 1 therefore inform mj 
countrymen, that to (rive money towaida such an Tibjeet it by no meant a bad thing; 
on the contrary, it it very charitable. But out of this arises another contidmuion, 
titr. that Mr. Parish did at all time*, and to the utmomt uf hit aliility. aid the mla« 
sionaries for the purpose of making renegadoet of Ute natives : more esperlally to. 
at the time when he was acting governor, when the two l^artce youths were ron> 
rertrd by the missionaries, and when attempts were mode for nudiing more pruselytca 
from among the natives. Besides all thia, this gentleman has continued to tl>e last 
to snppoet such institutions, and to take an active port in assisting miMiooaries of all 
deuofflinations. who hare come out for the purpose of converting the lutires, and of 
creating dissensions amongst them, causing the father to separate from the son, and 
the husband from the wife; therefore, whosoever eontribuies hi money to any sub* 
seription laised to do honour to the turoe of such a person, would hr grossly igno¬ 
rant, opposed to the best interests of his countrymen, and one who would doubtless 
be looked upon or called the sopportcr of apotiacy! It ia, therefore, necessary to 
discountenance, or to retnain back in thia nutter, and mH to expose themselves to 
the rensure of their eoantr}'men. 

“ It is to be borne in mind that, during the goremroent of Mr. Farisb, a police 
constable forcibly tore up and drstroyctl from off the persons of two Pardee prisoners 
the $tutira (sacTed waistcoat) and kmatet (socred thread or cord); and though a com¬ 
plaint about it was lodged, yet this indhridual (the constable) received no punishment 
wliaterer for the offence, I rraitily admit tlut ^Ir, Parish is full of Irnevolencr, 
abounding in works of duuity, commiserating the sufferings of the wretched and 
the poor, and ia of a saint-likc spirit. But. notwithstanding the eon*ideratjon of 
these his piotw virtues, I deem it necessary to bring to notire the ctreurastanee of the 
natives having already memorialized, as far as Knglnnd. against the acts of the govern, 
ment of Mr. Parish; and now, forgetting this, and with a view to propitiate this 
gentleman's favonr, were the natives to assemble together to present him with an 
address, or rather ep 1 *tle of faith and confidence, would it not appear contradictory? 
and should, at any future time, there arise occasion to forward any complaint to 
England, how coukl a representatkMi of the sort be belleverl, when the parties in 
England would perceive or consider that while these people are, on tlie one Iwnd, 
framing a eompUint. they, forgetting tlin, arc on the other as readily doing homage 
to the very party complained against? Beoides which, the said Mr. Parish, in the 
reply to the native community, admits, on the part of the Government, that the 
Covemment people stand quite aloof from aiding in the busineui of conversion { hut, 
at the same time, if \i e look on the other side, we obsen'c that he goes on cundoct- 
iiig the affairs and increasing the means of conversion. I give this warning before, 
luind, and I trust it may nut poos away without effect; and if the lutivct wish to be 
charitable, then they lure a Iiundrcd other ways of doing so.'* 

IVTKSTAIKMKXT TO THE rNtW Tl'sTlrB AXn THE HOE. MR. VAEUU. 

On the 10th FebruErv', the Governor gave a Iwnquct to the Chief Justice and the 
lion. Mr. Forish, and their ladies, on their departure to their native land. Tlie licails 
of society were invited, and about eighty persons (including the Bisho]), Sir 'I’homas 
.McMohoo, the lion. Mr. .Vndcrsoii, Sir Henry Koper, and the Judges of the S>idder 
Adawlul) EAt down to a splendid dinner. When the cloth was removed. Sir James 
Carnae proposed the liealth of Sir John and Lady .\wdry. He particularly dwelt on 
the aervlccs of the learned judge in the rause of education, and regretted tlut the 
Committee of Instruction would lose his valuable assistance as chairman. 

Sir John Awdry, in returning thanks, rutid, tliot when he came out. three judgea 
who Ind prtcedetl him luul died, and some questions lisd arisen whidt bid orca* 
sioturd him much anxiety on assuming his important duties; but he hod uniformly 
received every attention aud ruoskleration from the judges of the Hon. Company’s 
•ervice. lie eulogised Mr. Itomcr, who was .\cting Governor on his orrivaL 11c

Iletmt roust be 
taken and annexed to the Doorannee empire; iu sovereign has proelauned himsdf 
a traitor. And yet the occupation of a territory, 700 mile* from our East Indian 
frontier, and wboae rerenue doe* not exceed if 01,000 a-year, might cost tu more than 
it is worth.— Bombeg Timu, March 24. 

Extract of a letter, dated Camp, e« roaf* to Girisk, 23rd Febnary ;—** M^or Todd 
and the Herat Mission have fled from Herat, Yar Mahomed baring usurped the 
supreme power there, and being eaugbt corresponding with all the chiefr round this, 
inridng them to rebellion, and promiring to maxcb to C a n da h a r and join against us. 
We have not beard of Todd's safe arrival at Gtriak yet, and wliat with Yar Mahumed 
in kt* rear, and Aucter Khan in front, be ia ia a pcriloo* poshion. The 2nd Rcgt. 
B. N. I. and Shah's lit Cavalry and 5lb Infentiy arc now on thdr vny to attack the 
latter.

On the receipt of ihU intellU 
Renee at Bauph, the whole foire was onlered to move out BRaiiut the plare on the 
following day (the 2^d}. The rommon error of tiespisingan enemy appear* Itere to 
have been the primary cause of the disaster, I lad the whole Uaugh furre moved 
at ooee. this would have beeo spared. The force under CoL \l*11son appears to have 
Imch destitute of mmttridtot taking a fortified place. No battering train, no pioneers^ 
no scaling laddt-rs are mentioned; merely the guns of a troop of horse anillery, six- 
pounders, InsuArient to make any impression on a strong fortress, writh mud walls, a 
wet ditch, and garrisoned with l.ifUO desfterate fellows.— >J3nei. Gaz., Mmr. 12. 

We cannot say too much of the gallantry of Lieot. Creed in leading Us troopers 
on, or of the bravery of the thirty good and true men by whom he was supported; 
but the fight was too unequal to be successful, and, after a desperate attark, their 
leader fell, with five of bis mm killed and thirteen severely wonnded, and the men 
were eam|»eUed to retire. At tbk juncture, our force rr'Collcricd, and retreated 
some 21)0yards from the fort, when the Kujjtick women appeared, with JTocaas on 
their brads, aad cried (ur quarter; assuring us, that, on this being granted, tha 
chirb wrooJd conw out and moke their submUsioa. This arrangement was made; 
but hour after hour passed and the efaiefr did not appear t still our msatnres contl. 
nued parifle, and the troops retired to their encampment for the night A report 
wai now spread, that the Kujjucks intended to attack our force during the night, 
and the men remained under arms; this ruse of the enemy succeeded admirably, for, 
daring the period of the expected attack, the Kujjuck chiefit with their families, 
left the (art and escaped into the hilts, and when the re>inforecmeot arrived, uiHler 
the general, nothing of course was found to contetMl with but empty walls. Had a 
wing of II.&L 40th rtftment accompanied the first force sent against the ptea of 
Ktqjudc, the chiefs, we think, would not have escaped so easily. 

Previous to this gallant band's attempt to retrieve tbe fortunes of the day, the artil¬ 
lery hod taken up a positioo IM paces ftom the gate, but after the fail of I.ieut. Creed 
no further attempt was made to carry a town defended by so large a body of brave and 
desperate men, fighting as tlie KiiijurkB were for the defence of their families, whom, 
it would appear, they had determined to remove, on refusing to pay their arrears of 
tribute, to a place of safe retrrat, but were prevented doing so on night of tbe 20tb 
by the appearance of our troops. It seems that a large number of tbe Kt^ueka 
lined the gateway of their fort* armed with swords and daggers; they fought m 
such men would do under the eircumstanecs; but althoogfa numbers and podthm 
defeated our object, the enemy safiTcred severely, and eight chiefs fell at the pte in 
deitnoe. 

Tbe Kujjuek fort is described as strong, and surrounded by a deep dry ditch, 
thfoogb which the troops advanced to a pteway, within which was the gate 
attacked. This was lined with 800 or 900 Knjjucks, and was, tbereloce, a strong 
poskkm. It was opposite this pie that Capl. Leslie opened fire to cover the ad¬ 
vance of the infantry—and it aras mdeavouring to force this that Lieut Falconer, at 
tha head of the grmuiiets, was killed with five or six of bis men—-IJeut. Shaw, 
again attempting it was severely wounded, am! the third pliant leader, Lieut 
Creed, fall. 

llie Kujjuck country is a rrmarkahly fine one; tbe fort is surrounded by grain- 
fields, and the prixe-money in grain will certainly be considerable. Tbe Kujjueks 
posssSB the bcBvcty, figure, and general appsarsnee of the AlTgbans. and ve, it ie 
said, tkscended from that stock.— -TVoMf, Afar. 24.

A letter boro .Scinde, dated March 12tb, says:—“ A battering train is preparing 
at Sukkur for the siege of Herat. The troops proceeded up the Bolon Pass on the 
9tb. The hills on this side the Oolan are reponed to be covered with the hill tribes, 
ready to pounce upon the outposts as soon os Uie grand army is out of sight—they 
are now in league with the Herotres cod Persians, and it ia their object to cut off oR 
supplies from this side the Bolon; and it b believed that the PersUn embsarics ore 
now on the hills in disguise, stirring up the' Murrees, Boojiees, Kulpur Borgties, 
Kujjurks. and all the bill tribes, to revolt; and have even gone so fiw aa to persuade 
the humblest cUts, the Srinduint, that the protection which is now given them b for 
no other puritose but to fatten them for a grand sacrifice at the end. The 6 lh regU 
ment b o^ervd from Sukkur to the field without delay; the wing of the bth goes to 
Shikarpoor; and the lit Grenadier Regiment, with a company of Goluodauzc, are 
left to protect the garrison of Sukkur—the granary of the grand army, the prop and 
life of the whole force; In which b stored, by a )’ear's unwearied exertions of the 
commbsarbt department, sustenance fur nearly 20,000 souls, and l^XM) bead of cat* 
tic; and if tbU post u'as once forced and plundered, wluu would the grand army do?'* 

The letters from N'orthero Cutcitce ore eminently aatbfsetory. The Murrees hare 
been so admirably managed by IbpL Rrown, that they have at length coroe in and 
agreed to observe all the term* required from them. Our bst information gave 41 
the news of die alarm of the tribes on the approach of the political agent at Lebrec. 
CapL Brown, therefore, finding that thb active panic would probably produce very 
troublesome results, determined to seek the cliieb in tbetr own haunts, and, nccoiit* 
panbd by only half a dozen of the Uoomkie tribe, went into the bills through the 
poos of Nnfoosk. About half-way to Kuhun, he met the chiefs, and they readily 
swore nut to commit plunder in the plains; hut more Uian thb was required, ■«><» 
after a lengthened conversation, Capt Brown succeeded in pcrsuodiiq; a nephew of 
the chiefs, anti a few other influential persons, to accompany him to i.ehree, 
himself personally responsible for their safety. When arrived, these parties promised oil 
UmU was required, and being laden with prescats by the political agent, retumed highly 
pleased with the interview. The Murrees, it appears, had not the ali^test intention 
of defending tltcmselves in the event of an attadc, hut, on the contrary, Itad ridettes 
posted, wimso mformatioa would allow* them lime for (light, in the event of any alarm* 
ing movcmimt on the part of the army at Uhaug.

The 
application of caustic or dry calomel will in some rases sutldmly arrest the progresa 
of the hlain, but in this ease the sear becomes more unsightly.

A letter from Rangoon, dated l.lth February, gives an account of a fire that broke 
out on the ftlh, and ronsumed a great portion of the town 

“ It rommmrcd near the bakers, and mme on us ao suddenly that we luid no time 
to save a single article from the upper stories ; the Gixlowru very fortunately stmxl 
long enough to enable us to get all out of them. To the northward, as hr up as the 
Catiiolie church, which remains, althongh the priest’s bouse, just behind it, b gone, 
all U swept clear, with the exception of the residency, which has suffered in the doors 
and windows, however, and all the houses on the south side of the street in which it 
stands, down to the town, all burnt : the wont of the whole la the Iom of life, which 
lias been very grent t about thirty people, men, women, and chiklrm, have been 
Inirnt in their houses. The whole loss of property is not short of four or fire lakha. 
The fire was the effect of accident, but several people were observed apreniting if, 
and two of them were enught in the fiset, but as they were Slyo Wong people, it is 
supposed they will escape the fate they dearnrr. The authorities here have been 
much to blame; their people, instead of being employed to slop the fire, wrere busy 
plundering; this fnet b so noiorious, that the probability b it will reach the King's 
cars.** 

We Icani that dldicultics have occurred to interrupt the course of trade lictwecn 
the Sluui States and Maulmaln, and that, consequently, our commissariat may not 
expect, this year, the asual supply of rattle from that quarter. We hear that soitre 
more than 200 iwiwns, traders from ^faulroain, who went up to those regions several 
inooths ago, with varioos articles of commerce, are still there, ami that, among them, 
tlwrv b computed to be about a lakh of rupees, which cannot be employed in any 
investments, .\bout 200 cattle were purchased, and while on tlieir way to filaulmain 
were stopped by autbority, and are not permitted to proceed till the purclMncra shall 
l»ve given the names of all the persons of whom the cattle were purchased. The 
object of thb requbition b to levy a tat upon the former owmm of the cattle, or. In 
oth«T words, to abstract a certain part of the price remlbcd by the tale of the cattle. 
The temlcncy of thb proceeding, it will at once be perreired, U inevitably to put an 
end to the tnulc In qurttion. It b not at all unlikely that ihia inirrferener b agree¬ 
able to orders received from the scat of government at liankok, and may poasibly 
bear some rebtion to tbe porilion of our atfairs with the Chinese empire.—A/irW-

PROCEEDINGS OF SOCIETIES. 

aovAL Auartr lortaTr. 

An ordinary meeting of this Society was held on the 3rd of April, at wbkh Pro¬ 
fessor H. n. Wilson, the director of the Society, took the chair. Various presents 
of books were Uid upon the table. 

Sir George Staunton read a letter, recently received by him the rrpreaenta- 
tive* of (be late Thomas Manning. Esq., presenting to the Society the wh^e of the 
collection of Chinese books made by that gentleman. Sir George prefiiced the read, 
ing of the letter by remarking that, oa the value of the rollection would depend prin- 
cipally upon the knowledge of the collector, he would beg leave to say a few worda In 
testiipony of the eatnordinaiy acquirements which Mr. Manning bad made ip the 
Chinese language and literature. He bad known him intimately for upwrards of 
thirty years; and, as Mr. Manning arcomponied the embsusy of Lord Amherst to 
Pekin, hr hail bad many opportunities of witnesring the Escility with which be con. 
versed with the natit-es; and their grarifeation and astonishment at bearing a Eoro- 
pran illustrating bis arguments by quotations from the works of Confueiiu and 
others of their classic authors. It was greatly to be regretted. Sir George said, that 
a hutidlous delicacy hfd led Mr. Manning to underrate his acquircroenta, and to set 
up a higher Buuidsrd of perfection in reference to them than it was perhaps possible 
for an European to reach; which tuul consequently deterred him from giving the re. 
sulu of bis kaxsing to the world. Hence, ail that reiiuim.-d of his genius was time 
collection of books which, by the kindness of his repreaentBrives the Society would 
now postr»a. thought that a donarioti of so much value, and one which the 
SiKnety must so highly appreciate, demanded from U an rspceial notice. He should, 
therefore, more a rcs^utiun of special thanks to the representatives of the late hir. 
Manning for their in>etal present; and that, in order to testify the Society's respect 
foMhr memory of the learned collector, the books be deposited in a cabinet iwt apart 
firom tlie rest of the Chinese library, and cnlkd ** Tb* Manning Collection.'* 
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Saniirl Ball, Esq., in wfondin^ the molutiotM (which were carried nnanlmoutljr), 
ktated that the collection waa atpreaent in bia house; and that, previotts to its bdoK 
remoTcd to Grafton .Stmt, he would hiTv the plrasure of making a catalognc of it, 
for the use of the .Society. 

Prvtrtoof to proposing the above resolutions. Sir George .Staunton read to the 
meeting a short memoir of the life of Mr Manning, written by the brother of the 
deceased, from which are extracted the following partkmiars: 

Mr. Thomas Manning was the scrond son of the late Rev. W. Manning, Hector of 
Brome, in Norfolk. In consequence of delicate health, he rvccired hia educatiuti, 
untn eighteen, under his (kther*» roof, during which period be evinced many indica¬ 
tions of a mind of no ordinary cast. On bis health beroming stronger, he was 
admitted a student of Cklus College, Cambric^; where, from hit great proficiency 
in mathetnatirs. it arms thought he would make a distinpruished figure. Certain acru- 
pics, however, which be entertained respecting the required subscription to articles 
of belief, induced him to decline proceeding to his degree, and determined him to 
pursue a fiinmrite project he bad long cherished, of making a voyage to Ctiina, for 
the purpose of studying the language and habiu of that {X<opIc, with a view, as be 
himself expressed it, of forming on accurate itotion of that country; of its manners; 
the degree of happineat which the people enjoyed; their moral sentiments; their 
literature; their lilstory; the causes of their st^ility, and vast population; in short, 
to discover what there might be in China srorthy of imitation, or what might serve as 
a beacon to avoid. by this spirit of inquiry.he proceeded to Paris, at the peace 
of Amiens, in order to consult the various Cijinese works open to students in the 
libraries of that capitaL On the war again breaking out, he was one of the many 
h^gliah detained in France by the order of Napoleon; bat some influential friends 
obtained hia liberation; and after a short visit to England, be embarked for Canton, 
where he took up hia rrsidence, under the protection of the East-India Company. 
Finding, however, afirr aeveral years, during which be had made many ineffectn^ 
attempt*, that he had no chance of |ienetra(ing from that place into the Ulterior of 
(?hlna, he removed to (^Imtta; and waa eventually enabled lb reach as far as 1,'haisa, 
in ‘nbei, where he was admitted to the Mieiety of the priests, and had several inter¬ 
views with the Grand lama. Finding, to hisgreat disappointment, no ncareracccss 
to China by this route, he returned to Canton ; and on the arrival of I.ord .Amherst, 
was appointed hy his lordship one of the interpreters in the suite of the embassy to 
the Court of Pekin. After that mission, .Mr. Manning returned to England; and, 
srith the exception of an excursion on the continent of Europe, he passed the re- 
mabidcr of hia life in studious retirement. He died on the .3rd May, IHtO, at Bath, 
whHher he had been recommended to go for the benefit of hb health, which had suf^ 
feted much from {taralytk affection. 

A paper by tlie Rev. Dr. Stevenson, of Bombay, on the modern deities worshipped 
by the Hindus in the Ockkan. was then read. In this paper the reverend gentleman 
stated, that the religion of the Hindus of the Dekkan might be said to couabt of four 
kinds i—1. pure Brahmanism, founded on the VaioM and Poroaos; 2. Ante-Brab* 
manism, or a sort of denwn-worship| 3. Buddhism, as followed by the Jains; 4. 
a local superstition, liased on Brahmanism, and consisting in the worship of remark¬ 
able penoos; and to these latter the doctor called the attention of the Society. 

The first in order of the modem deities b Kbandoba, whose Sanscrit name ta Mal- 
bui. ordinarily comiptcil into Mallur. Tha legend of this god says that, at the town 
of Jejuri, about thirty miles east from Puonah,tbe Brahmans wrra much duturbed in 
their devotions by a daltya (or demon), luuoed Malls, who beat and |duiidcrcd 
them, trod down their gardens, and killed their cows. Tbb same Malta, Dr. Steveu- 
aon surmises, msy have been of the trilie of Bhils, who derive their origin from 
Toran Mafl, uf whom there b an interesting account, by Sir Jolui Malrolm, in the 
first Tolome of the SocietyV Tnuuactimt, Tlie Brahmans call npoo Siva; the 
army of the daitya b destroyed by Khandoba; and Malla, before hb death, b con¬ 
verted to the wtgsfaip of Mahadera, and absorbed into the ddty. The prhict|ad tem-

The flrat- 
tomtioncd have hitherto remaincdl nndsicnbed; and of the aecond only a brief, 
though iaierealjuig, notice bu been given by Major A, >Jickintosh, Dr. Wikon. 
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«ro« in rooUct. fcM* ibe firit time, with the %V6raIit in DecemW, 1851; when be 
nxt three or four of the tribe, who bed come down from the jungles, with ■ riew of 
selllnf bnmlMxis snd purcluutng nereMeries they wsnted from their mow dvUlxed 
brethren, llidr hair was bUck itHl lank; their bodies oiled ; and, altogether, they 
bad a rery wild appearance. They spoke Marathi, and seemed much pleased at 
having a Kurupean to converse with them. On questioning them, they were found 
to have no ronnexion with the Brahmans or Brahmanbm ; they had prieau of their 
owo: and a few religioua rites, referring principally to marriages and deaths. They 
led a wandering life ; moving about in the jungles according to their wanta. From 
this time, Dr. Ullson became exceedingly desirous of visiting them in their native 
forenU ; and. in Janaary. 1839, he ami the Rev. J. Mitchell, of Poona, set out from 
Bombay for tbe express purpose of particularly inquiring into ibcir eirrumstances, and 
proclaiming to them tbe glorious tidings of ulration through the Son of God. He 
describes them as being the most ignorant people be bad ever met with; they did 
not know what a'n «vas; and answered all inquiries with the exclamation : “ How la 
it possible for as to know such matters?* Upon being asked if they expected to go 
to God after death, they said: “ How can av get to God after death? .Men even 
banish us from their abodes; how then will God allow us to approach him ?** This 
answer. Dr. Wilson remarks, shows that they tbonght God to be greater than man, 
*Mit only greater hi pride and wickedness; and their idea that they were not responai. 
ble to him. When asked what God they wonhipped, they replied “ Waghia, the lord 
of tigers." This Waghia was a ahapelcsa stone, tomethnes in tbe form of n tiger, 
covered with red>lead and batter; and to vrhich they made offerings of chickena, 
goats, and eoco>nttta. When interrogated as to what good Waghia did for them , 
they said he preserved them from tigers, gare them good crops, and kept them from 
disease. “ But how can a stone do all this for yon?"—" There b something besides 
the stone.** “ \\ hat is it ?"—“ We do not know ; sre do at oor forefathers showed 
os." *• Who inHicti pain upon youWaghia, when we neglect to sroishlp him." 

“ Do jou ever acold Waghia ?"-- To be sure we do: we aay. ‘ Yon fellow t we have 
ghren you a ebickm. a goat, and yet you strike us l-what more do yon want?** ** Do 
you bum or bury your dead r— ** We bum them." “ When a man dies in sin. whi- 
thrr does he go?" How can we answer that question ?“ Dr. Wilson qnesiioned 
them on various other topics relating to their moral and social condition. He ob¬ 
serves that the abusive treatment which Waghia aometirora receivea is not peculiar to 
himself; for even Illndaiarn aometimes sanctions tbe resort to riroMo-boMMti, or tbe 
worship of opposition. Dr. \l ilson and hb friend pursued tbeir way through the 
dense and gloomy forests in wliich the Wfomlb resided; preached to them whenever 
they could get a party together; and sowed the seeds of eternal truth in their untu- 
toted minds. The boundary of the country of the W&nUb may be marked by a bne 
mnning cast of Daman to Jawar; and south-east, from Jawar to the Dinu creek. 
*rbeir total number has been estimated at ten thousand, llieir form is more slender, 
and tbeir complexions darker than the common i^icaltutali.u of tbe .Marathi coun- 
try. They seldom cut tbe hair of either bead or beard; and are bat slightly clad. 
Their huts are of bamboo and hramble, and impervions to beat and rain, 'fhey rear 
great numbers of fowb, hut few cattle. They cultivate tar, or pigeon-pea, 
irdf. and. to a small extent, rice. They are imrooAerately fond of tobacco, and are 
also addicted to the use of ardent spirits, which they procure through the Ihwsis, who 
hare many shops in the wilderness, placed under Hindu servants, far tbeir accommo¬ 
dation. Tbe scarcity of money b no obstacle to their indulgence, as liquor <'* i n be 
procured for grain, grass, arood, or any ocher article which may be at their disposal 
They are divided into numerous clans, which leads to the inference thmt they must at 
one time bare been a powerful people. At present, their population appears to be 
nearly stationary. On accoum of the imbealthineas of the jungles, n.-uiy of the chU- 
dren are cut off at a very early age. No person marries in hb own chn.

The skill 
displayed by the flanking parties, in surmounting and crowning almost inaeccaaible 
heights, removed every otetade, by thus taking the forts in reverte, and deterring

A oooincaa had ariaeo betwixt the miniatcr and 
him, which rendered their eommunkationa end intercourae with each other very atilf 
and broken, and inapired a mutual joikmay and auapicioo. Thb waa owing to th« 
mhuater’a antipatby to our government and a deaire to abake off itt inducocc t be had 
never been ainecre from the beginning, ami waa ever busy in fomenting intrigun 
againat na, even when apeaktng to ua moat iairiy. Under the impulae of theae feeb 
inga. be called oo CoL Todd, about the beginniag of February, and in a peremptory 
manner demanded that a great tom of money abould be pnMiuced and expemled in 
repairieg and augmenting the fortidcationa, and. after protesUi^ that the aBama 
Bubaidy of three laea per annum was by for inauAcieot, required that it abould be 
iacreaacd to a morb larger amount. To these imperioua demaoda, CoL Todd replied 
thet he hed ao objeclkm to comply with both, provided be had a atroog and miafoc. 
tury aaaufaoee, that hia compliance might confer any adraoti^e upon hia govern, 
ment; aitd that thia aaaarance could only be given by the admiaaion of a garriaon of 
Britiah troopa into Herat.

The 
narrator aaya: ** Wotda are not adequate to expresa the IriodneaB, attention, and hoa> 
pitality, we hare received from the firit moment of landing to the prevent time, from 
these kind and good people; tbclr honesty h beyond praise i anklet of silver, gold, 
and wearing apparel strewed in every direction to dry, but not an arttde touched.** •

Mr. Ssrkies, the secretary of the Dacca Branch Agricultural Society, states thst 
the Otahrite cane culture ia rapidly gainiiqt fovour with every chws of the community 
in the district to such so extent timt, in a year or two more, the spread of this can# 
vrill be such aa, in all probability, to supersede the other kinds; that the number of 
Otaheite canct in the Society^ garden was aboat 18,000, and that 8X100 bad been 
distributed to about fifty individuals for planting; 5j000 sold for the benefit of the 
garden. The average weight of a single cane wan eight potuida, its length from seven 
to eight fret, and from seven to eight inches in drcumfcsence x some of these canes 
were sold at two annas each.

The indecency of the attack made upon 
them is beyond question, and that the partioa themselves were aware of this is 
apparent from the fact of their expunging the voting and croas>voiing, their resolu* 
tiona and amendmenu on the subject, from the record of their proceedings. Why 
was it not proposed to confine the sobscriptkm to the Europeans present; nnlesa 
absence could be most satisCsctorily accounted for to a select committee ? This, 
which might have been a very respectable affair, belonging to the common order of 
things, hat been robbed of all the grace and interest that might have been othenriso 
supposed to belong to it, by bad temper and worse judgment,** 

The Friend qf* India, In noticing the murder of two native Chiistiaas, one at 
Sadamahl, in Dinagepore (mentioned p. 16), the other at Ktshnagfaur district, states, 
with reference to the Utter, that the judge is reported to have reversed the derision 
of the magistrate, on the plea that, as the person murdered was a native Christian, 
and the witnesses brought frirward were also converta. their testimony was not deserv. 
iag of credit; obaerring that, ** if such a principle were allowed to govern our legnl 
deenkma, there must be an end to all justice.** 'The Sudder Court, however, reversed 
the decision of the judge, and set mauers ri|^t.

The Friend e/* India. March 4, says:—** The last mail has brought letters from tbe 
I^oodon brokers, complaining of tbe constant frauds which have been practised in 
making up silk corahs, tinee the Company sold their flUturrs, and the manufacture 
has passed into private hands. Unless a remedy U applied without deUy, the export 
of corahs, it is said, will endrsly cease. 'There U no honesty among the native work, 
men, and we may consider a reform hopeless.** 

Tbe bouse of the ex. Rajah of Sattaia, at Benares, and all bis property, have been 
destroyed by Are. 

A letter frtim Kurnanl states that the disbandment of the troops of the 2od cavalry 
has been duly carried out, to the tone of the ** Rogues March.** The men are said to 
have shewn humiliation, and on arriving at the bridge, stripped tbemsclvea of their 
jackets and threw them into the stream. Another letter from Meerut myst— 
** Meerut is swarming with troopers of the 2od cavalry, who do not appear to feel 
tbeir disgrace very heavily." 

An emewte of some consequence took place at Meerut. It appears that on the 
oecasidn of a feir lately held in Meerut, some sepoys of an inUntry regiment insisted 
upon withdrawing the curtains of a Gbarrie containing respectable females, to resist 
which unwarrantable mtrnsion, tbe police interfered, and at length, through the 
interfierrnre of the magistrate, got hold of the offenders, who were sent to prison; 
there, it is said, tbe Cotwal treated them with undue aeverity, beating thein with 
shoes, fee. Their eomrades, on bearing this, hnstened to the Cotwalee; they cut nt 
every one that came in their way, and it is oaid that dO persons were woniided and 
four or five killed; not finding their companions in the Cotwallee they ransacked it, 
upset the doromeots. carried off the seal and set fire to a portion of the offices, while 
the Cotwal, eonsidering bis life as insecure, betoede himself to flight. On the follow, 
ing morning fears were entertained lest tbe prisoners should be released from the gaol, 
and at the requbitian of the magistrate, a strong party of the 7th cavalry, under a 
European officer, was sent down to prevent any diaturWoce.

TIIC MAOSAS DNIVeaUTT. 

The opening of the Madras University look place on the 7th April, at tlie College 
Hall. The govenKW came attended by all bis stalL lib lonlsliip presided in the 
chair, and there were present the Nawab of the Carnatic and suite, the members of 
Council. Sir Edward Cambier, Major Gen. Sir R. Dick, and the prindpal members 
of society at the presidency, both European and native. The numerous attendance of 
the latter testified the interdT taken by them in an undertaking so well calculated to 
promote their interesta. It b estimated that there were not leia than 1,S00 to l,AOO 
pentotif present in the CoHege Hall, which presented probably the most numerous and 
mpeetable aaarmhtage of the native population ever witnessed at Madras. At the 
opening of the proceedings, the fundamental rules of the institution were read botli in 
Englishand the native languages, by the masters of the High School,sftcr which CapC 
Pope, the secretary, proceeded to read an addrcM from the president and governors, 
explanatory of the steps they had taken in forming the institution, and of its nature 
and the advantages expected from it. Lord EIpbinstone then addressed the meeting 
at eonsiderable length. Ho observed:—** The spirit in which the first idea of the 
foundation of a university at Madras was taken up throughout the country; the 
address which was last year presented to me on the subject, more numerously signed 
than 1 believe any similar donunent ever was, in India; the auspicious presence 
upon thb ornwion of hb lltghoess the Nawab of the Carnatic, and of so large a 
portion of the higher classes of native society, would seem indeed to justify the moat 
Hnguine expecutions of success; but thb b a matter in which above all others 
temporary excitement will prodnee the least effect. There must be a settled cun* 
vietkm in the minds of the people of thb country, that education b the means by 
which they will qualify tbemselvea for the enjoyment of those privileges which oor 
legblaturv has shown no disposition to deny to them — that it b the meaaa, in short, 
by which they can best serve the interests both of their children and of their country. 
’V\u High School which is now opened b intended to lead to a superior course of 
study to any which has hitherto been sttrmpted at this presidency. In due time it 
b hoped that it will be poasiMe to train a sufikrient number of yoatba for the pro¬ 
secution of a collrpate cducatioiu** 

At the terminaiion of hb lordship's speech, Mr. Norton expressed, in the name of 
hb colleagues and of htnuclL their thanks and gratification at the numerous attendsnee 
of the society, both European and native, which bad been attracted by the occasion : 
snore particularly be was co mmis sio n ed to return their tlanks to hb highness the 
Nawab. In doing so he might asaume to assure hb highness that the English

Tb« BowJHiy Tvmta baa pohliabed a aehea of Ubiee, containing loine raluable facta 
rrJatiTe to the teaulta of the steam<pocket communication between ItMlia and Eng¬ 
land for the laat ftTc jean. At it regards letten ; fire jean ago, it was stated, from 
official records, that the number of letten despatched hom India to Engiaad, and 
received from thence, amounted altogether to 300.011. The number of letten and 
coven despatched from India, and received in it, bj steam-reaaclt, last jear, 
amounted to 680jU00. If the number of newspapen received from Knglaitd bore 
the same proportion to the letten, which the number sent from India h found to 
have dotte. we must deduct from this amount 178,000 on that account; we shall 
then have 502,000 as the amount of letten sent from and received in India, bj 
steam, exclusive of those which were sent bj abips round the Cape. If these 
amounted to I00/)00 in the jear, the correspondetum between England and India 
has doubled in five jean. The number of newspapen and magatinea durii^ this 
period It Buppoacd to have increased tkrtt-foU, and to be now 178,000 in the jear. 
It it a remarkable fact derived from the tables, that the receipu from postage exceed 
those obtained from pasaengen; the latter being onlj Rs. 3,68,000, to Rs. i,02,0UO 
of the former; contrary to the calculations made by Dr. I-ardner. 

A very interesting service took place in the cathedral of Rombaj, on tbe2Ist 
January, in the baptism, bj the Rev. George Candy, of two natives of China, a child 
of one of them, a boy, the son of a native Cliristhui. and a child of Portuguese 
parentage. Tbs Chinese bad been connected with the Secret Society; but, two days 
before Ibeir admission into the Church, they destroyed or parted with all the idola¬ 
trous trappings connected with it. In the presence of Mr. Candy. 

Id the Annual Report of the .\uxiliaiy Society of the Church of Scotland’s Mission 
at this prrsidetKy, it is stated that the Geoeral Assembly's Institution was exceed¬ 
ingly redttced by the alarm excited by the conversion of the Parsec youths in 1830; 
at the beginning of last year, the number of pupils was only ISO; it has now riaea 
to 174, of whom 101 are Hindus, 19 Jews, I Mussulman, and 52 CbriUiain belonging 
to the Roman, Armenian, .Abyssinian, and Protestant Churches, ** One or two 
Parsecs were admitted durii^ the course of the year, but the opposition of some of 
the nileri of their tribe soon forced their parents to withdraw them, though not, in 
some instances, without deep regret.** 

The Jhmbe^ states that Government has granted Rs. 5,000 a year to the 

Agricultural .Society at this presidency, in furtherance of its objects. 

The natives of Bombay, in consequenre of the resuroptioti by Government of a 
considerable extent of salt batty ground, Itelonging to Bomanjee Honnuxjee, pur¬ 
chased by him in 1824, of a native who bad held it since 1795, the Government dues 
being always regularly paid, have memorialixed the local Government, praying, ** 1st. 
That no land occupied, whether directly or derivatively, through a raccession of 
generations, be resumed at the pleasure of Government; 2od. That the lands slready 
resumed, or under process of resumption, bs restored; 3rd. That no foras lands, or 
salt batty land under foras tenure, be ever subject to any other than the ancient 
fate of taxation.**

A deapatch from Lord Jcdin Ruaaell, dated Slat May, IBiO, reapectiog the diri- 
aion of the territory of New South Walea into three acparaic diatricta^ and the mode 
In which crown landa are in future to be diapoaed of, containa the following direc- 
dona: ** I come to the concluaion, that for all pnrpoaea connected with the diapoaal 
of land, it will be deairable that the preaent territory of New South Walea ahould be 
dirided Into three dlatinrt portiooa or diatricta, which I nuy deaeribe urwler the 
oainea of a northern, a middle, and a aoutbem diatriet. But being detiroua to give 
time for aome further inqiiiriea, I auapend for a abort interval my directiona on the 
nortJiem diatriet, merely obaerving that the name general principlea in the diapoaal of 
land will be applicable there as Iboae which I am about to announce in regard to the 
aoothrm or Port Phillip diatriet; with thia remark, 1 proceed to the more urgent 
question of aeparating the aoutbem from the middle or Sydney diatriet. These two 
durricta are to be divided by tlie boumlaiiea of the two aouthemmoat rouiitica of 
New South Walea, aa proclaimed by the Govenwr on the 1-llh of October, 1839, and 
from the limila of these two coonlies i>y the whole course of the river Murrumbidgee, 
and the Murray, until h meets tb« esstem boundary of South AuatraJia, which of 
course srill constitute the limit to tbe westward both of Sydney and of the Port Phil* 
lip dutrict. Seeing bow little the general direction of the Murrumbidgee, after 
leaving the boumlary of the original arttlemeota of New South Walea, sariea from an 
east and west course, it baa appeared to me more convenient to choose this natural 
and well-deflncd boundary than to adopt a paialld of latitude. It appears to be 
shown that in new aettlementa, such as those comprised within tbe more recent of 
the two districu thus repeated, a fixed, uniform price constitutes tbe best method of 
disposing of the land." ’Fbe price Is fixed at El per acre. 

A petition to her Majesty against the boundaries prescribed in the despatch was 
agreed to by several members of Uie Legislative Council, founded upon the following 
resolution, moved by tbe bishop: ** That the Council, under a aerious apprebensioa 
of the injury likely to be sustaioed by tbe colony of New South Walea, in regard to 
its staple produce and tbe important intemta of revenue, commerce, and populolioa, 
through tbe dismemberment of so large a portion of teaitory, now annexed to it, aa 
would be occasioned by the adoption of the limits assigned by the 32nd of May, 
1640. do present a humble and dutiful address to her Majesty, sulicitiiig brr Majea* 
ty's graciuus reconsideration of the saiiw, and praying that her Majesty will be 
plea^ to appoint aueb other limiu to the colony at may secure to it the course of 
the principal rivers within the territory, which have been discovered and explored by 
the enterprise, and at the expense, of the settlers; and in addition to tbe nineteen 
counties ol which it b proposed that tbe colony should consist, may preserve tha 
union of one government of thoae dbtricts beyond the present limits of lucatioo. 
which have not only been peopled from thb colony, and occupied by stock the pro* 
petty of residents within it, but must always continue united with it by tbe rloaesl 
lies of common origin and interest.'' 

The iSydasy Gaiettt which ascribes thb sclieroe of territorial division to Colonel 
Torrens, observes: “ We have no objections to urge against the creation of new 
colonies in Australia, more especially as it dors not appear to be tbe intention of the 
Colonial OAre to give these iniendrd new colouics a penal character; we have no 
ohjcctioas to Moreton Bay becoming the metropolis of a northern colony, neither do 
we duiike the idea of Port Phillip becoming an independent southern colony; but 
we have serioui objections to the boundary line determined upon for New South 
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Walet. It b mjiut in priadpic, and if cnfomd. will be ruinon n ic» rcsitlt> to 
manjr. The rirer M'Lcey ooght to be the northern boomlarr, b o«r opinion, uid 
the Mrathcm •boald extend to the pemnei of Cape Howe. The btcmal boondaiy 
Ibe we do not think ought to be fixed, until mote ia known of the interior of this VMt 
and extraordinary diriaion of the globe. New South Walea may, in time to eome, 
be a aa nu ti c turing country, but that pniod ia yet distant t an agricultural country h 
Dceer can be, unlesa some great revolution in nature should be effteted by Oniupo- 
leocy. This colony » embenlly a pastoral country, and if, by curtailing its limits, it 
ceases to afiord apace for pastonl punuita, ita CtU will be more rapid than iu tiae baa 
been extraontbary.'* 

The papers of December 29th contain lamentable delaila of murdera and robberies 
committed by the bercacing ganga of bushrangers. Ihe blacks also are guilty of fre¬ 
quent outrages. 

Tbc Oommai atramer started on ber fim trip from Sydney to Port PhiUip on the 
SOtb December. Tbe Ctammd hns since been lost On tht momitig of January 2nd. 
the passenger* were alarmed by the ship's stjddmly striking. Every posjuble eOuet 
was made to get her off, but in rain, she harbg fixed on a BaiMl.bonk at tbe cutranre 
of Comer Inlet In a abort time, every soul on board was landed safely, together 
nritb sails, proTisions. fire. Tbe next morning, a wbalnhoat, with five acamen, was 
launched, with a supply of provisions, for Port Pbtllip t and in ths evening of the 
fich, they observed Urn SiUtn, off Port Ihillip Ilends, which towed them to Wil- 
liam's Town. No blame attaebes to any one, aa tbc night sraa misty. 

From returns printed by order of the Council, it appears that, ia 1837, there 
arrived ia the colony 4,275 immigrants and 2,345 convicts, and there were 2,270 
births, making a total addition to the population of 9,970. In the same year, tlie 
deaths amounted to 1799. In 1838, the number of immigrants was 8^10. of con- 
viets 3,073, of births 2336, making an ine r ease of 14.749. The deaths during this 
year were 2,104. In 1839 there tirived 13358 Immlgnuits, and 2,293 conricts, and 
there were S3M births, making an inerease of 18355 on the popnlatbn of tbc pm- 
vioui year. During the same year, 1839, 2,481 deaths. Thus tbe incrase of popu¬ 
lation during these three years was 26,473 birntgrants. 8.791 conricts. and 8,410 
Wrtbs; making altogether a general total of 43874. while the decrease by death was 
6,384. Tbe population of 1836 was mtimsted st 774J06, snd that of 1839 would, 
therefore, be 114,386 sonla 

Tbe demand for an increase erf emigration cannot be better shown thsn by the 
high wages which hare been given to the emigtants who arrived by the ItabtSa. Some 
of the hboorert received sa high as from X33 to jCIO per annum, and ** found.** The 
fomale servanu ** went off ” at a very ** high figure," most of them getting about jC 2U 
per annum.-~5yrf.Ga2.. Ot2.24. 

VAN DIEMEN’S LAND. 

Mncxt.ijevaoes. 

A letter from Cape Macoooehie, from Norfolk Island, speaks very sanguinely of 
the succem that has hitherto attended the system of moral discipline be has intro¬ 
duced. There have only been four corporal punishments sinee his arrival, and rrhoe 
is greatly decreased; but be represenU himself as crippled to regard to tbe tneam of 
indulgence, the allowances not being equal to the maintenance of such a system. We 
leant that tbe prisoners at Norfolk IsUmd have established a Reform Society amongst 
thrmselTea. It Is, however, a cruel experiment upon depni\’ed nature to abase it by 
Norfolk Island, in order that it may be improved. This is the effert of the new- 
fangletl schemes of pensl scienee, which set out with a pitiful and poling lamentation

I fear, howev'er, that the furhear* 
anc« is mUuiHlerstood, and that a further punishment must be resorted to before this 
arrogant and perfidious government is brought to reason. H. M. Plenipotentiary 
being, bosrever. desirous to try the effect of another prodaroatioo, and to show hia 
desire for an rquiuble adjustment of aflkirs, addressed the major.general and mysHI^ 
requesting that we would make no further movement towards the city, until the dis. 
pmition of the provincial goremroent oflleers was put to the test, as far as regards 
their oon4nt«iermoe; and we have consequently remained ta statu guo; but reports 
(on wbirh we can rely) are daily reaching us, which state that ftre-vesarls are fitting 
out about seven miles above Canton; forta, in the rear of the city, in the course of 
erection; and the people are forbidden to bring us supplies, while the teas and silica, 
and every other raluahle, are removing from it. These proceedings, so directly con¬ 
trary to the assurances of pacific intentions (which they are ever ready to deal forth 
in profasion). lead me to the conclusion, that we shall hare to proceed even at the 
risk of the destruction of the second city of the empire, an event exceedingly likely 
to occur, from iu abandonment by tlie authorities, and the exoeaaes of thf lower 
daaacs of a community, proverbially bad. The responsibility must, however, rest on 
the beaila of thoac autboritica,

** .My I.onl,— In continuation of my letter of the lOth insL 1 have the satlsfiurtian 
(oinfonn your lordship, that, on the 15th, I received a report from Herbert, 
of H.M.*s ship Calkope, detailing a well-cxecuted attack on the only remaining fort, 
protecting the appruacbes to the city of Canton. This fort is situate about ten miles 
from tite anchorage at M'hampoa, up a narrow and intricate channel, which ends in 
the Broadway, or Marao passage from Canlon. Tite attack commenced about 5 r.M., 
from the Modewte and Madagaaenr steamer, with the boats of the squadron, and in half 
an hour the works were in our possession, the Chinese keeping up a well-directed fire 
uotd the boats* crews were in the art of araling the walls, when they gave way and 
fied in all directiooa. They were derotiag their whole atlenlion to the strengthening 
of the defences of this post, and had rendered it one of the most formidable wliich 
had been rueountered; I am, therefore, happy that it b in our bands. The loss of 
the Chinese b not correctly known; many were found dead in the fort—our own 
rasnaltiea do not amount to more than three wounded. 

** The ualouB desire of every officer and man in the squadron to seek orcasioas in 
which to distbgubh themselves has led to the performance of various well-executed 
services; amongst them b the forring the inner pasoage from Macao to Whampoa, 
which was deemed by the Chinese impeoctrable to forrignrrs. II. M.'a Plenipotentiary 
having represented to the senior officer in Macao Roads the great advantages likely to

I believe the Chinese were tsot acquainted 
with the capisbiUties of their splendid river; assuredly they had no idea that the 
aecoisd city in the empire could be assailed by ships of war on its waters; 1 trust 
tUaf the fact will have its due influence on the authorities, and I have no doubt that 
the forbearance ditpUyed towards a city so completely at our mercy as this b will be 
appreciated by the betur classes of the community, who have every thing to lose, and 
Uic broevolener of the British character more fully understood than it ever yet lias 
been in this country. The gratifying spectacle of our ships in this iKisitiun is solely 
attrtbutalilc to the unwearied exertions of the captains, utiiren, and inru, belonging 
to them, in sounding the various inlets Uirougb which they passed, not a single 
Chinese pilot having been employed throughout. 

“In conclusion, we may on this, as on former occasions, congratulate ourselves on 
aervire having been performed without any loss of life on our side, and only seven 
wounded (severely), amongst whom is that gallant officer, Lieut Stransliam, Royal 
Marines, of II. M. S. CaBioptt Acting Brigade Major.

The report from Captain Herbert of II. M. S. CaJUope to His Exc. Sir Gordon 
Bremer, referred to in the preceding drs]>atch, is annexed : 

** British Factory, Canton, 18th March, IB4I. 

** Commoiiore Sir J. J. Gordon, Bremer, Kt.. C. B., K. C. IL, &c. 

** Sir,—Tliia day the force enumemted below, under my onlers, carried and des¬ 
troyed in sucerssiun all the forts in the advance and before Canton, taking, sinking, 
burning, or dispersing the enemy's flotilla, and hoisted tlte union jack on the walls 
of the British Factory, the guns of the squadron commanding all the appruacbca t o 
the city from the western and southern branches of the river, thus placing in oor 
power the great provincial capital, containing upsrarda of one millioa of inhabitants. 

** 1 found myself forced tu make this attack, without your instruetions, foe the 
reasons so strongly expressed in H. M. 's Plenipotentiary's note, herein enclosed, con¬ 
sidering it my duty to resent with all the promptitude in my pourer the insult offered 
the day before (17th March) to the flag of truce sent with a chop to the imperial 
eoanissioncr, at the desire of bis Exc. 1 forward the accompanying sketch, placing 
you in more immediate possession of the line of concentration which led to such an 
inunediatr result. In detailing the operations of the day, I feel myself inadeqiMtc 
to do justice to the gallant officers and men employed on this occasion. 

** The flwtilla of boats, formed into four divisions, was under the command of 
Capt. Bourchier, of the Bbmdt, Capt. Bethune, of the Gmteay, assisting. Three 
divisions, under the immediate charge of Commanders Barlow and Clarke, and Lieut. 
Coulaoo. of the Blomds, IL M. sloop llyaeimtk (to which too much praise cannot be 
given for the exertion displayed by Commander Warren, his officers and crew, in 
getting her through the intricate and difficult passes of the river, piloted by Com¬ 
mander Belcher, to be in readiness for operation), and a division of boats under the 
command of these officers, were placed at the southern entrance of the river, re- 
communicating with the main stream at Fatee, to meet any retrograde movement of 
the numerous flotilla that had taken part in the aggression of the 16th inst. Every 
ilfsa//i>i»r».N.S.Vot,35.No 139.

Fonlia, Madraa Artillery, and Airaiata, 
Mr. W. II. Hall, R. N'.. commanding, with artillcryinen under the direction of Capi. 
Moore and Lieut Gabbett Madraa ArtUlery, who handsomely volunteered their 
aervieea upon the occaaion. The (Lieut Maaon), and Staring (Ueut- 

Kellett), passing a-bead, cutting through the rafts on the right hank, and engaging a 
pert of the war junks, the //e&e and Lomiaa tendm taking part, at the same time, 
under cover of the ship's gun*, the Aotilla with the marines was brought up in ad¬ 
mirable order by Capt. Dourchier, and upon the signal given, atormed and completed 
the rapture of this part of the enemy*# work#, notwithatanding a most determined 
rcaiitanee on the part of the Tartar troops. From this battery the vesaela and Aotilla 
moved forarard. and carried the other defences in aureeasioD, amounting in the whole 
to 123 guns. By the great care of Cape Nias, his officers, and ship'a company, the 
HrraU arss brouglit over the Aats, and entered the rearh during the mgagement, which 
must have had considendile effeet upon the enemy, by dividing thdr attention, not 
knowing what othrr force might be in reserve. 

** or Capt. Itourrhier, whose higii charaeter is so welt known to you, fvir, and the 
service, I cannot speak sufficiently strong for the manner in which be conducted the 
force* under his immedisre command, not only leading them into action in admirable 
order, but keeping them together in rrailiness for any outbreak of the immense popo- 
iatioa of sorb a crowded city; and I cannot refrain mentioning his conspicuous and 
energetic exertions in towing off the burning junks, which were drifting upon the 
suburbs of Canton, and toon would hare evidently act Are to that part of the city, 
and inrolred the deatruction of the whole, in which he reports he was ably assisted 
by the officers under bis dirertion*. My thanks srr also due to that excellent officer, 
Cape Bethune, and to Commanders Beicber, Warren, Barlow and Clarke, for thdr 
great teal. The Royal Marines, under IJeut Stransham, of the f afficyM, asstated 
by Lieuts. Daniel. Hewitt, Marriot and Poikinghome. were a* usual conspicuous for 
their galknt. steady, soldierly bearing. I have, however, to regret that Lieut. Stran- 
sbam, ia exerting himself to destroy the works, aras suddenly exposed to s heavy 
explosion, by which be has been consideiablj btirned, but continues at his post; to 
IJmIs. Kellett and Ctdlinson, and Mr. Brown, master of the CaBiopa, every favour¬ 
able ronsideration is due, for bsring made themselves particularly useful iu sounding 
and afterwards rondoeting several mcn-of-war safely to an aneboiage off the dty of 
Canton t indeed my sincere gratitude is due to every officer, seanum and marine em¬ 
ployed on this service, fur thdr seal and spirited conduct, from which it is to be 
hoped the most beocArial results will ensue. 

** His Exc. H. M. I*ienipotenbaiy, ever on the alert, has done me the honour to 
be with me throughout these openuions, and to whom my best thanks ore due for his 
support snd asdstanee on all oeeasioos. 

** By Lieut. Paul, whom you kindly attached to me. I enclose a return of casualties, 
which 1 am happy to ny are inconaidciablc, aod bring before you the officers em¬ 
ployed in the A<^lb oa this servire. with a return of ordnance deatroyed in the 
defences near Canton. Your presence at the close of the action releases me from 
going further into detail. 

** From the various reports brought in, we have Ireen able to ascertain that the 
anessy*# loM has been shout four hundred men.

** A further comtnunicatkm haring been received from Canton, an ertenaion of 
twentj'four houn was granted to the armlatiee, and at noon on the 6th, the tine 
haring expired, the troops were landed on the left bank of the river, conaistiog of tbo 
detachments of H. M.‘s d6th and 49th regta. under Major Pratt, and the Royal 
Marines of the 8eet under Capt. Ellis, the light squadron and the dotilla getting under 
weigh at the same time. On the first vessel passing the barrier the Chinese fired otf 
the guns in the centre battery and retired; the guns in the two fisnk works it 
appears had been previously withdrawn, and these defrnres were instantly oerupied 
by the seamen of the fleet. Thus the last defences of otte of the richest towns in 
China, with a population of upw'ards of oite million of inhabitants, were abandoned 
without a shot having been ftred on oor side, and Canton by at British merry, and 
remains a memento of British forbearance. 

** II. M.’s plenipotentiary having forwarded me the accompanying letter ( No. 1), 
the troops uere re^embarked. On the receipt of the letter (marked Na 2), amnge. 
meats were made for the transports to fall down the river and rendetvous here. All 
the foru have been destroyed by the indebtigabb exertions of the senroen; the guns 
rendered unserviceable, and the barricades have been mostly removed, leaving open 
the free navigation of the river between Canton and Macaa M^jor-general Burrell 
and the staff arrived three days back, and all the forre from Chusan, with the eteep- 
tioa of the Bengal Veriunteers, has reached this river. I am using every exertion for 
the military occupation of Nonh Wang.Tong, and when completed or in a forwanl 
state, the fleet will pcorred to tlic bland of llong-kong, which it is the intention of 
her Msjesty's plenipotentiary to occupy. 

“ I shall not fiul. when the troops are assembleil at Hong. Kong, to give ray earnest 
Bttentioo to their tocation. so as to re-establisb, by every means within my power, 
tbeir health, and lit them for ulterior operations; no want of supplies need, 1 con. 
ceivc, be apprehended, oor do I believe, from all I can learn, that any exertions on 
the part of the Chinese authorities can prevent thcHr being procured.

The foregoing despatches are so full and minute, tlwt there b scarcely any thing to 
add to them, and we have but little spssce at command. 

Sir Gordon Bremer left Canton on the SUt March, in the Qam steamer, and 
arrived at Calcutta on the 30th April (leaving Sir Fleming Senhome in command at 
China), to confer with the Governor General and obtain reinforcements. 

It iqipears that Kesben, the imperial commissioner, though apparently invested 
with foil powers to treat with us, drbyed the rxreutkm of the treaty which be had 
cocidttdcd with Capt Elliot until he could obtain the emperor's confirmation of it. 
The Imperial Cabinet rejected the treaty and determined on war. Four Imperial 
edicts have been issued, breathing hostility and dcfiaoce to the English, ordering 
that. “ since the rebellkras dbpcMiiion of the foreigners had thoa become manifest, 
nothing b left hut to exterminate them.** Instead of ytekling an inch, by paying 
down the price of the opium or granting them a landmg.plare, the emperor describes 
the Engibh as having rebelled against heaven and opposed reason. ** They arc,” 
says be. ” like di^ and sheep in tbeir dbpositions. It is difficult for bcavm and 
earth any longer to bear with the English, and both goeb and men are iodigoant at 
tbeir condoet. I have beard that for months past they have debauched men's wives 
and daughters, made captives, carried away |iroperty, built forts, opened water- 
®®®”*** •*< op a eounterfeit public officer, who bsuea procUmstiomi ordering the 

people to pay the duties. In sleeping or rating 1 find no quiet." Krshen b 
ordered to be deltvrred over to the Board of Punbhment. still, however, retaining 
bb command; and the Admiral Kwan b to lose his button. Troops hsve been 
ofdvned to proceed in all speed lo Canton, from llonan. Sxtehuen, KweUchu, and 
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Kauig>sr. Krtben is oidercd to exhort and stimulate the soldicn to adTanee witli 
valour, and to be the foremost in battle, **for it is abaolutelf ncceanry that the 
rebellious foreigners must gi^« "P tbeir beads, wliirb, and the prisoaers, are to be 
sent to Pekin in cages to undergo the but penalty of ihe law.** 

It appears that, though the British are in possession of Ihe foetoriea at Canton, 
there b a provisional Chinese govemment in the city, which is, boweter, almost de> 
serted. The llong merrhants remained on the spot, but said that the people were 
afraid to trade whilst the mcn*of-war remained in the river. The Chinese at Canton 
believe that no traAc of importance can be carried on until the whole question is 
defoiilively settled. 

Ko despatches had been received in Canton since the emperor’s reply to the an. 
nouocement of the capture of the Bogue forts. ’Phis induced the coamodorv to 
start immediately for Calcutta. He at the same time ordered her Majesty’s troop 
ship JupUrr to proceed to Caniunoie for the 9kb regiment. 

'Three Engiishroen, two of them olficers of the Blmhdim. were carried off from a 
passage-boat near Macao on the 26th March, and have not since been heard of; it ia 
supposed by order of the mandarins. 

Cape Elliot has stated in a circular, that a close embargo srill be laid on the city 
and trade of Canton, unless and until the whole foreign trade proceeds upon a per* 
fertly equal fooling. 

The following procUmstion has been issued by Capt. Elliot : ’* People of Canton— 
Your city ia spared, because the Gracious Sovereign of Great Britain has commanded 
the High English Ofbeer to mnember, that the good and peaceful people must be 
tenderly conaiderviL But if the High Odicers of the Celestial Coart offer the least 
obstruction to the British forces in their present stations, then it will become neces. 
sary to answer force by force, and the city may suffer terrible injury. .And if the 
uative merchants be prevented from buying and selling freely with the Britbh and 
foreign merebauu, then tlic whole trade of Canton must immediately be stopped. 
The High OAcers of the Englbb nation hare faithfully used their best efforts to pre- • 
vent the miseries of war, and the responviliility of the actual state of things must rest 
upon the heads of the bad adrben of the emperor. Further evil consequences can 
only be prevented by wisdom and moderation on the port of the provincial go¬ 
vernment." 

Subeequenily, a truce was concluded with the provincial authorities for the tempo- 
rary resumption of businrsa at Canton, under the protection of Britbh mcn-of-war in 
tlie vicinity, pending further hostilities to tlie northward, till a ntbfactory peace can 
be arranged witli the court of Pekin; and CapL FUliot (20lli March) issued the fol¬ 
lowing circular from the British hictory t— A suspension of bmtilities at Canton and 
in ihb province has been this day agreed upon between the imperial commisstouer 
Yang and the undersigned. It has further been pulillcly proclaimed to the people, 
ondrr the seals of the coaratssioner and the acting governor of the province, that the 
trade of the port of Canton bopen, and that British and other foreign merchants, who 
may see fit to piocerd there for the purpose of bwful commerce, shall be duly pro¬ 
tected. No bond shall be required by the provincial governor, hut there will be no 
of^cction on the port of the British antborities to the like liabilities for the introduc- 
tioa of prohibited merchandize, or for smuggling duly proved, which would follow 
such offences in England, detention of person or property, penal consequeneea 
of all kind excepted. Pending the final settlement of alfoin between the two coun¬ 
tries, the undersigned has consented to the payment of the usual charges and other 
cstaUbbed duties, hhips of war will remain in the near neighbourhood of (he fac¬ 
tories, foe the better protection of H.M. subjects engaged in the trade of Canton." 
To tbb circular was appended a notirc from Commodore Bremer, " that British and 
foreign merchant vessels have permission to proceed to Whampoa, all ronseqneneea 
arising from the poasible and sudden resumption of hostilities of course remaining at 
the risk of the parties."

1810. entered the cuddf 
of the said ship, in which were asaemlilrd most of tbe gentlemen pauengera, and after 
questioning one or two of them regarding a cap belonging to Lieut. A. II. Cbapro- 
aiere, of II. M. A5th rrgt. of Foot, which was mjaaing. stated that the said Lieut. Cha- 
profliere hwl given out that be would horsewhip and shoot tbe nun who had made 
away with the cap, and bis bstigators, be. Ens. Maguire, concluded, in a loud and insult¬ 
ing tone of voice, with tbe following grossly abustre epithets, namely: “blackgtiardly, 
laarally cowards I and many among us ougitt to be kicked out of society,** or words to 
the same effect : thereby oflciing a premeditated, unprovoked, and wanton insult to 
the gentlemen passengers of tbe said ship, for which be subsequently refused to make 
any apology. 

Ifnd Instance.'—In having on board tbe ship Lady Flora, as aforesaid, on tbe same 
evening when in hia osm cabin, repeated tbe aforesaid or timiliar expressions, in a 
boisterous and insulting tone of voice, in the prcaence of Capt. John Gordon of the 
31tt Regt. Native L.I., and in tbe bearing of the greater number of the paasengers 
and others ; thereby again wantonly and groasly insalting the gentlemen pasaengrn 
of the said ship. 

Sacamd Oktrpr.— For baring on board tbe ship t,ady Flora, as aforesaid, when to 
tbe eastward of tbe Cape of Good Hope, on the Stkh Dec. of tbe same year, sent a 
written challenge to tbe aforesaid Capt- Gordon, his superior officer, to fight a duel, 
be, Capt- Gordon, having had no communication whatever with him, Ena.

Rrmarkt by tke Csurl—Tbe Coun cannot cooclnde iu proceeding* without expres- 
sing its conviction that bad the officer in the immediate command of the troops by 
friendly advice pointed out to the prisoner the consequences of lib unwarranuble 
conduct, or exercised tbe anthority vested in bhn. the whole of the present proceed¬ 
ings might have been avoided; at the same time, the court drem it their doty to olJ 
serve, that tbe assumption of anthority by Brev. Ckpc .Silver in pUcing the prisoner 
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under ck)*e arrest, and at h» peril to leave hli cabin, ura* both premature and un¬ 
called for.and that the pritooer'ii immediate co mm a n d in g officer shouldbettbave been 
consulted before be took a step m liable to create irritation and jealomj among all 
partira. The court b furtltcr at opinion, that Capt. Gordon might have pursued a 
better course towarde a very young and inexperienced officer, than to have placed his 
name on ao oflemive and irregular a paper aa that submitted to the court. 

Approved and eonlinned.—The reprimand will be given to Ensign Maguire by the 
Deputy Adjutant General of Her Majesty's Forces.

Wynyard manifested to him that 
be had conducted himself In so aeriously an improper manner as to require further 
notice of the matter on hu part.

Remarki by the Commander-in* Chief—On a fall review of the drenmstancee 
developed on the trial, I feel compelled to obeerve that I conaider the tentence pnated 
by the court to be very inadequau in the eeae of a native officer of great experience 
and long atanding in the army having wilfhlly violated the religious customs of the 
country, with which he must have been throughly acquainted; but, taking into 
conaldention tbe previous good character and long services of the prisoner, I have 
confirmed tbe award without directing a itvisioo, in tbe hope that tbe lenity shou n 
by the court will produce a proper effect on him, the Suliadar, and not teml to misltad 
others belonging to the army, of any rank or religious denomination, to offend against 
the well known protection and attenlkm with which the British go\Tmment at all 
times, and under all eircunataners, carefully guards the religious feelings and observ* 
anoes of every class of its native snlqects, and those of ita alliea.

Sir; In continuation of the detail of operations, I have the honour to 
BcquainC yon, for the information of the Lords Commisaionen of the Admiralty, that 
yesterday ranrninjf I moved forward towards the forts of Wangtong and Anunghoy. 
A Chinese, a civilian, had been aavrd from drowning by the Louisa cutter, and I 
liberated him, sending by his hands a letter to the Admiral, in which I expUi’ned the 
usages of war amongst Earopean nations with regard to flags of truce, sponng the 
lives ^ pnsoners. and of an enemy yielding, and that the striking of flags signified 
submissioi], and alwap led to a cessation of hostility by surrender; and also that I 
had yesterday Ubenited upwards of one hundred prisoners wfao h«l laid down their 
arms. 
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“ The phui of ottock w*s Uid, tnd iroald bovt eotBOumcetl Mriouily i® ® few o)o- 
menu, when I wa* auiprued to »e« the fla^i and bannen of the fort* hauled down, 
and a boot with a flag of tnice coming out; It contained a letter from the admiral, 
requraiing a Mupenmn of hoatililiea until a communication could be made to the 
imperial eommiaaioner at Caotou. On cooaulting her Majeaty'a plcaipotrntia^ , wc 
were of opinion that it would be adriwble to comply with thia reqneat, in the ainccre 
hope that iiegotiationa aroukl prerent a further conflict. TTiree daya hare, therrflire, 
been giren for thia purpose.

•utecripckaia paid by then to the fond fron their emoluments irhilat upon full pay. 
The plaintiff, who waa a ehril ofliecr of the Co mpan y, and had been a regular cont^ 
botor to the fund, rcedred the retired allowance for four yeara up to 1631, but the 
defendants refund to pay It for the following 3 rTarB, upon the ground that he bad been 
rcmoYcd from hia oilier for miseondoct in his oillctal duties as resident at Lnekoow. 

Lord Dtnmm now deliverrd the judgment of the Court, which waa to the effeer, 
that wbaterer may be otherniae the ralue of the objections mode by the defendanta, 
thdr conduct had preduded them from taking advantage therrof | that the rrtirr- 
meut of the plaiatiff from the active service of the Company was perfectly regular, and 
the defendants had tbrmscivea continued to pay him the superanutMtion ailowanea 
during the time at which the inquiry waa going on, of which they had full knowledge, 
although, whether the plaintiff had avieb information or not, was a matter of doubt. 
W ith regard to the particular form of the action, that for moitey had and received, 
the Court waa also ct opinkm that the defence of the Company had foiled. The fund 
had been formed with their knowledge, and under thi^ sanction and approval. 
They actually furnished the subscriptions by deducting them from tbe current pay of 
the oAcers; and their own sub-treasurer, through whom the whole of the sums were 
eontnbeted to the fund, and rcdmwn for the benefit of tbe aminitants, was the trea* 
surer of tha fund. The accounts of the Company showed that iltey had received a 
laige sum h groas upon ac c ount of the amirataata, and gave each indiviUual credit 
for the sam to which he waa separately entitled i and amongst tbe entries so made 
waa one of Rs. KMXK) to the credit of tbe plaiatiff himself. The Company, in fact, iiad 
acted as bankers to tbe whole body of the retired ofBcers, as well as to each indivl* 
dual, and paid and received the money aa the ageat of each. Tbe judgment of the 
Court eras therefore delivered in favour of tbo plaintiff.

Among the works in the enutse 
of translation for the roromittee were, the JVuAon i-Haidrn, a history of Mysore 
duriiy the reign of Hyder Ali and his son Tipu, by Colonel W. Miles; a long-lost 
work of Enicbius, called the Divine Manifestations,” by Professor ; and the 
KiiiA el Yemaxi, by the secretary to the committee, the Rev. James Reynolds. The 
progress of the latter work has been a good deal rctordeil by the difficulties which it 
presents to the translator. In this respect, the work might be ebused with the 
Timir, of Arabshoh, or the Afakimai, of Hsriri. It relates to the popular Mohom- 
roedan hero Mohmhd, of Ghoxna, and his conquests in Hindustan. The works 
already printed at the expense of the Fnnd amount to ftfty-six; and the commiuee, 
while gratehiUy acknowledging the muniflrent support they have received, expresoed 
their regret that the list of their subscribers should not roropriae a number more 
adequate to the claims upon their patronage and aid; they hoped, ncvcriheJeso, to be 
enabled long to foster and cticoonge pursuits so especially gratifying to those who 
engage in them, and which could not fail, nltimately, to exert a benefidol influence 
over literatarr in gvnrraL 

As connrrtcd closely with the objects of the Society, the council deemed it their 
duty to briiqc to the knowledge of the memhets the recent institution of tlie 
** Oriental Text Fundformed for the pnrpose of printing esteemed Oriental works 
in their original laaguages. to be afterwards diipuscd of at a moderate dMrge to stu¬ 
dents ; thereby to encourage Oriental studies, and, at the some time, to preserve and 
diaseminatr, by means of the prrt«, valuable works now in MS. difficult of access, by 
rroaon of their cost and scarcity; and requiring much careful collmtiou. A com- 
mrocemeot bod been made; and three original works were now in the coarse of 
printing. 

The Report of the auditors of the finoneial accounts of the Society was then read; 
by wbicti it apprared that the expenditure of the .Society during the lost year hod been

From a consideration of the estimate of receipts for the conent year, the auditors 
were induced to odvitw that the same rigid economy as hod prevailed fur tlie last four 
years should not be departed from; and called upon the members to exert thcmsclrrs 
to promote a fresh accession of new aaaociates, os the best meant of insuring the per¬ 
manent stability of the institution. 

The thanks of the Society were unanimously voted to the auditors for their scr- 
virrs; and their Report, together with that of the council, was receired, and ordered 
to be printed. 

On the thanks of the Society being voted to the council, Mr. Wynn, os president, 
rose to acknowledge the rote; and ubaenrrd that tbc difficulty be bad in rising (in 
eonscqucoce of a riieantatic affiection under which be laboured) would be the best 
excuse be coold moke for his haring tenderrri his resigaation of the office which he 
bad hod tbr honour to bold under the Society for eighteen years. He hod nften re¬ 
gretted that the state of bbi health should ha^ne prrrented him from giving a more 
regular attendance at the .Society’s meeling* j and he felt that it would be for the 
interest of the Society that he should resign the uAee into other and more efficient 
hands. At the time ^ mw originally placed in the chair, he liad the honour of being 
Ptesideot of the Botid of Cootiol; and having tbo interests of Indio, as oeuDected 
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with tlu» country, wsnnly at hcmrt, he willingly «crri*tcil Uir prcwik-nuhip ofa soricty 
founded for the capre** of tnakiiii; u* UHter lurquiunlcd with »U Uiat roncemed 
that empire. He wa» further (tratifted when hU Majesty, Ceorfc IV., roiwentcd to 
beconr the patron of the Society, who liimsclf augktetted that the Prciidcnt of the 
Board of Control •hoiiW he, ex i#ria, n »irtsp<Uton of the Royjd Asiatic Society. In 
looking at the progress of the Society sinre that perioi, he couhl not but Hotter him- 
oelf llwl its innitutiun hod grritly aided in Inducing a curiosity and attention in the 
public mind on Eeatem matters. The rigid bon. gentleman then rcfcrrcd to the 
tardy debt of justice which this country wouWI pay to India in the equolirntion of the 
■ngnr duties, and irmarkcd, that after wc hod sacrificed many of the native maiiufisc- 
lurci of India by the greater cheapneu of our own. It wa« but fair we should give 
India a chance of more freely and advantageously disposing of the produce of her own 
Boil in thia country. He hailed it as llie dawn of a better system, which would nut 
(oil to work for the benefit of both countries. As regarded the condition of the 
Society, he lamented that they bod not a surplus income, and that it was neceosary 
to resliict the expcndinire for printing the Society’s Jounul within very narrow 
limits. He regretted also to perceive a («urity of literary contributions; which could 
not be attributed to any defect in the management of the Society, when lliey con* 
sldcred that the moat gifUsI Oriental scholar in Kurope, Professor >\'ilson, held the 
odice of iu director. Public estitnotion coukl scircely be hoped for if tlie Society 
did not continue to give evidence of the extended utility of iu labours. Ills porting 
advice on quitting the chair would be, that every roemlHT should exert himself to odd 
numbers to the Society, and that the Society, as a body, should never relax in lu 
endeavours to deserve well of Uie public. He understood that the name of a noble* 
ttuui would be propoMd to succeed him in the choir, than whom no individual could 
bo better qualified, os well by his high station, os by bis oequimnenU in Oriental 
liuroture. He Msured the meeting that his lost wish, on giving up his office, was for 
the prosperity, the eminence, and the permanency of the Society. 

Sir George Staunton warmly eulogiseil the smicea Mr, Wynu had rendered tbc 
Society during his pmudriiUhip. He was sure that the Society at large would be 
equally sorry with the council at losing them ; and although the council at first besU 
Uted to receive Mr. Wynn’s retirement, lliry ultimately considered k would he but 
on ungrateful return for benefit* received to prc»» his continuance in the office when 
the stale of hi* health rendered his attendance upon it painful. After touching upon 
the present position of the Society, and the *e«l its respected president had cvw 
evinced in promoting its welfare, he moved that the special thank* of the .Society be 
voted to him for his post services. 

'The motion was seconded by Professor Wilson, and rorried unanimously. 

Sir Core Ouseley, after expressing his deep regret at the circumstances which liod 
led to Mr. Wynn’s retirement, proposed tbc Earl of Munster to soccced that genitc- 
toion; and felt oMured tliot the I'onfidimce of the .Society would not be rn’isplaccd in 
electing tbe noh |rm»n be liad uomed, who had, from bis earliest years, shown a great 
predilection for Oriental studies; hod been in India; and had acquired a high degree 
of knowledge relating to the East. Seconded .Sir James Ijiw Lushington, and 
carried by a ec la nu uion. 

Professor Wilson atated that, as a vacancy had been made in tbc number of vice- 
presidents, it became necessary to choove ooutber; but they need be at no los*; be 
begged to propose the Hotraurolile Mouutstusrt Elphinstooe, a gentleman who was 
well known to ibeni, and who, by the kindness of his nature, hi* great lolmts, and his 
intimate acquaintance with Indian affairs, would do honour to the office. Carried 
ooaoiuiously. 

'Fbe ihonka of the Society were oftcrwanl* unanimously voted to the director, vice- 
presidents, honorary •ecretory, treasurer, and liltrarioa of the Society, rvspectirely. 

A ballot tbcD took |ilaee for eight new members of the council; and tbe ibllowing 
gentlemen were proposed and elected i ’llw Right Hon. .Sir Cboric* E. Grey, M. P. ;

" Sir: My letter (No. 4) of the 0th of January will have made their lordahipe 
acquainted with tlie progress of operations of this expedition np to that date, when a 
Boapenaion of hoatilities was agr^ to by her Majesty's plenipotentiary; this was 
followed by negotiations, which proceeded until the 20tb, when the preliminaries of 
a treaty were agreed upon, under seal of the Chinese commisaioner, one of the condi¬ 
tions of which was the cession of the island of Hong Kong to her Majesty, and the 
restoration of Cbuenpee and Tycocktow to the Chinese, together with the evacuation 
of Chuaan at the earliest possible period." 

(The remainder of this despatch is contained in the despatch to Lord Auckland, 
dated March 10, given last month* in p. 106 and to the end of the paragraph 
beginning p. 107. It then proceeds:) 

** CapL Herbert took np his former position in the Western Channel off Wang- 
tong, on the 20th, and on the 22Dd be proceeded in Uie Nemaxt, with some boats 
of the squadron, to the ehanitel at the back of Anungboy. His ieUrr, a copy of 
which I enclose.t will afford their lordships every information; and it oidy remairu 
for me to express my hope that the gallant manner in which this service was per¬ 
formed by a handful of men will be honoured by their approbation. 1 am now on 
my passage up the river, and hope to be off the Bocca Tigris to-morrow, when I 
sbidi have the honour of making a further report.

*' Sir: HU Exe. H.M.'s Plenipotentiary having represented to me that the Chi¬ 
nese Imperial Minuter, and High Commissioner, had huled to conclude the treaty of 
peace agreed upon in the late ronfereoccs witliin the period formally allowed to faim, 
that U to say, within the current Chinese month, of which tlie 20tb was the last day, 
that 1 waa, therefore, to consider myself at liberty and requested to prevent continued 
defensive preparationt upon the part of the Cbioosc.and further to barasa the enemy by 
all poaaible means. Combining thU representation with the knowledge elicited from a 
linguist taken in a boat yesterday morning by Lieut Watson, and rceognixed as an 
active agent of the Clitnesc authorities in the late affair at Chuenpee. and tliat be was 
cJi rout* with orders from Kwang, admiral and governor of .\nungfaoy, to hasten the 
stopping of the back passage of that isUnd, at a place called Sammonbow, by driving 
stakca and ainkiog stones, 1 deemed it highly essential to ascertain the true position

5iir: Having completed the garrison mirangrmeots on North Wangtong, and the 
destnielioti of tlie works on .Xnungboy being in progress, I proceeded up the river, 
to join the advanced squadron on the 1st init,, in the MaJagiucar steamer, taking 
the Sophia transport In low; CapU Maitland, with the boats and 100 snudl.arm 
men, together with the marines of the irW7c*4^, untlcr ('apt. KItis, arrompanied itte; 
the Qaerw. taking the EayU transport in tow, on board which ship I had eraharkcil 
the marinrs of the JUeohrim, MtlviUe, and Drmid^ also attended by the boats of 
those shipe, all being armed with their guns and howitzers.**

“ Sir; I have again the aatisfoction of enclosing the copy of a letter from Capt. 
Ilerbetf, of the CaBiope, detailing another wtll-exemted attack on the only remain¬ 
ing fort protecting the approaches to the city of Coatun. Thia fort U situate about 
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ten mile* froa the anrbonge at Ulumpaa. up a narrow and intricate channel, which 
ends in the hroadwap or Macao passage fraoi Chnton. The cnemjr were devoting tlieir 
whole attentkm to the streikgthening the drlvocce of this pou« and bad rvudeted it 
oa« of the Uwt which bad hern encountered. I am, thcret^. happj «>»at U is in our 
pos ses sion. Capu Herbert haa thrown a sufficient gurisoo into it. protected also by 
a dtvbiuo of the docilla, and the .Vadesre, and it ia in oor *»f«*‘** an important position. 
The city ia coiisc<|uctitl)r mcno'ed abure and below, aiul is rompktciy at our mercy j 
but nothing seems to affect the nimis of the arrogant tnaiMUriiM, tebo stiU talk of ex* 
tcmiiiatiiig ua. while their people dy before us; they are undoubtedly preparing fire 
resacls up the river, of which 1 hope to give a good account iu a few daya. CapL 
Herbert has been ably supported by Captaias Hethune and Koper, Commanders 
Barlow. Eyres, Gitbrd, Anson. Clarke, aisd Belcher, together with their othcerM and 
ships’ companies. My heat thanks are due to them fur the gallantry and pemcvcnnco 
with which they coiuiuer the difficulties and liarass of river and flotilla servkcw

** Fort, two miles above Canton, near the entrance to the Macao 
Passage, Marrh 13, 1841. 

“ Sir I In conformity with your orders of the 12th iost., and having waited twenty- 
four hours after the arrival of the laat chop delivered, and teeing nothing of a pacific 
nature ou the part of the Chinese, I proceeded with the force under the officers lumed 
la the nuugin,* to the fort and rafts mounting twenty-two guns, with eight small ones 
laid in a aand-bank, planking the rafts, strongly posted and well constructed near the 
C'knton entrance of the Mncao Patssge. At abmt five p.m., romnsenced the attaek, 
and carried the whole of the enemy’s works in about half an hour, the Chinese keep¬ 
ing up a arell-direetcd atal animated fire till oirr forces were under the walls, and in 
the act of storming, when they gave way, and fled in all direetions, thus leaving us, 
now, the only rvouunlng protection of their city in our hands, firing H.M. forces the 
commsnd of the river above and below it, and to depend upon its mercy for its daily 
aubsisiencs. The boats I placed under the direction of Capt. Bethune, to whom I am 
much indebted foe the steady nmnner in which they were broi^fat to the attack; and 
also to CapL Kuper, Commanders Barlow, Gifford, Anson, and Clark, who volun¬ 
teered their semces, for the assistance they gave throughout the affair; much credit 
ia due to Commander Belcher for his xeal in trying to get the Sulphur up this intri* 
ode chaniul; and to Commander Eyres, whose ship was brought to an excellent 
and effective position within about 000 yards of the fort, towed by the Madatforear, 
piloted by that very skilful and highly meritorious officer. LicuL Collinson; Mr. 
Dicey, the commander of the Mndapaacar, also calls for my highest cummeruiatkw ; 
as well os Lieut. Foulis, Madras Anillciy, for the irunner in which he msosged bia 
guns. The Royal 3farincs, under the orders of Lieut Stransham, assisted by IJeuta. 
Hewitt, Mariott, aiul Polkitighome, who acquitted themselves on the oocasioo aa 
that gallant corps ia always in the habit of doing. The Iom to the Chinese I have tjot 
yet beea able to ascertain; several were found (lead in and near the fort Our own 
casualties, as for aa 1 can Icam, do not exceed three wounded.

1 broof^fat up abreast ot then and destrojred 
While thus cmpIo)'cd, the fort of Sliettti«.chap, within SOO fards of ns, but 
by tooie intenreoinf trees, opened its fire upon ns, whicb was instantly retonsrd. 
I inmediatcly dirreted Lieut. Bower to storm it with the niarioea. In five minutes 
my orders were earned into exeention, and its cipht gum wen* drmolisbod; bat 
from its proximity to the honses, I ordered the greatest portion of the powder to be 
thrown into the river, ieeving merely snlhcicnt in the msgarine to destroy the fort. A 
number of troops coming doom towards the fort obliged roe to fire two or three shot, 
wfaii^, going dir^y in among tbe body, scattered and disperaed titan in an instant. 
At six p.m. tbe junk and Ibrts were fired, and we passed on into a narrow shalkwr 
channel, eearcriy more than the breadth of a ranal, in which wo anchored head 
stern for tbe nigtiL 

At daylight, on the morning of the 14th, we weighed, and proceeded up the 
river in tbe steamcr'e draught of water, and not broader than her own length, ground¬ 
ing oocasimully on both sides. At fifty minutca past eeven arrived at tiM large villsge 
of Kotighow { at eight observed the fort of tbe same name at tbe upper part of the 
vittsge. whicb flanked a strong and brood line of stakes, twenty feet wide, completely 
■cross the river, filled up in tbe rcntie by large sunken junks laden with stone*. 
On discovering the fart, we opened our fire, which was instaiitJy returned by the 
enemy t as fa all the preceding actiofis, they fled tbe moment we landed to attack 
them. They had erideutiy expected one from the opposite side to that by wliich 
we approached them, tbe walls being piled up with sand bags outside in that dirve- 
tiont nine gum were destroyed here, and the fart hlosrn U|x After the AmMuis 
had made good her passage through the stakes, which was effected after four hours* 
inceaasnt hard labour, at thirty minutes past twrire p.OL, assisted by the natives, who 
flocked aboard and around us fa great numbers after the flrfaf had ceased, all appa- 
imtly anxious to aid ns fa destroying the stakes. 

“ At four p.m. omved off a military station, originally comiating of a hundred 
■cn, but on our arrinil eomistiogonly of flftyj fired a ahot at tbe mandarin's home, 
which, striking the centre, drove out the small garrison who bad screened than, 
selves from our view fa if. The boats were then sent on shore, and destroyed the 
whole establishment, and a large mandarin arar-bost, mounting one long gun and two 
ginjaUs, and pulling (it oan. At ten minutes post four, proceeded np tbe river; sc 
tJiirty minutes put six anchored far the nighL At daylight this morning, we cooti- 
nued our counw npwsrds; at thirty minutes put seven, arrived off the Urge village 
Tamebow, ander the banka of the upper part of which a number of soldicra with 
matchlocks were descried, endeavouring to conceal themselves, upon whom a fixe of 
muslcctry wu opened u we passed, whicb disperaed all those srbo were unhurt fa 
less than a minute. 

** On moving np to T^gnei, a Urge town oa tbe left fasnk of the rrver, three fans 
were passed, all dtsmaatlcd and abandoned. Tbe rmtom-bouse of the place was 
destroyed, aa well aa a man-of-war junk mounting seven guns, which the crew 
had iptitted on our approach. On proceeding np to Whampoa, wc passed through 
a very beautiful country: three more dismantM farts were observed in our route. 
At four p.m. wc arriv^ at this anchorage, having destroyed five forts, one battery, 
two military stttioos, and nine men-of-war junks, fa which were 115 guns and 8 
^jalls; thm completing oar olijcet, by proving to the enemy that the British flag 
is capable of being dispLayrd througfaoot their iuner waters wherever and whenever it 
is thought proper by us, against any defence or mode they may adopt to prevent h. 

** It is a pleasing gratificaboa on ray part fa bdng enabled to inform your Excellmcj 
that this service has been accomplished without tbe loss of a shigie man on our side, 
and only Uircc seamen slightly wounded belonging to U. If.'a ship iSaamraag.

J. O. RkkitU r. F. fFoAer ami //. DcvgUu. —Thi* ww an action bj a reporter of 
the EmgRJmttn afcaiiiat CoL Walker, the prmidrnt of the court-martial which tried 
Sfajor Smith (aee p. ISO), and a sergeant,in attendance, who, bjr direction of the 
colood, forcilijr took awajr the reporter's notes of the trial, which be penUted in 
taking, on theSSth Fcbmaiy. after being reqnitvd bjr tlie president to abstain. The 
plaint charged the defendants with an assault upon the plaintilf, and beating and 
bniisiog him, and forcibly taking from him a certain paper writing of the value of ten 
rupees, and tearing and olditerating the same. The dclmdanu pleaded, first, not 
guilty, and secondly, a special plea of justification, setting forth all the drmmstanera 
at great length. The gist of the plea was, that a court-martial is not an open courtt 
that the public are admitted by sufTerance ooly; that the president Issued an order 
prohibitiaf the taking of notes, and that the plaintiff contravroed that order. 

It appeared from the evidence of Major Davidson, the prosecutor on the trial, that, 
npoii the reporter intimating he should continue to take notes after be was told by 
the president that he must not do so, the cokMiel desired'Sergeant l>ouglas to take 
the cheir from under him. The colonel told Douglas to prevent him from taking 
notes, but that he might remain in tlie room if be did not take them. Tlie sergeant 
thru told the reporter to go out. He said, ** I will stay here; I came for the pur¬ 
pose of Uking notes, and I will not go till I am forced.” Upon that the colonel 
toired Douglas to take the notes from him. The sergeant went up to him to do sot 
a sort of seuiile ensued. The reporter kept them up about bis breast. 'Hie sergmut 
endeavoured to force them from him. Col. Walker then said, “ Turn him ouL” 'Hie 
reporter then said, " That is quite enough. Colonel Walker; that is quite enough; I 
will see if 1 can be righted,” or words to that effect. The sergeant then put him ouu 
He put his hands upon him. The reporter bad not aaid a syllable before the first In¬ 
timation. He bad certainly not ioterfered with the proceedings in any way. On 
cross-caamination, ibb witness stated that Col. Walker, on a former dty, prohibited 
the publicatiou of the proceedings. Major Smith did bring to the notice of the court 
that the Erngk^kmam contained an inconeet account. 

Capt. Maetier, the deputy judge advocate present at the court*msrtkl, in Iiis oSIdal 
capecity, deposed that the first intimation about not publishisg the proceedings was a 
request, not an order. On the day of the assault, witness heard the order given by 
Col. Walker. Tlie order was the order of Col. Walker alone, not of the court. The 
witness bad given his own official opinion, that ilie court.martial had not power to 
prevent the publication of tlie proceedingo. 'Hiere was no tliscussion with dosed 
doors. 

^ Mr. Lutk, for the defeece, contended thnt the practice of courts-martial differed in 
tnany respects from that of any other court. It was the invariable proctioe to exclude 
the witnesses about to be examined, to prevent the former depositions from being 
hnown to them, and this object was defeated by the publioaUon of the procmlings 
piling the trial. The er-porte and picee-mral publication, moreover, injured the 
nidiTidiial upon trial. The public had not nereasarily a right to be present. The 
matter undse Investigstion ^•eftlre this court-martial was a matter reisting to the mere 
hrcnch of military discipline. It was only by courtesy that the publ'ic were aiTmittcd. 

owts-martial luui a clear power to punish contempts. All courts have an inherent 
right to control and protect their own proceedings. 
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iUr. Ttirtoti, for tbe pkintiff, cootroded tbat, upon general principle*, •« well m 
upon theiutboritjof d^ded case* (Tytler On C.2kf., p. 219 1 Grant r. GauU, 2 H. 
Black. 100), coarts.mart(al moat be regulated b]r tbe aaroe rule* of proceeding a* 
other coon* of justice, and ibai In all judicial proceedings, tbe public Imvc a right to 
be present. A court>martul is not a court of record. Ail that the plaintiff sought 
was to vindicate a public right. Tbe public bad a free right of admUaioo, and tbe 
court had no power to issue an order probibiting tbe taking of note*. 

Sr £. Byam, haring consulted with the rest of the Court, delivered judgment aa 
follows t ** That an assault ba* been committed is beyooft all doubt} that tbe court 
was a public court b also beyond doubt. The first question b, had tbe public a right 
of admission? Certalniy it had. And secondly, bad any one tbe right to take notes? 
Neither upon tbb point can there be tbe slightest doubt Tbe court bad no lawful 
power to forbid it ( but it did prohibit and eventually prevent tbe taking, by force. 
Its order, if indeed it were tbe order of tbe coon, whicb has not been proved, but 
rather tbe contrary, was illegal, and continuing to taka notes was no oontempt I 
express my own opinion, and I believe the opinion of tbe Court that courts^martlal 
hava tbe power to punbh contempt in the bee of tbe court, even if tbe party bebavinf 
BO as to interrupt tbe proceeding* of the court were not subject to the Articles of 
War I but this, it must be understood, is confined to estes of contempt in tbe face of 
tbe court If a fonnal order had been made, that notes of tbe proceeding* should not 
be publitbed, we think it would have been very difl&cult to reach tbe offender. I am 
disposed to think that a court>inartial U not a court of record; tbe most importgjit 
point in tbe case, though it bas been perhaps somewhat lightly treated. On tbe 
authority of Garnttt r. Ferramd, 6 B. and C. 610, an action of trrsptM will not lie 
against a coroner for turning a man out of a room. The Court there expressly de¬ 
cided that, being tbe act of a judge of a court of rcctud, the proceeding against him 
could only be by imprarhroent. ‘l*be case of Damhaty v. Cooper, decided clearly 
that tbe public bad a right of entry to all courts of judicial proceedings. Collier «. 
Uickt am* no overruling of the point, but rattier confirmed it as far as it went, snd 
only laid that an attorney had no right to act a* counsel for a party, luit that it was in 
the discretion of tlie court to allow him to do so. As to the question of a eoun- 
martud beings court of record, my own opinion is tIuU it is not, and I think that tbfi 
our of Moore and Battard shews it; but 1 will give Mr. Leith an opportunity to 
raise the question by rrserring to him liberty to more thereon if be should think fit. 
We do not think this a case for heavy damages, and we find for (be plaintiff damages 
Rs. Wand costs.** 

On the 23rd Marcli, Mr. U. I*. Singer, an uncovenanted servant of Government, 
obtained a verdict in tbe Supreme ('uurt, with Ks. 3,000 damages, in an action 
against Mr. J. H. Stocqueler, the editor of tbe Enytuiuman, for a libel, imputing to 
the plaintiff live having set on foot a subscription professedly for the relief of the widow 
of a Mr. Scott, but in reality for his owm behoof^ and having fraudulently appro¬ 
priated to hi* own use the monies eollectcd. Tbe Chief Justice ( Sir £. Ryan) said: 
** A more aeaiMlaJou* and tohunout libel it would be ditlicolt to invent. It charges 
the plaintiff with having, under the pretext of rbarity, collected money from indivi¬ 
duals and fraudulently applied it to his own purposes. Tbe evidence shews that there 
U not a particle of trutii in the charge, and indeed no sort of justification has been 
attempted.** The Em^Jman, in the course of some severe remarks upon tbe judge, 
observes (ironically) t ** But one spark of feeling did tbe learned judge permit him - 
setf to display-*and that was (we judged solely by the expression of bia countenance) 
one of deep regret that the defendant, who bad recently taken tbe benefit of tbe In¬ 
solvent Act, should be oompelled to pay such heavy damages. On this point, how« 
ever, we believe it will be in our power to soothe tbe sorrow of tbe bench and oifr 
other friends. It bas been intimated to us, that tbe whole of tbe costs and damages 
will be aent us, tbroogfa a third party, from a quarter we abali not be able to divine T 
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fUivcBT ijr tnxitA, 

Among the onplctMUit notion lirought from England by the but mail, we must 
reckon the IitdUiKMitioo which has been manifested by some of the rant influential 
men in the Uberal bitrmt to do joitiec to India, by admitting her prodoee into Uie 
United Kiogdom, open the same terms with that of other colonies, founded upon 
the miftaken notion that oor agricuitural produce is raised by the labour of sbres. It 
haa been argued that the most reasonable and effectual mode of extinguiabing slarrry 
is to discourage by all meana the coniomption of aniclea which bare been raised by 
alare labour. By this train of reasoning, Indio, in consequence of the imputation 
cast on her, would not only be cut off from ail share in the regard of the Britiidi lfgis> 
laturc; but erery measure which had a tendency to depress her agricoltural industry, 
would be considered legitimate, aa being a blow aimed at the demon of slarrry. And 
thus the proapects of India, so for aa England is concerned, arc to be blasted upon 
the most rirtuous of principlea. If the premises were true, we should not quarrel 
much with the condusiotu. Parliament hM the same undoubted right as erery other 
eommunity to Improve its own morals and practice. But the premisca are wrong; 
Mr. Adam is perfectly mistaken wlien he slates that slavery exists in India os exten* 
airely and in as aggravated a form aa in that freest of all free countries, in which every 
fiAh man is a slave. And be baa done India, wa fcBr,igrieroiM harm, by inoculating 
Mr. (PConnell and Dr. Lushington with the same idea, and leading them thua to 
turn the weight of their eloquence and influence against India, under the idea that It 
is the land of slaves, and that any earounigcment which might be afforded to its 
Iung>oppressed provinces, by on equolhcatioa of duties, would be sure only to perpe¬ 
tuate slavery. We pledge ourselvea to show that slavery, where it does exist in 
India, exisu in a form as little aggravated as in any port of the world. .Meanwhile, 
itot one gallon of the rum, not one bogaheod of the sugar, which we are sending to 
England, and for which we claim the same scale of duties which is levied on West- 
India produce, ia ratacd by means of slave labour. Save labour, indeed I Why. it ia 
because the whole economy of the manu&eture in this country b conducted on free 
prindples, that it b likdy to cost twenty per cent more ihb year th«n it did lost 
year. Where there b no freedom, ibtre con he no competition. It is precisely be- 
ausc the agrimlturist, who raises the raw material, b a free agent, that be has en¬ 
hanced Uie price of it It b because the labourer at the factory b a free man, that 
he has made himself so scarce, except where he con obtain larger wages than he re¬ 
ceived flve years •^.—Friend of Mia, April 1. 

That any one should be found, who would be rash and absurd enough to raise an 
objection to the introduction into £i>gland of Indian augora or rums—which b tlie 
same thing in effect—on the alleged ground that hloat-Indbn sugars ore the produce 
of slave labour, would appear inrrcdlblc. That any man who haa ever set foot in India, 
should go home to England to propagate such a doctrine, ia indeed pessing strange. 
But what will be said, if it be frand that the promulgator of such a doctrine, that he 
who has put the word ** sUvery ** into the mouths of O’Connelt and Dr. Lushington, 
os eoonected with the growth of East-Indian sugar, b one to whom Indb might have 
looked up oa otte of ita Araest and moat tried friends ? The originator of this absurd 
posidon, that Indbn sugar U the produce of slave bbour, we regret to find b no Icm 
a friend to Indb than Mr. WlUbm Adam—not we must charitably perceive inten- 
tMoaily, but certainly in fact. Mr. MTillbni Adam must be perfectly well aware that, 
although a species of tbvrry does certainly still exist in India, it haa no more eon- 
nectfoo with the ruUivotion of sugar in India, than it luu with the cultivation of 
pototucs in Ireland. The kiiMl of abvery that subsbta in the East-Indies, lias not 
the kost analogy to the abvery of the West; and if it bad, it haa never ia the re- 
wotesi degree any conncctioo with tlie cultivation of sugar. 'Dm sbvery of Indb 
b that of dotnestie sbmy; which b one main reason that mokrt it difHeoIt for us to 
gel at it. Dot no sbvery analogous to (hat of the Weit-Indies either does, or ever 
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did exbt in India. On Ui« Malabar coaat. lber« it a apccie* of slavery analogou* to 
that of the Kuatlan wff, where Uw collivator of the Hiil it wUriptm* and. 

like hit (ellow tlave the ox. it trantfemblc with the arret which he tilU. But in dit> 
tricu where sugar it culuvaied, this tpeciet of terflsro dors rtot exist, llicre it, to 
be sure, the tlarrry of want, which, peihapt, after all, U the dirrtt tlavery of all, 
which it slavery ptrtt: but what we romplaui of and lament in the conduct of Mr. 
Adam it, that he should bare allowed the sanction of bit name to tho mott abturd 
anppotition, t>»«t East-ladian tugara are the prodace of slave labour. It it in vain 
to tay that Mr. .Adam did not mean to create snch an ophiioo. lie hat innoculated 
Mr. O'Connell tiid I>r. Lushington with it, and they are acting on it, to the preju> 
dice of Eastern comnterce. We aincerely and deeply regret this consequence of Mr. 
Adam’t want of skill or want of ingenuousneta. Amidst the darkness in which they 
are wrapt respecting Indian aSain, to those who at home give car and attention to 
Indian affiklrt. Mr. .\dam hat ehoten to throw out this fiilte light. We deeply regret 
II Herein we have, not the blind, but the clear-sighted and rntiglitcncd, lesuliug the 
blind into the ditrh. O'CanncIi and Dr. Lushington are, of coarse, among the blind, 
at regards the real stale of British India, and what, if they go to one who it not 
Miod. hut who leads them into such i ditch of error, at that ** Indian sugar it the 
product of slave labour ?**—Dtmgat UtrmU, Martk 28. 

TMt STATX or THE rOLITK IN ml LOWia raOTINCIS. 

Mr. Dampicr, the toperintendent of police in the Lower Proviocet, hat made a 
report for the first six mumtht of IHIO. He differs from Mr. Smith, who considered 
the apprehension of old offenders a test of the efficiency of the police, considering it 
generally the result of accident; and be approves of the Keg. 11. of 1832, passed by 
Lord William Benlinrk. amidst much obloquy, by which the police was forbidden to 
inquire into any case of theft snd borglBry. except at the express desire of the iiqured, 
or on the espe^ command of the magistrate. Of the burglaries reported in the first 
six months of IBM), aanoonting to 7.228, 3..5M cates were never hiqaired into at all, 
because the people thought it wiser to put up with one robbery, than to bring on a 
seeond by inviting the visitation of the police. The rcanlt of the casca inquired into 
justifies their determination, by shewing bow little the police could do. In tiie thefts 
and burglaries examined into, 10,(380 persons were concerned; of these, 3.S5I were 
apprehended, of whom 2j03R only were convicted; the rest remained abroad to prac¬ 
tise iheir vocation. On the general ttate of the police. Mr. Dampier renaarks: ** In 
every way the resolts of the endeavours of the police either for the prevention or 
punishment of crime are extremely onaatisfiwtory, and discreditable to tlie ofilcrra of 
the force. The condition of the police throughont the Lower Provinces is extremely 
bsd, and I see no hope of amending U from its state of demoralization whilst the pre- 
sent system continues.** Among the most prominent causes of this demoralization 
may be reckoned the very insecure tenure on which the darogahi, or chief officers of 
police, bold their posts. The low scale of pay allowed to these officers b another 
cause of their deinoialization. 

oacoiTT. 

The Dacottx, or professional robbers, in the north-west provinces, generally pass 
by the name of Bowrtes, but have other local appellaCions, aa Buddurks and Marwa* 
reea. The tribes In Bengal who are branches of this fiunily, and speak the common 
(ftbing) language, are railed Kccdiuks or Cbecbuks about Purncah and Malda; Hug- 
gooreabs in other parts of the country, and Shegalkbores in Miduapore and Cuttack. 
Mr. Dampicr gives the Idkiwing description of their mode of operation: ** When 
proceeding on an expedition, they hardly tnr move in a body, but proceed singly to 
the place appointed for the meeting; when there, every man is instructed in hb duty 
in t^ approaching attack, the whole plan expbined by the jemadar or leader, and 
the detail carried on almost'with as much regularity aa the telling of!soldiers for duty. 
Any police station or force, near to the house intended to be attacked, it ntatked by a 
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I»rtjr, wlio cut down or •p«ar *ny one who may try to poM from it. The paamge* 
*re guarded, and the main body proceed* ailenUy, and by different roiOet, to the 
*poil} when there, the cry of * mar / marr is nised. and they rush on, cutting down 
all they meet, break open the boxe* or place* where they have ascertained treasure 
or jewel* to be kept, and placing the booty on the bead* of their •teadleat men, 
nweb off with Uirm in the centre. A* they go off, they are joined by their ouu 
lying parties, who oppose any potaocr*, and mislead those who msy follow them 
from the track taken by the main body. They march all night, and as their robberies 
are usually committed soon after dark, they frequently before dsy.break place forty 
and fifty miles between ibemsclTcs and the place where the robbery was committed."

Mr. J. P. Grant, one of the members of the committee appointed to inquire into 
the Cooley question, and who dissented from the majority, baa written a minute 
^n their report, in which be states hU ground* of dissent, and his opinion in forour 
ot the emigration. He considers the question to be, as it no doubt is. no less than 
»«. “ whethw the whole of the labouring population of the vast portion of her Ma¬ 
jesty^ territories entrusted to the Govemment of the East-India Company ought, oc 
ought not. to be a* free as the rest of her .Majesty * subject* in respect to Urn dia- 
posal of their labour and their right of going abouf." lie admit* that abuses had crept 
into the sj-rtem, hot obsenres: « Not content with getting rid of the whole of the 
abuse* complaiwd of by the rough method of prohibiting entirely the system in which 
t^ abuses existed.it imposes strange and serrile restrictions on the liberty and meant 
of hrclibood of many millions of people, in matter* which as yet hare never been 
alleged to hare been pnclkally subject to any abuse whatsoever. The system of 
hinng Isboum under contract to serve in distant part* fur long terms had been the 
stwree of grievous evils. Two course* were appmrenUy open j first, either to regu- 
late the system, in an improved manner, so as to obviate the erlh; or, secondlv as 
a last resource, pending inquiry, to put a stop altogriber to the system which had 
bwn This hiw ( Act No. XIV. of 1839) adopts the ultimate remedy. Whe- 

thcr In M doing, without attempting milder measures, it was right, is a matter fi>r 
^rc debate. But it goes greatly beyond Uiis, for it interferes, by absolute prohibi¬ 
tion, m a concern which ha* never been iovolred ht any aliuse whatever.

N’a 47 of these emigrant* very justly 
Mid, * was it not on my own bmily’s acrount that I went to Mauritius?* It wrould be 
rMj to arrange in future emigrations, that a port of the eoolicti earnings should be 
sent to Bengal from time to time, through a corresponding house of agency.** 

THS LATE ME. SAME* raTKirr. 

The Rev. Mr. Proby haa published the following anecdote, confirming the prodi* 
gious versatility of skill at the comioand of the late Mr. James I*rinsep: ** The 
rbureb at Benares was ordered to lie enlarged in 1820-7, when Capt. Luca*, the 
barrack-master, blling skk, the continuance and completion of tbe work was rn- 
tnwted to our lamented friend, who also designed and added an elegant steeple to the 
building—the whole affording an exceflent proof of hi* architectural taste and judg¬ 
ment Not content with this, Mr. J. P, proposed, out of the funds in bis hands, to 
construct a new rvading-ilesk, pulpit, orgao, screen, and altar rail. These he took 
grrat interest in preparing. They were laboriously and taatefully ears-rd upon wood, 
with appropriate device*, by native workmen under his own direction, and have been 
much admtreiL Indeed they are ornaments such as no church in the Bengal presi¬ 
dency can boast oL It was proposed to open the church again on Christmaa-day, for 
which occasion Mr. J. P. composed a very appropriate, simple, Christian hymn, 
which is a proof of his talent as a poet, aa well as of his fecUngt as a Christian. On 
tbe preceding evening, all was ready, except something tliat required repairing in a 
large barrel-organ. This gave much trouble. The instrument, whatever it was, araa 
remade, but it broke in proving; another trial also failed, nor did suecesa attend the 
work until Christmas morning dawned on our lealoua and indefatigabte friend, who 
had, during tbe whole of a rainy night, remained with his workmen in the church, de¬ 
termined not to go to rest till he had seen tb* thing completed "

Tbe chsraeter of tbe individnals who have l>een 
appointed by I>ord Auckland to this court of inquiry la a suffirient guarantee for the 
UnpartialiCy of iu proceedings. Tlie general voice of society here seems already 
to have indicated the points on which culpability is snsible on the present occasion; 
rix. in the original supply of provtsion*, in the anangemrnu for tbe quartering of 
tbe troop* on the island, and in the refusal to provide them fresh provtsiuns. It is

■nil wcU-coate«ted aAur; the enemy fought gallantly, and although our detachment 
WBfl a pretty ktrong one, our vietory n-aa not ea»y. TIte force, coniujing of the in¬ 
fantry ItumUekund Legion (900), three companieft Garalior Contingent (180), one 
company 13lb N. I. (85), the cavalry of the Legion (400X two 0-pounder» and one 
howitzer of the contingent, and two 6-pouodera of the Legion, marrbed froin Jhanii 
on the Oth ulL to Mah^iore, three milea aonth of Chirgong. On the 10th, the camp 
moved to Non. and on the 1 Ith the whole force moved upon Chirgong. The enemy, 
50 borae and 250 foot, fell back upon the village of Cherona, and lArr firing it, 
retreated to Chirgong. Our camp then waa moved up from Nun. and a rquadron, 
under Lieut. Vcmer, of the Bundlekund Cavalry, aent out to reronnoitre. Wben 
parallel with the fort, the rrconnoitering party waa saluted by a amart fire fram nonte 
five or MX guru, whiefa only wounded one borae. Tlie squadron regained the m a i n 
force, and the enemy opened, with tome vigour, upon our camp, and some round sltoC 
wourwied some of our men. On this, a nine-pounder and howitzer were ran up, a 
sandbag battery was hastily erected, and in leas than lialf an hour nearly silenced the 
enemy's fire. On the 13lh a party of gnus-cutters luiving been sent out for forage, a 
party of the enemy endeavoured to cut them off. Lieut Verner was sent out with 
a troop to their sapport { but when odvandng upon about 100 of the cotmy, just aa 
he was about to give the word ** charge,** a shower of rockets put the horses in con¬ 
fusion. lie soon rallied the troop, but the enemy had retreated behind the stockades, 
from whirli they opened a galling fire, whilst anotlier party took him in fiank from a 
village railed Ihihori. Nothing was to be done but to retreat, which was done witb- 
uut lots- On the I6tb, reinforermenu arrived from Cawnpotv, three companies of 
the 52nd N.I., a troop of the 8ch Cavalry under Capu Borbor, and the battering 
train (two IS-pounders and two mortars) under Capt, Pepper. On tbe l7Ui the 
murtais were got into battery, and the heavy guns placed. Next morning tha town 
was twice fired by tbe sheila, but the flames were got under, llie enemy returned 
our fine, but not with much effect, though tolerably well directed. Our practice told 
well on the citadel, and the town was towards the evening again ignited, but the 
blaze was soon subdued. On the lOth, it having been judged that a stockaded gar¬ 
den to tbe right of the fort would furnish tbe best position for our breaching bat¬ 
teries. CapL Jamieson, of the 52nd, with a detac hme nt of three companies of in- 
fiintry and a squadron of horse, went out to get possession of it; but, owing to tbo 
thick darkness of the night, the party rauised their way. (>n the 20tb, the same 
detachment moved out again, and carried the garden in gallant style, after a most 
determined resistance. When about 100 yards ftom the ditch of the stockade, four 
rounds of shrapnel were fired from tbe howitzer, to clear the gardes, but there was 
no symptom of an enemy. The companies were then advanced to clear a passage. 
Some of our men bad just given over their muskets to set to work unenrumbered, 
when a tremendous discharge of stinkpots and rockets put them in confusion, and a 
galKng lire from 200 matchlocka was poured upon them, which disabled many, and 
would have done nwre executiem but for tbe presiotu discharge, whkb prostrated 
many of them. Our men bebas'ed admirably—they soon rallied, formed, and fired a 
volley, which was succeeded by a pretty brisk cxrhange. By tfau time tbe 6-pounders 
arrived, with a company of the I5th N. I. Tbe guna were planted at the two 
northern extremities of the garden, and pbyed prettily along tbe trenches, sweeping 
them with grape; the inhuitry then, with a loud cheer, rushed into tbe garden by a 
small aperture in tbe srest frwe. Tbe enemy did not stay to receive them, but re¬ 
treated into the town ns our troops entered. The itoeluuled garden being thna in 
our possession, the detachment tlirew up a temporary work to cover them from the 
severe fire of the enemy. Our ordnance here raked the whole face from which the 
enemy were assailing us, and, indeed, were the salvation of the detachment. A 
sharp fire was kept up from the town UU 0 o'clock, and at midnight tbe place waa 
evacuated. Tfie force was not strong etsougb in cavalry to surround the fort and cut 
off retreat. The town presented a sad picture of dcaolation; not a soul was to be 
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fccn in it> ind the rayi^M of flre were erfiywhcra iriaiblo. A Isrgo powder>iDagixine 
wii exploded after our people bad got Into the town. In the affair of the 20th, 
three of our nftn were killed and 82 wounded, tnanjr of iriioni are not expected to 
recover. The jagbeerdar haa made off to Tebree, and the jagbecr been fomtallj 
reaumed.—/TicrA. May 8- 

The Ayra UkUtar, May I, aaya:—“ The Cbirgong liiUe-go is. we bear, fkr from 
being settled. Capt. Beataon’a force baa had a iklrmiih. Knee iu oocorreoce, we 
learn that the whole of 8cindca*a Contingent hare been ordered to proceed to Jbansl. 
Another letter mentiona that the thakoor in bia hurry left ronaidenble property 
behind him in Chirgong. which was set upon by the aepoyt with great eagerness. 
While cngHcd in this interesting pursuit, a nuigaxine blew op, by which several of 
the pluoderera and camp followers were killed. The total loss amounu, wa now 
learn, to the large number of 80 killed and 15 wounded.** 

The Harkan, May 17, adds i—“ A force will be immediately sent against a Ghnnee, 
called Kairwa, in the possession of another disaffected thakoor. Rumour among 
the natives states that the Cbirgong thakoor, after bis flight, sought and obtained 
the hospitality of his brother Bundclab thakoor uf Kairwa.** 

The fort of Kairwa was in the possession of Capt. Minto's force on the -kb May. 
Kairwa is about twelve miles East of Nurwur. It belonged to a noted freebooter, 
who lived on plunder from villages belonging to Sdndia. He holds his jsghcer by 
virtue of services rendered to the Peishwa, and became a dependent on us after the 
Pelshwa's fiUl. His sole wealth consists in whatever he can filch from bis neighbours, 
and his sole security in the possession of an almost inaccessible strooghold, or rock, 
composed of immense Uocks of gianlte, without a pathway by which to ascend, the 
height being rraebed by bard climbing. On the arrival of the force, on the Srd. about 
a hundred matchlock men were aeen moving in difforent directiona, with every 
appearance of an intention to fight. The Ant step taken by the commandant waa to 
surroimd this rock (the circumference of which was rather more than a mile) with 
cavalry and infontry, and the enemy, perceiving at once the hopelcsaneas of escape 
by flight, lost confidence, and he wiaely delivered up hhnaelf and adberenta uncon* 
ditionally to Capt. Ross, the political agent with the camp.

Thirty men have been kidnapped, drugged, and put on board the David ScoU^ 
going to the Mauritius. Among the victims are three Assam Chinese. The EagHah. 
sum states that they were not put on board as coolies, but as part of the crew. 
They were returned by the commander of the ship. 

The permanent revenue (according to a return by the revenue accountant) derived 
from estates finally resumed under resumption laws, from tbe date of the pwsing 
of Reg. III. of 1828, to tbe end of 1838.^), was Ks. 38,70,601. This does|not in* 
dude all tbe districts under the Bengal government, as the returns from Chittagong,

per chest, and 1,^00 Benares at 625. 

Tbe Bank of Bengal has lent to government thirty-fire lacs of rupees at five 
per cent. 

The Victoria, whilst at anchor at Kedgeree, was atrurk with lightning, which 
killed and wounded several of her crew. A s ev ere north-west squall was paaung 
over, and tbe lascar crew bad taken shelter under tbe forecastle, and were eating 
their evening mtal, seated round a large Bandarree's handy (a new tin one), the 
two chain cables, one on each side, serving as seats. A thidt cloud was passing 
over the vessel; a flash of lightning broke forth, and abortly after a seeood, accom¬ 
panied simultaneously by a treroendona naah of thunder; a ball of fire was teen to 
strike the track of the fore-royal mast; the fluid descended tbe royal and top-gallant 
lussts, shivering them to such a degree that there was not a single piece of four 
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fNi in length wfaolr. It mn down the tofwnuut, and for a kvr •ccondt the foretop 
WM in ftHBCi.

On going forward to where the men were sitting, k was found that 
one moo, who hod apparently been seated on the rombnigs of the hatchway, hod 
(tllen down the hatch. He hod no mark on his person; bat when token up, blood 
was found ooting from his mouth and enrs. Another man, a Tindol, who apporerttly 
was seated i mm ed i a te ly at the foot of the mast, hod bis forehead cut open in three 
or four places, one a large goth, aad all the skin peeled off hie body. A third man 
hod no marks at the time of bang struck t but the next morning, os in the Am 
coee, blood wna found oocing out of bis mouth and ran. 'flie remainder of those 
who were killed bod not the slightest mark or wound. A dog was also killed. The 
Are woonded men rrrovered.

Copt Caotlry has submitted to gormunent bis report upon the mogniArent 
protject fora** Central Dooob Canal,'* for the purpose of inigatuif the whole extent 
of the Dooab. The chief difficulty consisted in coostnicting a canal from the head 
of the Ganges at Knnkbul, near Ilurdwor, ocroos the Khodir, or track of low land, 
which lies at the foot of the Sewiiic Hills, in which Hurdwor is situated. The 
depression of the suifoce of the Khedir below the high land of the Dooob rories iu 
different places, decreasing in depth from the south-eastern angle upwards, but 
having for its extreme depth no Im than eighty-four feet. From previous surveys 
it was clearly established that, if the water of the Ganges could be once delivered 
on the high lands of the Dooab at the town of Roorkee, about twenty miles distant, 
there would be no obetocle to transmitting it down to AlUhabsd. Copt. Coulley 
therefore eolicitcd Lord Aucklsnd's permission to expend a few thousand rupees 
in cmaining the Khodir, to ascertain the AmsibiUty of the plan t and after luving 
seientificaUy examined this tract of country, he pronounces that there b no obstacle 
which may not be completely overcome with a suASdent supply of funds. He bee 
snbmiltcd the auMt minute statement uf the expetiM which the uodrrtakiitg would 
cutail, and has described, in the most particular manner, the meaus which bo pru- 
pooes to use for carrying the canal over tide dspressed tract { and, by moons of on 
aqueduct over the Soloni valley and river, to the town of Roorkee. The outlay 
raqaitrd will be about ten lacs of rupees. 

A Ca le utta mbskmory, writing from Arracan, says:—** During my sUj at Kydk 
Phfr, a curious ceremony took place—the Uowing up of a pltungi or ^cst. He 
had died about twelve months since. .\s the cuvtom U on the death uf a phungi.

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blown up. Thi* wrcmony U performed as follows;—The roununy-body is taken to 
a diosm spot, where, beinif died on hainbooa, at a considerable height from the 
ground, a life is kindled, and torches applied to the body, by which proceas it is 
scattered in a million atoms through tnid-ur,aad to the spectators lost for crer. It 
would seem that this last destnictire ceremony is performed to symbolixe their 
fiirourite, sod, as &r ns I can learn, only doctrine, of €mmhilatuM t " 

The ChriMtiam Atlrocatt, April 24> says j '* It is with deep, nay the deepest, regret,

A most melancholy and distressing accident occurred a few mHes above Allahabad, 
on the of April.

Inglls, Ensigns Norton, Mayne. and SiUey; after the boata were secured 
for the night, the three latter proceeded to bathe. Ensign Norton could not swim, 
and called out, “ I am out of my depth; for God’s sake, save me !** Ktuign Sibley, 
being an expert swimmer, appruached Norton, telling him to put his hands upon bis 
(Sibley’s) hips, and he would swim with him to the boat- Norton losing his presence 
of mind, eat^t Sibley rourul the neck, and pushed him under the water, putting hia 
feet upon his shoulders; Sibley’s feet became entangled in bis trowsrrs (they had 
•lipt down), which, as he expresses it, lied them together, aitd in this state he was 
carried a short distance by the current; but, recovering himself, he floated and removed 
his trowsera. Ensigns Mayne and Sibley struck out a second time to the resnm of 
their friend, encouiaging him; but when they were within a short distance of Nortofv 
be disappeared, and did not rise again. Lieut. logits, hearing a cry for help, called 
out for the cook-boat, and in bb burry to get on board, to go to the assistance of the 
drowning mao, instead of jumping on board the boat, be fell into the water, and waa 
not seen afterwards. EiHigiM Mayne and Sibley, after being in the water for nearly 
an hour, were picked up by the co^-boat. 

Up to the morning of the ){ 2 nd, the bodies had not been found. 

Several of the crimps engaged in kidnapping Cooliea for the David Scoti have been 
punished at the police office. 

The Harkarn, May 7, says i " The Assam Chinese, so long a pest to the commu¬ 
nity, are in a foir way of being scot away. About a couple of buodreds of them are 
soon to be shipped as labourers for the MauritiuB." Thb place, it would seexn, 
therefore, b good enough for them. 

'The cholera, after haring caused no small extent of mortality, bad disappeared at 
Calcutta. ’The change appears to have been brought about by showers of rain. 

The EaghMkmxzm, April )!9, understands that the Government have purchased the 
steamer /adio, for four lace and a half of rupees ; and that it will be immediately pns 
pared for sea, and sent to China. It b said that to rcnilrr the steamers efficient for 
China service, a great many ship# must be taken up for the conveyance of coal; that 
at least SD.OOO tons of coal are required for the service, and not more than 2,000 toos 
were procurable in Calcutta.

A puhVlc mrelLng^ cDavened on rc^ulattloa by the 'shi'riifp fras |^|l| at ihc town - 
iioU, oa the 2^fud April, “tucokfi into caaaiilifFalioa Lht; best Utant uf testifying 
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rr%p««t for Sir Judm R. CknuKr, and rein^ it bU approarhinf drpartoiv.'* Tht' 
tnrrttnf vraa moat falljr attmtlrd, ararceljr a pmon uf any rank or influcnor, of any 
pentufion (including the beadt of tiM natirr community), being abMnt 
Hie aberUf took the chair, which be vacated in favour of the IIoo. Mr.Cnwfard, who 
addm^ the meeting at eonaideraUe length, narrating the cirroniBtaarej which had 
led to the intimate ronnexioo of Sir Jamea Camac'a family with thU preaideney for 
mure than aerenty yean, when the father of their preaent governor lint became a 
member of the Bombay civil aerviee. Of Sir Jamea himaelf Mr. Crawford laid t 
** Our reapccted governor arrived in India aa a cadet far Madnw in 1801; waa ap¬ 
pointed, ihortly afterwards, aid-de-camp to Mr. Duncan, then gowmor of Domlaiy, 
and flnt assiatnnt to the resident at Baroda in December, IStM; having, in Uie 
intermediate period, been on field service in Oucxcrat as acting aid-de-camp to 
Major (afterwards CoL) Walker, and to Col Sir M'Uliam Clarke, Bart, of II. M. 
8llh rtgbnent. From the end of IRC6 to the beginning of ISIO, Sir James (then 
IJeut) Camae continued at Baroda, under Col. Walker, who held the appointment 
of rHident there, from the flnt creation of that appointment until hit mum to 
England in January or Febuary 1810, and had the good fortune to obtain the coun¬ 
tenance and friendship of that amiable and hlghly-giltcd officer, which ended with 
Col. Walker's lift about eight or ten years itnee. During the period of CoL 
Walker’s midence at the Guieowar durbar, very many measures of beneficial 
reform were introduced Into its government, snd to none did be devote bis mlod 
with more unwearied zeal and persevering energy than the abolitioa trf the practice, 
to revolting to humanity, of female infanticide In Kattywar. In the accomplish¬ 
ment of thia memorable object, as in all the other measures of Ool. Walker's ad¬ 
ministration. at Baroda, Sir Jamea took a vnlling and laborious part, and on CoL 
Walker^ reaignatian. was appointed (if my memory is eorrect, at the especial 
request of II. II. the Guicourar Futtey Sing) acting resident, until the pleasure of 
the Court of Directors should be known. He was confirmed in the appointment by 
the hon. court’s authority in 1811, and held the situsdon, under many trying cir¬ 
cumstances. until 1810, when he waa compelled by declining health to proceed to Uu* 
Cape of Good llope^ and thence to England, which he reached in 18SI. An idle 
lift but ill accorded with Sir Jamrst active mind, and ho oficred bimsdf m a ran- 
•lidate far a scot in the direction as soon aa renewed liraltb enabled him to rrpret to 
be able to diacfaargv iia duties rfficiently. After having polled considerably motu 
than a thousand votei on hts first standing at the general electioa in I8S6, be was 
returned without opposition on the next vacancy, April I8F7; and at the end of 
eight years only, April 1838, appointed deputy chairman. He succeeded to the 
chair in duo course in tha fallowing year, April 1830) and on the expiration of the 
usual period of senrtce, had the enviable distuirtioa of being re-appointed to the 
high oflke, the stioagest proof he could possibly receive of the estimation ia which 
his public services and private worth were held by the directors at large. 1 am not 
aware that there ia another htstaoce on record of this kituL No iwsn erer worked 
harder in hit vocation in the court than Sir Jamea Caniae, or more strenuously 
inrerted himself for the benefit of the country in which his youth and earlier manhood 
liad been siasnt. No man was ever more easy of acceaa, or more dcainiua of atremling 
to the joat claims of all who aougfat his advice and support, tlau he shewed bimseU 
to be during the whole period of his connexion with the ruling authorities at home, 
and no one could posaibly take more Interest than he did in all that alfficted the 
rights, privileges, and wellare of the native portion of the Indian community.** 

The fuUowinir resolution was then proposed by Mr. W. C. Brace, and seconded l>y 
Fnunjee Cuwasjec t “ That an addreas, expresaive of the dwp regret fall by this 
meeting at the announcement of Sir James Ilivett C'arnac'S intended mignatioit of 
the government of this presideney, and of the respect entertained for Ida character, 
be presented to him previoua to bis departure from Bombay; ” which was carried. 

It was then prupored by Januetjee jejeebboy, serooded by Capt. Swanson, and 
carried i ** That a itfrice of plate, of the value of l,li00L, be prcscuted to Sir James

Id reply to tbU report, an ctiict waa received frooa the emperor, dated Jaotauy 87th, 
which b to Ihia effectAfter thne reheUioas forvigneni arrived in the provutce vf 
Canton, the dbonler and audacity of their conduct daily bicreaked. 1 have many 
timea aent down my imperial will, in a aevere edict to all the provincca, to keep a 
aecret and cautioua wiuch and guard, and to conaolt and form mutual plana for 
tbeb extermination. At to the great miniaten, civil and military, in what manner 
hare they managed to arrange mattm ? It ia evident that the acting governor, 
in arhat wa* proper in all the afhiira of guarding (against attack), baa been wholly 
unprepared ia every instance. I order that Krshen be delivered over to the 
proper boafd for severe puniabment; still be ia to be the lesuler of all tbc offieera and 
troops arfaen tliey arrive in Canton; and let him excite them to exert strength in 
opposing and exterminating, and put an end quickly to those aflkira. You, Kwau 
Teenpei, are the admiral; you have the control over all the naval ofbeera j hitherto 
your leadership has been dcAcient in meant and plans; in superintending affiuri, you 
have been timid and irresolute, ami lost your firmness and sclf-posscasion. I order 
that your button be taken from you; and bear your taolu in remembtaocr, and riv 
catablish your reputation by glorious deeds.* 

Another imperial edict says:—* Relbre, because tbc rebeUioua foreigDefa daily 
became more unruly and disobedient, I have repeatedly aent dosm my imperial will 
that adequate preparations sliould be made for the secure arrangement of affktra, and 
Ihat mutual plana abould be deviacd to exterminate them. My first copjecture waa, 
that they had aince a long time a great desire to get Canton. The great minlater baa 
been invested srith an important trust, and be already knows that the dispoaitiona of 
the said fbieignera are proud and overbearing; and must also have observed that tbs 
defences of the provinces have long been crumbling to ruios. It waa hia duty to be 
prepored for defence; and it might bo hoped that, if preparations had been made, 
no calamity would have accrued; but now he rrporta, th^ the rebellioua foreignen 
have usurped arnl plundered the fort of Shakok, and also attacked Takok. Since 
the rcbellioaa diaposUiona of the foreigners have become thus manifest, there is 
nothing left but to entirely exterminate tlwm. and thus proclaim the majesty of the 
imperial dynasty—for what principles of reason can now be proclaimed to them ? 
Flying orders have already been sent to the provinces of llonair, ^itcchnen, and 
Ksrekhow, to send with speed their most skilful sokliera to CanUm; also ffyiog 
d esp at ch es to Keangse to forsrard the two thousand troopa, already sUtioned at 
Kwaneboo f oo, to proceed immediately to Canton to assist. I order that guards be 
placed at the important passes to defend and keep them. It may be computed that 
in the second moon of the year, all the troops may in succesaion arrive in Canton. 
1 order the commanding ofUcers to exhort their troops and excite them to extermi* 
natc and exclude (the English), arul thus repair defeat by victory.* 

A third imperial edict stalesQur dynasty has been soothing and indulgent to 
outside foreigners, and favour and justice were shewn to all. If the mid fbeeignets 
could, indeed, have been respectful and obedient, 1 should have treated them with 
iocreaird kindness, and then all might have hoped for joy aitd tranquillity. Before, 
beesuae the Aowing poison of the occidcsital countriei (opium) daily iocreaaed, 1 
isaoed special orders that endearoors should be made to wean the people from the 
Stupid habit; but the English, depetMling on their boiaterous stret^th, would net 
submit to give the rolanury bond; I, in consequence, ordered their trade to he 
cotinriy cut off; but even now they are unrepentaat, and their profligacy daily 
Incrcmes like the Cht bird (a bird of prcyX Since the domineering pride of those 
rebelliosis kmigners baa at length arrived at this pitch, it sriU not be difficult to 
arrange our battalia, and exterainate and drive out the whole number. But on 
mxouutof eomdering that the aaid forcigBcrt preseated an uddresa. ia which they 
state grievances, I could not but cause them to be investigated, in older to 
mam t tbc gmt principles of justice; and I specially ordered tlie cabinet minister. 
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Ke«b«n, to pTOfCpJ with baite to (^too, to examine into the funs and manofte the 
bustneso. The mmI foieiifnera ore but sKitfatljr endoweU either with beatrenij prin¬ 
ciple* or goo dn eo s of liemt. The whole number of them ought to hove tetumt^ to 
Cuton, and there hare owiuted the settlement; but one-bolf weighed their anciion 
and went oouthwsnls. oml one-half still remains at Tinghoe: this is Hear proof of 
their crafty and cunning scheme*, which ore os innumerable os bait*. I hare now 
bestd that for sereral months post, they hare delouu^ed men's wire* and daughters, 
mode captire*, carried away property, and built fort*; opencil water-courses, and 
set up a counterfeit public ofheer, who iasue* proclamation*, ordering the people to 
pay the duties I What crimes hare the people committed, that tl>ey ahould sufTer 
these painful distresses ? Speech oml thought having come to this} in sleeping or 
eating I And no ifuiet After Keshen orrired in Contoo, be well nnderstoo<l to open 
up and induce to the path* of rectitude; but the insatiable desire* (of tb« English) 
rottid not be satisfied i already are tbeirthoughts dwelling upon extorting the price of 
their opium. Further, they ore again requesting that I should grant them a landing- 
place (territory). I, the emperor, early considered them to be nn«cttled and incon¬ 
stant t certainly it w not by good fiutb or justice that they ore now to be admo¬ 
nished. Now Keshen lias reported that the raid foreigners, on the 7lh of January, 
haring ciqtpgcd the assistance of traitorous natives on board their ships, went direct 
to the Bocca Hgris and attacked the forts with their guns, and killed my officers and 
soldiers; and they also laid l^skok fort in ruins, and look forcible posiession of 
Sbokok. Such is their rebellion against heaven, and opposition to reason. They 
are like dogs and sheep in their dispositions. It is difficult for heaven and earth 
longrr to bear with the English, and both gods and men are iodqpumt (at their 
condurt}. It is only left to completely exteruiinate and wash ourselves rlcui aC 
them, cutting off and expelling tliem all; oimI then will k be manifested that they 
ore killed by the decree of heaven, and how important are the lives of the people. 
I order Keshen to exhort and stimulstt the soldiers to advance with valorous daring, 
■nd be the (ormiost in the battle, for it is absolutely necessary that the rcbrllioos 
foreigner* must give ap their beads, which, and the prisoners, are to be sent to Pekin 
in cage*, to undergo the last penally of the law. For the seixure of tiwt evil race 
of foreignen and the rebellioa* native traitors, it U proper to establish laws, for 
putting them all to death without exreptkm.** 

The imperial commissioner and governor, Keshen, in conjunctkin with the mili- 
tory commanders in the two provinces, announces the receipt of a despatch from the 
great militsry council, covering an imperial edict, dated January 90^ stating tliot 
Kcslicn laul reported that ** the English have usurped poasession of the batteries, and 
it b difficult to defend and keep the province yet. “ with intense earnestness, bega 
that fkvour may be bestowed on the Engtbh." The emperor oay*:—** On looking 
at the report, I am filled with indignation and grief, liie great minister, because 
of the importatwe of the chy of Canton and its granaries of rice, and because the 
robabitants are numerous, become apprehensive that rommotions wookl rnstia; and 
node thb a couse for temporary expedients, and deceptivefy acceded to the requests 
of the Englbh; owl for the present they have not been surrounded and cxtirpoled. 
I have sent down my imperial will, investing Yib-shan with the authority of a general, 
for trarrqalllixing the rebels, aru) f.img-wan and Yang-fatq^, to be hts assbtant great 
tfiinisters; they are to proceed to Canton and consult together on the extermination 
of tba English. I have fiirtbcr appointed an additional two thousand troopa from 
each of tha provinces of lloopib, Siechoen. and Kweichow, to hasten to Canton, and 
there await the arrival of the above oAcrra. Hasten, then, your consultation* and 
sehraifs) attack and exterminate. General Ho b to halt near the provincial city; 
General Ko will lead the Chinese troopa i the especial duty of these b to maintain 
and uppoM!—to act on the defensive. 1 order the said great minister to hasten to 
select, and drill, and insmiet, the strongest and bravest soldiers. Further, be 
attentive in procuring supplies for the troop*, and muskets, guns, and gun* 
powder, and other things necessary. After ihearrival of rih-slion and bis coadjutor*.

Court of nirertor* and her Majesty*# Poatmaster-General 
in London, for acreleimting the delivery of the overland malls, be pubtished for gme- 
nd Inforniation:— 

Instead of the mail for all India bring made up ra masse in the London post-offirc 
as heretofore, all letters addressed to the several presidencies of India, or to divisiona 
of presidencies to which the conveyance is by'separale lines, will, in future, be packed 
at the General Post-oOice in London, in separate box parrels; and in order that thia 
may be properly done, correct lists of the places, the letters for whlrh should be en- 
closed in the box for essrh presidency, have been called for from the postmaatera-geno- 
ral, and will be forwarded to the home authoritka as toon as received. It is the 
intention of the Governor-General in Council to suggest that in the partial sorting, 
which it b propcMcd to effect in England, of the overland letters, the best course w ill 
be to Wave it to correspondents to distinguish, by the supcrscriprion of their letters, 
the presidency or quarter to which they shall be directed from the London General 
Post-office and from the Falmouth post-office respectively. Where this b not denoted 
on tlie address, to make up the divisioa packets according to the arrangement above 
planned—aiMi if the address on the letters shall not come under either of these des- 
criptioos, to forward them aa miscetbneous to Ilomhay, to be there sorted, &c. 

W’ith a view to asabt the early delivery of letters in I-ondon. the po^tmasteta- 
grneral at the presidencies wrlll prepare in future the overland packets intended to be 
forwardrri to I-ondon separately from those for all other parts of the United 
Kingdom.

Hr «m DOC aware that it was arcMaaiy for him to go torther into tbit part of the 
aulqect. What be Itad read was quite auffirient to abuw that Mr. Shakapeor, a 
gentleman holding a high rank in the Government of India, having eantidered tiie 
matter eooiljr, calmly, and diapaaaionateiy, had come to the conriuiion that there 
Bcened to be not the least foundation for the accuaation of the rajah’s haring 
tampered with the fldelity of die aoobadara. It was here neceaaary toobeerve, that 
the Government of India, rriying murh on the view of the case taken by Mr. 
Shakspear, were anxioui to let the matter dropt but unfortuoalely dillicultire 
occurred, which led to a lea* auapidous state of thinga j and therefore he bmuglit 
the matter before the Court, in order that the nathrea of India might be made aware 
of what opinion (be proprietors entertained on the aubject. The Government of 
Dombay were, however, still inclined to persevere; and having toiled in. reference 
to the charge of treason direct, they endeavoured to prove collateral treason; or. in 
other words, that if there were nothing actually treasonablr in the case they had 
brought forward, at least the person whom they charged was capable of treason, 
if be could perpetrate it. It eras alleged that an improper correspondence had been 
carried on between the rajah of Sattara and the governor of Goa for a ronsidenbic 
time; arul also that be had, for aetetal years, carried on a treasonable correapotid. 
enee with the cx>tajah of Nsgpore. When the sufaject was again brought before 
the Governor-General, the noble lord begged the authorities at Uombay to desiat. 
He had here two minutes, which would perhaps open to the Court the whole of Ihia 
case, and would enable the propricton to judge of the torts on which they would 
have to deride. Tliesc two letters (which be bsd copied from the voluminous mass 
td doenments that bad been laid before the Court) were respectively dated the Kodand 
Kith Ort., Ih37; and he iNttged leave to call the particular attention of the Court to

tbem. [Tbc bon. proprietor then retd at length tbe letter of the ?nd of October, Crom 
Mr. Mtcntfbten, Secretary to tbe Governor* General, to tbe Secretary of tbe Bombay 
Goremtnent, In which hie etated, that ha waa detired by tbe Bight Hon. tbe 
Governor* General of India to acknowledge the receipt of tbe report dated tbe 7tb 
of Anguat together with lu acrerml enciotcrct; that hit Excellency in Council waa 
of opinion that tbe evidence which accompanied the report recpecting tbe delin* 
qaency of the rqjab. In tbe caae of tbe alleged intercourae with the Rajah of Nag* 
pore, waa intulBcicnt; that much of it waa uncertain, vague, and uneatiifBCtory; and 
that to juAify the taking of any meatorv of eeverity againtt tbe rajah, further and 
more conclurive evidence waa neceteary. Hie Excellency alto obterved, that hit 
opinion of the danger of becoming involv^ in an indefinite inquiry had every appear* 
anee of being realiaed. At for tbe alleged corretpondence with the autboritica at 
Goa, bit Excellency waa of opinion that toch plou were too extravagant to be en* 
tertained. eapecially at tbe rejab appeared to be by no meant deficient In under* 
itanding. Hit Excellency conceived that it would be imjutt without the clcareit 
prooh of guilt, to condemn any ally, particulariy one who bad for a long time 
proved bimtelf to faithful} and be exprMted a hope that the rajah arould to conduct 
bimtelf, in fbture, at to defy all eutpirion.] Such waa tbe opinion of tbe Governor* 
General, at the time when he had all tbe cimunttancct b^re him. It would ap* 
pear that the Bombay Government were detiroua of getting rid of an individual 
whom they, no doubt contcientioualy, thought a guilty man, and they communicated 
tbe documenta to the Goremor*Geoerai. wbo, after carefully examining them, de> 
dared tint, in hit opinion, there waa a complete fidiura of tbe evidence to convict 
tbit individual. (Hear, heart) Tbe Bombay Government, however, itill proae* 
cuted tbe charge of a traiiorona correapondeiK# with the governor of Goa, although 
the Governor.General gave no belief to it, and retiated tbe courte of proceeding 
which tbe Government had adopted. Tbc next letter from Mr. Macnagbtesi to tbe 
Seaetary of tbe Bombay Goremment waa dated the lOcb of October, 1837, in 
wbich be eaya that he wai deaized by the Right Hon. tbc GoTemor*General b 
Council to aiatc that the proevedinga b tbe race of the Rajah of .Sattara were not 
Boch aa met the aanction of tbc Supreme Government; that part of tbe evidence 
tended rather to weaken than to atrengtben the accuaation agabat him; that it waa 
impoaaible to give cfedcoee to prajecta of ao wild and riaionary a dcacriptloa; and 
that bia Excellency aaw notbing b all tbe evidence to throw a clear light on tbe 
conduct of tbe rqjah. Now, be araa aure that documenta more honourable to Lord 
Auckland, tbc Governor*General, ronki not be produced. (Hear, hoar t ) The 
wiadom and moderation which be diaplayed showed that be poaaeaaed tbe mind of a 
ataxeaman and tbe feelings of a geiteroua man; and aurely all tboae wbo took an 
interest b tbc aAurs of India must rejoice to tee the government placed in such able 
handa. (Hear, heart) He should now call tbe attention of tbe proprietors to 
certain minutes of tbe Court of Directors, which reflected great credit on that 
honourable body. Tbe Court of Dircrtoca begged and mtreated that those pi^ 
eeedbgs aboukl be brought to a conclnaion; and be aboukl not be doing juatioo 
to that Court if be did not read the mbutea to which be alluded. The bon. pro¬ 
prietor then read—

rbe Gorenior-General (continued Mr. .Salotnoiu) appeared, at Ant. to have autde 
up hie mind that these chaiges should not be farther comideiedt but. being repeat, 
ediy xppUed to and preaacd by the Govamroent of Bombay, be was at length 
brought to think that they ought to be inreatigated.

DEBATE AT THE EAST-INDIA HOUSE. 


Sa$t-Titlim Hmae, July 14 . 

A GeB«T»I Court of Proprioton of Eauladb Stock wm beU ihi* day at the Com* 
pany’a bouM in Lcadrshall Siract, purauant lo adjoummaiit, for tba purpoae of lakiof 
into lartbcr cooiidaratiun tbt papvn rvUtiva lo tba lala llajali of Satura. 

The minutM of the last Court bating bwn road— 

Tba CUurwum ( G. Lyall. Em}.) briefly sutad tba sub^t which tba proprieton were 
asaamblrd lo diacusa. lie iben called upon Mr. Lewis. 

&Ir. Poynder wished, before tba businaia of iba day cocomancad, to aak a qurstiou 
ofibc boo. Chairman. (jVa,Mo/) It was a simple question, and could lead to no 
discuasioti. He was d^rous to know wbetbar the Court of Directors had receieed 
any answer lo the df p al cb of the 3rd of March, which bad been sent out to the lodiao 
GotemcoeoL 

The Chctirmmti .—The Court is met for a special purpose, aod it ia irregular to put a 
questJoa now. 

Mr. Poyadrr.~I am perfectly aware that tbe Court has been assembled for a spedal 
purpose, but I think I might receive an answer to my question, srhich is simply 
ybether any ansarer baa been rece i ved to tba despatch of tbe Court of Direciori, dated 
tba 3rd of March last. (Order, order t) 

The Ckqtraieii.'^i cannot amwer tbe questioo now. It may he put when the 
business of the day is eoncludad. 

Mr. Paynder.— Am 1 to understand that I may put the question after tbe whole 
busiaess of the day b disposed of? Surely, this question nuy be answered now. I 
have no doubt that the boo. Chairman could girc an answer at once. Must I be put 
over to a Quarterly Genaral Court before t receive an ansirer ? 

Tbe Choirwiaa.— When Uw businesa of tba day ia over, it will be competent to the 
boo. proprietor to put his question. 

TME UTE EAJAU or saTTsaa. 

Mr. Lewk requested to ktMw, bdbre be proceeded with the mothin which be intend* 
ed lo submit to tbe Court, whsther tbe Court of Directors had received any com. 
munkation whatever from tbe Board of Control, in rclatiou lo the case of the late 
Rajah of Sattara ; aod. if they had, whether it would be read to the Court. 

Tbe Ckairmam intimated that he had no communication to make. 

Mr. Xewti then proceeded. The bon. proprietors, be observed, had now before them 
all the papers connected with the deposition of tbe late Rajah of Sattara that bad been 
moved for. Tbe subject was, iberefore, fully open for discussion, and he trusted that 
they were at moment in a ailuation lo consider the qocwioa fsirly and dispaa* 
sionaiely. He hoped that tbe Cburt of Directors, aod also tbe Court of Proprietors, 
vrould fearlessly perform ibeir duty on this occasion, and that they would not allow 
their aitcntioo to be direrted from the consideration of tbe circuiastaaces connected 
with tbe case of tbe late Rajah of Sattara by any refereoca to tbe motives, or any 
obirrvstions on tbe private characters, of those iadividuals who were more imraedieteiy 
connected with this trsnsactioa. He would impugn, in tlik case, no mao's motives, 
neither would be reflect oo the charaetcr of any individual. Tbe question for their 
consideration related to the policy of the iseaMire that lud been adopted with re¬ 
ference to the late Rajah of Sattara; aod if those individuals who elfeticd his depod> 
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Uoa had doo* that which the proprieion coocetTcd to be founded in error, or contnrj 
to jmtice, or el terience with enlightened and Cbriuisn policy, it waa not only their 
priTiIrgr, their undoubted right, but their bouoden and impentive dutj,ta characieriie 
ihoee acta in the manocr and in the language which they deaerved. (Hnrrt) Such 
waa the coorae which be meant to prcacribe to himaelf. Not private character or aup. 
poaed motivea, but public condua and public acta, should be the aut^ of bia remarka. 
At the laat quertrrly meeting of that Court, be bad proceeded to aome ettent in calling 
the attention of the proprietor* to this imporuot aubject. He waa, however, interruplod, 
and waa prevented going through the whole caae, on that ocnMlon. It waa, tberrfore, 
nrenaary that he tbould rrrapitulatc what be had then stated, in order to connect it 
with ^ remaining obtervatioos which be had intended to make, but for the inicmiption 
to witiefa he had eliuded. He had. at that lime, said, that tlic Government of India 
waa then arraigned at the bar of public opinion to anawer for their conduct with regard 
to the depoaal the Rajah of Sattara; and that it wee the dutj of the proprsetora 
atrictly to examine the case, and to ascertain, na far aa it waa poaaibic for them to do ao, 
whether dut extreme act was, on the part of the Indian Government, a proper and* 
justifiable one. He then suied tlut the Govrvnmeot of India rested iudefence on three 
different propoaitions:—1st. That the rajah had been guilty of an attempt to aeduce 
certain native officers of the 23rd regiment from their allegiance to the Company j 
2 nd. That be had been guilty of carrying on'a treasonable correapondeoca with the ex- 
Rajah of Nagpore ;and 3rd. Tliat be had been guilty of carrying on a like corrvapon. 
dmee with the Portuguese Goveroor of Goa. With respect to the first of tbesa pro- 
Jecta, be had shown that there was nothing in llte raaa disclosed to connect the rajah 
with the Dansaction; that neither the native officers nor the brabenin who gave infonaa. 
tion had subctaatiaied any caae againat the rajah. He repented, that, suppoatng aa 
attempt to have been made to seduce the native officers from Uieir allegiance, the 
evidence did not prove that the rajah was cognisant of it. He further slated, that the rajah 
dWnctly denied every allegatioo made against him, and that the chief witness, the brab. 
min Unujee, bad ultimately coofesaed, whoa croas^xamined, that the ehole waa ■ con* 
tpirscy concocted by himself for the purpoM of graii^ing feelings of private revenge. He 
had proceeded thus far when be was interrupted. He would now resume the subject. 
It was material, whh respect to this first charge, that two striking facts should be brought 
under the notice of the Court The first wait, that there existed a fevliag of hostility 
againa the rajah. In conaetjucncc of his having, aome time previously, given orders for 
the removal, and consequent destruction, of the sepoys’ hula, Thlt waa folly csUhlisbed 
by the evidence given before the commiuion. A witness of the name of Dajecba 
Kidum suted in hb depotiiioo, •• that when the Rajah visited Mahabuteshwar, he, the 
witness went toa well belonging to Govind Rao. Some sentiy.IxTs (sepoys) were cook. 
Ing near the well and said, •• The filabarsjah has destroyed our lines. Jo three or four 
months we will aae about U.** Captain Stock in his examiaaiioa before the Sattara 
Commission, when asked whether be understood that his highnea the rajah had given 
umbra ge to the regiment, replied, •• that be had received a note from Goolgar Nhaur, 
commanding the governor’s escort at Mahabulesfawar laat hot season, alluding to the 
huts of the detacbmeut having been destroyad by desira of the rajah. This appeared 
to make ao impression on them, and they expressed satisfaction to him when *nn >e 
araels and hones of the ntfsh’s were kdlcd in descending the Eoturda Ghaut a short 
time aAerwards." And the brahmin Unujee deposed. •• that they, the toubadan, 
stated, that the rajah had burnt down the buu of the sepoys stationed at Mahabulcsb- 

The other fact to which be 

sn^, sod to which be wished to call the particular atteoUon of the Court, was, that 
U»ejsh^ order of brahmins was enraged at the conduct of the rajah, because be bad 
IB a matter connected with a religioua’. dispuu. contrary to their wishes. With 
to this ^1e feeling, he would quote the statement of Oeocral Robertson, 
Whose conduct did him the highest honour—ktwr /)—end who was now, as be 
to , one of their directors. {Hear, hear/) 11181 gallant officer, in the 
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admirable apeeefa which he delltered when thn question waa brought before the Court 
In February, IS'lO, oprcMcd hinnelf thus j— '

In feet (aoid Mr. LewiaX the rajah had many enentica, and no frienda eicept the 
Engiiab; and frooi the two (act* which be had atalrd, ba thought tbe Court would ace 
at once the tnotivee of tbe conduct both of tbe natiea oincera and of tbe brahmin. They 
would percrire, on the one hand, the ill feeliiiga towards the rajah which prevailed in 
the breasts of tbe arpoya, and which made them the ready and willing ioatrumenta of 
any project injurioua to tbe rajah ; and they would ace, on the other hand, Uw motives, 
public and private, which induced the brahmin to adopt the coarse which be had done, 
with reference to that calumniated prince. The Utter has, indeed, confeaacd that be 
waa the chief, nay, tbe sole author of tbe conspiracy, which, aa appeared from his con* 
fcaaiont, originated in the moat tmse and sordid moiirra. A commUaton wu appointed 
to inquire into thia matter. Tbat commisaioti aAer some time made a report on the 
case ; and in that report tfary declared that in their opinion the rajah waa guilty of the 
charge imputed lo htm. It wea proper tocooiidrr bow, looking at all the circumstances 
of the case, they could hare come to such a coocliuioa. {Hear, heart) How they had 
arrived at that opinion was, indeed, to him moat marvellooa. {Hear, hear/) It waa, 
however, aonte conaoUlion to know, titat one member of Utc commiaaion. General 
Ixtdwick (of whose conduct in thia tranaaction it was impoaaible to apeak in adequate 
terms of commendalioa), aald, in tbat Court. *• I certainly do feel, and I ought lo aay, 
and 1 do declare, that there it no act of my life I regret so much aa haring signed that 
report without appending a protest to iu" It was some cunsoUtion, moreover, to him, 
to find tbat the grounds auied for the decision of the comroisaioo actually refuted the 
opinion at which the cooimisaion had artired. They said, in their report, ** tbat no proof 
catsted of the cotomuoicalion made to the sepoya having been autboriud by the rajab 
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■nd Luther, •* that the bnlunia faintMlf had coolaaitdt that so far from tha ra|ab autbo. 
risiaf any web communicalioa. ba knew niwhing about it** Now, it was extratarl/ 
difficult to cooceiTC, after stating that no |mx)f vxistad that the raj^ autborisMl this 
pracvediDC, Imw the coremiuiou could cotna to tba ooncludou «>«i«t ba was goiltj. 
(Umr, ktarf) It was furtber satiaTactorj to Cnd, that ibe ciMBiiuwioacrs lhcm«al*n 
considered the whole insllcr as trilling and iaaignificant In adverting to cartaiii cirrum- 
stanecs connected with this cfMfjte, tba commiatiaoerB said, ** Tba coospirsc; proved is 
an rstaDties or dangerous cbaractae. It is, as far as we fS" sea, of tba most 
conienpcible nature.'* Tba report and tba proceedings of that cooiBiiaaioa were Irans* 
mitted to tbe Gosemur. General; and, in order to show wbat ofMoioo tba Covemor. 
Gaocrsl bald on tbe subject, ba would call tba attaotion of tba Court to an extract from 
bit lordiUp's letter, dated tba Snd of October, 1*37. Mr. Macnagbten, writiog by 
tbe direction of tba Ooerroor* General, there aald j—

In addiikm to these opinions, he could adduce that of the Court of Directors as 
expressed by them in one of their despatches; and be thought be had a right to say 
that tliey did not think tbe rharge was proved. Tbe despatch to which he alluded wu 
dated the I3tb of June. 1*33, and the Court of Directors there staiad, that In their 
opinion It uoold be seriously dvirimcntal to the character of their government lo carry 
on aay further inquiry in the utotl r. Here then they had the commisaionen appointed 
to ^ Iba case rxprctoing douUa; they had the Governor-Gmerel dsclaring that the 
•“ tbey had Mr. Shakmpear sutiog th.m« W. opinion the 

pwwdinpwere. foul eomptrac, ; and they had the Court of Ditector. gieing ’j, » 
their optnioo that a coutw was taken which affected the chmacter of the Comp«y. 
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(Hear, ktarf) PvrlMp* mxm bon. Bwnibif, wbo cnl«rtaio«d difcrtM «ictn at iba 
■ub^Mt, would follow him, and uy that ibo dawao, Gorlnd Aow, bad mada a coo. 
faiMoa which acrioualy impUraiad iha njah; that, in fact,ba admiUcd all Ibe atalaouma 
aa to tba attempt to tcduca the native officefa. Ha ( Mr. Lawta) allowed that the 
dawmn did make what waa called a confinaion; but whan the Court waa put in pokaea. 
elon of tba eircumctancaa nader which that ronfraaion was estorted, they would scout 
k—>they would not place the amallatC reliance on it. Notwitlntaadiog tba declared 
opbiioo of tba oomanissioncra aa to the rajah's guilt, aeidanoa to inculpate him was still 
anaiously looked afler) and, in tba month of March 1B37, a petition waa received by 
the Bombay government, contatning tcatamenu inculpatory of tba rajah. That petitioo 
did not appear on the face of the proreadiugs at all. Why it waa kapi back ba knew 
not He, at least, teas not able to 6nd k amoogiC tba papers. That patitioa waa 
sent to tba Rrudeni at Sattara by tba Bombay govarotnant, with dirvetiatn that full 
inquirias should ba mada on tba snbject. Now what was tba eourw pursued by tba 
rvsidaal? Il appears that after tbc commission of inquiry at Satura had coocludad ila 
labours, a general beliaf prevsilad that Goviod Row, tbo dasran, would be ralaaacd from 
prison. Girgabhae, the mother of the dewan, chcrisbed this hopa in common wkb iho 
other members of ber family. This atpcctation, however, of Govind Row's rrleaaa 
was looked upon by Col. Ovans, tba rasideot, aa an impodicnaot to tba success of ibo 
intended Inquiry, and accordingly, in order to pot an end In any suefa bopa being 
entertained, ba immediately on the receipt of the peotion from Bombay conevivad tho 
plan of placing ibe dewan in stricter confinement, thinking that by doing lo, ha would 
aucccasfnily work on the fears of bis motbar lo make tba dosirad dkclosurea. That tbo 
Court may not suppose that this is any iovtntioo of bit, ba would beg their attention to 
Col. Ovana's latter to Mr. Willoughby, dated the S4th of June, 1837. Col. Ovana 
thus rspraaacs himself in tbc eleventh and following paragraphs of that lettar >

to propose that the dewan be aent iauneiliatciy under a gnard to Ahawdnagfer, aad placed in strict 
eoadneaent there { that he only bo attended by hie osm servant, aad that ^ othar iaureoona niih 
him ba Car tha pceecat pcohi b ilsd. It la to be hoped that the mr ns nrs . if adopted, mqy serve to shew 
that Ihs rwnMorv of Govitul Bow’s rv tara ace wkheot faendstioa | aad this heiag Mt, kla nuther atul 
kb other friends Bsey bi iadneed to cooM terwsed sad dbclesa all they know, aa the osdy msnna of 
MMsUng bias. Bnt whatever may ba the resadt, the effaet of thia step ahsmld eotolaly he cried without 
lam of haw. 

This crual aad bmitlsM procedure was approved of nod laoctioned by the Bombay 
govemmenL Tbo deteatable stratagem succcodsd too well. Tb* mother of ibo dewan, 
who bad boen for moniha sufTering tbo most poignant diatnaa on her son's account, 
waa soon appriand of hia having beau romoved into cl os e r oonfinenwot. ALarmod for 
the mfety of her son, abo immodistely sent a conSiioniial friend to the resident, and 
requested she might be allowed an interview with him. It was granted, and. to escapu 
daiectioa. aba repaired lo the residency at midnight. Two of bar reUtiom acrompaoled 
bar. He (Mr. Lewis) begged leave here to refer tbc Court to the letter of Cot. Ovana, 
of the Slu of July, 18S7. asto what tran^rad at that interview ;—

It 
would be in the rrcoltcction of ibe Court, i>urt a remarkable ioatance occurred in ibe 
eaae of the Cbartiat imorrection, in wbirb Froat and otbera wete cnoceroed. Thera 
was a caae in wbicb ibe peraotn were actually found guilty, and becaute all ihe rK|ui- 
aitea required by tbe law were not cuenptied with, tljey bad nearly neaped puniibment 
altogether. In fact, it waa a principle recorded in the pagea of the eonatitutkm, ia 
imperiabablc charactera, that no nun ihonid be cooiletnned—tliat no man ahould bo in* 
jurod in life or property, witliout a liearing, or, in oUter worda, without a fair trial. 
(/Irar, hear/) Indeed, ihrougitotit tite whole courte of the proceedinga, it nerrr 
entered into ilie mind of anybody that the rajah waa to be depoa«d without Itaring an 
opportunity of meeting iboae charge*. {Hear, tear/) Tbe Goecroor-General, it ap> 
peered, had changed hb opinion on the aobjecl. But, though he *cetnod to think Um 
rajah guilty, he nerrr widted Uut he abould be depoaed without a fair trial. Hut waa 
crident from what appeared in hi* minute of the tf3rd of December, 1S3H—that minute 
ia which, for the firat time, be declared that hi* opinion waa changctl. When be apokc 
of change of opinion, he wa« not iliere for the purpoac of eodeaaourtag to reconcile it. 
Let tho*e who defended aueh proceedinga ahow tbe ralidiiy of the ground* on whicli 
the Goerrnor. General changed hia opinion, and ahow that hia new opinion waa a ju>c 
and correct one. TIm Govrrnor*General did not Uate why thia change of opinion 
took place. For bia part, Im (Mr. Lewiaj would take hia atand on the opinion wliicb 
Ihe Goeernor.General bad firat promulgated. In tbe Hth paragraph, howerer, of that 
aery doentnenr, where change nf opinion waa firat manifrated, bia lordabip, anaioua 
that tbe rajah ahould bare a fair trial, cipn-aaca liimaelf thuat—

It wai, then, on the optniotu of Midi higb sutboritiea aa ba had refer rod to, no Icaa 
than tba merita of tb* case, that be aaked that the rajab might hare a fkir trial, and that 
be might be afforded an opportunity of meeting tbcac charges. He naked tb* Court of 
Dtrcctora to grant it for tb* mka of their own conamlcncy { for they bad, in their Ictlcra 
of Jane 15, 1838, rtpodialed thoa* proceedings aa tcrioualy datrinental to tba Goeam* 
meot. He aaked them for tbo honour and cfaaractar of tb* Britiab Goeernmem - be 
a*kwt tham ia tb* of that jiiitioe which had been riolated and outraged in the 
prearnt cm*— be aaked them ia tba name of that oommoo Cbrutianity, which told them 
not only to do jasde*, bat to mingl* mercy with yoa t i c a h * tnirtaiad them to giv* tba 
rajah a fall, a and an impartial bearing, (//mr, botr/} The boa. propriator con¬

Mr. H. Safnatoiu laid, he rooa with great pleaaure to accaod the mottoo of bit 
laaraad fnnnd; but U wm not bia i n to nit ia o to go into any lengthened details, m he 
bad octoptad tba Court, ba feared, at loo gi«t • length on n fixMar occMton. U* 
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vubrd. bovevcr, to expUin the r«a«an why, on the I««t ornmiun, be had moved for 
furtiicr paper* nabrr than propuae a moUoti rouclied in term* itiinibr to that wliirh 
was now brhiru the Coun. His rea>oa for callingfor further iofunnatiun was, liecauM! 
there were nuuijr point* in the ease which bad not been dearty lNtni|;ht under the 
roosidcnitioti ol the propricion, and be was aniious that that sliouM be done befure 
it was attain submitted to their coosiileration. lie wiuild not go into the details of 
the evidence, fur the purpose of ahoaiog that the rajah was not guilty of the charges 
brought against him, because it was sufficiently apparent, on the (see of the official 
donimeals, that the authorities in India were themselves of opinion, that ibeevidetire 
was n'Jt sufficient to justify a conviction. He would, tlterefore, refer to the papers, 
fur the purpose of showing imure distinctly what he liad mlvanred on a former occa* 
sion. iMunriy, that the East* India Company were the first sinners in breaking a 
treaty solemnly entered into with the rajah, (//rar, htar t) If there were any doubt 
a* to the meaning of the treaty, if tite rfauros of the rajah were not so strong a» they 
appeami Co him to be, still be thmight that the gnrrrnment of Bumhay ought tohara 
given way as Um Court of Dirretors bad done, instead of rigiilly insistiigr on the 
original terras. If the government had given way^if even the rlaima were doubtful, 
which be ibousht, on a refereitre to the papers, appeared not to be the rase—all 
thcae unpleasant proceedings might have been avoided. 1 le should now read mimo. 
parts of the treaty, to show tiuu the rerritorial question was tlie flrst fuundatioo of 
all these unfortunate transactions. So doubt the East-India Company bad placrtl 
the ilajah of Satura on the gadee with a very excellent oljeet. that of strengthening 
our government against the encroachments of tl»e Mahrettas; and the rajali was 
selected for that honour, being, according to all the infurraatiun transmitted to thia 
country, a man of a very snperior mind, and he was very happy to And. from a |>rrusal 
of these papers, that their frllow-subjccts in Iiulia were capable f>f Uiinking and acting 
•o wHI, aa he contended the rajah bad done on this occaskm. (//ser, hear t) He 
presumed the Court was informed, that the original cause of all this unfortunate 
difference arose from a dispute between the rajah and the guvrrnmcnt, relative to 
rertain jagberia. Tlw terms on which the territory was ceded to him were set forth 
as follows j —

So that, ill fact, ihe Rsjsh of Snttarn made a grant, nniler the sanction of the East. 
India Com(iany, of that very territory which was now a matter of dispute; and if any 
doubt existed on tlie subject, it would be rrmored by tbe letter of I.ivutriuint-Colonel 
Kobrrtson. the reswlmt at Satiara, to the serrrtary of the Gorrrnnient, dated 13th 
of .\ogti*t. IH5f7, in which he says

Hen* tbe Punt Surbew, bj uppljinif Co the rvjsb for n pcrmUftton to adofit • <tac* 
ccMor, tlKnred that tbe rajah had a claim on titat jagtieer t arid thia cue. he cutw 
tended, mo*t deciiledly govemnl the raae of erenr one ot the jn^beora. M'bm, there, 
fore, tbe Cotnpanjr't Koremment aet up a claim to rhU territory, they were KuUtj of 
a breach of the treaty. In that tiew of tbe caw he wu borne out ly General Ko> 
bertKUi, who araa now a director of the Company, by General Lodwick, and otlicra, 
who akied with the rajah in thb diipate t aral he believed tbe Supreme Government 
itaeif wrote to the Goremmrnt of Bombay, not to pruarcuie iheae ctaima. That 
WM one point, in bia opinion, diapoaed of. Ihe next iliintt wu tbe queation of 
character; and, hr thoa;:ht, that, in aacertainhig the character of any perion, it aru 
important to procure tbe evidence of a witntw who bad no deaire to mUlead, and 
who had no interrat to tbe queation at baue. The opinion which he waa now aboot 
to quote, u to the character of tbe Itajah of Sattara. ara* that of Colonel, now Ge¬ 
neral Robertson, who waa the resident at Sattara in 18SI. At that time there aat 
a question u to the rdueation of the young Rajah of Akulkote, and Cohmel Robert- 
aon expressed hrmwlf in these terma, with respect to the coodnetand character of 
the Ilqjah of Sattara, to whose care the youth hul been cooided : —

Such wns tbe rhamrtirr girm to the njab in 1831. by one of their own residents, 
who was then a member of tlwt Court. He concluded, tlwrrftirr. that the mjah was 
a man of estiituble character; be atningly believed,tliat much which had been alicfcd 
agaiiut him was the offspring of intrigue, aikd tliat the rajah was perfectly incapable 
of committing tbe crimes that bad been hnptitcil to him. (//ser, htar/) It was 
utterly inerrdihir that, fur yeurs, be should Imvc been concocting tlw vilest plots and 
treasons, which nmld not be roiMiucfed witliuut a va-t deal of preparation, and yet 
that be should escape discovery. Hr tbouglit it quite imponsible that he could cun. 
duct bUnsrIf in such a way tosrarda the resident aa to serunr liis must favoumble opi¬ 
nion, at tbe same time that be wa* engaged in these rrrssunnble drsigits. Was it 
not riglii, tlwrrfore, that an opportunity should be given to the mjah lu meet fnirly 
nnd openly the charges that bad been preferred agaiiut him ?

He aaid before, and he repeated it now, that be had no 
doulK of the honour, integrity, or talenia of Sir J. Carnae, but be deplored the roume 
he had punuctl {hoar, keart), beeauae it appeared to him, that having laid down one 
cuarar for himaelf. be had acted on another. (Hoar, krarf) He had propoaed an 
amneaty to the rajah, hut he aceompanieii it with conditiona to which the Kajah of 
Sattara ctmJd not podatbly agree. (Iltar, ktar!) He atrongiy callrd, then, on Uiis 
Court, Uuu they abould ace juitice done to thin unfortunate rajah, and not suffer 
him to become the victim of a feeling of honour which every man in that Conrt miut 
admire, in refusing to subacribe to an acknowledgment of hla guilt when be felt him* 
aelf to be innoeenL ( Ome n ,) He had very little more to My, but be would read 
one or two extiarta from the n^ah's appeal to this Court, in order to show (be ciuu 
racter of that pnncc. The appeal was made by the rajah through the vakeela whom 
he had sent home to get tboae difficultiea retnored which bad since proved his ruin, 
and was ilatrd the Slst Shalia n , answering to the l8th November. 1838. In that

Shortly efter the special ootniniMioa had concluded iu labours, cir> 
comstanoes occ ur re d which led to important diacloMires, and the long-continued 
Intrigues of the rajah with the Goa aotborities were fully brought to light, as also 
bis intercourw’ with Appa Sahib, the cx-njah of Kagpore. I will not occupy the 
time of tlie Coart by reading long extracts, but leel sattsAcd that a perusal of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Grant's Minutes of the Mb .May. 1836, 24tb May. 1838, and 31tc May, 1838. 
and arhich. 1 trust, every proprietor who will rote on this question has perused arith 
attention, is conclusive es to the treasonable pnetiees with which the has been 
charged having been actually committed by him. Tboae wbo have advocated tbe cause 
of tbe have laid great stress, and brought moat prominently forward, tbe minute of 
Mr. Shakespear, of the I Ith May, 1837, and it ia therefore incumbent upon me to notice 
it. Certainly hia opinion, as expressed in that minute, isfavourable—(Aesr.Aosr/)— 
but after all, it is a qualified opinion. I find these expreasions in that ninoie: ** It 
is no doubt difficult u^divest the afEur of all suspicion, but when we reflect on the 
utter want of basis, os Jar as wejrcf know, on which the plot could bare been found¬ 
ed, fitc.” And towards tbe cooclusioa of the minute be observes, ** Should the fur¬ 
ther inquiries suggested by the Governor-General lead to tbe production of less 
cxcepiiocMble evidence of the rajah's guilt, my opinion will of course be open to 
revision." Tbe lamented death of Mr. .Shakespear has precluded any further expres¬ 
sion of his opinion after the production of much more evidence and information Ilian 
was known when be wrote the minute of the 1 Ith May, 1837. And there ia a minute 
of Mr. T. C Robertson, of tlie9tb April, 1839, expressly bearing on this part of tbe 
case, snd it being short, I will trouble the Court with reading it 
Thk CMS* bciaic Will iwriscfcM. tlwrs esn, I coacsivc, bt bo bnpfordctr in my mlsa U lto gso ophUoa 
OB dw nsriti of Uw n-Mics which 1 therria Had rsconM.

Now, perhaps, it may not be known by oil in this Court who Mr. Robertson is. 
He sros, at the time when these minutes were recorded, member of the Council of 
InditL He ia now IJeutenont-Governor of tbe North-srest Provinoes, and prori- 
■HMially Governor-General. Without any diapangement. therefore, of the opinion 
of Mr. Sbakespciu', given in tbe early stiq^ of these proceedings, I contend that Mr. 
Robertson's is also entitled to great weight, and that there was great probability that 
if .Mr. Shakespear bod lived, be would not have persisted in the opinion be baa left 
on record, ** much that then appeared quite inexplicable having since been cleared up. 
and new light acquired by subsequent investigation." Tbe bonounble propvietor 
(Mr. Solomossa). in bis speech when we lost met, observed, “ That the Gorem- 
ment of India, relying nneh on the view of the case taken by Mr. 8., were anxious 
to let the matter drop." Indeed! sras this so? I fear the hon. proprietor has, after 
all. not perused the contenu of tliis blue book so attentively as his elaborate speech 
would lead us to think, for I find a minute of tbe Governor-General's, doted liOth 
May, 1837, at poge 333, and immediately follosring Mr. Shakespear's minute, which 
also being a short one.

celt it WM for public bodies to retrace their steps. But nothing could be more im¬ 
portant to the interesta of India, than that we should show ourselves determined to 
msintsin good fsilh sod justice, and that, whenever any act of misgovernment might 
be eommiited through mistake, ariouig from the distartce of that territory from the 
acat of Govemmciit at home, we were willing to repair the misehieL {Hear, hoar /) 
It was of the utmost importanee that we should act justly towards the nstive pritreoa 
of Indiat and, in order to make our possessiotu there as lasting as possible, that we 
ahouJd maintain good faith with them. But had we maintained that good feitb with 
them in this ease? {Hear, hoar f) Had they proved that the rajah had broken tbe 
treaty ? The charge was that be bad done to. Tbe r^ah saya, ** Show roe where,*' 
Tbs answer ia, ** Ob! letters hare passed." He thought th« answers given by tbe 
rajah to Sir J. Camae were strong evidence of tbe charge being felse. It was ia page

Not an iota was there to show that tbe rajah had rstumrd any aiuwcr. He said, 
therefore, that the replies of the r^jab ia his opinion strengthened the idea he sater- 
taitied of his Innocenee {Hear, hear f), because be mid, ** if you have a single letter of 
miae. trace it; bring it to me, attd then 1 will admit I am guilty: but 1 will nut 
otherwise do that." Yet Sir J. Ouiue thought that a proof of the rajah's guilt. 
Why be (Mr. Hume) thought it one of the strongest proofs of bis innocence. He 
stood upon bis ovm integrity, knowing that be was charged felsely, and challenged 
Ibcm to the prooL Not one trace of any was found. Tbe hon. mover had stated to 
them the extraordinary manner in which the letters srated to be commanieatiotis 
with tbe authorities of Goa were found; that they were in a secluded place and some 
money paid for them to some poor old man j but among the papers on which tbe 
allegatioo depended was there a seiap in support of the charge against tbe rajah ? He 
said, they had failed In bringiog forward a single iota against him on the subject of 
the Goa catTuspondence. It was no compliment to the Uireetocs when be stated 
that he almost laughed when he read tbe papers and found that it shoold be thought 
that the Rajah of Ssttara was intriguia^ with the Governor of Goa to overthrow 
the British Covenunent in India (hear, Aaor/Xwbeu the Portuguese could not 
raise l.fino men even b Europe without the kssistance of Great Britain. {Hear, hear!) 
IL indeed, be bad been intriguing with Rumia, there might have been ximetblng in 
it, {Hear, heart) He did not believe that any mao at all acquainted with India 
could entertain such an opiniotu He thought tbe whole was a fiibricarion t but that 
the parties bad completely fiulcd. Mliy had not an inquiry taken place ? .Sir J. 
Ckmae had given no reason. The Governor-General too, in changing bis opinion, 
had not given one reason for IL Tbe whole cose was, that the rajah had bm the 
victim of a plot tramped up on the part of one individual to oust him from the thiooe;

They had 
ainply, perhaps very naturally, desired to upbuUl their aubordinnle af^nta. aa 
biipinx, in a judament of charity, that they must know more about the matter tlian 
tlkcaacKies. This n-aa quite inielli|tible, and he, for one, by no means wbliad to 
prrM too heavily upon (he Court at home. They had arduous and responsible 
duties to perform, and rUimed uiir sympatliy rather than desen-ed our suspicion t 
but it was less easy to |•enlrlwtff tlia motives which lud indurivcrd the parties 
abroad, unless we chose to believe, with General Rubertaon, who Bt'|*cwnrd to hare 
proved bis point, that the brahmins, who were known to have a tUiidly feud of 
many years* standing with the rajah, both as finding him too lilwral for tlieir views 
bimI being also better paid by his hiotber. had fully determined on his ruin, and, 
MTordiiu to usage, lisd not becu nice in the means of accomplishing it. There had 
bevn nothing in ibb wholedtseusaion which had more astonished him (Mr. 1*.) tlian 
the appeal wbicli both the Chairs had that day made, not to the reason but the fears 
of the Court of rroprietori. Each bad menaced the proprietary with a dread of a 
superior visitation for doing what they might consider their duty. Mr. l.yall had, in 
adiiition. declared the question to have been so settled and closed that it ought not 
to iiave been now discussed; but then, he would a>k, for wliat had tlie |iapera 
lievn printed ? And Sir J. l.usbington had threatened them with tlie bugbear of 
tJie Board of Control and the British Parliament, if they ahould attempt to meddle 
with the otdera already issued in Leadenlialbstreet and sanctioned at Wliiteball. 
(//Mr, hear!) This would ba to Hothe English resolutions with higher attribute* 
than (lie unehangeablu law* of the 5Icdes and Persians of old. llielr policy, loo, 
ImuI hern appealed to by the Chair*, aa well aa Ihrir frars; and it bad been 
argued tliat nothing could be more Inconvenient and injurious to the Company 
than any aUrmpt to iotrffete with existing law* or recorded rrsoluiioo*. But this 
was only a renewal of the attempt so often practised on the other side of the bar, and 
resisted on this, by wbich it was sought to make the Court of IVopnetot* a mere 
register of the edicts of tbe Court id l>ireclor* ; nor could gentlemen (urgrt that on 
the wry same day, when Sir James Camac, as the then (Tbairman, carried in th* 
back parlour of hi* own Court, a resolution that from that time no diacuaaion should 
ever again take place upon any question affecting the religion of the natives, be 
brought forward in the next hour (though without notice) the aame resolution 
in tbe Court of I’rtrprieiora, and. with Uie help of the present Deputy Chairman, 
actually carried it; and what did tbe leading tnembera of this Court do upon such a 
aurreptitiouB and impniprr law, but publicly protest against it, botli as illegal and 
absurd? nor has it ever from that moment been attempted lobe acted upon, both oa 
directly opposed to the original charter and binding upon no other man on either 
side of the bar. {Hw, heart) lie itwianeed tliia topruve the worse ihaii ri^culou* 
mtsUkes into which oar chief autboritie* bad fallen, and to shew that their argu- 
menrs on the prearnt ocrarioo were equally futile and extravagant. There wa* no 
man w ho had been in the liabit of attending there who had not repeatedly heard the 
au|'p<irc of tbe wtwat aboaunatwna and ahu*es of bealheniaiB, together with all the 
unhallowed gains derived from them, recommended ami defended with all the weight 
of influence and authority; nor until the British public and Uie I’arlusmcnl bad 
deleruiined that 700 widows should no lunger be burnt alive in every successive 
year, eould any elTort of himself or bis brother pmprietora. avail to staunch the 
Hhision of human blood, and to protect the rause of ilm widow* aud orpliana of our 
Indian empire. And yet waa all iht* destrurtuiu of bureau Me argued to be abao- 
lutHy nccesaary, and nothing lea* limn the loss of India etenwily predicted as tbe 
inevitable r«»alt of ptevmliitg the commiaaion of murder. He now saw hefure him 
tome of the very directora who had for s long **tie* of yeara kept up these abuse* 
a* eaavulial to the ciditcnce of our guveminenl in ludia. and be waa tbcicfore 
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drtrfred from jirlding too much to the wsument o( expedicnqr which bad been ao 
rften arrayed agBin»t the demand! o/ jaatior, and waa now equally employed to pre- 
erot an obrioua act of Juatior from being dune. Upon the whole be muat think 
tiau the bon. mover had eataUiahed a rate for further inquiry, which, aa it waa all 
that he Itad aaked. would receiTe bit moat cordial aupport. (7/eer. W/) 

Mr.fwUrr aaid ibia waa a viral queatkm, aifectinf Ilriti*h honour and Britiah

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mutoke in thii aAtir; Irt there be no mi««latenienu; let them not be led by party 
violence to do wrong to the rootivci and feelings of any man. (//ear, heart) With 
respect to the observations of the boo. proprietorsi, Mr. fialomoos and Mr. Lewis, 
and to the dissent of Mr. Tucker, and partkulariy the latter, there arms one re¬ 
markable feature in them all—that they embraced and embodied the opinions of 
many of the ex-rajah's advocates. As to the assertion made by several bon. pro- 
priirtors, that the ex-mjab was entitled to claim sovereignty over the jagheers, not only 
those arithin but those also which were without the dominions of the Sattara sute, 
he denied that the mjoh was so entitled. That question had been decided lung 
since t and as to the assertion that the Guvemroent first broke the treaty on the 
jagbeer qnestiun, and tiuit the treaty aa to the rajah's covenants aras ended, lie 
affirmed in reply, that the Government by no one act, either directly or iodirrrtly, 
hml ever broken or wished to break the tn^aty; and that the ex-n^h*a covenants 
remained in full force; and that un the breach of eitber of those covenants the 
rajah himself cancelled the title-deed by ahich alone be held the Sattara dominions, 
and Uicreii|K>n bis dominions benune again vested in the Company, lie considered 
it useless to enter further into tlie jaghecr question; all be siiould do was to refer 
the Court to llie able statements of Mr. Elphimtonr, the Karl of Clare, Sir IL 
Grant, and Mr. Warden. He would, however, merely mention that the treaty 
expressed that the Government was to invest the ex-rajah with a sovereignty siidl- 
esent—the treaty did not say more—for the maiutenance of himself and family in 
comfort and dignity. But he could show that Sattara and its own jagheers only 
were more than sufficient for the due maintenance of tlie rajah and family, and foe 
atate purposca, inasmuch as the rajah not only approprialed about 140,000 to 
political intrigues, but also amassed a considerable sum for sUte purposes. In ron- 
firnution of that sUtrmeot, hi* referred the Court to the second di«sent of the hon. 
director, Capt. Sbephcid, who cites the resident's letter of .September, IH39, 
abowiiqt that there were found in the palace of the rajah about seven lacs of rupees 
in hard cash, seven other lacs in valne of jewels and other valuablea, independent 
of other property, consisting of jewels, &c, taken away by the rx-rajah and hia 
hunlly. Besides all this, it appeared that after paying the ex-rajah's allotted annual 
mcome of one lac and S0,000 rupees, the rrvenues of Sattara, limited to its own 
dominions and jagheers, were amply soffu ient for stale purposes, and for the main¬ 
tenance of the present rajah and family in comfort and dignity. He therefore coo- 
temled that Mr. Elphinstone never intended to cede to the rajah any jagherrs lying 
without the Sattara district. Several hun. proprietors bad relied upon it as a fset, 
the respective governors, and Lord Auckland in- particubtf, and also the Court of 
Directors, up to within a short period, were most favourable to the ex-njab, sod that 
the directors had votfsl him a sword, and that the letter accompanying it w-as signed by 
Mr. Clarke, the chairman, and by Sir J. Carnar, the deputy-chairman, addressing him 
in very handsome terms. Those proprietors argued therefrom that such farourehie upi- 
nions were a complete answer to the diargrs against him; but be ( Mr. F.) contriHleil 
that they would ik» 1 have acted in this way and then have turned round and con¬ 
demned the man, unlesa they had very strong reasons for doing so. Now he per¬ 
fectly concttired in that view ; and he thought it a strong feature in the case, for if 
they had such a strong bias in his favour, they would not have altered their condnet 
towards the rajali, unless they Imd strung reasons for doing *o. ( Iftof, heart) But 
those ban. propnetors also complained, that though the swonl and letter were sent 
out in 1835, they were never presented to the rajah, while the proceediaga against 
him did not commence until July. IM6. But it should be recollected, that though 
most persona knew of the ex-rajali's improper conduct, yet it was hoped from lime 
to dme that aa he iocTBssed in age be would see hu error, forsake bis evil advisers, 
and alter his conduct, the Company having no wish to resort to extreme measures; 
but on the contrary, to try coneiliatioo and Idndueas. At the same time, however, 
it was attempted by care and atteotton to prevent hit being drawn by ioaidious eoe-

A tingle traoaactioQ of the kind by an inoffenaiee, quiet nun, would scarcely be 
taken aa proof of bit treasonable intentions; but repeated acU of an ungrateful and 
ambitioQs character would nuke aU the dUTerence. But it was argued that the 
praOHed amnesty at the last hour was a rirtuaJ acknowledgment either that his 
oOeoces were not of a dangerous deacriplion, or that hia criminality waa not eata- 
hiuhed. It should be recollected, however, that the constant wiab of the authorities 
was, not that be should be dethroned, but that be ahould be watched, with a view to 
prercat him from doing any thing that would render such a rigorous step necessary. 
Thtte was a constant blaa in his fovoor: and instead of desiring to deprive him of 
his dominion, the object waa to fix him on bis throne more firmly than ever. The 
^recton were reloctut to believe the accounts they received from India respecting 
the conduct of the r^jah, becauaa they did not wish them to be true; and this waa 
quite eonsistent with the foelinga of human nature. They wished to regard the 
tzaeeonable and offensive acu ae not originating with hiauclf, and to consider him as the 
du^ of oeben, who acted upon his vanity and ambition to posaess the whole of Sera- 
jee'a do mi ni OTi instead of ooe-fourthof them, rirtnaJly saying to him, “ Manage Sattata 
wall, ^ not intrigue, keep to the covenanu of the treaty, and ail wUl be weU i but after 
whu hm passed, you must renew the treaty aa a teat of your boodJUa intentions.- 
It b^ been argued further, that guilt would have found U easy to accept the proposed 
eonditions b order to escape the threatened penalty. But were there not many 
rtilt ««»« « European sodrty. and an expectation of e«*pe 
by failure of evidence or by pardon ? Did not Uie robber snd the murderer 
often persut in protestations of innocence, and refuse to make any coofessioo till the 
i^nt when they were called to expiate their crime, on the scaffold ? .V.y, would 
they not sometimes go out of the world declaring themselves lo be innocent, although 
thw ^ “o doubt, eitiicr legal or moral, of their guilt ? He need banlly remind 
^ and learned proprietors of families lieing niincl by litigation solely from tbeir 
ohatinacy, i^erring absolute deatitution to giving way. He recollected an estate 
. ‘P^ni in contesting the right to a pew in a parish church. In the rajah*, case, 
*** clear that he trusted to powerful friends both in .\sta and Kurope. No 
doubt hopes were held imt to him that the threat of deprivation would not, indeed 
that it durst not, he carried into execution. No doubt he stood committed with his 
oam MabrmtU confederates, and had made up hia mind never to abandon hit intention 
to obtam the other tiiree-fourths of Sevajec’s dominions. He would argue with 
himself thus t ** 1 have said, and always will say, that the Ueoty was farced upon me.

Governor Grant 
and but cooncil atated that—** The queation b not one of bw, it does not admit of 
any legal refinement. It is an inquiry, not a prosecution ; but it b conducted by a 
Government wliich baa no bias against the rajah; on the contrary, a sincere wbh to 
see bis innocence eatabibhed. The honour, indeed, of the British Government, and 
its credit lor consistency, are deeply coneemed in not admitting, except on moat ir» 
resbtibte evidence, the guilt of a prince, whom the government raised from a prboo 
to a throne, and whom it has ever since fostered with friendly care. The ravesttgo* 
thm will be eonductr*! by three British officers, of high character, who know that 
the sole object of Government is the discovery of tmth, who cannot possibly have 
any feeling of interest adverse to the rajah, and who, being iinembamuaed l^r U^gal 
forms and teehtiicalhies, have the fullest means ami beilities of seeking out all attam- 
able hifonnation. No intention exists of warping doubtful circumstances to the 
rajah’s disadvantage.** On the 3lHli of November, Governor Grant aiKl hU cooncil 
reported that, in consequence of the mjBli*s increasing hb troops, and from other eir- 
rumstoncca. Col. Lodwick applied for additional Brituh troops, and that Col. I.«dwick 
b»H acized the brahmin agent, and put four others in confinement. He (Mr. F.) re. 
marked, iliat the increase of tioopa was a viobtion of the treaty, and the conduct of Col. 
Lodwick on that occasion was not passive but active. In January, Ib37, a minute of 
Governor Grant and bb Council deebred, that although the rajah’s guilt was clear, yet 
there was a strong inclination not to treat him harshly, but kindly, and to adopt a mid. 
die course, by recommending some punishment short of total deprivation. In order 
to give the subject serious and due conshlemtion, an extraordinary ami specbl cooncil 
was summoned on the 2fHh of .\pril, and the Oovemor-Gcneral’s mrantc of that 
date statcil, that the commissioners’ proceedings left no doubt of the rajah’s guilt, to 
Uur extent of attempting to seduce the two natii-e officers; add'mg, that the evidence 
was clear, and not weakened by the rajali’t own defence. From this opinion one mem¬ 
ber of the council, .Mr. Shakespeor, dissented; and on the 11th of May, in hb for¬ 
mal dissent, be stated, that he did so because be deemed the evidence insufficient, 
while be coupled this deebration with the salva “ no doubt it was difficult to divest 
the of all suspicion.'* Some hon. proprietors had rested much upon the dbsent 
of .Mr. Shakespeor, and he (Mr. Fielder) confessed that be thought a good deal of it, 
but for very different reasons. In the first pbee, all the Indian autboritiea were 
unanimous, Mr. Sbakespear being the only exrepticro, and hb opinion was of no more 
value or weight than that of any other individual In the next pbee, thU dbsent, 
though procemling from but one person, was a most material featore in the hbtory of 
ihU affair, because it occasioned a most minute review and searching investigation of 
t;\Try circurostance of tlic caae. He considered tliat thb dissent on the psrl of Mr. 
Shakespesr was a most fortunate occurrence, inasmuch as it led to the fullest consi- 
deiatkni of the evidence by the Bombay and Bengal Governments, and the resnll 
vrms, that all the authorities were strengthened and fortified in their original opinion 
respecting the rajah’s guilt. It was like an appeal against a conviction, and baring 
the judgment affirmed by a higher tribunal. The minute of the Governor-General, 
dated aotli May, and subscribed to by hb coancil, stated,—" 3Ir. ShakcapeaT*t exa- 
minalioo of the evidence has not altered my opinion, nor convinced me that any 
doubt should be entettained of the rajah's guilt. The commbsioners were officers of 
high chameter ami experience.” That was an answer to tome remarks which had 
been nuwlc coueeming those gentlemen whom Lonl Auckland described as men of 
the highest integrity, and having no motive for doing any thing dishonourable. “ Thu 
inquiry,” continued the minute of the Governor-General," was patiently, laboriously, 
and dispassionately conducted, ind the verdict confidently given, bnt a clue to a 
new ciixumslancc has been found, and it b ilerirabte to resume the Inquiry, in the 
hope ibat right may be thrown upon what b ycl obscure in regard to it. To this 
exunc I agree with Sbakespear, and, in revising the letter to BomUy, I have shaped

The debate was then adjourned until to-morrow.

The Cleinaea (G. Lyall, Esq.) having opened the Court in the customary manner, 

Mr. Gooryt ThtmpooH rote and said, as no other proprietor seemed disposed to 
offer himself at that moment to the attention of the Court, be should ukr the op¬ 
portunity afforded him of placing his sentiments before the proprietors. As one who 
had recently qualihed himself for a seal in that body, be should not have presumed 
to take a piominenC part in their discussiooa, laul the question had refcrcnct to any 
domrsde occurrertce affecting parties presenr, or men who might appear on tbrir 
own behalf j hut the ease Wforc them concerned a distant and helpless native of 
India, who was lying under the infliction of the Company's trrroendoas power, and 
who made his appeal to that high sense of justice, which he bad been led to believe 
resided in British bosoms, and could not be ap|ietled to in vain, when a case of 
injury was submitted to tbrir eonsMlemlioii. He would candidly confess, thst it 
wss the present ense which bad brought him sinoogst the proprietors, and that he 
had been led to take his place in that Court, by hU desire to raise his feeble voice in 
beliair of one whom be firmly believed to be Innocent of the charges brought againat 
him. and oe the strength of which be was now an e»le from hit kingdom and hit 
throne, lying under the stigma of treason, and living upon the pension which was 
doled out to him from the revenues of the kingdom over which he was the hereditary 
soverriga Such, and such only, being the motives by which he was setuated, he asked 
permbaion to speak, and to speak freely. For all that he should say, b* was himself 
and alorte, answerable. If be were the advocate of the rajah, be wm bis unknown and 
unbought advocate. Ills name, if uttered in the ears of the rajah, would bean un. 
meaning aounfL He hoped for nothing from his gratitude, as he feared nothing from 
the Opposition of displeasure of those from whom he differed. He stood there to 
luk. io the Itnguage of nngarbled truth, for cvcn-luusded justice, convinced that, how¬ 
ever slow it might be In its spproadt. justice would be done at last. ( //ear, hear f) .iVs 
be bad before said, if the question before the Court related to any home subject, he

In the Coanctl of ChU 
emu, Mr. Shakeapear recurdad his diabelief of the guilt of the Rajah; they Itad the 
UerUratiou iif General Lodwick in lliat Court that be repented the act U»at he Irod 
dune in signing the commUaion without pmtest; and. with respect to the Court of 
Uircctori. they bad the diiaent of the late Mr. John Forte*, of 3Ir. Tucker, and of 
Mr, Cottem; and he hoped, before Uie day was over, other director* would prove 
that u n a n i m ity did not prevail on ihia aul^ect. Where wna the evidence of the ra. 
jah'a gmlt? Waa it to be foui^ in those blue books ? If to, he would say that it 
was evidence ou which no m^istrate in this country would send a beggar to the 
trc^mill. In regard to trial, there had been none. The rajah had been denied that 
which WM grainy to the most petty oflender In this country. They had heard much 
of the rajah's guilt The counts in his imlictment were before them. They had 
profeaacd to be the evidence of lita guilt in their handa. They looked at the 
chsr^ Ih^ admiued tbetr abaurdity. Tliey did not ask that favour or clemencr 
ould he shown to the accused; they only oak that the evidence abaU be aullidcnt to

He drew to • conchuioa. (Iltar, hear /) Not wiUingly lud be uevpMMd on tbdr 
The whole of the paac night had be gimi iunuelf co the cjuxaiiwtion of the 
ciridenee that be might know bow to handle it, how to rompaaa It. And, after all, 
be would aak, what waa to be gained bjr theeo proceedinga igainat the njah ? He 
muM DMomic to notice thecotnpUmm paid bj the bon. proprietor behind him (Mr. 
Fielder) to llw perfect dirintereetcdnen of the Government, in thepnrt tbex bad taken 
•guinM the rajah. “ They h^ nothing to gain bj the depoml of the mjab—notliing. 
Though they depoted the rajah, they took aeitbar bia eilrer, hia gold, nor hia jewela j 
leaat of all, did they aim at the exteniion of territory; for it la bia brother, 
Appa Sahib, whom they have placed oo the throne. What object, then, beyond 
tbM of jw* fetribattoa. bad they to pramou?" AU that aounded mighty 
Will; bat, what waa the bet? In the minote of Sir Junta Camae. dated 
September 1839, there were theae remarkable and aignificmnt worda, dlatinctly 
boUiog out the acquiattioo of Sattara, aa th« certain reward of hia depotah 
Sir Jamea, expecting that bia condoct, in not immediately annexing the .Sattara 
•lalo, would be objected to by certiun memben of tbe Government, aaid that 
if be had erred, in at once rvauming the dominion of Sattara, *' the courae of 
erenu will, in a few yean, afford a feir opportunity of rectifying what may be 
deemed etroneona.’* •* Neither,- aaid be. - the rajah about to be depoaed, nor 
hMbrotber who ia to be aubatituted in hU place, have any chUdren. and at their 
pmod of life U ia not very likely that they will hereafter have any; and 1 know of 
no other party who can claim the aucceaaion by hereditary right. It followa. there¬ 
fore, that oo the demiae of tbe new rajah, tbe Sattara aute would lapae to the 
Britiih Government~(cAMra>—uaIoaa, indeed, it aball be judged expedient to allow 
thia line of princea to be continued by the Hindoo cuatom of adoption—a queation 
which ahould be left entirely open for conaldenuion when tbe event oo which It 
dependt th^ actually occur." (Ilamr. ktart weddttn.) And in the aarae minute 
he atated hia apprehenaion that, by a preaaure of cirenmatancea, entirHy beyoad our 
control (doobtleaa aa theae have been), the whole of the native atatea of India 
were, perhapa, deatiaed ultimately to tall within the vortex of our rule. (Hear, heart) 
Herr, then, it waa on record, that the acquiaition of the .Sattara atate waa oncof the 
governing influencea which dctermincil the depoaal of tbe rajah. He araa cliildleaa, 
it waa true; but be had the indiaputable right to adopL Hia brother waa alao 
rhildlcaa, with the certainty that no child would be bom to him ; to him the right of 
adoption araa denied, and uprm hia death (likely to be apeedy from hit rxeraara), hia 
territoriea lapsed to tbe dominion of theae juat, magnanimoua, and, aa they tohl 
them, diaintereatrd lords parainaunc of India—unless the fiat of theae master judges 
of expediency should then decree otherwise. What hope there araa that they would 
aodco^ might be extracted from the feet that tbc acta of Sir James Camae received 
their - wana cowi men ria ti oo." But tbe fau of Sattara waa not intended to be ain- 
gaUr. The doom of every other native state aritbin tbe grasp of these Ionia pam- 
IIl**w2L*** •*"*‘*y ahadoared forth while they tell hon. proprietura that that would 
be brought about by evema beyoad their coutrol. Hem behoia the hUlory of all the 
PMt annihilated princes of India. (CWfeg.) He must my a word oa the subject 
t e aatneaty offered the rajah, inaimuch aa it liad been held ui> in thb Court aa 
an act of auperiative ganccoatty, cakulated (o extort the admimtioo of all the mem- 
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ben oi thU Court. Let them kwk t th»t amnntj. Iti pmuBbte contained an 
implication of the guUi of the njali; It Mt forth that ho had been mUled by e»il 
iMirtoen^had commiUrd a breach of the treaty—and had rntored into communi¬ 
cation* hoftUe to the Britiah Oovemment •, and had therefore expoaed bimaeU to 
the eacriftce of the BritUh alliance and protection. Nevcrthclcat, be waa offered 
an arc of oUirion. and reetoralioo to the cooildence of the Government, if be would 
■ifn certain article* with mch a preamble. Now, wbat was the icault of tbb attempt 
at ncgotbuon on the part of Sir Jaroe* Caniac? The lajah declared hia innocence, 
and expnmacd hia determination never to algn any document which called in 
quettion hia frateful and loyal attachment to th* Uritiah Government. He nobly 
aaid to Ibe Goremmeot» “You preaent to me the altcmativa of aubacrihing 
my own guilt, or firing up my throne and kingdom. I can aaerifice my 
Idf^dom, but I will preaervo my bonour.“ (//ear, hear/ mad cheere.) Ha bad 
abown that thoae were no idle or raonting worda. Ha bad gona into exile, and 
be (Mr. Thoropaon) believed took with him a pure, loyal, and honourable mind; 
and ha wialicd thoae who bad aent him there might realise a* atrong a conviction of 
the uprightnea* of their conduct, aa that which ha UUeved conaolad the in 
hia obacurity. But. auppoae tbe njali bad been the ungrateful, prodigate, and trea. 
90000 * intrifuer that be bad been repreaenUd to be. would be not have signed this 
memonnditm. and, if necessary, 6va hundred more, and ^ a traitor atUl? If 
be had been lor year* before carrying on hoatila machination* agamat tbe govern- 
inent. would be not have readily, greedUy hare aubacrihed auch condition*, with 
meh a preamble? He (Mr. Thompson) aaaerted it»in bU eye* there was someChing 
of moral sublimity in the conduct of this Hindoo prince. There was a love of 
truth, a regard for honour, a determination to cberiah. under all threatened evil*, 
the teatimony of an unaecusing eonacience, which commanded hi* profound ad- 
fnirmtioii, and made Wm wiah that Uie example of ihi* Indian might find many 
imitatora unaag hb Chriatian ralera. But. again, if Sir James Rivett Comae be 
lieved him guilty of act* that deterred depoaal, what right bad be to compound 
with treason, and to offer this act of oblivion? He either waa innocent or guUty. 
If hmoernt. he waa eotlUad to ait upon tbe throne nnimpeechodj if guilty, or 
suppowd to be guilty, be ought to have been tried, and then, upon conviction, 
he would have been displaced without sympathy, end tbe ehaiactrr of tbe Bri¬ 
tish Government would have been without aoapiciro and without disgrace. But 
ms not BO t he was depoeed, not because be was guilty, bat because be a*aeverale«l 
hia entire Innocroce, and demanded-w hat EnglUh Uw granU to the n«*n«l 
wretch eceaaed of crime-a full, an open, and an impartial trial. {Hear, hear /) Ho 
(Mr. Tburapwm) had taken the paper* that had been puhliabed» he bad removed 
himself from all communleaiion with olhera on ihia.aubject; be represented no one 
but himself on thb particdlar occasion; he had earefnlly and deliUiately looked at 
those papera, ai»d tbe eoocluaion he bed come to waa, thU tbe rqjah waa innocent— 
(hear, ktmr /)—that he did not attempt to aubom, containmate, or alienate the native 
troopl of India; that he had not carried on a trcaaonaWe inlcrcourve with the ex- 
rajah of Nagpore t that be had not carried on a seven year*’ intrigue with thr 
fvpteaaiitative of lb* I’oriugueae Goveroment at Goa. (Hear, hear/) Aa to that 
alleged treasonable toteicoarao with Goo, why, henceforth if any bon. member de- 
airvd to laiae a smile at the expense of the Govrmroenl of India, be need but refer 
to the supremely ridieukMi* story, ihM the rajah of Sattara waa enp^ed iu a plot 
with the l*ortugnea* vicereqf at Ooa to annihilate the Britiah power in India, lliat 
viecfoy waa now at home. He Ailed a high ofllee at the court of LUbon, and waa 
Hid to be rehlwl by blood to iba reigning Queen. A apecial miasion was dcspatcheil 
to Lisbon to invearifate tbe charge in a personal interview with Don Manoel de 
Castro, and be called upon a gallant fricud present to teU them during this debate 
what reception be met with—to tell them whether the ex-viceroy did-not spurn the 
imputariuii with indignairt warmth, and declare tbe whole a falsa and fool imputation 
for wkkod purpose*. But Uu* nutlet snu not to b* ao diamiaaed. He asked if;

wtirn U »meto th« koowlrdg« of tbe Indian Government tlmt tiiia alleged corrr»> 
pofidenre bad been carrying on for year*, and they professed lo beiicvc it. they look 
measum to call the viceroy to account, and, as in duty boniMl, gars information to 
the Bridtli Government tluu our foreign minister might take tbe steps reqaired. to 
licmand explanation of tbe Portuguese Goremoienr, a power in strict and friendly 
alliance? He required to know if down to that hour any step of the khul bad been 
taken? And yet the rajah had been hurled like a traitor from his throne, on the 
ground that he had, in breach of treaty, and snth the design of an enemy to the 
British Government, conducted a correspoodcnce with Goa. Now, be placed the 
Chmrman and those aroond him In this dilemma. Either they believed that, or they 
did not. If they did not. they cruelly, and arithout just cause, deposed the rajah. 
If they (ltd believe it, show them the proof of their haring seiiooaly, oc at ail, 
represented the rase to the proper partiee in this country t or escape from the charge 
of having concealed mediuted treason from their Qocen and her rolnbtart. If he 
knew of treason, and dkl not disclose it, he himself became a traitor, by the com* 
promire be made arith tbe cncmiee of his sovereign and his country. {Hoar, 
titen.) And at to the treasonable correspondence with rba ex*rqjah of Nagpore, 
the man who betrayed the plot was the man who sunk the rajah to his ruin. He 
it uas arbo now sat on the throne. ( Haar^ hoar /) Where were tbe three charges 
now? (^rar, ktarf) Was there any other evidence ? If there were, let them pio- 
duee it, for their oam jusdficatioa. The voice of the rajah's sufferings and out* 
raged feelings said, •* Produce it.** If (hey had no other evidence, the cause hail 
crumbled into nothing; it rested on nothing but, as a late lamented director, Mr. 
Forbes, had aid, the tatimony of prejudiced, worthless, and dcapetate men. lie liad 
now reached tlie sad and fatal sequel of this story. The rajah was dethrooed. He 
was then in exile ei Benares. 700 or 800 milea from his throne and people—dis¬ 
graced—plundered—cxpairiaud; taken at midnight from bis palace, and harried 
with Bucb gnilcy precipitancy away, that in the flight do halt was permitted to a 
mother in tbe agonies of child-birth'—none to tbe father, even when tbe pangs and 
sweat of death arere upon him. Conspiracy, peijary, spoliatkm, and death were the 
stages of this melancholy history. He should presently sit down to make way for 
otlMia who miglit easily evince more ability than he posseased to do justice to the 
cause of Ibis injured pnnee, but could not fael more zeal or a more intense anxiety 
that the decisions of this Court might be such as would do credit to the prufissaum 
which it mode of atUrliment to Uie welfare of tbe natives of India. But ere be 
retired be should venture to make one or two general ubserratioiM, suggested by 
the case before them. They bod, in tbe course of this debate, beard much of ea- 
pedienry, and it woubl appear that in that one word lay the entire philosophy of our 
government He verily belicred it to be sa From the moment that Lord CUve 
drew the sword for them at Madras, and conquered at I'lasaey, until now, they had 
regulated their proceedings at borne and abroad by the principle of expediency. 
They bad not laid righteousness to the line, nor judgment to the plummet 'Ihey 
had not asked what waa right, but what was politic. They had too frequently 
turned a deaf ear to the demands of ctenad jostice, and squared their eooduct ac¬ 
cording to that principle which had been, from the b^inning, the bone and curse of 
the irorbj—the prtnripic of political expediency. Above them waa tbe marble 
•tatne of the greatest (he wisl^ be could add tte best) man that cveraarayed the 
destiny of India. That transcendant man bent tbe energies of hia almost superbu- 
man miml—not to the oheervanee of the strict rules of justice, but to tbe accom- 
plishmcnt of tbe plans of a splendid ambition upon prindples of political ex- 
pedicacy. As their rule in India commenced, so had it contiaued, even 
ifown to tbe deposal uf the Rajah of Sattara. and the amendnsent of the Cboir.whirh 
Bs»CTti>d that it waa not expedient to reverse tbe dectsioa which hod been conu; to. 
If India wete to be mred to this country, to must be hencafortb ruled — not by the 
i mitatn ern of Ixwd CKvo or Wamn Hastings, but by men who will do joatly, and love 
merry, and carry the prindples of piivatc honour into public Ufa. He spoke in thto

nwfnr and the intcRriiy of the dcpendencwa of the nown. Tliey had, he would not 
Miy Wy what meant, got pottemion of a raat country. It was popolout, it wat rich, 
it wat capable of improvcrocDt to an indcftoite extenu How, be a«ked, wat the ho¬ 
nour of which they were to proud to be pretcrved unsullied? How were their distant 
potaesMont to be rrtaiucd and tranamiUcd ? Why, by one way, and by one way only. 
By acting upon principles of unbeniling honour; by conciliating and attaching the 
natiret of our territories; and by redreming erery injury which is brought to your 
knowledge. They might tay they were only tenanu at will; at all erenta. they occn- 
pird under a eery tliort lease, the renewal of which wat nnceruin; and lliuugh 
things might not be altogether what they ought to be, they wouW last their time, and 
they stiould leaec their tuccestort to take rare of themarlTcs. That was neither 
honest nor loyal. That Company were the stewards ow a domain which they were 
bound to manage with all the regard to iu improvement of which they were capable. 
The Company were not tlie proprieton of India,—India wat the property of the 
crown and the nation, and thonld be managed for Uie benefit, first of Um natives of 
the soil, and then for the advantage of the entire population of the Itritish empire. 
H by acts of injustice and oppression, they alienated the feelings of the people, their 
tenure of poatcision would be transient; and, losing the hearts of the people, they 
would next lose the country they bad taken from them. But if they pursued a dif- 
formt course, a gkMioua and honourable career was before them. If they took pity 
on the inpovetisbed and often starving natives of India, and when his hon. friend 
should bring forward his mou importuit motiou, should take measures to reeisc and 
equiubly settle the sptcin of laiMl.|axatioa In their Indian trmtory; if they would 
^ply thrir means to the openiog up of the infinitely varied resources the >.ast to 
the unrestricted enterprise of the people of this country, they would be honoured as 
the instruments of bestowing boundless blessings both upon the country ruled and 
the people of the ruling stale. Finallr, they might deny jualico in thU court, but 
there were higher courts of appeal, and to those courts most aisoredly tbs case would 
be carried. Mr. Burke expressed his thankfuIncM that the proceedings of this body 
were, ss they could i»ot but be, under the control of parliament, the fountain of its 
power, and therefore bound to watch over the exercise of its delegated authority, and 
restniin it when engaged in injurious or oppressive measures. There was, to^ 
another bar at which they most sund — it was the bar of the public opinion vt their 
country. If proved before that tribunal to have done wrong, they would ultimately 
be obliged to reverse their derbion. The public, when in poasesnon of the facts, 
would rise as one man, and demand that the injustice pcq)etratcd in their name shall 
be repaiivd. ( tlear, W /) ** Gentlemen,” said the hon. proprietor, “ be lionest, 
just; acquit the rujah, or destroy him. Give him a fair trial. (Htar, hw /) He will 
(rted—will you try him ? Justice will be done; be you, then, the instnimenls of 
doing that justice. Do it soon ; do it graciously; do it fully. (Heart hear f) \ou 
have not leaned to the side of mercy. The tUeTnaiiTe you proposed to the rajah wm 
to suhacrlbc himself a vilUin, or forsake his tlirooe. He now lives sn exOe, a pri- 
Mwer. far from his own home, (//nrr, hear !) But as such, be b happier in his po- 
rerty than you will be when oilier dsys shall come, and in the light of another 
approaching worid you shall see the deeda yoo hare done to this. Do him justice. 
It will become, then, the government of India. I aak it for the rajah t I ask it in 
the name of India and of England. Yoo may ask me what right have I to come 
hcreaadtaikw I now da I am only one of a joiat-stock eompany. bolding the cmidre 
of India in tniat for the whole natioa We art stewards — iemsehuldm — of India; 
and when the year 1854 shall come, and wo shall seek another lease, that shall be 
given or refused as yoo sbull do juslier or not-as. indeed, yon shall do justice or not 
to the Bsjah of Snttaia. It is a goodly possesskm, and I wish to see that inheritance 
rmnsmilted to our loceesaots.

ti qn , aa a public functionary. He bad carefully reviewed the papers and that waa 
hia deliberate concluaion. (CWi.) Hit aecond propoaitioo was ** that that opinion 
waa confirmed by the fact that, at the laat hour, the Government of Bombay tendered 
to hia highneM the ex. Uiyah of Sattara a general amneaty for hia poit conduct, from 
which it might clearly be inferred that the political offencea of the rajah were not 
of a very grave or dangeroua character, and not auefa aa would cmtl for the penalty of 
depoaitton, or the confiacation of bia private property." (Hear, hear /) Hia third 
propoaitioa waa, that that Court eonaidcred all private property held by the nativei 
of India to be under U>e protedion of the law, and that they «uld not be deprived 
of it otherwise tlian by the judgment of a Court of competent juriadidioo. ( Cicera.) 
The rajah waa in poaaesaion of that property, and be contended that they had no 
right to deprive him of it, otherwise than by the judgment of a Court cf competent 
jurisdiction. And. if necessary, he could quote the authority of Lord ComwallU, in tus 
code of 1793, in which it was declared that Courts of Justice should be established, 
and they were accordingly established, to maintain the rights of onr native subjects in 
India, and the righu of private property, in every instance whatever. Wth that part 
of the question, therefore, be had no bcaitation in dealing. He tben<ccine to the 
second proposition, and there he owned be saw a great deal of difficulty. The up. 
pointment of a comroiaaion was proposed. Why a commiaaion bad been appointed 
nlready. and what had been the result? Ex parte evidence had brtn reedved, but 
there had been nothing to satisfy his (Mr. Tucker's) mind of the rajah's guilt. {Loud 
criet qf“ Hear, hear T) Now be contended it was for tliose who accused the rajah 
to make out his guilt; and that, in his opinion, had not been done. He was not 
called upon to prove a negative-(*<er /); he was not called upon to prove that the 
rajah vraa innocent; but they must produce evidence to prove that be was guilty. 

In his opinion, the appointment of a corom'iision would be nugatory; 
it would be in fact a commisaion to try the judgment of tliat Court, and the 
other anthoritiea in India, aa wdl as the Board of ConUol. (Hear, hear!) Now that 
waa a situation in which they could not possibly place the Court, or the Government 
in India, or the Board of Control ( Hear, hear.') He gave them credit for acting as 
honourable men. They might have erred, and so might he. ( Chetre .) But he allowed 
to them that which he demanded for himself. (Hear, hear /) And be regretted that 
the hon. gentleman who bad laat spoken should hare fancied that there waa on that 
side of the bar any vrant of proper and bononimble feeling. ( Cheer*,) There was too 
much of interest, painful and romantic interest, around tlic whole case, and it ahould 
nut have been enhanced by the bon. genllcouin. (Hear, httr f) Tbc bon. gentleman 
seemed to foiget that the dirrctori were sworn minUtcri of justice, and that they de- 
cided acconliog to the best of their judgmenu (Hear, heart) The former commisaion 
bad failed, and the propoaitioo would be nugatory, for he waa afraid that this would 
not succeed better. It could end in nothing. There were some very sctuible oh-

But bt bil erenu it wae to be refretted. wid perhupe UuU wms the roott anfortunate 
pvt of dll the proceedinge, that Sir J. Citnkc did not le«re the quwtion of sticcca- 
•ion open; th»t inetead of elemting to the ghdee the brother of the ex.rajbh, be did 
not Icbve it to the aothoritic* of thii country to decide who, in tlie erent of the 
trttuon of the ntjnh being estnblUbed, ahoald be hi* aoccesior. If that had 
Ireen done, the uithoritie* in thli house and the Commiasionen for the Aflkir* of 
India would have had it in their power either to replace the rajab. if he were found 
innocent, or to make any other arrangemenc which the drcumttance* of the case 
might •eem to reqaire. (fferr. kear/) Unfortunately, the door had been shut 
by the elevation of the present rajah to the throne. And that was the^ great 
diflU-ulty of the case, for be wm» aware of the great and scHoua public tncono 
renience of deposliqr the present rajah, (fleur, kearf) It would fuhject this 
Court and the Government of India to the charge of great inconsirtcncy and lerity 
in their proceedings, and would be attended by other evil eoniequence*. (Rear, htar /) 
However, be had atated how far he nmid go with the hon. mover In the course he 
bad undertaken. HU opinion was well known, and be saw no reason to dcriate 
from iL He was dearly of opinion that the rajab had been deposed on insufli> 
dent grounds. (Hear, kmrt) With respect to the mode of remedying that unfor- 
tnnale oceuTrenee, he did imh profess to be confident even of his own opinion. 
(Henr, kmrt) He had merely thrown out these propositiom as suggestions that 
had occurred to him as the least ol^ectionable tirode of remedying those evils, of 
ddng justice to the prince, ploelng him at peace with himself, and setting him right 
in the opinion of hts countrymen, and, lastly, of doing justka to themselves. (Htar, 
htST /) 

Mr. ir«*Jia*y said it was not surprisinf to him that the hotL gentieiiun who had 
inst sat down IuhI spoken as be had done, because aftef the memorable speech be had 
made on a former ooearion. it waa not very likely be had now come to a different 
opinion. (Htar f) But what did he ask? He asked more even than, as be took h, 
was askcil for in the inordinate proposition of the bon. and learned mtwer. (Hear, 
htar •) It waa nothing lem than that beesnae they had placed the ex-rajah-s brother 
on the throne, they shoold replace the ex-nqah himself the first moment that it could 
be done. Hon. gentlemen claimed justice for the rajah. He (Mr. Weeding) 
churned it for those who differed In opinion from them. He claimed It for the dead. 

( Hear, katr f) He claimed It for the conneetkm of the mighty empire of India with 
Kngland though upon different grounds from tboac hon. gentlrmcn who had nreceded 
him. (Hear, ktmr 0 claimed It for aH the beneficial rwulU of that connection 
—the rivitotion and happiness of the people of India. (Hear, ktar f) The hon. 
gentlemui who bkl spoken last but one bad taunted the Deputy Chairman with 
attacking the rights of that Court, because he reminded the Court that If the Court of 
Directors and the Board of Control had decided ou any subject, Uie discuasion of tbsU 
suticct aftenviml* in that Court could lead to no practical roult, and that as the 
decisioa in puUtical afliiiia waa not vested In that Court, the agitation of such sob- 
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jects ttMilrtieil)/ night laMl to iin {ntrrlemM:* with their pririlegee by the Senate <rf 
KnglaiMl; but what dM the bon. {tentleman hioHelf wy thorthr afterwank > I lad he 
not attacked the r%fata of the Court ? Did hr not My that if be could not gvt jua> 
tire tbnc be would go elaewhere? Waa not that telling them that their oounack 
were of no avail ? It wan Mying that if the majority, hoarrrer large, did not come 
to the eondmion in which the minority, however ttnall, might concur, that minority 
would go dvrwbcrc to seek to attain ita enda. (ffaar, kterf) Ha thought that that 
waa an act of preaumption which ought to be condemned by the Court. He wan 
Mtoniahed to bear the taunta of die bon. gendeman to the D^ty rkairman The 
bon. gendeman had brought aemutioiH againat every one who dUfered in opinion 
frombim. The Deputy Chairman had. aa he (Mr. Weeding) thought, given a dear and 
lucid explanatioo of the whole question, {ffnr, kmrf) And he must any, for ho 
moat do jnadee to hia own fedingv. that after he had rend the papera,lhey]cfkaclcar 
crmviction on hb mind of the rajah’a guilt, which the hort genUeman'n addreaa had 
not abaken. (Hear, ktar!) What did the bon. gentleman aay? He said, “all 
yon can do b to refer ua to the papers: to the authorities of the Covemnentof India, 
I-ord .\uckland. Sir J. Camac. the Bombay Government, and others: but it 
ia thoae aothontiea that wt gainiay." And what did the honourable gentleman 
do? He rderred to the opinion of their late lamented director (>D. John 
ForbesX of whom he (Mr. Weeding) apedee with the greateat reipeetr he 
honoured hb memory for all that he had done, (//cor, Arar f) The hon. gentleman 
abo rdetred to the opiniona of Mr. Shakeapear and Cenctal Lodwick, and here ha 
must ohaerve that he waa sorry the latter gentleman had drenlated lettera (though 
they were not publbbed) in tliat Court, to the eternal—he waa going to oae a term, 
pethapa, too strong; but be would my, in a manner which be trusted no public acr- 
vant of thb (Company would ever do again. (Hear, Ktar /) The bon. gentlcjnaii then 
referred to the opinion of Mr. Sbakopcar i and, first, be eaid, “ we” have proved — 
meaning, he (3(r. Weeding), the hon. mover, the boo. seconder and himself—“ we" 
have proved, said the hon. gentleman, the foUacy of the cnospincy at Goa; the 
equal hliacy of the conapiney with the ex-r^ at Nagpore; and m to the charge 
of shaking the fidelity of the native iroofw, wlial mys Mr. Shakeapear ? Had the 
bon. gentleman read the statement of Mr, Shakespenr‘a (pinion on the qaeatioa of 
the sonbadara? Mr. Siakespear suggested to Lord Auckbnd the propriety of for. 
iher inquiry on the anlqeet. If papers were produced, they srerc objected to; and 
if the fvidenoe of accomplices was given, then it was said they were prisoners, and 
gave their evidenoe to recover their libeny; to that they would allow no cvideiice 
whatever, but would asperse all tbc witacaacs who came forward against n^jub. 
(Hm, kaart) Why should they donbi the evideoee of the aoubadar? He was an 
unwilling wHneis, and there could be no reason to tupfioae he intended to deceive? 
On the aut^ect of tbc rajah'a guilt, he would refer to Sir R. Grant’s minute of the 
5th of Msy, a minute drawn up with the greatest pains and care, s***! which would 
dobonoor to uy statesman: and after reading that minute, it waa imposntble to 
reaim the convicsioo of tlw guilt of the rajah, if the aulgect wrent appraachad wUboot 
ptejudicc. Hon. gentlemen had mixed up n g r e at variety of topics with Uib quea* 
tioo; but the proper question oo which to aak the judgmeau of tha Court was, if 
the mjab were guilty or not. Two questioni had been mixed up with thb i first, jf 
the comminaioQ of inquiry ought to have been iasued, or were properly constituted; 
and aeoondly, if the amnesty ought to have been offered by Sir J. Caraae. That 
offer ^ an amnesty had ben taken by the hon. director, Mr. Tucker, ns a proof of 
the r^’a ianoccnce. (Hw, ktar /) But be (iD. Weeding) thought time a; moat 
mode of rvaaoning.

Well, if that were the aet of • druakard. be aboold bare no objection to *ee more 
of the Tuttiee princes of India induJfiiMt hi a few gtaaaes of wine. Inttead of the 
RnOty wretch be had been represented to be here, he was exhibiting the milk of 
limnan kindness itself. Now, without any disparagement toother persons, be con¬ 
sidered the testimony of Col. Oram on this point to be cooclosire. and as one ex- 
ample was srorth more than all the speeches in the wortd, he considered that the 
present rajah of Sattara had done more to abolish the snttce.than the most eloqoent 
orator that had erer addressed that Court, and he for one honoured Appa Sahib for 
what he had done. He would take that opportunity of alluding to those who had 
called him drunkard. He beliered younglmen might be found In society who might 
sometimes hare exceeded the bounds of temperance, but they were not therefore 
called drunkards. The schemes of the ex-rajah were laughed at as puerile; but 
gT«m ends were sometiroes the eonaeqnenee of feeble beginnings. They should be 
checked in the «m instant On the whole, therefore, he considered that the 
oflHice of the ex-rajah of .Sattara amounted to aedition in the llrst instance, and to 
trmson in the next, and that Sr J. Carnac* had acted wisely hr rrmoring him from 
Ms gorrrnment, w an example to all who might attempt to reroJutionixe th e con n- 
try, I.et them consider the great misery which must result from any attempts of 
that nature: bow of neeesaity it must put an end to thore mercifol institutions 
which would ultimately raise India to a state of European drilixation, and to the 
introdnetiun of that religion which srould put on cod to idolatry. For these reaaona 
he folly concurred in all the pm ceed l ngs whid> had led to the deposition of the 
Rajah of Sattara. {Hear,hemr.) 

Mr. Sahmoms aaggested the expediency of adjourning the debate, but waa met

Oencral JLorfawi then said, that did he not consider the caac now under corrtidrra- 
tkm M one deeply affecting the honour of the British name, and more esperhily 
that of this hon. Court, and that it liad become a duty on his part to offer any hrfor- 
oistion In his power that might tend to throw light upon the sulqeet. he might w^l 
hare allowed the unhappy r^ah** cause to rest upon the able and aigumentatire 
■ndysls girro by the learned proprietor, and the arguments of other proprietors, who 
had so weU aopported him. But the proceeding of the Sattara commission, of which 
he waa a member, had been made one of the grounds upon which the Rajah of 
Sattara, on refusing to acknowledge himself guilty, was deposed, and be would 
therefore no looger hesitate, co ns Met in g himself justided In defending his own cha- 
nartcr from the reflection cast upon the commission generally by .Mr. Sbakespc!ar*a 
admirable minute In council “for abstaining from crosa-examinlng the two naUte 
officcia M to the discrepancies in their original depowtions, compared with tboae 
giren before them." He came from India arith grierancea, but thore grierances had 
never l»cen anended to. He had written a memorial to the Court ou the subject 
before he kft India, and he hnd given that memorial to Sir Robert Grant before he 
sailed, in order that be might detain him in India if he thought proper. (Hear, hear.) 
On his voyage home, he had written another memorial on the sul^eet. Those me 
niornlB had been presented to the chairman and the deputy-ebainnan, but they had 
never taken notice of them until long afterwards, and be had been tnwted with con¬ 
tempt by all On his airital in Engtand he had called on every suceesMTeehainimn 
of tl»e Company, and mid he could depose to ecitain important forte oonneetrd with 
the Sattam commission, but by all had be been treated arith neglect. And why bad 
be done m?— becanse be could depose to circunutances which would acm the 
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cause of troth. The depatj-chairman bad treated him oceasiooalljr with eirititjr, 
and oc ra aio n ally not ereti with common cooneay. Hia life aioce be bad been in 
Kflfknd had been one arrica of hardahipa and triala. No one could deny it. If 
they could, let them do ao then. An boo. proprietor (Mr. Wccdiiy) had aaid. waa 
bia (Gmenl Lodirick*a) cTidence to be taken? He eared not tor that boo. pro- 
prielor'a opinkm, for be could abow 40 yeara of honourable aenrice afatiiat ii. 
(Cittrt.) With regard to the publicatiou of the correapoodence, be wialied to know 
whether every paper, secret or not secret, ou the aubjcct. bad not been laid on the 
table of tbe Court ? What bad been done then to aubject biro to censure in pub- 
liabiag those papers ? If diis case were to be tried on tbe priociplea of joatke. the 
troth ought to be told. Should any thing be bidden aitd kept back? Tbero waa 
only one thing that waa oot known, and that was tbe proceedinga of tbe Sattara 
eonuniasion. Now, be could tell tbe Court something upon that subject. When 
tbe commi aa i oD waa aaaenbled, be aaid it waa illegal to ae^ such a commisakm into 
an independent prroce'a territory. Beaidea, the rajah bad been treated with tbe 
greateat diareapect. Tbe merobera of that commiaaion wrere actuated by tbe (ecUnga 
of the govemnient, artd entertained tbe atrongeat prejudices against tbe r^jab. He 
would appeal to tboaa {ueaent if it bad not been tbe custom for tbe reaidenta to 
treat tbe rajah with tbe greateat respect ? But this custom waa now deviated from, 
and why? Because the rajah waa considered as already guilty. With respect to this 
commiaaion, they met and called oflSocra before them who ^posed to facta which 
seemed to be impoaaible. There were numerous diacrepancira in their testimony, 
and be (Genaral Lodwiek) inaiated on their being submitted to crosa-eoauninatioo. 
After some difBculty, he obtained permiasion that they should be cross-examined ou 
tbe last day, and those were tbe fiteu atte nd i n g tbe croas-examinatioo. Tbe aeoior 
soobadar waa brought in and atood before them. He (General Lodwiek) put a 
queatioo to him, juat aa be abould have put before a court-martial. He bad sat on 
many caurta-martud. and knew what were proper qumtiona to be put, aa well aa hia 
colleegara. Both of them, bowrm, aianed up and declared that Im was bullying the 
evidence. Tbe soobadar looked confused, and bia countenance aank, but both of tbe 
other members of the commksion started up. and aaid there aboubl be no croaa-exami- 

nation. Had that endertee been properly atfted, be fdt satisfled that it would have been 

broken down. Wtb respect to tbe other native ufEccr, he declared before that bon. 
Court, that bis appearance whilst giving evidence was that of a corpse, instead of an 
boneat aoldier deposing to tbe truth, tbe whole truth, and nothing^t tbe truth. He 
pointed out tbit man's appearance to tbe other commiasionera, but without effect. 
It came out that be bad kept a joumaL This journal, be suggested, should be 
aeoed, and it waa so, and brought to tbe Court, and the discrrpancia were very great 
between that journal and the evidence be had given. The cross-examioation of that 
writnest, also, was oot allowed. After hia (General Lodwick's) colleagues observed 
that, Uie mao recovered bia usual healthy appearance. He bad taken Ida notes of 
tbe evidence, and had expected that there would have been time to deliberate. On 
coming into the Court, however, tbe next day, be fouitd tbe report of the evidence 
ready prepared. He thought that extraordinary, and ou inquiring tbe reason, tbe 
excuse given was, Utat tbe commissioners preparing tbe report hod been obliged to 
go to Bombay, and would not hare time to prepare iL lie was astonished at this 
irregularity, but was pressed to sign it; and having, as he had just stated, dtspoacd 
of the two principal evidences before the Sattara Commiaaion. what remained, be 
would aak. but a mass of perjury, prevaricatioa. and falsehood? He perfectly rvroU 
lertetl saying, whilst the pobtical secretary was securing and placing the precious 
document in bis official box, that it was utterly wortblem; and when, in obedience 
to the imtirc instructions of tbe governor. Sir IL Grant, ** Tliat be should, on all 
points, in tbe future course of these proceedings, defer to tbe uplnioa of the majority," 
be signed those procccslings, be did so in the firm ronviction that no unprejudiced 
pernm enuUl read them without comitig to a similar concloaion. In commenting upon

leeign or not. He bad detennincd not to do * 0 , aod wa« ptad Chat he bad ao drter- 
mined, for 00 mentionmtr the cireunwtanee to I.oTd Clare, Wa lotdahip bad mM that 
if he (Genetal txalwirh) had teai|nie«l. be would hare ruined hhaaeir. He had w- 
maiaed at Sattam. hot hia freHnpa had been deeply woooded by the aeplect with 
whieh he bad beet* treated. Uotinp that nine montha, he had thouplit that the Go- 
reinment had become aahamed of their proeccdinpa. At laat. a report came op that 
he waa to he rcmoreii. He waa aatoniahed at that report, and wbea he rame to 
hMoire the caoae of hia rrmoral. he found that it ww on acroimt of hia conduct on 
the rommiMioa. becaiiac he had auppeated that a rakeel or ad»-ocate abould be 
admitted for the nceuaed. With repard 10 the ulterior proceedinpa. the Goremment 
had adopted ao meana of indinitiap their inicntiona to him. l>orinp lha tiou! the 
ewnmimion waa ailtinf, he had alated to ihoae about him hia doaire of collecting 
information. U infomiation could be bed. But no informera came iorwenJ. ' 

Cleerly hecatue h waa thought that jnatiee, and juatiee only, waa the ol^cct of the 
GoeeramenL When the rajah had teat the preaent, H wee by his (General t«d- 
wiek‘a> adrke. If the rajah had neglected that advice. It would bare bcca a bneach 

ofthetrtatr. W hen the realdenC waa removed, that waa poaitire proof of the aa^ 

of the Gor^ment agaiuat the rajah, beennae everyUrdy knew thal he waa the fnend 
of the rajah. Whatever he (General Lodwkk) Ind done, had been by the onlera of 
the Bombsy Oorammeot. The peraoos who bad been aened had been seised under 
the direetiooe of the Government; and no person had been aelied 
direetiona of the GoventmrnL They all had heard of the chanieter of Dallajcc 
Pant. Tyvo dny» nftcr his ruDoval had been notified to hinr, a letter liad arnvtd 
(fam the Chief Seactary to the Governor of Bombay, directed to Ballpjee I*unt, 
drairing him to po and amiat the new reaidenL Now let ibero see the leault of that.

the correctiketi of their deciskm. (/fear. Amt/) In het, it mo*t be admitted by 
every one, that the whole of the proceedingv were *» perte. (//ear, hemrl) They 
forcibly tcmiiMlcd him of the country justice, who always formed hh opinion from 
hearing only one aide of a ease, leat attending to the other should ronfuse his judg¬ 
ment. (A lauffh.) He would fain. If powible, draw a veil over the proceedingi, 
which be maat designate as seething the kid in the mother’s milk. He alluded to 
the setting and shutting up of an unfortunate individual, and then taking his evidenee. 
He might hare been told that hb mother was dying, and propositions might have 
been made to him that if be did so snd so he would be relemed. Such things might 
be possible. With regard to the question of the jagheerdars, that waa a diAcult 
question, and Lord Clare had been quoted, among othera, aa deciding against tha 
claims of the rajah. But what said the rajah on that subject? Ha said, that if 
Mr. Elphinstone decided be had no clahn, he would not persist in it; that he would 
abide by the opinion of Mr. Elphinstone, who roust know the nature of the treaty, 
bccaoae he had made it. Had BJr. Elphinstone ever been called upon to give hia 
opinion opon tbe point? No. Becauae he drew up the treaty, and that was the 
very reason why the rajah referred to him. (//**r, Arar /) Lord Clare had regretted 
the course which he tc^ in regard to this matter, aud had since told him ( General 
Lodwick) that he was in tbe wrong—that they were all in the wrong—and that the 
rajah waa right. (Iltar, kmr t) Let tbe Directors call upon Lord Clare, if they 
pleased, and they would bear him adroit his error. Every man was Kable to bll into 
error; he had done so, and had honourably admitted it. He was not ashamed to con¬ 
fess a wrong, but bcsbouid beaahamed to continue in ic (//ear, Avar f> Tbe Depnty- 
Chamnan had thought proper, on tbe previooa day, to deprecate these dUcassiom, 
as tending to no good purpose, and as eventually Wading to the loas of the charter.- 

The Dtputtf dmrmm wished to explain. What he aaid sras, that be doubted the 
utility and benefit to be derived from the discuasion of great political questions in that 
Court; and be still remained of that opinion. But be had never doubted the right 
or eompcteocy of the proprietors to entertain such sol^ecta. At tbe same rime, he 
was of opinkm, that when a decision bad been come to by the Court and the Gorern- 
rornt. that was final, and there could be no re-opening of the ease. He valued freedom 
of diaeossion and tbe piAlicity of the proceedings; but he much feured that India, 
erect discussions might lead to more stringent enactments being directed y 
them. He had aaid nothing about losing their charter. 

Mr. Zeipts.—1 think the expreasion vras—** An Act of Pariiament vrill ha ptred 
to put an end to any functions—.*' 

The Drpmtif GAiiAsiua.—1 said more stringent enactments. 

General Lodmek resumed.—It eras not what passed in that Court which would 
ruin the East.India Company. No ministry of this country would ever touch them, 
unless public opinion should be a ga i nst them, (//sar, Asar/) lajiis fin» , msms u swipt, 
or arbitrary use of the powers they possessed would destroy them; but not vrhat 
passed in that Court, (//serf) It had been said that the new rajah bod abolished 
suttees. Why did not tbe old one do so ? Because be was a good Hindoo, m***! 
believed in the system be profeaecd. Still he did not approve of that entd custom | 
and the best proof of it sras, that duriog tbe whole time he (General Lodwick) was 
there, no suttee was allowed to take place without tbe vromen being first sent for by 
Am raj ah, who offirred every ooe of them a pensioo for life if they vronid consent to 
fwego the barfaarons cemnciay and live. (Hear, Acer/) No doubt the rajah would 
further ia this matter if be bad been spoken to on the subject; but ha 
I cne^ Lodwick) bad never received any instnictiocw to consult vriih the rajah 
upon the subject (//c*r. Aaar/) 
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GcMnl Bripgt woold nftr the hoo. direeton to the flnel p«»«i«ph of the het 
letter which be had wrilten befcre be left India on ibi* cate. He bad been foor 
yean reaideat at the court of Sattaia, and during that time, having bad opporti^ 
nitiea of becomii^ acquainted with the diapoaitioo of the rajah, he bad thought it 
bk duty, befora leaving Bombay, to put the Goveroment in poaaeMioo. in the aecrel 
depaitment, of hk opinioaa of hk highncM the Rajah of Sattara. It waa not for 
him to atk for the pe^uctioo of the whole of that letter. It waa communicated con- 
folcntially. It waa a letter which be did not think himaelf competent to quote. Ilk 
duty aa a public aervaal waa done when he wrote that letter to the Government, and 
he did think that, placed aa be waa in the conAdcnce of the Government, be had no 
busineaa to refer to that letter. (//mr.Aaar/) That letter parsed a very atroogeulogium 
on the government of the Rajah of Satlara. It alao paaaed a severe cenauie on several 

of hk acts, and on aoveial of hk propensities; propensities arising not so much from a 
vicious dkpoaiUon aa from the drcuroatances in which he was placed. Considerable 
mkapprehension had arisen with regard to the position of the rqjabs of Sst tarn, and it 
was hk duly to clear up aome of the mklakes and errora which bad been fiiUcn into in 

regard to that positiun. It was true that the govcmmcnl of the rajahs of Skttaim had 

been usurped by the I’ekhwa in the same way that the government of the Bqjah of 
Mywfe bad been usurped by the Mabommedan d]maaty. On the destruction of tbo 
hUbommedan dynasty, in 1799. it bad been thought politically expedient, and ibero 
was no otijectioo at the Ume. to place on the throne of Mysore a rajah of the ancient 
fanuly. They had restored to them the country over which they bad formerly ruled, 
the conquerors reserving to themselves only those portions of territory which bad 
been added to the raj of Mysore during the naurpations of the Maho^ 
medant. He believed be was right in snying that almost the whole of t^ 
territory that belonged originally to the ancient of Mysore wm restor^ 

to the dynasty at the termination of the war in 1799 1 (Hear, hear f) * 
indeed, exrepl that part which bad been conquered under the usurping 
Between that case and the case of the rajahs of Sailara there was, as be eom<lved, 
a remarkable coincidence. (Hmr, W /) Now it waa a remarkable drcninstance 
in the case of the tqjahs of Sattaia. that the Peishwaa always treated them with a 
deference and respect which would astonish some of the members of the Court. He 
was iaposaessioo of a letter, dated so fef back as 1799. It had reference to a sum 
of money which had been given on the occasion of the marriage of the daughter of 
tbe Rajah of Sattara to celebrate the nnptiala. That sum amounted to 50.1W ru¬ 
pees, or about jC5,000 sterling, and that waa at the time the rajah was imprisoned. 
Now £5.000 seemed a large sum to expend on the marriage of a stale prisoswt^ 
daughter. Moreover, be had ako in hk posaession some very curious 
tbe same govemmeni, from the year 1784 up to the period of tbe treaty m 1919. 
giving an account of the employment of the troops, tbe results of all battles and cam- 
iMlgns. and shewing that the Peishwa alwap went to the rajah to confirm hm ^ 
^ntment. and even for permission to engage in war be alwap aolici^ the Iljqali 

of Sattara. No booonra were conferred by the Pekbwa, bol by the Rajah of Sattara

journed. 

Mr. Poymdar proteated againot auch a doctrine oe mooatroua and unuaual, and 
eonlendcd that the Chairman waa pledged aa a man of honour to reaume the chair, 
and anawer hia queatiou. 

After morb oppoaittoo, the bueincaa araa eventually reaumed t and Mr. Poyaihr 
then naked whether any anawer had been received by the Company to the de> 
apotebraof ibe 3nl and 31at March hot mpccting the attendance of the Compaay'a 
oAcrri and aervanta at the idolatroua faativaU; and the attendance of their troopa 
on the lameoceaaiooa; to which the Chairman rrplied in the nArmotive, but 
M we undentood, to atatc the nature of the deapatch. 

Mr. Pm/aAn then aoked whether any deapatchea had been aent out, or aay other 
Btepa taken, in reference to the petition to the Court of Proprieton from the clergy 
and laity of Bridlington in Yorluhire. and placet adjacent, which had been pte* 
oented Iqr a proprietor (Mr. .Marriott) at the Coun of 2lat June Inat, which waa 
anaarcred in the negative; and the Court adjourned to the following day.

that it waa ujuatiafactory and in»uficieDl. He ahould advert, therefore, in a» 
few worda at poaaible. to tboae points in the case which led bin to that conduiion. 
It appeared to him. and he bad read the whole of the p^>en with careful attention, 
tlttt the proof against the rajah la of the meet unsatisfactory and tnconcluslve nature. 
In the first place, they bad a person of tha name of Coshea Maloo, coming for¬ 
ward M a witness, whose evidence was considered a most important link in the case 
of the assumed tampering with the subabders, one upon whose testimony most reliance 
iiad been placed. And what was the result of that man's evidence? Why, it was, 
that be had borne false witness against the ngah. After ha had given bU testimony 
be ate bis own words, and declared that what be had stated was false. Then let 
them look to the brahmin Cnt^cc. VITiat was his character? And here be 
would ask, what eras the beat guarantee for the credibility of a witneaa ? Bejond all 
doubt it was the respectabnity and uprightness of bis character. Now, it appeared 
that this brahmin bore the very worst cltazactcr. The conunission could not trust 
him. They declared that be pre^-aricated by the hour, rioally, be himself confessed 
that he was the aole author of the plot-end that what he stated was altogether 
(alie (//car. heart) Any one who had studied the case at all, mutt perceive that it 
was Borrounded by so tniny suspicious circunastances, in every part, es to render a 
belief in the contradictory allegation of the witnesses almost imposatble. Yet these 
were only called discrepancies in that Court, “trifling discrepancies which only fended 
to strengthen the whole of the evidence against the rajah." Surely that sras a com¬ 
plete abuse of the word. {Hear, hear/) Another most material point to be consi¬ 
dered was, that the whole of the evidence, such as it was, was ex parte (hear, hear l) 
and that not one of the witnesses was allowed to be cross-examined with 
refierence to their contradictory statements (W, heart)—m proceeding that 
was whoUy unknown and unheard of in thu country. (Am-.Asar/) Could evidence 

thus taken, be kx>ked upon aa solBcient to aattsfy the rods of justice? Did they 
ever before bear of evidence being acted on, and considered aa a just ground for a 
grave proceeding, without cross-examination of the witnesses giving it having been 
allowed ? fbe hon. Chairman, in bis able apeech. had declared that he was satisfiod 
with the evidenre; hut, for hu own part, he could not conceive how evidence that 
was entirely ex parte could be considered saUsfoetory. A. well might a person, who 
only heard the speech of the Chairman, on the one side, or the speech of Mr. Thomp¬ 
son on the other, declare that he was acquainted with the whole merits of the case. 
It was evident, from the manner in which the proreeding was carried on-erossi 
examinadon Iwing refused-that farts, yes, most important farts, might have hern 
kept back by the sritne^ws. ( Ife„, heart) The evidence, then, being all or parte.

Misrule bad prodoced it* urosl effect—ItnmoraHty snd a disregafd of troth. {Htcr, 
hMrl) He would not go into the other part of that eridence which had unfoc« 
tuoately been adduced j he laid unfortunately! foe it wa* painful to see such state- 
roents as those brought forward. It appeared, also, that the other witnesses beforo 
the coaunission were petjured. The boo. Court of Direcloro never saoruoned such 
proceedifiga. (//«ar. Aoir/) He had anxiously Inrestigaled the proceedings of the 
East. India CompanT, and be had a Urm belief In the purity of the motives that ac¬ 
tuated the Directors, for be knew them to lie high-minded and honourable rr>eru

never sanction it. (Htar, htar t) Then another of these witnesses was Ballajee Punt;

Sir Robert Grant, also, in one of his minutes, strongly protested against rolsiag 
to the gadee the brother of the man who had a direct interest in subverting tho 
existing n^jab from the throne of Sattara. (Hwt) Tba Covcrnor-Gcnenl ^ also 
strongly advised that the proceeding* sgamst the rsjsh should tarmiaaie, ^ siaee no 
more evidence bad been adduced.* In January, 183B, be expressed that opinkmj 
and throughout the whole of that year, and all tha tia»e, indeed, that Sir W, Mao- 
ni^htea remaiaed with Lord Auckland, ha teemed to m a in tai n that opinion; but 
when Sir W. Maenschten kft for Afghanistan, then a change took place in the opi¬ 
nion* of the Governor-General That the Governor. Genenl did entertain that 
opinioa, and that It was not confinad to the Bombay Govonmciit, but was also ax- 
pivsserl to this Court, appeared from bis letter to the Hon. Court, dated the bch

And here be could not bot obeerre, that the very fint name alined to that despatch 
was that of tha Coort'a Deputy Cbairoan. Wbiu, be would ask, had taken place 
since the date of that despatch to induce the worthy director to change his opinion? 
But the ojMnion expressed in that despatch was conflnncd by the directors in their 
farther despatch of the e^nd January, 1839. They had then before them the whole 
of these trwtsactions—erery thing that could enable them to form an earlier un. 
biassed judgment upon them {ktar, htarf ); and after a considcrabte intcrral, they 
still held the aaine oplnkm. They said: —

Jiove a court, bowevet let theoi dignify him for tbc ocasion—dm Hubahee, and SO 
fonJF, Now, if a. ewig of compiratom were to unite for dm purpose of concocting a 
Krt of iotricuei. pretended to be for ibe nyab^ benefit and in bia name, wbidl hdj 
would cuLI ‘‘ ■hwtir i Intrifturs’' thoif were eaaoEly dvQ courts tO' wbkh they wouJtl 
rewrt. To them ic could be of no moment whcdiet die prince resorted to wu 
l»wefful or weak [ It would be luntctont tbot they ihould citBbliiib the appeanincD 
of inirigue bcti' cen ihc lapih and such pHuce i they would avoid the taig^e I'oum, 
beenusc tbese, widmuE offcrini; any addidonil adranta^te to thcdi, pnsented tbc 
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Krriotu diiBrolty of ■ BrttUb mident, • bigb fonetionuy, probably of ttleot and 
ptnrtiatioo, turrouodod wttb well-paid agents to fumisb tbeni with informatkMt— 
above all, ofw who could sot be bnbed—they would hero foar detection and exposure. 
But if the intrigue was real, that was carried on by the rajah for the purpose of 
affecting the subversion of the British power, be contended that the large courts 
would bare been resortad to. It was true, the Britiib resident would in that case, 
as well as in the other, increase the chance of detoctioa; but the rajah would at 
least, if he succeeded, prove an ally worth baring. (Iltmr, kaarf) But what could 
be gain by sediwing the governor of Goa?—absolutely nothing. Wliat, by prcvailiiv 
wtth Appa Sahib?—absolutely nothing, or rather less than nothingt for on taking 
the field with Appa Sahib on his side, he would have against him the R^ah of Uerar, 
whoM mietests were exactly opposed to those of Appa Sahib, lo short. Appa Saiiib 
to him would be wliat Shah Sot^ waa to the Company, and the directors could 
tell very well that that is no advantage. Here, then, he contended that, in addition 
to other arguments, th^ had ground for suspicion that the intrigues alleged against 
the mjsh were not instituted by him, or with his knowleilge and for his benefit j for 
he would not have been so mail as to bare run the risk of detection and severe 
punishment, willi no hopes of advantage if sucevKsful. With respect to the amend¬ 
ment proposed by the bon. Chairman, he entirely agreed with the last speaker (.Mr. 
Martin), lie had beanl many professions of respect from the Court of Dirccton lo 
the Court of Proprietora, but he confessed he should like to kc some acts illusua- 
tire of that respect} and be did not by any moans conceive it to be respectful b 
them to serve up to the proprietors for ever that stale old AedI of a motion for con- 
fideoce in the executive, or non. interference with the executive. (/iWr. Atar/) ’fbe 
same dish never came more than twice at the most coonominl table (U^Asrr )} but 
thU was eternally placed before tbe proprietors. It was, besides, quite inapplicable 
lo the state of the case. When tills subject first came fonranl, tbe Coon's sanction 
to the mmures of tbe local goTcmmenl bad not been given, and it was therefore 
argued with sone force that the thing should be left to tbe executive. It was so 
left, and a pretty business tbe executive bad made of it On tbe next oceasiuo, some 
furtiier papers were called for; but since that they have all the papers before them 
and vrm talong them into ronsideration, why should they leave the matter to tbe* 
executive ? (Hear, hear I) The executive did not intend to do any thing more in the 
ine winch it bad taken up. nor did it intend, that they could learn, to alter what had 
been done. It had condemned the rajah without a bearing, and had banished him. 
and confiscate his property, and there was an end—for it could not hang iiini 
(Hear, hear!) To what purpose, then, should they leave it to the exceoUve? The 
^t was, his motion was intended to serve as a sort of approbation of the aett 
tlie withoQf-e-heanng-eoodcmning section of tbe Court of Directora. (Hear 
hear!) At sueli. proprietors ought to view it. It was for too much for t^iu to 
and be must wy he coosiderrd it infinitely too little for the directors to take.

Tbla 
was what the withoQt-a-hrariRg-eond«innb|t aection doaerrod. if it deaenred any ex. 
rulpatiofi; for it maintained ita cour»e against persercring opposition; and if that 
rounte be right, the merit of the witbout a-beariog-condemning section was roiv 
•idrrabic. Such a motion would be more agreeable to him than the present one on 
setrcral grounds. It contained a compliment to the Court of Directors, in which 
there were sereral gentlemen for whom be entertained great respect. But be could 
not move it. because he considered it to be founded in falschoml; but there must be 
several gentlemen among the Directors who could not think so. and they might mure 
it; or, if their modesty would not permit their moving it, the gentleman near the 
rjiliag (Mr. Fielder) might do it. 

Mr. FieUtr. — I will move a vote of thanks — but without the other part. 
(iMwgktfr.) 

Mr. \orrU proceeded.—Did members of the witbottUa-hcaiing-condenwing sec. 
tion bear what the gentleman said? He would vote thanks to them, but be could 
not vote approbation of their conduct, lie (Mr. Norrh) confessed that he was 
astonished how. as Eiiglishmrn, and as Directors, they could be content with sueh a 
vote as they have proposed ; which, instead of giving them approbation, if afiproba. 
tiun is deserved, in aruwer to the original motion, which hlearly condemned the pro. 
ceediiigs which Bie Court of Directors bad aanrtioncd, merely said, ** Let us alone, 
let us alone.** To return to the facts of this unfortunate rase. He found that every 
one of the authorities in India who bad it successively under review deridedly con. 
templatrd a fsir trial for ibe rsjab. down to the period when .Sir James Carnac ar. 
rived in India i various discussions took place as to the mode of trial, but a trial all 
agreed tltcre should be, and the Governor-Genenl desired Uiat the resident at 
Sattara should make out a sutement embodying the charges against the rajah, ami 
the evidence against him, which were to be sent to the n^b preriously to his being 
placcsl upon his trial, in order tltat he might consider and prepare bis defence. This 
statement was prepuml accordingly, and was among the papers in the pruprielon’ 
room, but it was never given to Uie r^jub. The fact was, further consideration lc«l 
to a rerummendation on the part of Ibe Doenbay Goreniment. that the commission 
to try the rajah ahould be nominated and sit before tbo rajah wraa furnished with the 
statement- the Governor*General was accordingly requested at once to nominate 
the commission. lie tlien appeared to have shrunk from the responsibility of this 
step, and to have resolrH on a further reference to the Court of Directors; ots* 
serving that the matter hod already occupied ao much time, that it waa of little cun* 
acquence that it should remain undecided two or three months more. Soon after 
Sir Jamra Carnac arrived, and the conseqocnce of bia putting before the rajah a 
paper for his signature, which the rajah would not sign. wa.« the dethroucroent of 
his highness without a trioL He believed that this was the first time that he had 
mentioned the name of Sir James Csrnac. He could not presume to call hinuelf a 
friend of Sir James Carnac: bia oequaintanre with Sir James, which comroruced 
only after hb (Mr. Norris*s) return to his country, was too alight to admit of bis 
taking such a liberty, nor could bo expect that Sir James should so far honour him 
aa to call him his frieod; but this he must say, that hc'had always fdt, and always 
should feel himself deeply and particularly obliged to Smt James Carnac for great 
and marked kindness to him, in appointing him, after bis return to England, to a 
very bigli situation in India— higher than any which he hod before held in the Coo. 
pany’s service; and be was also obliged in due proportion to all the other members of 
the Court, who then belonged to iL It would not, therefore, be imagined that be could 
Itave any pleasure b blaming the proceedings of Sir James Carnac. Stilt, it could 
not be contended that Sic James Carnoc's name could make that just atul reasonable 
which evidently waa not sa Sir James Carnac, then, he would proceed to state, 
r s t y t.. oat to Bombay fortified by the support of the opinion of tbe members of this 
Court (which coinddetl with bb oam), that the nqah was innocent, and that the 
whole gftdf should be quietly quaahed, and tbe rajah maintained on hia throne as 
AMiMl.

hundmJ yeare ago Ereduhaw and hi* araocialei tried the king, Thoy tS^Se hh!^ 
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and tbcjr condnnncil him; but tbef did not refuM the king • beariof. Those bold 
and unscrupulous men, pofsrssed, bj tbe madncw of the nation, of all the power in 
England, could not bear that their proceedings should go forth to tbe Engliah people 
with such a stain upon tfaein as that thej bad refused the king a hearing; and was it 
not wonderhd, could they beliere it if tbe fact was not prored and admitted, that 
the Court of Directors of the East-India Company in tbe year 1841, or at least, a 
witbout-a-bearing-coDdemning section of that Court, were leas scrupulous than 
Bradshaw was ? Yet this was the case; for they refused tbe rajah a hearing, inaa. 
much as they had confirmed tbe proceedings of your Goremment, which did so, and 
that without tba least rearrration, and still refused to take any step to remedy tbe in- 
justice which had been done. A great deal bad been aaid abMt t^ difikulty of try¬ 
ing the rgjah, and it bad been asked bow coold a tribunal be found to try the rajah 7 
He thought the question extraordiiury and un-English ! Why, if a Court was found 
to coodemn the rajah, a Court ougbt to hare been found to try him. (Ckten.) Tbe 
same tribunal that condemned biro should bare tried him,—that tribunal was the 
Coremor in Council t or, if be had not time, then any authority to whom be might 
delegate the duty. It might be said that the Goremor in Council bad tried him. 
He must beg Icare to contradict that assertion. The Goremor in Council did not 
come within a hundred feet of trying him. Tbe Governor in Council nerer gave 
him a bearing. Impediments to the grant of a fiiir bearing to the rsjsh bad ^en 
raised, upon tbe use of the somewhat technical term ** triaL" The rajah waa not 
answerable for them; he had uniformly demanded a fiiir Itearing only (Ckerrt), and 
the rajah's advocates bad asked only for the requisites of British justice for tbe rajah, 
rtr. a full communication of the charges made against him, together sritb tbe evidence; 
a (air time to prepare bis defence, with liberty to procure any assistance to enable 
him to make it; (air opportunity to make such defence, and to offer all eridenco 
which he might have to adduce. (Ckivrs.) It bad never been imagined that twelve 
Hindoo princes could or ougbt to be coliected to try him. Impediments like these 
were set up to defeat justice (Ckeere); but the essentials of British juitiee, oikI the 
forms, so ^ as circumaranccs might render practicable, should be observed. They 
all knew that the Government of India was carried on under Regulations paased by 
the Governor-General in Council, which were Che laws of Indio. These laws did 
not rest on the sanction that tbe laws of England did, rtx. the will of the represen¬ 
tatives of the people—circumstances rendered that perfection unattainable; but should 
it therefore be argued that tbe Govemment of India should be a Persian tyroimy, 
and that the Governor-General should have the power of scooping out tbe eyn of 
anybody who did not fall down on the ground upon bb (ace before him ? Such rea- 
ftoning was evidently most foolish and wicked; but be maintained that the argument 
was exactly tbe same, as that which those persons here used, who said, that be¬ 
cause the rajah could not have the same perfect trial as a sulqect in this country, 
theteforu be should not have a hesuing at all (Cketn.) It had been argued, also, 
that tbe njab, as an independent prntce, could not be tried. Certainly, if the rajah, 
on bemg called on for explanation, bad answered, that being independent he declined 
giving any explanation or offering any defonce. it would then have been competent to 
tbe Government to have the investigation coiulttctcd according to the best means in 
their power, and then proceed to judgment. But how diffismit were tbe forts I tbe 
rajah repeatedly declared, that he required nothing but a foir bearing, and that be 
was ready and aaxtous to lay all that he had to say before the Goremment or the 
resident Under these circumstances, he (Mr. Norris) did not think that it waa 
just or foir to use against him. and to bis disadvantage, tbe prerogative argument; 
one arbieh must be considered to constitute not a peculiar liability, but a peculiar 
privilege of which tbe rajah never desired to avail himself. He did not, in foct, see 
in any case why a hearing was refused to the rajah. If tbe evidence against him was 
concloaive, it ii*as tbe more inexcusable to refuse, without cause, so essential a re¬ 
quisite of justice; and, if tbe evidence against him was tneondnshre, then common 
justice dictated the absolute nccesaity of a hrnring to the accused. Tbe question

Sir 1L Grant baa clearly delivered it aa bia opinion, that the njah, if gull ty, woidd 
receive hli punlihiiieht Lamely, Subyeiiiuently, Lhc tajiab, when lu wat placed in ihia 
predicament, anil wu abatit act to be viiitcd with alight punlahmcnt, but to re- 
ceive an amnnty, if he Wauld only subicribc to hia owa guitt, preferred rather Ul 
abandon bk throne, than iLbinit to huch diahonom. He acted, in ibort, b a nuiw 
in*r wllieb Sir R. Ginuit hud aiimitted WM tlie moat incoDabtcnl with the notkui of 
hii beiii; a guilty duiiih Why, then, he aaked, ihould not the ra^ havo tfae ednn- 
tqge of tbia iirong inferenoa drawn bmm the writing of a atrrnuoiu opponent, that 
he waa in innocent man? Ilk eateenved friend, hir, Waidfit, bad obternd, thru it 
vu little cceditablc to the njth, to have delivered up hia mintater, {rorlnd Bcfflr, 
to themideoi, when ir^aiiciL He (Hr* NorrU) confeiaed that ho did rust thinl; 
aO. Tiib njab, he inugined, kit perfectly iluhncent of tneUDh tonaida the Brituh

Several able dlMenta trere entered bjr varioui member*, giving their reaeona, in the 
moet poweifnl language, for not eoinetding in thia dcciiioii; end afterwardi tho frith* 
out*a-beariiig*coiMleiening aection, be suppoacd. thiaking that it had a bad appear¬ 
ance that all the reasona ahould be on one aide (for their deapatcb did not contain the 
amallcat fragment of a reaaon), resolved on getting up a document, abewiiig forth their 
ofva reaaona. Whether or no tbej requested the late Mr. Edmonstone to set forth 
aotne reasons, or whether that gentleman took upon himself the office, be could not 
•apt but it waa certain, that, on the SOth April, 18101 he entered a paper of obscr- 
vationa, containing (to OM hia own worda) ‘‘the eooaideratkina wUeh led him to 
concur in the opinion of the majoritj of the bonotuable Coort.'* On the 25th April, 
1810, nine of tbe directors placed on record a letter to the Court expreaaing their 
“ unqualified concurrence to tbe able exposition afforded bjr Mr. Edmonstone of the 
merita of that important case.” They came in all at once, like a China fleet entering 
the harbour of Bwbaj. One craft teemed to have oanght tbe breexe later. It 
bowerer came up with tbe chaee on the 7th May, 1810. If thia paper of obaerva* 
tiooa had been mereif the late Mr. Edmonatooc’a minute, be ahould not, of course, 
have noticed it; but It had now become the maidfesto of the frithoat-a-bearing> 
condemning section of tbe Court; and waa thus a very important document, as eon- 
tainiog their reaaone for confirming the rajah’a dethronement. Gentlemen must all 
remember tbe lengthciaed. tbe warm enlogiam passed by tbe bon. Deputjr-Cbainnaa 
npon this valuable paper, and tbe earnest manner in which be recommended tho 
whole of it to their attentive peruaaL The contrast between these liberal eiicomiuaw 
Btul the moderate quotatkm which tbe hoo. Depotj-Chalrman made from it waa 
peffoctljr ludicrous. It reminded him of Friar Tmek regaling on the water of the 
blessed weU. The friar juu touches tbe water with hia lips, and hands the full jug 
to his guest, recommeiKiing him to drain it to the bottom, lie was fonder of water 
than Friar Tuck was, and be ahould, therefore, take a foil draught from the jug. 
He had not the bonotir of tbe late Mr. Edmonstoae'a acquaintance; but there waa 
no oiM connected frith Indui for the but fifty years to whom tbe name of Edmoa- 
•tone waa unknoarn. He was amoog the most diattogublied of tbe Company's scr- 
vania for talent, industry, leal, and every ahining quality, at tbe time v^en there 
were more diatinguiahed men in tbe pobHc service to India than at any other period. 
He had put forth all his talent to tbe composition of this paper. It was bmotifully 
written. There was not to it a word which had not bem carcfolty weighed, nor 
could a word, he believed, be altered frith advantage; but the otMervationa were not 
worth the paper which they covered. He repeated it, as constituting a defence for 
the frithout-u-bearing-condemning section of the Court, or as furaiahing any matter 
difficult for the rajah's advocates to answer, tbe obaervations were not worth the 
paper which they covered. He should proceed to prove this by an examioatkm of it 
paragraph by paragraph.

follow. Tbia waa to him atrangc doctrine. If the rajah bad been a monater of deprarity 
and cruelty, to aa to make our aniance with him a bonlra and a dlegnec to ua, we might 
hare been eager to take adranUgr of the breach of the ktter of the treaty to drpoae 
him; hut the true picture waa quite the contrary to thia aoppoaition. The rgjah waa 
a pattern for Indian princes; he waa fatelligent, juat, and noble-minded j and itutead of 
gnwdily truing oo a pretext (br ruining bhn, are ought to bare made it our atudy 
to aupport bia goeernment. Por Ua part, be waa attoniabrd at the conslatency and 
propriety of the rajah’a conduct under the painful trials to which be hsd been 
Bubjcctedi that cooduct could hate been the result only of conadoua innocence, 
and be waa of opinkm, that he ahould hate been maintained on hit throne. First i 
Bccaiue there la no proof that be bad been guilty of a breach of iho proritiooa of 
the treaty, he nerer having been heard. Second. Becanar, If there bad been sndi 
proof, after be had been heard in hit defence, atill he xhould have been pardoned: lat, 
because the British Government flnt violated the treaty in the aflalr of the jagbccra * 
2od, in conaidenition of bia high diaractcr, and the admirable manner In which he 
lor at least aixtecn years conducted Ida adminiatrati on i 3r boeauae the plots 
were not auch aa were or could have been productive of dangerous cooacqnenoea to the 
British Governineut. In conclusion, be would eordisUy support the original motion, 
(deera.)

CoL Spka (a director) proceeded to address the Court, as followf; “ I hate 
beard many aOegatiooa brought against the late Rajah of Satlara, but in my 
view of the emc some of these allegations are of a very un'impoitant nature, and 
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tiwMte nrbich «re in utj ilripre important are not aatUfiictorily prov«L J ►hall, la 
ihr firat inaanrr. endraronr to grapple with one or two of the aavertiona made hr 
the Gorenuaent almiad, and repeated in thit Court. The rajah b acetued of 
bcinf actoated with the mo»t overweening pride, and it ia coneludrd (hat this orrr* 
weening pride liod nrcefoarily led him to do aett Inimiral to the Uritiab Goremromt. 
The rajah, it ia alleged, entertained sentimenta of the moat overweening pride, rryo, 
he had entered into dangrrout marbination* agahiat the British power, 'fbe philo> 
aopher might look upon the pride of anceatiy with rontempt, the monliat might 
view It with a amilc, but it wai one of those weid(ne«aea of oar nature which was of 
universal occurrence, ami if gentlemen would look into Burke'a CMNnoarrs of 
firTMt BritmM, just published, tbejr would see the absurd and puerile lengths to 
which the feeling was carried bjr individuals and famllica whose education should a 
least bare tempered their pride. Was the Rajah of Sattara then to be looked upon 
as criminal and necesaanljr dangerous because be too was proud of his anccaton; 
proud of men who had liecn victors in the battle-field, who had won for themselves a 
kingdom, and established a djmastjr of pnnees ? General Briggs has told ua that this 
pride had ** grown with bis growth, and strengthened wUh bis strength," and that it 
Imd been nurtured in bis raptivitjr liy his enslaving servant even. Was not care 
taken that respect to his name thotdd be maintained throughout the Mahratta 
empire? VI ere not all the acts connected with the Mahratta states done in his 
nmr, and bj- bis autliority? Did not tbr peUbwa himself and differrnt native 
princes go to the captive lUjah of Sattara to get their investitures ? Was not tliat 
keeping up the pride of the family? 'fhe British Government had, in fiwl, done all 
(b^ possibly could to make the country believe that they looked on him as a sove¬ 
reign pnnee. The reserve division of the army had been paraded to place him on 
the throne of his ancestors. I witnessed that ceremony, which was performed with 
all Uw pride and pageutry of military pomp. Did not ibot shew that the rajah was 
considered to be a prince of no ordinary importance ? These high military honours 
were repeated at intervals, and aeveo years after the rajah had been placed on the 
throne. I wu present at Poonsh when the British authorities went oat to receive 
him on his visit to Poonoh. Did they go in a manner that shewed any wish on the 
p^ of the Government to render him less powerful or leas respected b» the ryes of 
bis ful^erts? No, the very rererie was the case. The whole force was under arms 
to do him honour, hcMled by the roost distinguished man in Indio, 3fr. KIpbinstone. 
I^ird Cla^ during his govemrornt paid him similar bononrs. If, then, he had been 
overweeoingiy proud, the British Government were responsible for it. They iiad 
placed him on a throne, and they were instrumental in fostering that pride of which 
^y now conploinnl. Why, however, should they infer, because he cherished those 
wlmgs of pride, that be must be plotting against the British Government? But it 
was alleged that the rajah was exceedingly ungrateful. He had been raised from a

So hr from it. with the most cheerful alacrity, be put himself into a 
of pupillage In the hands of Captain Grant Duff t not only acting op to his in. 
struetiont. but gnarding them so scrupulously, that years afterwanls, as General 
Briggs has told us, be tenaciously adhered to t^to, wlien the difl&culUea of his posi¬ 
tion prompted him to depart from them. Guided by these instructions, and bene. 
Itting by the advice of the successive residents at hia Court, he was found to have 
governed with such BtatesmaD.like ability, insuring the prosperity of his country, and 
the happlneai of hit people, that the Court of Directora testifred to bun their high 
approb^ion. Up to period, therefore, where are the disaatroaa effects of over¬ 
weening pride and the manihstalions of ingratitude? {Hear, heart) But. Sir. I 
now come to a period in the rajali's life, when the princely feelings we had aaaisted 
to in^gorate mrolved him in difficulties which ultimately led to bis min. Had wo 
done less to make him believe bimself e sovereign, he would have been leas sensi- 
live of an infringement of his sovereign rights in the jagtaeer question. I now, Sir, 
call yonr attention to the treaty that had been entered into with the rajah. The 
first article runs thus“ The British Government agrees to cede in perpetual sove¬ 
reignty to Ilje Rajah of Sattara. his heirs and successora, the districts specified in the 
anncxri sclicdule." Now, if they looked at the scbetlule, they would see that it 
enumerated every fort, village, and tumff within the Umito of the territory gnmted to 
the rajah. But the treaty contained, in addition, the words " exclnsave of jsgbeera.** 
ITie deputy* chairman eras of opinion, that these words referred to jaghceis within llu? 
bounds sUUd, and did not refer to those the sovereignty of which the rajah bad 
claimed. I should lusve said, that the buundariea were act forth in so particular a 
manner aa to shew Uiat Uie words “exclusive of jagbccra" bad reference to territory 
beyond those buuntlaries. But at the end of the list of villages and districta con¬ 
tained in the sclicslule was this passage—Toumtaa with the posaessioos of the 
Riyab of .\kuIkoce (//rar. Acer/). the Punt Suchew. the Prithee Nidbec, and the 
jagbrrr uf the Uuffiays, in the Pergunna of Jhutt.** Sir, mark these wonls. If the 
Knglish language be intelligible to me. they are cooclusive of the right which the 
rajah had to the sovereignty of certain jagbeen, beyond the limits of hia territory to 
which be had laid claim. {Hear, hear f) That claim was resitted by the Government 
of Bombay, who decided the question against him. l*he lajah looked ou this as an 
attempt to deprive him of a just right, u an effort to degrade him; and I ask, whe¬ 
ther th’is transaction alooe waa not sufficient to create strong dissatisfoetioo in hia 
mind? The matter wits referred to the home authorities, and those autboritiea de¬ 
cided that the Bombay Government was wrong; and called ou that Government 
not to inlcrfeia wiUi the disputed jagliecrs. Now, if that order of the Court of Di- 
recloni had been obejxd in India, aa it ought to have been, the present questioo 
would never have aris^ (Hear, hear /) That which waa wrong would be act right, 
and the rajab’a feeling of respect and attachment to the British Government restored 
to their wonted channels. (Htar/) About UiU time, so satisfied were the Court of 
l>irccton with the conduct of the prince, that they manifested their feeling in the 
strongest manner, by determining to confer on bhn the greatest honour that could be 
conferred on a native prinee-thc present of a sword. I lielieve the sword reached 
Bombay; hut, unhappily, the disputea between the rajah and the government on 
the jaghecr question were so much exasperated, that it naa not preamted. Did 
gent'meu suppose that the rajah dkl not know that it had been intended to confer 
ihU honour on him ? Uudoubtcdly he did know it. He was a man of too inuch 
tact too much abilitv, too much intelligenee. not to be aware of the fact. What, 
then, would be bis feeling towards tlie Bombay Government when be found that the 
awoid which the Court of Directors had agreed to preaent to him in the face of India 
was withheld ?

Sir Robert Campbell aaid, aa hia gallant friend who had just addressed the Court 
^ In the course of bis speech, suted that be would abstain from the constdentlon 
of the guilt or innocence of the nyab. It certainly had surprised him very much, when, 
notwithsunding that declsration, he beard bis gallant Wend concludt with the era- 
phaiie verdict—- Not guilty, upon my honour." (Hear, heart) As to the feet upon 
which b» gallant friend Lad l«d so much stress, of no papers of a crimluatory nature 
havmg Iwen found in the rajah'a palace after he bad left if, that circumstance had 
very little weight in his mind; for H should be recollected, that, previously to (he de^ 
positoon of tlie rajah. Sir J.Camac Itad distinrUy staled to him what would be the conse¬ 
quence of his refusal to sign the conditions that were offered to him. Knowing, theiuas 
to di^ what the result would to. it was not to be eapected that the rajah would leave 
tolimd turn any trace of hia guilt. For his own part, to wislteil with all his heart 
that the case bad never been brought before them; but. as it liad come under their 
eoniideralion, they were bound to do ibetr duty ftoriessly, however painful that duty 
might be. (Hear, heart) If there were nny thing that to regretted in the course of 
toese p^eedingf more than another, it was the proposition made by his esteemed 
Wend Sir James Carnae, to leave tto rajah upon the throne, convinced, as be must 
have been, tliat the rajah was guilty. That, no doubt, arose from tto eatremc kind- 
i»«s of bean and tendernrss of disposition, which they aU knew Sir James Comae to 
IKwsera in an eminent degree. (Hear, heart) Haring carefully perused and maturely 
wnMder^ the documents that had been Uid before them, the strong lmpf«.ion on 
hb (Sir Robert Camptoirs) mind waa, that the rajah hartoured guilty intentions. 
[Hear, heart) To that conclusion only could to come ; and be would, aa briefly as the 
Mturr of the case would admit, state the grounds on ahlrh that conclusion rested. 
Brirrmce had been made to the opinions of several gentlemen, some of whom be 
then saw in their place, «,d amongst them General Robertson, in regard to the Goa 
intrigue.

Was that not an 
acknowledgment that they thought be was intrigning? (fftar, heerf) He w'outd ask 
any gentleman whether any other tnfenence could be drawn from what be had just 
now read? (Hoar, htarf) Now an bon. proprietor who addressed the Court yester* 
day in a very long speech, containing much Information, was reported in the 
Timer netrspnprr of that day to have said, in reference to the same transaction, that 
the wliolc waa too absurd to be IxUcved. In liiet, if such had been the raae, the 
Govemoient of llombay should bare treated him as a bedlamite, and not as a prince 
(Imigning to orerthrow the British dominion in India. (‘* Hear" end lamghter.) He 
said he entirrly dissented friun the Bombay Government in this rase} and it was his 
firm belief that the rajah was absolotely iniKkcetiL (Hear, hear f) It was said that 
the ngah bad bad the opportunity of confronting the witnesses agaiiut him, but 
had refused.

appeal to the hon. proprietor who took such a leading part in all diaruulon* in this 
Court relatire to religiou* matten, and whom he then uw reading the newapaper 
(a Uoffi). aa to the correctness of what be now statetl relatire to >Ir. WiUon'a eha- 
imcter. The letter was addressed to Major Jervis, the present sur\’eyor>{r<neral of

Now, that waa from a gentleman, wlto, be believed, was from his charseter incapable 
of iabricatiog any thing of that sort. He believed it to be a matter of troth; for he 
bad opportunities of seeing these cavaliers mounted on horses sent from the Kajah of 
Sattam. After all, the simple question then was, whether the rajah wa*guilty or not 
He did not 6nd fiuUt with any man who came to a conseicotious conclusiun after a 
careful perusal of the papers. {Heart hear f) They knew tlut gentlemen—men of 
honour—would differ on some pointa. (//ear, kntr !) He gave them credit for the 
sinemty of their opinions, and he trusted they ivould do him equal justice. ( Hear, 
htmrf) When he saw such respectable gentlemen aa General Uobertson, who was 
resident at 8auara in 1831, his old friend General Briggs, whom he had known from 
inhuicy, and General Lodwiek—all eonciirring in warning the rajah against intriguing, 
and apprising him of the probable result of such a course, could he withlmld his 
belief that be had a disposition to intrigue? They warned him, but be was led 
away by the ambitiotis feeling of recovering poasession of what had brlungeU to his 
aneeston, and aimed at extending Ins own circumscribed territory, hibouring at Ilia 
same time under tlie impression that be bad not been juatly treated by the Bombay 
Government upon the subject of tlir jagheers; and he (Sir H, Chmpbdl) cotu 
fesaed that he thought the rajah had reason to complain so. {Hear, hear f) He coo- 
tecued that, and hr wished with all liia heart it hod been otherwise. Still, however, 
be must repeat the question, had the rajah itoilty intentions or not ? The impotence 
of his meant was nothing; if he bail such intentious, he did think that, when it bc- 
ramr known, the Government of India could not have done otherwise than they 
had done. He could read pages from the book of printed papen in tupport of his 
opinions, but h was quite uimecrssar^- to weary the Court with doing so. lie must, 
boarever, make one or two observations nn what hsd fallen from an hon. proprietor 
on the other side of the bar. That gentleman bad commented with some severity 
on the papers signed by Mr. Rdmonstone, and concurred in by other gentlcmm in 
this Court. Never was any man more competent to come to a sound conclusion 
in a case of this kind than Mr, Edmonstone (Asor, hear / ), from bis extensive know* 
Mge. indehuigahle application, and absence of passion aod prejudice on all occa* 
sioos {Hear, hear t) He was one whose place he might say, without any dis* 
paragement, would not be easily supplied. And what was tlie conelu*iaa that that 
gentleman came to? That the mjah waa guilty. {Hear, heart) Tlien the bon. pro- 
prictoc stated that that very valuable paper, the obsenrations of Mr. Edmunstonc, 
were not worth the paper on which they were printed. {Hear, heart) But he (.Sir 
U. Campbell) would say, without meaning any offroco to the hon. gentleman, that if 
his commentaries on tltat paper were to be delivered in manoiicript In this Court, 
they would not be worth half the value of the papers* they would occupy. {Hear ! 
amtalaofk,) The iRjah, then. wa« ambitious, and discontented, aod with regard to 
the jagheers. See., he would admit with some reason ;* but whatever his motives wen, 
he would repeat it, that be would have done us mischief if he could. Umlcr

Tliat bring the caae, he frit eery great doubt, Ihtwctct much they might regret the atep 
that had been t.kej, before he could aati^ himself that the GoTcrnment in India had 
gone beyond the limits they ought to hare obaerred. If they had found any dispoaitioa 
etiatingon the jiart of the Bombay Goremment prevhioa to the time of Sir J. (^amae’a 
going out, or any reason to think thrre was a bias in bis mind hostile to the rajsh, they 
must orrtaiuly baae attached great blame, and greatly lamented that snch a feeling shrruld 
hare existed: but U»cy found the mrerse to be the case: and among the records of 
opinions of the Bombay Government towards the rajah, no trace wbalcvcr wm to be 
found of any feeling on the part of Sir J. Camac, but one of kindnres and conaidenOion 
towards him. Every step which he had taken unfavourable to the rajah, was taken with 
the utmost regret; and in proportion aa they would have blamed the conduct of those 
who hsd a previous diapositiun to act anfavourably to him, he thought they should in 
the aame spirit give cr^il to those who had been actuated by diffrrrnt considrratinna. 
{/fear, hear /) It had been a matter of great and serious consideration with him, 
when be found that thta Court were called upon to come to the conclnsiaa which wta 
umved at by those gniUemcn who had introduced the subject on the prvueding dsy—in- 
hmduocd, be might say, with great ability and great calmneas j wlicn this Court, be mid, 
was calird upon to coma In that coaclasiaa, having before them, at the same time, the 
deliberate opinion of the ofliorn of this Court and of the Bombay Government, atrmgth- 
*med and supported by the deliberate opinion of the GoTernor*GeocTal of India, in 
*ppoft of a measure which had been coofirmed by the Court of Directors, and aanc* 
tioaed by the Board of Control. {Hear, hear /) It did a|>pear to him that that Court 
were placed in an extraordinary and very difficult porition, when they were called upon 
to upset thoae proocedings. {Hear, hear !) There did accm to him many instanr^ Iq 
which'it wta evident that there was a dispoaitioa on the part of the rajah to engage in 
those views which might perhaps be traced to ambitioo, not perhaps an unuatura] source 
from which those proceedings might have taken place, not an unlikely tUng to inflo* 
ence a man, who, like the ex>rajah, waa looking back to the high pusitioa which hk 
anocstur* had formerly occupied : but he could not any that the charges vrere entirely 
without fjuadatioiu At the same time, it might hare been difficult to hare told bow 
far it would be necessary to proceed in the matter. He thought It vraa but right that 
they should bear in mind great res|N)nttbi]ity which devolved on every 
went to India charged with the proceedings of the Government, as Sir J. Carnac did. 
They all knew bow modi blame would attach to a penon, in a high situation, who neg¬ 
lected to avail himself of those means which hk potation afTorvled him of clearing up 
any doubt or apprehension on any matter that come under hk notice. But Uik matter 
was not newly idaced before Sir d. Carnac when hr went to India : be went vrith a 
desire to save the rajah, if the charges were untrue; but be found strengthened • 
he found evidence which be (Mr. Twining) considered in political matten Bffrc**«»g the 
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■tmte. mn>t be d( iiioaiJfnihk hifhieDoe. ami moat be ailmiUrd tube vt great weight-^ 
aince it waa not ao caalljr tracnl as in a matter aobject to jodictal conaHleratioii. {Ilemr, 
beer J) lie waa little aoqjoaintcd with the Conrta in India, bat be ooooeiTeil, from 
what one knew at the nathrea of India, that aabjecting them to that aort of rxaminatioa 
and crota-eMmlnation arbieh waa practiard in tbia country, would be very inapplicable 
to them. (//«wr. brorf) But whatever difficulty there might be in obtaining the truth, 
he conceived that the depoattiona of the aritneaaea who had been examined, had perbapa 
been treated too aeverdy in thia Court i they had been treated perhaps with man aa« 
perity they bad any evidence to show they were deserving of. (//ear/) There 
tunat have been many |ieraDoa capable of conveying a good impremtoo and good infor¬ 
mation to a person bolding the high rank of Goveroor'General of India, (//car, hear!) 
tie could have no with—be was sure be had no ability or power, to argue or prove that 
the rajah waa guilty: but be conaidrred it waa his bounden doty aa a proprietor, to 
observe the position in whleh they were then placed, and in which they wen called on 
to give an ojiiniuo aa to the best mode of proceeding. Several dirurnttanora had been 
alindrd to, and upon which there was gnat dilTemroe of o|iiiikMi, but which was more 
In favour of the rajah. The subject of the jsgbccn serroed to have been a great evil: 
hccauar it was allowed to go on for a gnat length of time without having Iwm wriously 
taken up and brought to a cooelmiioa, as he cutKcivtd a question so important should 
have bm. {Hear, bear!) The’^mattcr ought to have been probed to the bottom at 
once aiMl aettlcd. Tltat, however, did not seem to bare been the case. The Bombay 
Uuvernraent bad not taken up the question as promptly as ho thought they might bava 
doae, and it bad not been brouglit—for that was the pobt which be taught of ex- 
tnuic importance—to a speedy conclusioo. {Hear, bear /) lie thought that they 
ought not to place too mnch nllanee on what appeared to be the ahrardity of many 
of the rajah'a schemes. {Hear, bear/) They knew how very absurd and inadniuate to 
the ol^cct in view were half the schemes of misebirf and maebinatiomi which they 
hranl of in this country. They laughed at the very inadci|itat«, or rather absurd mt^ans, 
whirb |»crsoas possessed who aimed at objects which required the greatest means to 
cany them into cITrct. And it was not on that ground that be thought the rajah was 
entitled to be coiuulcnd as not having been guilty of any breach of the treaty to whtch 
he wM |Mirty. It was the end and intention be had in view, not the absurd means by 
which he bo|ied to attain it, that was the nacasure of bis offence. Tliere were many 
imiots besides, which he (Mr. Twining) did not clearly understand. iHear, bear/) 
As to the jewels and revenue, be bod understood there were some of those jewels whkh 
formerly belonged to the state, and others which bckiugcd to the rgjah, and whidi, be 
rather understood, were not given up to him. {Hear, bear!) If that were the case, be 
thought it might be destrable that no more ahould bo Ukeu from the present rajah ; but 
the object which the Company sbould have at heart ursm, that whatever was m re s sar y 
for the bappincas and comfort of the rajah, in hb prearnt sitnatioo, sbonkl be given to 
him, without raising any qocatioDS on that point. In refrrener to the way in which 
this question had been brought forwanl and supported on the part of the rajah, be waa 
sure it cannot but be gratifying to all the Court, whatever their smtinMnU might he. that 
ample jostice would be done to the rajah by the pains that was taken to advocate hia 
eaase in this Coart- The cattse of the rajah would not suffer from the sbaence of the 
boa. liaraoct, who was alwap the first in sapparting him {Hear, bear !), and whose 
absence from this Court was to be traced to on event in which he was sure every ban. 
|»foprirtor s 3 rmpulbttnL {Hear, bear !) But the rajah s cause had been xealously and 
ably supported by other boo. gentlemen. It had had the as s istance too of an boo. pro¬ 
prietor, formerly a member of Parliament, wbu bod not for a great length of time eon- 
tributed his jiowcrfal ossistancr to any subject that bsd been brought before the Court. 
That boo- proprietor said be bad oftra stirred many dangrrous and difficult subjects; 
but be knew when to stop. {A Utmjk.) But persons sometimes mlv ca lr u U t e d their power 
of apprebensioo (ilrwr, bear/), and bo (Mr. Twining) could not but apprehend that 
diacussions of this kind might be attended with iuctmrcnience bcrtaftcr. {Hear, bear !) 
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lie knew there wee a tune when boo. proprirton tho<i|bt it would be attended with 
wnac ilanjer to allow tbe pabiiemtiao of papen and durumenta which were nrant to be 
kc|it accret; not aeerct for the porpom of inproper and undue induenerf but which 
wa« nrceiiiiry for good gormuneot aod tbe praerratioo of all tboee rigbta which now 
depend on the Eaet>lndb Companj ; and it might be apprehended that wi jfh ir*' might 
oriac from the waj in which important deapatebn, and thane which carried on the of 
them the necraaity of aecreay toatead of pttblicatioo» were dlapcraed not in thia 
ODuntry alone, hut in India alao; and be could not but regret the advice waa held 
out by tome gentlemen that agcncica might be advautageoualy employed lor the diaoua-. 
aion of the righu of the princes of India. (Heor,keor/) He was afraid if that wen to 
take place it wonld be acted upon aa an encouragement to diasatiifarticm abroad here¬ 
after, and he waa sure would perplex and enibarraaa at the moment. (Hear, bear .') 
He thought whatever had been atated on thia aubject in aopport of tbe mcasuro 
had been taken had been aUted without any asperity. (Hear, hear !) He was sore 
that mdlvidually he ahoold think himself very blamcable, hovrever bumble he might be, 
if he indulged in any thing of tbe kind; for the depoaitioa of the rajah must, if neces¬ 
sary, be a matter of the derpeat regret. (Hear!) As be was called upon to give hia 
wpioion, be must aay, he thought, under the dreumataooea, he wm borne out in rapport- 
Ing tbe Court of Directors on the present occasion; becauae the act that had been tb joe 
was a deliberate act of those on whom the responsibility rested, and to disturb tliat 
would be to bcreaae the evil. (Hear, hear I) Ha was unwilling to trespaaa further 
on their time. (Hear, bear f) He was aware and they were aware how far beyemd 
tbe usual limits this discuadoo bod proceeded; and be must say generally it ^-d 
been carried on with aa much good feeling as waa oompatible certainly with the great 
contrariety of opinkro on the aohjcct {bear, bear .') ; but be would juat advert to tbe 
diaracter that had been given of the present rajah; he thought on that point moio 
harahnm of opinion had been introduced, perhapa, than had been nrtesaary. They 
had very strong evidence of tbe good prindpica of tbeex-n^, whose great mkfortune 
WPWed to be that he had fallen into bod biuids and bad advisers (bear, bear!), wlio 
took adrsntB^ of those minute principles of ambition which were still working in bis 
mind ; but with regard to the present rajah, be thought bis diaracter bad been defamed 
beyond what it deserted, if/nrr, bear!) Tliere was atroug evidence that hla distio- 
■ition WM very amiable, and it was acknowledged,—and he (Mr. T.) laid great atrcaa on 
that, it was acknowledged, be said, that on his instalment the people expressed 
great satisfurtion, and there vrere great rrjoictngs at hia asauming the reiua of govern¬ 
ment. He, therefore, hoped the apprehmsioaa that might have been felt of hia prov¬ 
ing 80 unwo^ y soexTsaor to hia brother the ex-rajah might not he well founded. It 
Waa esperial importance that every government in India should be exetdacd for the 
happiness and good of the people of India (4e*r, bear!), and he trusted that, if Um 
preaent rajah were maintained, aod he did not are how be waa to be disturbed, in hia 
pum^riona, bla rule would be perfectly for the happiness of hia subjects i and if the 
jagheers, whic4i sras a question of so moch difficulty to bis pirdeoeaaor, was still unde¬ 
cided, that a treaty would be framed, if it had not already been done, for the purpose 
■* cm* that question. He hopevl that would not be lost sight of, aod 
they would guard against tbe evil and remove the difficulty which already existed. It 
was trader the consideration of the difficulty in whidi they were now placed, the act of 
deposituio haring been aanctionrd by the Bombay Government, and bm he must i^o 
refer to tbe very peculiar efforts that were made by Sir J. Carnac to ward off, if posai- 
We, that blow from the rajah, and which he had been previoucly bfonned waa ^"TT ring 
over hk bead, for he thought they must all acknowledge that the conduct of Sir J. Car- 
aar had been moot kind and humane; that be bad dona every thing in bis 
keep him on his throne if passible, and that it was only with extreme reluctance he 
Iwid adopted the measure nf depooition *, but, m he was ofaaerving, that raemare bavuiK 
•een adopted, not in deliberate but in the moot deddod Urnta. by l,ard Auckland 
Iwriag roobved the saoctuMiof lha Court of Uirectors, not the whule ccstalnly, hot by 
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UuU whkh wu» btndiB^, tbe ini^oritj of than, and haring ainoe been aanctioned bj the 
Boanl of Control, be did think, m a member of this Coort, it was his boondnt dutj to 
give bis niiipoTt to the amendment of the Chairman. {Hear, hear!) 

Mr. PoynJer wiihed to kitow, vhetha they intended to come to an adjoamment; 
heesanse if tbej were limited to that daj, he did not aee bow they oonld poatiblf 
of all the amendments. 

Ute CAetrwtea said it was of the greatest importance to tbe bosincas of the boose 
and to tbe East India Company that this disntarion shotdd terminate that day. 

Mr. Paymder said no man was more anxions than he was that thb di«r-«KAyi 
terminate ; bat if they coold not more an amendment of any sort until the amendment 
with which the Court opened had been dtspoaed of, their light haring been so much in* 
rrrased by all that bad gone on aince that hour, be did not see bow it was poaaibic to 
get throngb tbe bonneas vritbout an adjournment. 

(■aptain Cofom said he deemed it neoeaaary to say a few words ere this debate cloaed. 
The Deputy Chairman, on tbe first day’s debate, laid much streas on thealleged agents 
and agencies of the unfortunate rajah. Now, before be proceeded further, he would 
say without hesitation that if be had bad tbe honour of adrising tbe Ri^jah of Sattara, 
but whkb he had not, the i^Hirse which tbe rajah had pursued wm exactly the one 
which be(Ca|it. C.) shou l d bare felt it bis duty to hare rreounneoded. {Hear, hear 
Tbe Deputy Chairman also <)aotrd and laid great strem upon tbe number of Lws of 
rupees that tbe rajah bad expended in such agencies, and be (Captain Cogan) found 
that b these secret papers his name was coupled with 2,500 rupees (j('250) ; or, b 
other words, that tbe rajah bad sent that sum to Um. In the former debate last year 
be had taken occasion to remark that be was totally ignorant of tKia circumstance, except 
by rumour. He, bowerrr, lost no time b obtaining infoimatioa, throngb tbe rajah’s 
rakeelt b England, and be would now read them a letter from tbe party who did get 
the 2,500 rupees, which would aatis^ tbe Court that he had not quite made his fortune 
b the robbery of the rajah. (CHerrt.)

They had it dU- 
timnly stated by Ceoera] Lodwick, that hia collraguea ( Mr. Willoughby and Colonel 
Grant) would not allow the rrotwexamination of the autpiciota and even perjured 
witnrtaea. Now, waa there ever tuch an outrage on the common principle* of jut* 
tice aa thia? There were three gentlemen appointed to invettigate a matter involving 
the throne of a belpleaa and dependent prince; die pretideot propoaed a rrotc>exanu* 
nation of the writneatet, and wat poaitivdy prevented by die befare*najned gentle¬ 
men That charge waa not founded upon purrhaaed evidence; it wat founded on 
the rvidrnce of aa oAcer who had been an ornament to their trrvice for forty yeuni. 
He (Capt. C.) aaid it waa the duty of the Court of Dtrecton of this Company to 
laaue order* to tuvpend from dnty Colonel Grant and Mr. Willoughby, pending an 
inquiry into their conduct. {Loud ttpplamtt,) Waa that the adminbtntion of juatiev, 
that waa to retain to them the po*«eaaion of that empire which they hold by the 
thread of opinion ? Hr aaid. No. He could not but observe with extreme regret the 
very cruel and gratoitoua insult whldi the bon dirertor, 3Ir. Warden, offered to the 
unfortunate.prince whose ease was under diseuasion, and who was far distant and 
could not answer for bimadf. Mr. Warden asserted that the rajali liad been guilty 
of aaaming a most diatinct falsehood. Well might a man. who had been a party to 
the rajah’i ruin, add insolt to injury on the absent victim of bia power. But the 
rajah was a Mabratta, a native of India, and iberdbrv not to be believed. Did Mr. 
Warden speak thua of his own countrymen? He wraa afraid to go further lest bb 
frelings should carry him awray. {Load ckttrmg.) 

Mr. Uordca here rose and explained that hu information was from Capt Grant. 

Capt Ci^aa proceeded, and stated that be would aa soon believe the rajah a* the 
hon. director or Captain Grant; that be considered the insult gratuitous. (//rwr, 
kfojf) Now, a word regarding Ballajee Ihint In looking over the paqirra last 
printed, be found the friend of that individual (CoU Gvan*) addreuing the Bombay 
Governor to confirm certain jagbeer*. given by the new rajah for one year's servitude 
to the Sattara Sute, amounting to £ 1.000 per annum, in perpetuity to him and hb 
aneeeators. {Load ekerriag.) Now, on what plea did Coiooel Gvans urge the 
guarantee of the Oritbh Government to that penonage ? Gn no other ground than 
that be bad given them the infonnatioa that liad led to the ex-rajab’a Uetbronrment.

beyood their coftniionce ? (Ilrmr, kemr f) Bot in o caoe like that under diacnaaioa, 
waa it not the duty of the Court of Proprietora to interfere ? He would ronteod that 
it waa, and he (cU latiaded that ouch interference could not fail to prodnee 
an effect not only ou the Court of Oirectora and on the Board of Control, but even 
on Parltament itaelf. (//ear, heart) In all tboae quarten the opinion of the Court 
of Pruprieton would, be truated, be listened to, and hare itadne wcif^it. {Hear, haart) 
It had been aaid by an hoo. director that the Court of Proprietora could not alter 
any of the deeisions of the Court of Directora after those deciaioaa had received the 
aanrtion of the Board of Control In that he moat fully concurred, and admitted 
that it would be exceedingly wrong on the part of the Court of Proprietora to make 
any attempt of the kind, bot the motion then before the Court made no such attempt. 
It simply recommended for the reaaoaa there stated, and which bad bc^n fully sup¬ 
ported by eridrnce and by argnment, that the directora should rerue their dcciaion. 
In thia the Court of Proprietora did not make one step beyond tbe line of ita power 
or ita duty. Aa a Court of Proprietora it included the whole body of the Eaat-India 
Company, and as such it bad clearly the power to visit with censure or approval 
the coiMluct of the directora in any particular case—or to recommend to them to re- 
viae ibrif dcciaion in any matters in which they (the proprietora) might think they 
had decided prematurely or erroneously. Tlie particular position in which tbe Court 
of Proprietora were now placed with respect to India was calculated to draw doscr 
the tics between Uicm and that country. On that subject ho might be allowed to 
quote the opinion of one who had deeply studied and was perfectly roaversant with 
Indian affaira. He alluded to .Mr. Cluolea Grant (now Lord Gicneig). who, in his cele¬ 
brated IrUer, so often referred to m tbe debates on the last renewal of the Charter, 
spoka of the closer union which would be made between tbe proprietors and the 
nativra of India—the greater amalgamation of their respective interesu-from tlm 
fart of the assets of the Company being transferred to India, and the dividends bciiq; 
payable from that source. Such a measure, Mr, Giant observed, waa most desirable, 
inasmuch as it would make the proprietors more watchful in their proceedings, bc- 
enuse on tbe good government of India their own prosperity would depend. ( Hear, 
hear!) Those were the words of Mr. Grant when laying down, in his celebrated 
letter, tbe arrangementa foe tbe future gov^ernment of India. Some stress had been 
laid on the assertion that the directors, as such, were a responsible body. He ad¬ 
mitted they were j bot to whom were they responsible ? Not to tbe Bosud of Coo- 
trol-and it seemed they had thrown off the responsibility to tbe proprietors. But 
they still bad a responsilMlity, which, he presumed, they would not deny—a respoo- 
sibility to God in tbe sacred obligation of the oath which they had taken to admi¬ 
nister justice to tbe people of India. But the proprietors had also a responsibility. 
They also had a duty to perform to the people of India-to see that justice was done 
to them. They had never shown a disposition to weaken the authority of the 
directors either in this country or India, and he mutt say that thrir interference in 
this great question would be more likely to add to the permanence of our power in 
India than any other course which could be adopted, because it would show the 
natives of that country, that whenever questions aroee in which they might conceive 
that they were wronged, there eras a power in this, which would interfere to remedy 
those wrongs, and at least to call tbe attention of the pnblic to their ra se ; and that 
if they (tbe proprietors) saw the directors acting wrong, they would amigo them 
before the bar of public opinion, and point out the weak spou b the govern¬ 
ment of India. Let him add that tbe part proposed to be taken by the proprietora 
on thb occasion was b a spirit of kindness aiid coociliatioa {hear, heart), and he 
might appeal to the whole coarse of the debate as an illustration of that kindly 
disposition. No accusation bad been made agabst a single indiridnal behind the 
bar. No reference hsd even been made to paru of the book now on tbe table of the 
Court, which might have been done, to show tiat loroe of tbe Company’s agenb 
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tbratd had acted with a tyrannj which th« govrninirm at home would not sanctioa. 
No rrfereore bad beca aiade to the Indian Govemmeat calculated to rmba a preju* 
dice agaioat it On the eoatiary, full credit waa given to tb« govemiuenia in India 
iar haring acted alrictlj up to what they believed to be their duty, however erroaeoita 
they might bare been in their cetiinate of that doty. All that had been attempted 
Fa* to pomt out an act which bore opprcasively on an individual, and for the sake of 
iiwtiee to call on the dirretora to retrace their atepa. The attention of tiie Court 
waa DOW called to the caie of a native prince a bo had been tor a long period the 
objm of the care of our Indian CovemmenL lie bad been condemned aod de- 
po»ed without haring been beard in hb defence, which be ought to have been, and 
vrhieh be would have been, if juatice bad been done. The Court of Director 
•hould. he contended, retrace thdr ttep*. and place the Kajah of Sattara in that eitua. 
Uon to which he would be entitled had be been the meaneat aubject of thb realm. 
In coaclu*ioo, the bon. proprietor rxprrucd a hope. Unit ahould the onginal motion 
be negatired, the amnulment propoacd by the bon. Cluirmaa would not be per- 
•evered in. If h should, be now gave notice that he wouU move U»e totlowiog 
amrndmenc which be would now read as a part of hb speech

^Ir. Zoru then rose and said, that after the long discuiaion which had taken place 
on this be would endeavour to make hb reply as brief as poMible. (//mr. hmr f) 
He rqweed to hear the admission which had been, somewhat tardily and reluct- 
«tly made, that a communication had been made to both Chairs from the Board of 
Control oo the subject of ifau case. ( CWi.) He had been told, indeed. Uiat that 
oammimitmtion was oonddential. hot he could not undewund bow any communlrm- 
tiOT rebtmg to such a suljeet could be made matter of confldenital communicatioa 
( J He was. however, glad to bear that that communication had been made. 

He looked upon it as a gxid oraca (CWs.) He was satbfted 
rom that commonicatian haring been made, that the lYesklmt of the Board of 
Conti^ had a convbtion. or, at all events, a susp'tcioa that juatire had not been 
one in the rase. (CArrrs.) It afforded the directors an opportunity of receding 
from their opinion-of retracing the steps which Uicy had taken^-and of giving to 
Um* injured party Uiat reparation which was dae at their hands. ( //w, hmr t) He 
could have wished that every statement of the Court of Dirretora had been eonally 
gratifying. ^ ' 


It had given him great pain to hear the Chairman asKrt that ihe Court of Pro- 
prictoia bad not ibe power (o alter any measure which liad received the sancUon of 
the Board of Control and the Court of Directors. What reason could there be for 
Ite assertion which had been made that the present motion was trenching upon pro¬ 
visions of the .^ct of Parlbmrnt ? lie denied tliat the motion trenrhed at all upon 
the provisions of the Act of Pariiameot. ( dorrs.) He asserted that the Court of 
Proprietors had a right to discuss any measure which die Coon of Direeton might 
think 0t to adopt, and to rrcomnicod to the Coun of Directors what course thev 
chose. It was afterwards for the Coun of Directors either to adopt or to rtjert 
die rec^mendation, but the proprietors bad cenalnly the right of pointing out what 
they might consider to be errors in the conduct of the Coun of Dirretora. 

The Coon of IVopcirtor* had eenainJy the power of offering the recommendatton 
to the Conn of Directors-whether Ibe directory would accept it or not was of 
coarse for themselves to decide. On that subject be would refer to the aulboritv of 
Mr. Aub.r. who rspremly stated that the authority of the Company was dclcgied 
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to. not Kbtofbed bjr, the Court of Dirocton. ( Cham .) Mr. Snloaioni had refrired 
to the opinion of Lord Glenel(t, which »bowed moat clearly that the inlcntian of the 
lefUlatnrv waa that the Court of I’rofrrieton should be clearly identified with the 
afiatrs of India. (CAeenu) He was atill more sorry to liear the threat which bad 
been held out of an actof parliament to restrain them. ( C firc rs .) He waa eony that 
none of the mitigating or tpiaUfying eircumatancrs which had been alluded to by the 
bon. director, Mr. Shqdierd. as having ■coompanird that menace, bad met lus ear. 

lie would give the I>cputy Chairman the credit of admitting that be had 
afterwards qualified his speech by bis subsequent explanatkm. {Hear, hear t) So fw 
from thinking that the cuoduct they were then pursuing would be snefa as to induce 
the legislature to interfere with their prirUeges, he was satisfied that if any application 
were made to the legislature to curtail those privileges, which had only been uaed to 
ask that justice might be done, the legislature would indignantly reject any aoch 
application. {Lumdehem,) 

In the opening of the ease, lie had said that the question was, whether the act of 
the Bombay Guvrmroent in deposing the rajah waa or was not justified by the evL 
dence. {Cham.) The GovcmnienI had tested the justification of their conduct 
on three grounds—first, that he bad been tampering with the fidelityof tbe srpoya 
of the £lrd Urgiment: second, that be had enterrd into tressonablc communications 
with the ex* Rajah of Nagporc; and third, that he had entered into treasonable 
ooramunications with tbe Government of Goa. He would call their attention in 
the first place to the first charge, nr. that of tampering with tbe fidelity of the 
sepoys. That depended upon the evidence of the soubadars, and all that they 
stated was, that they had had two interviewa with tbe rajah and the dewan. In the 
first interview, nothing partirular bad passed ; and in the second iaterriew certain 
enigmatical expressions, which iiad been much commented on. had been made use 
ot That wraa the whole statement of the soubadars, and they stated that a bmhmio 
had introduced them to the rajah, and their statements all went to implicate the 
rajah. Tliat brahmin Ium! prevaricated in bU evidence, arul tltroughout the whole 
proceeding there was nothing to show that eitlier tbe or the dewan had autbo. 
tiled the brJimin- (deers.) Hut was the whole history of the transaction aa 
connected with the brahmins. TIjc njah had not bad the opportunity of knowing 
the eviilrnce which tiad been given against him. True, the testimony of tbe souba* 
dars had been read over to him, but he had not bad an opportauity of reuding the 
documentary evidence; be had not bad an opportunity of having tbe oral testi¬ 
mony, and the judges had prevented any rross-examinatioa of tbe witnesses. 

These facts he had not known at the time be had brought forward his motion: 
they bad since been borne testimony to by General Lodwick; neither had he knoam 
tlut the Court hod hern preparing its report during tbe whole time it was at Ssttara; 
and from a review of the proceedings of thst Cammiasion, be would say, that the con- 
duct of the nujurity of the Court was not tbe conduct of judges. He could not con- 
aider tlut as such, and their whole proceedings were utterly worthless. (Cheert.) 
Tlir second charge was also unsupported by evidence. It was said that treasonable 
communications had taken place between tbe rajah of Sattara and tbe rx-mjah of 
Nsgporr. Now, it appeared from tbe evidence that these couirounicatiuna were 
merely such as nsually look place between private individuals, and were confined 
entirely to matters of a domestic nature. These communications were entirely of a 
complimentary nature, and indeed the position of tbe ex-n^ of Nagporc made it 
evident that any application from the rqjah of Sattara to him for a supply of troops 
must be most ridiculous. (LemJ ehem.) Those communications were perfectly 
harmless, and it was evident to them the ex*Ilajah of Nagporc had no mrana what¬ 
ever of affording any support to any treasonable designs of the Rajah of Sattara, 

Tbe last charge related to the alleged intrigues with the governor of Goa. Now 
no connection whatever had been established between Nagoand the rajah. Nagolwd 
gone to Goa to establish tbe influence of the swamec. During the whole twelve 
years, be bad only bad three interviews with the rajah of Sattara, and there was no

Mr. G. TTboipsoa.—But let them beur in mind the statement of Sir It Grant, 
who placed those documents in lib ofllrial despatrh'box, and who declared that no 
unprejudiced person could come to such a conclusion. But if any thing could relieve 
the directors from tbe disgrace and infamy to wrfaich they srere exposed, it vraa that 
masterly and searching speech delivered from within tbe bar by that hon. and gallant 
director, General Kubrnsou ; and what did be tell the Court? 

Sir J. /.. /.MjAwp/oN here rose and said, with great empbatb: “ 1 must rise to order. 
I cannot sit here quietly and bear any roan accuM the Court of Oirccton, of which I 
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Ii«re tbe honour to be a mrtnbrr, of having arted in a dbgrarcfnl and iniunons man* 
ner. It U impomible. 1 call upon the hon. proprietor to retract those oiTenaive ex* 
prvMiooa.** { Ccmjtictimg aim of ** Hear, Aror /") 

Mr. FiMer exprvMed a bo|w that the hon. proprietor would retract the oflcttuva 
language, of which complaint had been most properlj made. ( Utar, hear t) 

.Mr. Aami.—He may surrljr apply those words to the cimunstanecs which have 
been disclosed. 

Mr. G, Thompoon resuraed. He was perfectly able to explain, to retract, and to 
vindicate too, that which be had advanced. The Court of Directors had been ashed 
to take what they had never taken, the first step in the course of justice. They bad 
profe^d to hallow the shrine of justice, but they liad not taken one step towards it; 
their eonrse had all akmg been through the filthy quagmire of suborned perjury. He 
cast not any such imputation upon them as from himself, but he ventured to predict 
that the indignant verdict of the Uritish public arould be pronounced against tlicm. 

Mr. Liaittty.— Had not the bon. gentleman better wait until that verdict ia pro- 
oouneed out of doors, before he gives utterance to it in so confident a tone? (Hoar, 
•»i aim of Order r) I am speaking to order now i and I say that ha has no right to 
iM the words he has just naed. Let it be bis opinion if he pleaaes; but lie ha« no 
tight to stigiustixe tbe directors thus puldiely with disgrace and infamy. 1 protest 
■gainst the use of sneb language. (Dear, hrarf) 

Mr. G. Thompotm.'—U there were any upon wliom tbe charge of disgraceful and 
infiuDous conduct was unjustly cast, be should certainly prefer to be amongst that 
number, rather than be orte of those geotlumen who bad thrown imputations of tlie 
Hfhest gu1t and dishonour upon an untried man. and without giving him an oppwr* 
tonity of answering the secret and purchaord evidence rakrd up against him which 
liad hurled him from his throne i and then when bis friends, bis nnhs^hi but xcutous 
friends, had atkrd for an impartial and bonc«t inquiry, denied it, and a gjln denied it. 
He should retract nothing. He dal nut say that tlie proccedinga of the Couit oi 
^^*^*^f* disgraceful and infamous j what be had aaid was, tliat if aught could re¬ 
lieve tlie Court of Oireeton from impatations of such a nattirv, it was the speedi 
^ the gallant geallrman, who took away the keystone out of tbe foul arrh of per. 
jored evidence on which they rested, and brought the whole dowm crumbling to their 
feet General Kobertsun had said that be would not hang a dog upon such evidrncr. 
(fJmrfi Mr. Martin, who had spoken in Uie course of tbe debate, bail stated that 
be bad read the pspera with great care and attention, and the result was an unquali* 
fied dedaration, upon eonscientioua conviction, tliat the rajah was innoemt General 
Bngga had said, that be did not cotnc there as the advocate of tbe rajdu but to state 
focts. He did state many irapartant hurts, allowing that the character and the con* 
duct of tbe rajah were totally ineonsisicnt wiUi the accusations mwle against him; 
and his eoorietion also was, that the rgjali was innocent, (apt. Shepherd, whom be 
had already characterized in terms that he would rather strengthen thiui weaken, had 
said be waa couvinced, in his own mind, that the rajah waa innocent. And then 
what had Mr. Norris, the chief secretary to the Government of Ikunbay, mid ? Why, 
that be had gone through tbe papers, and that be reganied the evidence as totally 
unworthy of belief, being the statements of the rajsb's bitterest enemies and n gang 
of villains. And again, in the course of hia subsequent remarks, he mid, “ 1 believe 
the rajah to be absolutely innocent." And wliat aaid ('ol Sykes? ** H« thought 
that the Bfgumenta which liad been advanced in fovour of the rajah had been untoueb* 
ed. He lamented what had occurred; but being called upon to pronounce a verdict 
upon the rajah, he must say, * Not guilty, upon my honour.*" What mid 
Cogan? “ I do roost coiucicntioosly believe the rajah to be truly innocent of any 
treasonable design againat the British Government." If. then, they bad the opinions 
of these competent and eminent persons, if they had tbe opinions of various Cover* 
nora.GciieraI. if they bad also tbe opinion of Sir J Camac, that the n^ah was ikk 
guUty, there was a phaUnx, and which be was astonuhed that the genUrmrn behind 
the bar cooli attempt to resist for a single moment. He durst my that it was not 
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witboat • rocuiing, that the Dapaty Cludnnan. In the conne of the debate, roM to 
caution the proprietor* aftainat the probability that a free expreasioa of theae opiniona 
would ptoduee aoinc aevcre Icfiilatira mactiDenU to cortail that right in hitnre. He 
noticed the effect which waa immediately produced by that intesruption, aa well aa 
by the iaterpoaed drclaratioo that Sir J. Camae did not go out with an impreaaioo 
that the rajah waa innocent, but with a deatre to aare him if be could; and be well 
remembered too what took place in February, 18U), when this case was under dUcua- 
aion. A member of the Court, who waa now prevented from attending by a moat 
painful bermTement, to which re f e r ence had been nuide. made a mutioii, and in 
apeakiof in support of that motion, he aaid, ** I was told by Sir J. Camae, * I am 
sure 1 can settle the matter in fire minute*; if 1 had listened to such atorics aa have 
been got up against the Kajab of Sattara when 1 waa resident at the Court of Ba- 
roda, I might have deposed the Guicowar over and over agiun."* Here was tes¬ 
timony which they might nsei snd be put U to those who knew Sir J. Camae, w he¬ 
ther or not other circumstances did not corroborate this m>aertioo of the bon. gen¬ 
tleman; because he went out of his way to secure a conviction. If he did not, so 
much the worse for him. But when he got to Bombay, he found other evideocc, and 
it was well known what sort of evidence that was. VTby did be submit that memo¬ 
randum to the rajah to which so frequent allusion has been made ? The rajah was 
not deposed because he bad intrigued with this or with that cx-ngab of Nagpurv, nor 
because be had carried on a irrasonabie conrspondme* with Goa. nor because he 
had tampered writh the sepoys; but he was deposed before the world for not sub- 
tcribiog to an acknoarledgment of crimes of which he knew he was innocent, and for no. 
thing else. It was impossible to erase that foet from the documents before the Court; 
it remained there in lines of living light, under the hand and seal of Sir J, Caniar him¬ 
self. The rajah was offered the perpetual possession of his throne, the undisturbed 
enjoyment of his treasures, and of the Csrour of the BritUh Govemment. if be would 
only acknowledge that he had violated the treaty, snd had acted with dishonour. He 
could very well understand how it was that Sir J. Camae came lo offer such a docu¬ 
ment to the rajah for stgnatorr. He did not know the man; he miscooreived the 
character of the rajah; he thought that he could maniq’e the thing very nicely and 
discreetly, that he could bring the whole matter to an issue without deposing tlie ngah, 
and that be could set the qaestion at rest for ever. He supposed that an IliiMloo 
prince could not hesitate to coofrts himself guilty for the sake tff preserving liis poates- 
•kma. But he was mistaken and surprised when he found that he had submitted to 
an honourable man a paper which a villain only could or would sign. The rajah would 
not be that villain; he gave up every thing rather than his honour; and therefore waa be 
now a prisoner, aiul in exile. ( Hear, ktar /) With reference to the use that had been 
made of a letter from Dr. Wilton, be would say that no man was more disposed to 
pay every token of'rcspcct to the revrrrnd gentleman, though personally unknown to 
him: but was he nut liable to be imposed upon, for it must be apparent that he had noC 
the means of arriving at a just condusion in respect to msttm of this kind? Was 
he not liable to be dercived ? And what faith could be placed in that extraordinary 
story about mounted cavalien in the strreu of Gna, who declared that they were 
going to join the rajah's forces? (/f laupk.) An old book had accidentally fallcm 
into his hand*, and from that book he w ishrd to trad only a very few lines to the 
Court, in descriptloa of u ease whidi appeared lo be exactly parallel to that of the 
iinfoctmwte Rajah of Sattara, and whidi shewed in what manner, and with what 
dereracus, Indian minbters and agents were able to imposu upon and betray those 
who reposed conffdcnce In them. The book, which be held in his band, was entitled 
** A view of the AgriruHttral. Commercial, and Financial Interests of the Island of 
Ceylco,'* a work not very likely to contain any thing in favour of the Rajah of 
Satura. The Engltsh romplrtcd the conquest of the island in 1796; but the ctr- 
cuimtancc there recorded t^ place when the colony was in the hands of the Dutch. 
A gentleman named Vandrr Graaff liad hero appointed Governor, and one of his 
head servanu managed for a time to carry on a corrvspoodcocc as between 
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Vandcr Gnaff wid the kinf of Caadj; lie wrote letter* m from the king of Condf 
to VuidtT OnnUr. and from Vaodrr GmaiT to the king of Candy in reply; they Itoih 
sent preaeiitt alao to eaeb other, which he rccetred, the pirventa of the Goremor 
being the more eoatly of the two. The anthor thiu reUted the cirrumstance* of 
thi* caae:—

lie made no apology for reading that extract, berauae he thought the caae exactly in 
point The Directort bad been the dupea of aafne deaigning Abeaioga. Many of 
thoac who had aoppUed them with information concerning the njab were aa clever 
and talented aa Abcainga. and equally able to concoct and carry on an affair of tho 
kind. He could not bring himaelf to b# content with any reaolution or amendment 
which did not go to the extent of doing complete juattcc to the rajah; he would 
not fupport any propoaicion which did not go to place the rajah on the throne iqpwn. 
All that fell sbm of that would be only mockery and injury, adiled to wrong and 
iajuBiice. Every thing abort of that would be but an acknowledgment of the 
error without bringing forth fruiu meet for repentance. They were bound to replace 
the njab on Uie throne, if be was innocent t or they were bound to prove hk guilt 
by poaitive and unimpeachable evidence, lie objected ia fo/o to the amendment 
which bad now been propoacd. not because he did not with to see the restoration of the 
jewels, and cattle, and wealth, and property which had been taken from the rajah, but 
beemuae be wished to sec justice done to the rajah's character. The njah did not 
want those things ; be ought to have them, they were hk own, and ought not to 
have been uken away from him; but these were not what he songhL Why abould 
he ifo tl^ for the la^b which the rqjah would apom (tom him luuMXompanied with 
foil justice ? The njah did not ask for their eleemosynary bounty, he did not aak for 
any of ibe dirty d^t they poascssed. or for glittering baubles; be naked not for thcae. 
he asked for justice. He had willingly given them all up nthcr than give up bk 
iionour and bk religion, and waa it likely be would be content with any ihlrg less 
BOW, after suffering unmerited punishment, than justice, full and complete justice? 
He must be replaced ou the throne. “ Oh t *' rxekiro the directors, “ we cannot, 
'fhere are lions in the way; bare we itot Appa Sahib on the throne ? We cannot 
mnore him." So then, in the sensitive regard for honour and fidelity in the 
one cue. they wouUl keep a villain on the throne, to which ha had no right, and in 
their same regard for boaoor. and justice, and propriety, in the other rase they 
would turn aa honest man from bk throne to which he was lawfully entitled. (l/tar 
heart) What would the world think of that? They would do wrong to keep an 
usurper on the throne, but they would not do right to restore the rightful sovereign 1 
Was that justice? Was that Britkh honour? (//ear, heart) They might call it 
justice if they pleased, aiwl they might arrogate to themselves the tilJe of a just 
tribaiial, and some other ruune should be found to designate that purity which could 
not be corrupted, and that integrity which would not be eompromked. ( Cheen > 
In hk heart's core he believed all that fell short of restoring the rajah to the Utrooe 
of Sattara would fidl short of justice, atul be only an insult to that already insulted, 
man. Months, nay years, had elapsed since they had taken any evidence. The 
evidence which they had collected they had sifted and put into the lahux^ and 
weighed and found U wanting. Again and again had it been proved utterly unwor- 
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tbf of credence. There wu not • nwti ia the city of Loodon, however ctolld he 
ni|tfat be, who with hk stolidity posscMcd cooimoQ honesty, that would not srout 
such evidence and laugh it to scorn; yet, upon the Csith of that evidence, they had 
trodden down a tM)ble<minded man to unmerited degradatkni, without giving him an 
opportunity of reply. (Hter, hear t) lie had watched the whole of the arguments 
which had proceeded from gentlemen on the other side of the bar, who jnstided that 
conduct; and be must say, using only a mild word, he had been ashamed fif them, 
lie felt himiclf humbled when he beard such arguments from EnglishmeiL Rut he 
was comparatively a stranger in that Court; however, a little further acquaintance 
with them might perhaps render lik ears more (iuntliar with such sentiments, and be 
should then bo less surprised, and his feelings would not be so much shocked. Yet, 
be must say. that coming from another atmosphere, where his ideas of sound justice, 
and still more of sound uguroent, had been formed, he could feel no sympathy with 
the declarations and the spirit that bad marked the addresses of some of the 
speakers, both within snd without the bar. With regard to the letter of General 
Briggs, the last paragraph of which was tcomfully incorporated in .Sir J. Carnac’s 
minutes, and the observations of Mr. Edmonstone, be thought they lud not been 
suiRdently noticed, and that there ought to be five or six more days* discussion upon 
them (a lautfk). For bo believed, that if they meant to govern India upon such 
principles, Uiey would not govern India long. If India would endure it long. 
England would ncH endure it long; the world would not endure it long. *rbe 
appeal soon would be from that tribunal to ('nar. and the nation would 
protest against that government. They were to role upon the principles of 
political expediency forsooth; they were not to be accountable for their aetiona; 
they were not to adhere to those principles of justice which enlightened 
and rivilixed Governments were accustomed to bold. They were not to ask even 
whether a man was guilty; provided they could find reasons of their own far putting 
him down, they must put him down accordingly, as the Rajah of Sottam bad been 
put down. It was not necessary to refer to the letter of General Briggs to Sir J. 
Caroae at length, at that period of the discussion, but he might ask. did Genenl 
Briggs ever write such a letter as that before he left Ssttara and arrived at Bombay? 
He must say that it detracted much Ihun that letter, and be put It to the gallant 
gentleman's own feelings, whether it was so or not, that be bad left Saltara having 
just had a quarrel with the rajah. If that had not beeu the case, such views would 
must probably never have been recorded, and it would be well if they had not, for it 
must St least be suspected that they were writlen in consequence of rome personal 
olTenre received from the rajah. Nevertheless, ihrougboul the whole, it would be 
found full of encomiums upon that unfortunate prince; and though asserting that be 
was intriguing, the gallant gentleman at the same moment laughed at the very id ee 
that the rajah bad either the power or the srill to harm the British. Tliat letter, 
like the observations of Mr. Edmonstone, was considered quite a godsend by the 
Court of Directoni; but in point of fact it was out of Court, and the directors had 
shut it out of Court by their own act and deed, although they sought afterwards 
to put their imptimoiur upon it, sod to verify it as a document proving the rajah's 
gnilt. With those facts before him. could be, if he bad twenty votes, vote for 
any rrsolution which did not ask all, and demand all. that was just and right? He 
threw upon the Court of Directors, then, tlie respooaibility of denying justice. 'The 
amendment be knew would be lost, as a matter of course; but still be protested 
against it, because it did not go for enough. No motion would go for enongh, 
which did not decisre Pertaub Sing to be the Rajah of Sattara, for there was no other 
in the ejre of sacred justice. He conjured hoo. gentlemen to weigh well the decudfin 
they contemplated giving, before they left the Court that day. The bon. proposer 
on the other side of the hall (Mr. Salomons) had rend hk amendment as part of his 
speech, and be would do the same, but he would say ootbing to enforce it.

Before ha came into that Court to *1*1* hi* 
opinioa, and before be attempted to cxpreM it elaewbere, be had gone through the 
paper*, be had aludied the main (acta which were before the Court, and the reault 
waa. that be was Mtiaflcd of the lonorriire of the nyah. He bad niaed hia voice 
there in aupport od that opinioa^ and be now aubmitted auch a propoaltion a* be 
thought they ought in all boneaty and (aimraa to adopt Let them negative It j they 
could not rlreuawcribe the aenl of thoae who (dt that the waa an injured man. 
;rhcy might deny turn juMtee in that Court, but they could not prevent the voice of 
the country from being lifted up, nor the appeal being beard by the aovereign on the 
throne. (//ter. Aaor/) 

Mr. Puymdtr laid be felt unable to coincide with the laat apeakcr. Whatever 
opiniooa be might bold of the ioooomcc of the rvjah, be conaidcred that there waa 
muefa more to be regaled than the mere abatract queatioa of the rajah'* innocence 
or gmlt; there were intereatai both nt home and abroad, to which they muat look. 
The whole caae abould engage their attention, and nut n part of it only j and they 
abould approach thia quration with a deaire to give it due conaidenuiou in all ita 
beanitga, and take auch a conrac aa would produce a aenae of *atiafaction in their 
own minda, that they bad done their beat. He thought that titer* waa a middle 
courae to be adopted j on the on* hand, tliey abould not abaolutely depoae lb* rajah j 
and on tbe other, they abould reaped tboac intcreata which they were bound to 
aerure. It waa true that the director* were mpomiblc for thrir acU; they were 
ruapooaibl* to the Company, to the country, to llte public, and to the world ; and K 
waa right to aak and to expect juatice at thrir hand*. But he muat confeas that be 
could not go to tbe unmcaaured lengtha of the bon. proprietor who hail juat aat 
down. Aoconiing to Cicero* Jum mmmum mrpe auaua* uyoria eat/ a aentiment 
winch Tope bad rendered, ratlier freely.

The gallant oAcrr then went at great length into an 
examinaiioo of tbe evidence exhibited in the minutes of Sir Robm Grant of the Atb 
aral Iflth kf ay. aa printed in the flrst volume of the Saitara papers oo the charge against 
hi* highaeaa for iocrlguing with Goa. lie explained that the parties who gave eviilmce 
against tbe rajah in this case were tbe relatives and associates of one Nago Deo Kao, 
to whom, they asserted, the Rajah of Sattara had conided full authority to do as be 
saw At in hia name, in furtherance of the object of the plot; which waa, through tbe 
meuns of a treaty with Don Martoel, the Governor of Goa, to subsidize 90,000 Por¬ 
tuguese troop*, to expel tbe Engtisb from India! He also sUted. that even by Uie 
ahearing of these parties, there was no proof, beyond their oam aaaertioas, that the 
rajah ever gar# tbe power stated to Nago Deo Rao, or that hh bigbness bad any 
share In tbe preparatioa, or waa at all cognizant, of tbe various papers, some of them 
aaserted original, and others eopirs, of letters to tbe Governor of Goa. by which, and 
by aaserted original letters from Don Manoel. and copie* of treaties with him, they 
bad attempted to prove their ease. Indeed, be shewed, by reference to Sir Robert 
Grant’s mbute. that tbrse papers were, arith tbe cxerptioo of tbe letters attributed 
to Doo Manoel, and one Mahratta paper, all acknowledged to have been fabricated, 
na well as tbe seals by which they were made to appear to be from bin bigbnesa, by 
the parties prodneing them, and be cootroded from Doo Manoel's oarn poaitire de¬ 
nial of having had any political intercourse with hh highness, that th* letters attri¬ 
buted to him were forgeries; and that if any complimeutary letter* were over addres a ed 
to the rajah by Don Marrael, tlicy were elicited by eomplimentary letters in hh 
highness’s name forged by N«igo Deo Rao. whose adherents acknowledge that 
they wrote soeh letters, as from tbe rajah, with, no doubt the intention of 
exhibiting the replies, to promote their plot against that prince. He 
then nud, and freely commented on various passages of minute* of the 5th and 15th 
of May, 1898, shewing that no doubt ran be entertained that the rajah had no 
ahare whatever in the asserted intrigues, and that tbe whole affair was the result of 
brahmin machinatioos against his highness, in revenge for his not having interfered 
to prevent tbe caste of the Purvoes from peffurmlng rertain religious rites, which, tbe 
brahmins contended, they alone were competent to discharge; and he proved by the 
perusal of letters from Lord Clafu, who bad always treated his highnesa nith 
great kiodnesa and conaideration—by the sutementa of .Sir John .Malcolm, and by 
rcfereoce to his own reports before leaving India, that tbts csste were, in 
consequrnre. decidedly hostile to tlic rajah. The evidence, tbe gallant general 
stated, consisted, as already remarked, of copies of asaened rotrtapondence, and 
in some tustances of original letters j thu authenticity of which latter was refuted, 
by the very Csct of their being in the possession of the parties who produced 
them against his highness, instead of those to whom they were addressed; the rajah 
ou tbe one part, and Don Manoel on the other; by tbe impro^iability of the truth 
of tbe reason by arhich it has been attempted, by antietpatioo, to meet thia 
objecrion; aa well a* by the improbability and absurdity of the ot^ect of the plot, 
'fhe worthies* character of the brahmiiu, whoa* evidc^ b relied on in this rase, 
was strangiy dwelt on. It was sbewo, that some of them had actually, after tbe 
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fWath of ihrir diirf. Nago I)co Rao, ■etually coitectrd abwid of robbrn, coplumter 
the tmaurjr of the Government at Maltran in the Coaemn, and were oo the point of 
carrytiif out thi» notable exploit, when they were detected. One of (be chieCt in 
this gaait WM Baikoba Kelkur, the perun who afterwardt produced the papere, on 
being paid a turn of R*. 400, and rccrtvtiig a free pardon on account of hU ahare in 
the intended robbery. It was ihewn alao. (hat had theae papers been ((enuine (i «, 
papen framed under powera really granted by bit highneaa), there can be oo doubt 
that they would hare been giren up to the niah. on the death of Nago Ueo 
Rao( from whmn, in the portfolio produced, there ia an ataerted letter to the 
rajah, Mving be bad directed hit retinue to do tbia, aiMl recommending them and 
hia family to the rajah'a protectkai; which recommendation, bad the rajah been their 
employer, assuredly they would have claimed the full benefit ot, whether from hia ap. 
predation of their aerricea or from his fears, oo the acore of their being poaseaaed of 
ahnowlrdge of his intrigues. The gallant officer then stated he differed toto ea4u 
with Sir Robert Grant in the coacluaiona drawn by him from the aaserted irutruc* 
tions of Nago Deo Rao to hb people oo hia deatfubed. and contcnilod that timae 
l***t™ftiooa. If at all to be relied oo, showed that, in conoectkMi'—aa admitted by Sir 
Robert Giant—with the Swamee of Shuukeahwur, aa the chief of the brahmina, and 
b prosecution of their viewa, Nago Deo Rao liad long been engaged b the fabri¬ 
cation of papers, and in varioua other proceedings, the sole object of which was, at 
a oonvenient opportunity to attribute them to the rajah, and thereby to effect bb 
ruin. He then went into the evidence collected at Dharwar. and stated it cun- 
firmed him in the opinbn of the villaiiKma nature of the ronnectiun (hat aubabted 
between the Swamee of Sbunkeafawur and Nago Deo Rao, and adduced various 
cireumstances from that evidence, aa showing the entire iimoeenee of lib highness. 
In condnsioo, he animadverted aeverely on (be harsh manner b which the rajah's 
deposition was carried into effect, abo on the ityosticeof the confiscatioa of hb pn* 
rate property; and abdicated hb higfaneaa’a regard for truth, observbg, iKaf the 
man who rather forfeited a throne than bU honour, was not likely to be a liar.

He will be invited to the 
public durbars, balls, soirees, and similar entertainmenta to wliicb the native chiefa 
Lave ordinary arreaa, and we dare aay that the officer vrfao may be entrusted with 
the custody of his person will be commanded to show him all attention, and riTMler 
bis state aa light and agreeable as possible. In the delicacy with which, we believe, 
it has been generally resolved to treat Uiis brave chieftain, who in misfortune ia a 
greater object of interest than when throned in his durbar or beading an army of 
daring Allans, we moat sincerely hope the Government will be heartily accottded 
by the Calcutta public. A warm sympathy with fallen greatness u characteristic uf 
our countrymen.— (hiaUal May IS.

The Calcutta Ccurirr, Muy 25, aaya Ncrrr before, we think, have the com- 
muiiiiy of Calcuua witneewsl no large a number of •teamen in the river Ilooghly aa 
there are at the present moment—Imitlet four belonging to the Steam Tug Aaao* 
ciation, and five belonging to Oovrmraent for the inland river navigation, w» have 
the Quecu, Madaguaeur, PUe^kftm, llwtghly, EmUrprizc, Guape*. and Diana, war 
•teamen—also the laSa, SatdHu, and Bamamt the first four of these will ahortly 
leave ni for aerrice eastward. There are therefore now floating on the river no leu 
than nineteen atratn vessels. ** 

A sale of Aisara ten, on the 20th May, went off very briskly at Uie Exchange. 
The sale was conducted after the China fashion; specimens of the differciU sorts of 
tea being infused, and handed round in cups, to be tuted by intending purchasers. 
The lowest lots sold for one rupee four anuos per pound, and the highest at three 
rupees four annas, averaging ab^t two rupees eight annas per pound on the whole. 
The lea was mudi relished. 

The Emflukman says:—** A correspondent in the Upper Provinces informs us that 
the scarcity of money is as great there u it appears to be in CalcutU; the govern¬ 
ment treasuries are empty, oimI very few payments liave been made to the dilTerent 
coUectorntes on account of the five per>cent. loon. The natives do not come forward 
at aU. ‘ As flur as I can learn.' he adds, * moderate men are beginning to get fright¬ 
ened at the endless drain this N. W. expedition has inflicted on the country.”* 

•Much discussion hu arisen in the presidency papers respecting the steam-vessel, 
the Quern, firing into a merchant ship, in coming up the river, owing to the trader 
nut paring tlia customary compliment to her Majesty's ship. It would appear that 
other merchantmen were threatened with the same treatment. 

The King of Johanna, who came to C'alrutu from Ceylon in the Pkleyttkim, had an 
interview with the Governor-General, and was now on the point of proceeding to the 
Mauritius in the Saltetle. Nothing, it appears, can be done for the unfortuiuUe re¬ 
fugee by Lord .\aekland's government. His cause and his fate are, therefore, left to 
the government of the Mauritius, which islaiKl is nearer to Johanna, and bring under 
the orders of the Colonial Office, Is in a better position to'jntcrferc (if any interference 
be deemed expedient) than the viceroy of British India.

This was opposed by the Advocate-General on behalf of the 
prosecution, wlro would allow of do mtives bring on the jury; which aras certainly 
very strange, coasidering his position in connexion with the native community, and 
tlie tone which he has invariably assumed when speaking of them m his private capa¬ 
city. Mr. Smyth (for the defence), after mentioning his reasons for having challenged 
so many Europeans and East-Indians, dosed his observations on tbit point by stating, 
that, as the Advocate-general had objected to native jurors on the score of their in- 
eonipeteney, be must say that all the noise ao repeatedly made about their high edu¬ 
cation and suitability to fill important and responsible sttuations was downright hum-

An article appeared in this journal, having reference to a commotion anumgst the 
Goands, in the ocighlKHirbood of Deool Ghaut, and their detention of Capt. Den 
Johnston (better known at " Tiger Johnston "X commanding the Nixam's corps of 
Hill Kaikgers, aa an hostage, pending the acttlcment of certain c l ai ms made againu 
the Kium'a govemmeot; in consequence of which outi^e it was suppoaed that a 
stroog detachment from EUiebpoor would be sent immediately against the offciMlers. 
Cape Johnston received no pcraooal UUtnatment beyoud three days’ durance, which 
time ha was defamed aa an hostage, and eras permitted to take bit departure aa soon 
as he had arranged to procure the payment of the arrears due to the rajah. He ia, 
hoarever, still amoogvt those wild tribes, settling their claims and rights, the resident 
having desired him to remain until the final settlement with all the Hill Chiefii in 
that range shall be completed through his negociations, and which Capt. Johnston’s 
great experience and personal influence amoofst them eminently qualified him to 
acoomplish with eve r y advantage to the Nam’s government. — AtKmansm^ JwseB.

The Madras Kxammsr complains much of the want of a clergyman with the force 
in China; but it is more to be lamented that, frith the large force beyond the Indus, 
comprising many thousand European soldiers, and aevnal hundred European gentle¬ 
men, there has not for more than a year been a tingle clergyman. 

A gentJeiiun, high in the civil service of Madras, who some time since reliniiuishcd 
a principal rollectoratc on conscientious grounds, has just placed 120 lutive children 
at one of the I*retideocy schools, and has supplied fnnds for their malntmance to the 
extent of Ks. OOO a month. 

At a meeting, held on the 31st May. of subscribera to the steam fund, it was te> 
solved t—“ That this meeting entirely approve of the measures taken by the Direc¬ 
tors of the East Indian .Steam Kavigatioa Company, (or eifeeting an union with the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company; simI, That it b the opinion trf 
this meeting that the comprehensive scheme of Steam Navigatioo with India has 
thereby been carried out cuosistently with former resolutions of tlio Madras vnb- 
seribers; and titat the subscriptioiis to that scheiiie ought to be tranaforred accord¬ 
ingly to the objects of the United Company.'* 

Instruetions, it is said, have been aent out to the fuipreme Government of India, 
to take measures immediately for the deepening of the Patunbam channel to ten feet.

Accounts from Quetta state that a field detachment, under Col. Soppitt, rontdst- 
ing of the 4th troop 11. A., a squadron of the 3ril Light Cavalry, 2 compsuiies of the 
4lBt and the 2ncb N.I.. left Quetta on the 3nl May for Nooaky, to punish a chief; 
Fasti Khoo, for a successful attack upon another chief, iwlting himself our ally. 

On the 4th of May, the twelve days allowed by the poCtical agent to Nutscer Khan. 
Ibrhisdcdskmon theaceepuocetrf our tenns, would expire, and the chief, to hr from 
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•hotriai; ibr fliglitcit inctimtloo to oome in, bad rptrcsted to Kcd^« Anj attempt 
of our iToopa to catch the Khan would be perfectly futile, inaamuch aa with a few 
followers, and a little grain in hU taddlc>bags, be could more orer the country at the 
rate of fifty milea a day, through fiutoeaaea wbtcb our troopa could hardly follow at 
the apeed of tea—We only hope that Cd. Stacy will not be their victim t he haa 
had one very near escape, and. aa wc are aware of bis late re-attempts to gain the 
efaleft by personal negotiation, it will be aatUfactory to be assured of hia safety. 
The fortunes of the ex-Khan, Shah Niwai, seem likely to improve, and wc would 
not be aurprited to find him in a few days replaced on t^ muanud of Kbclat The 
fact, however, of Nosaecr Kiian'a sdll remaining free, will tend to create constant re- 
bellioos, and a large force will be required to prevent acenea of perpetual war and 
bloodabed. The Berbcc Gunjan alto is too clever and too powerful not to give cauM 
for aUrm. should Nuaaeer Khan allll live, and remain a fugitive; and so strong is her 
attachment to the memory and adberenu of bar late huaband filibrab, that we think 
her enjoyment of the Naibahip of Kotria would hardly prevent her following again 
the fortuiwi of bia son.—A^mhey Tiaias, Stay 26. 

Khelat polities seem to be getting dally move and more involved; endea¬ 
vours bare of late been made definitively to fix the guilt at the murder of Lieut. 
Loveday on Gool Mahomed, a servant of his of the name of KaUar havitig been the 
actoal assassin. Strong suspidoos begin to prevail that Nuasecr Khan himself was 
at least privy, if not consenting, to the murder. This seems now to be considered 
the clue to ail the singular proceedings since Novemlier last. The ten days wbKh 
had been allowed hire. t«e he was put to tlie ban. bad expired, and be, instead of 
surrendering himself, had written soma very inaolent letters, placing bia pretenaions 
higher than ever, and alfecting to dictate his own terms. He was lieJIeved ao to have 
misled Cd. Stacy, aa to have obtained from him an advance of money or suppiiea, to 
the extent of Rs. 20,000. .\t the date of our letter, the young chief was off in a 

south-westerly direction from Quetta, where no one could pursue, much less catch 
him. This appears to be the most extraordinary game of politkul hide-and-seek that 
ever'was played The insanity of putting Newax Khan on the throne of Khelat, and 
then dropping him in favour of his youthful kinsman, the son and heir of the chief 
whom we attacked and slew for bis treason, seems the most unaccountable thing that 
ever imagination dreamt OL—Jbid., May 29. 

A letter of the 7th May from Moostung, reporu that a number of tlie Brahoe chiefr 
have come in, but that Nusseer Kban has fled no ouc knows whither. 

The news from Shawl. Quetta, and Scinde. ia far from being so full and satisfactory 
aa we hoped to have received ; and of the Noosky force we only learn that nothing 
is likely to be done, with the report that Fazil Khan, noc waiting for the punisli- 
ment of bis offences against our ally, bad gone to make peace with Cd. Stacy at 
Khelat, accompanied by seveeal chiefit. The whole atfisir of Nooeky ia, we confevs, 
beyond our ctmiprebension ; and if are to rmbrdl ourselves with all aorta of petty 
quarrels in the present state of things, it is quite certain our murchings and counter- 
mardiingi srill never end. 

The Ueebee Gunjan, we understand, b with Mr. Bell at Quetta, and guarantees 
the coming in of Nusaeer Khan, if Mr. Bell will aasurc to him the musnud mod 
khanate of Kbebt We still doubt the eflScacy of the Beebee's influence, and for 
the reason that she was informed, we believe, of the intentions of Government pri¬ 
vately whib at I.cbrec, and doubtleas found means to communicate the mmr to 
Nusseer Khan. Shah Niwax Khan Is at present at Sukkur, the .\tacers of Hydera¬ 
bad refusing him a longer residence at Larkluma. 

The country about Cattdabar appears in a remarkable disturbed condilkm, and we 
fmr that the excitement of the Dooranees may yet interfere with our negotiations 
wncemlng Yar Mahomed and Herat. Major Lynch seems to have brought a Imr- 
net's mnt ubout hb ears by attacking the fort near Khdat-i-Ghilzle. which some 
20 or 30 people are now said to bare been killed. The tnbes are all in a lUte of 
great exeitcment and inserrection. ami it b believed that the Chilaies will not be

The Boi^tqf Timet has published a correspondence, which took place In lh39, 
on the subject of a difference between Mr. Bell, the political agent In Upper 
Setnde, and Brigadier Gordon, in command of tbe troops, arising partly from a 
oonfiirt of authority and parUy Croro a charge made by Mr. Bell (or so nnderstood 
by tbe brigadier) against the British ofikers of tbe force at Sukkur, of vlotating the 
tombs and insulting tbe religious feelings of the subjects of the .\meers of Kyr- 
poor. Tbe Govemor-Gmeri), to uhooi tbe matter was referred, eipressed bu 
displeasure at the course taken by .Mr. Bell, and at tbe " unwarrantable imputations 
^ * general nature " cast by him; and, in obedience to his lordship's suggestion, 
Mr. Bell withdrew the offensire passages of bis letter. His lordship, at the same 
time, intimated pretty plainly hb opinion tliat both parties were to blame in this 
** nnteemly display of personal and official differences.** This derision being unssris. 
foetory to tbe brigadier, who considered that he and the officers of bis brigade bad 
been the object of “ a foul and calumnious attack on their honour and character" on 
the part of Mr. Bell, and. as that gentleman was continued in his situation, be ten* 
dered bis rcsignatioo of tbe command of tbe troops. The following passage in the 
Government letter is worth citing:—** Hie Governor*General is desirous to con* 
sWrr the disputes which hare railed for this declaration of his opinion finally closed. 
It remains, therefore, only for him to express his genrral sentiments on a point 
wliicb has evidently been instnimental in pr^ucing disaemions between oAren 
whose bounden duly to the Government which they serve was, and always must 
be, to merge all personal leelings ami official pretensions in zeal for the public 
interest. Tlie matter to which his lordship alludes is, that tenaeiousnesa of their 
own authority and readiness to interfere with the authority of other distinct fune* 
tionaries, which make those who are most sensitive of any encroachment on their 
own i^er and prerogative the very persons likely lo infringe the just and proper 
authority of othera To cavil about trifles in the intercourse of oflieiiU lifo betmys 
not more the absence of generous and high-minded principles than a rvadinesa to 
p^pone to sciftsh considerations tbe performance of duties owing to the stale. 
Every indulgence in harsh and acrimonious language in oAcinl correspondence folU 
under thb censure, and no one can in any degree give way to it without losing some* 
what of the ronfldenre which Government would otherwise have pbced in bis jodg* 
uieot and discretion, as detracting from hb trustworthiness, and even leasening hb 
claims to high and confidential emplojrment The Government has the strongest 
reason to expect that every on* of ita servanU to whom it confide* the dbebarge 
tff responaible duties will, from the moment of assuming such charge, discard all 
private (rollngs of pique and animosity that may interfera with the impartial and 
unprejudiced performance of public duty, and will manifest a spirit superior to tbe 
influnices of party or personal motives. Those who appear ready to sacrifice their 
public duty lo tbe indulgence of private resentment can have little right to look for 
future patronage or dbtinctioa."

The publication of iba revised and original proceedings of the Court of Inquiry 
into the cauaet of failure of Major Clibbom'a detachment at Nuffoosk. with the re¬ 
marks of the Bombay Government thereon, baa cauaed, it appean, very general 
attention at Ui« wratern presidency, and the removal of Mijor.-Gen. Brooks and 
Brigadier Valiant from their respective commands, is considcrMl In milicary circles at 
Bombay as a measure of extraordinary barsbnesa and severity on the port of that 
Government. 

A Panee tad, the son of awidow, has been converted to Christianity by a minister 
of the Church of England. It is said that the Paraee community view the event 
srith indifference. ** Looking on the convert as an unworthy member of their faith, 
they intend to leave him to follow bis own incUnationa without let or hindrance.” 

The Bombay OaxtiU states that dlsturbancca have broken out in the Coucan, 
which threaten a repetition of the Sasrunt Warree afhir of last year. The Concau 
it quite deserted by the troops, and the native veteran battalion ia doing all the duty, 
with the exception of a company of the line at Rutnaghry. About Malwan and 
Sawunt Warree a boet of plunderers are alurays clustered togetber. The country is 
strong and fall of dense jungle, where it is difficult to follow up an enemy, and the 
treasuries at Vingoria and Maliran are tempting baits.

In looking over our import lists for a few months back, we perceive that the arri* 
vals of produce from Perak have been very limited for some time past, which is 
entirely owing to the present disturbed stale of that country, where a rebellion has 
broken out, which all the efforts of the rajah and lus warriors have hitherto fiuled to 
pul duwa The rebels, it appears, are headed by the Datoo Ibinglima of Bukit Gan- 
tong, who luu lately persuaded several Panglimos to join him, a circumstance that 
will no doubt procrastinate the speedy restoration of tranquillity. It is said that two 
liattles Itail been recently fought, in which the royalists, under Paiigltma Syed Mus- 
ta(llu^ were completely victorious, with tlte loss on the part of the rebels of Bc>-aral 
killed artd wounded, and that they hod marched out for a third engagement, but 
the rebels w'oold not fact them, and retreated to their different lastnctses.— f*iir., 
May 1.

^ Alexandria, July 6.—At the moment the French Levant stcam-boaC was about 
to soil from Alexandria, and whilst a report was current that Beni Om, the srherif 
of Mecca, bad declared himself independent of the Porte, a despatch from Uie grand 
vizier at Constantinople arrived at Alexandria, commanding Mebemet Ali to send 
troops and provisions to Iledjz, and the holy eitiea, to maintain good order there, 
nnd promising thst the expenses of the expedition should be allowed out of the tri¬ 
bute to be paid by Mebemet .Ali to the Porte. The revolt in Arabia was long forc- 
aeen at Alexandria, inasmuch as the schetif of Mecca was the creature of Mebemet 
All, and it was evident that when Syria was taken from the pasha of Egypt by the 
nsstsunce of the Chriitian powers, iIm scherif would refute to acknowledge the Sul.

Extract of a letter, dated Cheribon, March 22 .—** According to aocounti frooi 
padang. in Sumatra, we bare had another oecntion to regret the perfidy of one of the 
natirr princct, who, after having tided with u* for 18 ytart, baa thrown off the nnak, 
and (prrhapt induced by the artiflevt of the priettt) not only forgotten hit duty, but 
placed himtelf at the head of a number of diieontcoted individuala, or rather of caaily 
exeited inbabitanta of the dittricta of Datipo, Sic. But hit contemptible enterprise 
luu come to nothing. On the IKnd of February, in conteqoeoce of a sudden com¬ 
bined riting, tilt forU of Padangpanjong, dc Koek, Pandanf^'bo, Van der Capeilen, 
Oorjncmalantong. and tome other tmall forts, were attacked by the rrbeJa; but the 
garrittms, though not nutnerout, defended tbemicleet whb gieut vigour; only the 
last was eracoated by the small garrison, which withdrew uap e r ceive d into the nrigb.> 
Imriag woods, where it was in great distress, but was aoon reUeved md funtiabed with 
provisioot by our troops. On the approach of the rebels, a serjeant of the name of 
Schneider, who was wounded, remained bdiindt instead of gfvirg honaelf up to 
ilie fury of the rebels, he set fire to the powder magnine, thua dying a glorioas 
death. It ia not known bow many of the rebels perished on this occasion. It it 
said that the Regent of Bati{K>, wbo had ffed, fiat aiiirendered to our troopa. 
and ia expected at Batavia. *nie mifitla of Padang being s umm o n ed to arms, and 
socae retnibreemeucs being landed IhMn the ships In the harboor, CoL Mkhid pro- 
oreded with all the force that could be spared to the revoiccd dbtrkta, and after tooe 
•hinnitbet the rebels were tpeediiy defeated and dispersed; the forts have rece i v e d 
an addition to their garrkons. to that tranquillity may be conaidervd aa restored in 
Sureatia. It it said that 400 or 500 men are gone fram Java to Padang; It it also 
■aid that the gairtson of the farts were in general too small.** 

Aeroonta from Kcdlrie of the lat February, tiy, that the river rote to an extraor¬ 
dinary bright, and that coon afterw ar ds a great number of old tmea came floating down 
with such force thot in a couple of boars the middle half of the great bridge, wlilch 
sraa conaMered the ftnent bridge in Java, was carried away. The resident there has 
lecrived Information that the great bridge over the river Drantas, leading to the chief 
town Tocloeog (Agony), which was new built last year, bad been entirely destroyed, 
and the eoomunkation interrupted, the current of the river being very rapid. It la 
thought that tbe volcano of Kloct baa thrown out a great mass of water, whkii has 
flawed through an <dd forest and brought with It (he large tree*, and carried them into 
the river Brantaa. 

Tbe airnffOpore Drte Frti», of the 2^ April, has the following aecount of the ia- 
surrecrion in Sumatra:—** We have received Batavia letters during the wedt, and 
Uie following is all they contain regarding tbe formidable insurrection which recently 
bruke uut at Padang, and threatened to endanger the stability of the Dutch power in 
Sumatra:—* By the last advices from I^sdang, all the natives are quiet, the chief of 
tbe rebels having bwen taken—in fact, the alarm appears to have ^n greater than 
their sraa any occasion for.** 

A letter from Pbdang. dated 3rd of May, says, that, although the principal kadrr 
of the Malay insurgents hod been aptuied, and the Insurrectioa for a time quelled, a 
fresh out-btvak was daily expected. Accounta had been reeehrrd from the interior, 
that a re-gathering of dai» was taking fdace, and that another reUgious war would 
be got up. Our eorrcspotident adds:—** Uurgovernor (the great hero of Butteepoo) 
sad the troops are going up the country to-morrow, ao that we of the yerdie natiamiU 
will again have to ifo Siilitaxy duty.”—Brnyc/ Burkarn.

Tb« idvic** from China do not rrafh to a liter date than two daja poetcrior to 
thotc receired in the beginning of Jane, naneljr, the 2nd April. At that time, the 
operation* were laipended, and the fleet waa waiting at Marao for order* and rein- 
forcrmentt from Canton. Sir Gordon Bremer, who left Calcutta the end of May 
might be expected to arrive in China by the beginning of July. 

A Canton Frtt Pnu Extra, of Slat March, publiahe* the folloiring imperial edict 
i'racd by the Emperor after learning the attack and capture of the fort* in the Bocra 
Ttgriai— 

** At five o'clock on the S9th day of the Snd moon (SOtb March, 1S41X the impe¬ 
rial command* arrived in thi* province, aa folloara:—The P-n gti*h, rebelling on a 
former occailon, and having aeited upon the fortreaae* Sbakuh and Taekub, wound¬ 
ing our high and •obordinate officer* and troop*, have caused ui to gna*b our teeth 
with combined impre ca tio n *. We, therefore, specially deputed Yihshan, Lungwan, 
and Yaitgfkog, to aiscmble from every quarter the eflkient troops, and to advance 
and exterminata the enemy. But now they bare attacked and destroyed the fortress 
of Foomun (Bocca Tigris), and have even recklesaly dared to approach near to the 
confine* of the city (Canton), creating vast confusion. Being destitute of all reason, 
contemptuously regarding our celesrial dynaaty, they have carried their unsubmis¬ 
sive rebellions to this extreme, and I, the Emperor, now swear, that both powers 
shall not stand (one or the other must conquer or die). Let Yihshan, Lungwan. 
and Yangfsng, at the lime reckoned upon for their arrival, forthwith put in order our 
patriotic troops, and with uitdivided effort seise the English barbarians and mwkf an 
entire extermination and end of the'wbole of them. Then will snbrid* our wrathful 
indignaflbn. If the whole number of them be not thus effectually destroyed, how 
shall I, the Emperor, be able to anawer to the gods of the heaven and the earth, and 
cherish the hope* of our people? Respect thi*.’—Again hare the imperial com¬ 
mands been received as follows t * The rebellious barbarians having formerly seized 
upon tbe fort* of Sbakuh and Tocknh, wounding our high and tubonlniatc officer* 
and troop*, was cause foe *1111 more increased attention to vigoroua mean* of defence. 
But on the 8lh day of the 2nd moon ( February 28tb, 1841), ibcw? rebrUkiu* barba¬ 
ric* dntroyed our position of Foomun. rvincing that all tbe great officer* of tl»e 
said region were entirely in a state of utter unpreporrdiKr**, and that the military 
affairs of Kwaiigtung province were in a ruinoua and unfit condition. Let the gene¬ 
rals of the army tlM'iefurc of ihia region, together with tbe goTernur, licut. governor, 
assistant getienUa, literary chancellor, the judge, intendant of circuit (TaouUc), with 
the Foo, Chow, and Hecn magistrates, be all disgraced from their rank, but ns 
tained m office until they make up ihdr delimiumde* by rffidrorv of effort. Uts 
sped this.**' 

Private letters mention, tliat a hope was prevalent that the order* of the Em¬ 
peror would not be carried into immediate effect, a* tbe inbabitante, in every direction, 
were pctitionlug the Emperor to bring matten to a peaceable conclusion. 

In order to give confidence to the troopa in the approaching conflict, the Chinwe 
lure, by funeral obsequies, attempted to giiw tbe »oula of thow already fallen a more 
comfortable existmee in the next world. In order to effect Uii», a great number of 
human effigie* have been construcCcd of launboo and paper, to the number of about 
JkOOO; each of these figure* ba* had tbe name of one of the Ulm soldirm posted 
on upon red paper, and they were afterwards all burned amid retigiuus rite*. A 
great quantity of •yee, in effigy, and of representations of other neccswrirs of fife 
wet* burnt at the same time, that the soula of the departed nuiy be able to make a 
deeent appearance when rambling among the bills with their ancestors. 

The Prtta^ Bnmanjtt having arrived at Chusan. direct fnnn F.ngland, during 
the first one or two day*, her crow, when going on shore, met with friendly treat¬ 
ment. When, however, her commander. lieut. Stead, U. N., went on'ih 
unar^. and in a small boat, be waa attacked by the Chinese, id. it is •unno^* 
murdered; for oltboogb hU body ha* not been found by the men aent asbore^ter 
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thii event became known on board, a large quantity of blood gave bat too melancholy 
eridenoc of hie death. Some rengeance wae taken by the ibip** crew, under com. 
mand of Lieut. Crawford, R. N. 

We gave last month a short extract from Mrs. Noble'e affecting narrative of ber 
captivity and sufferings in prison in Ningpo, China, but it merits abstracting. This 
lady is the widow of Oapt. Noble, of the Kkt, which was wrecked on a quicksand, 
on her way to Chusan on the IHth September, and her husband and infant child* 
amongst others, were drowned. When the vessel struck, she says, the shock was as 
sodden as it was dreadful, atal in a few moments the vessel went over with a tre> 
mendous crash on her broadside, and every creature on board (except her child) was 
precipitated into the sea. ** The moment was dreadful, and.iny t>eiovcd husband, who 
was giving orders till the last moment, was rtever seen or heard of mme ; his last 
words to me were, * Hold on, .\nne r My sweet child must have perished in his 
cradle, .\fter struggling luidcr water for some time, 1 caught bold of one of the iron 
bars that held the boat on the quarter, to which I clung, my body being still in the 
water, and the breakers coming over me with great force. A poor little dog saved 
itself on my breast for tome time, but at last I waa obliged to put it oflT. Lieut 
Douglas arose close by mr. oimI although for a time be could not help me, yet I shall 
ever remember with the deepest gratitude the kind manner in which he stood by me, 
doing all in bis power to sooth me. and, by his orders, to save the lives of aU. Could 
I picture to you the scene at this moment,—the vessel on ber broadside, numbera of 
persons rising and dinging to the wreck, the horror of every countenance, and the 
dreadful noise of tlic breakers; never shall I forget the sight Lieut Douglas with 
Mr. Wntts, the chief oflicer, did all in their power to save me, and were, by the bless¬ 
ing of God, the means of preserving my unhappy life. Tlicse two gentlemen, with the 
poor cabin boys, got into the boat. I bad just strength to raise my foot, of whicli 
one of the gentlemen took hold, drew ibe boat to, and lifted me in. The boat being 
nearly full of aater. and the breakers still coming over it every moment the gentle¬ 
men were obliged to cut the rope to prevent her sinking. The current immediately 
took her, and nothing could prevent her from leaving the wreck. The people bad 
now got on the upper side of t^ vcsmI. .\bout four o'clock the current turned in our 
bivour, anil after some boon of anxiety we came in sight of the wreck; as we drew 
near wc found the vessel bad sunk in the sand, and only her maintop was now in 
siglit to which all the poor sufferers dung for life. Efforts were made to reach the 
bat it was impossible. Lieut Douglas spoke to the men and told them to 
make a raft hofnag on the morrow to be able to render them Mme auiitance. We 
now agaui left the wreck," Next day, every effort was made in vain to get off the 
men, and the ensuing morning, it hail disappeared. The surrivon were but little 
better offt—*• Five of us in a tmall boat; with little dotbing,—the gentlemen being 
but thinly dad, and myself in a thin morning gown, no bonnet, no shawl, and no shoes, 
the latter having been washeti off; no water, no sail, only two oars, and near an 
enemy's country." They at length got into a little creek, wl»en they landed to pro¬ 
cure food. Suspecting an attempt to seize them, they made for the boat again, but it 
was too late. ** \\ e had scarcely ascended the bank when, on looking behind, wo 
saw a large party of soldiers, a mandarin, and number of Chinese, pursuing tu ; flight 
was impossible, rrsbtance as) vain. I was leaning on I.ieuL Douglas's arm ; he 
stood boldly in my ddence, but it waa of no use, for they struck me several times. 
They then put chains around our necks, hurrying us along a path, not half a yard in 
breadth, to a large city, through every street of which they led at. The people 
thronged by thousands to stare, so that we could scaredy pass. Their savage cries 
were terrific. From this they led us to a temple fall of soldiers, and one of the 
wretches stole ray wedding ring from my linger. They then act a table and wrote 
Chinese, asking whether wc understood it. Never shall I forget that temple, their 
fierce grin^cs and sa>wge threats. The soldiers bound IJeut. Douglas's bands behind 
him, and tied him lo a post, and in this situation J vns forcwl from him." (Then 
foHowi the passage in p. 238.) On the morning of the 2Itt, they took the end of ou 
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chum ami bade oa folUm tbea». Tlurjr put our coati and ^nilta into null cage*, joet 
Mch m we aboold think a proper place to oondiic a wild hntt in ; mine was icarrel/ 
a>’anlhicb. alittle more don three^uartm of a yard ti)nf.and a ItUle more than half 
a yard broad. The door opened from the top. Into these we were lifted, the rlwiii 
round our necks bett^ locked to the cover. They put a long piece of bamboo through 
tbe middle, a mao uxdc eithor end, and in this manner we were jolted from dty to 
city, to suffer imolts front the rablde, the criea of whom wera awful We again 
stopped at another dty and were taken out of our cages, having heavy irona put on 
our logs, witha chain half a yard long. Mr. Witts and the boy had also irowi on thdi 
wrists I althougli 1 saw mine, they did not pot them on at that time. The former 
were carried on board one boat, and I put into another, and thus we proceeded two 
daye and three night* on a canal during whidi time I did not taste any food, M they 
would not permit me to gat out of my little cage on any account You may judge 
what my sufferings were. I believe it was tba 83nl that we arrived at Ningpo. 
Lieut. Douglas bod been treated rather better than myself, and had arrived here a 
abort tima before. I also beard, with gratitude and joy, that all the Kitt'$ crew had 
bean taken from the wreck by the Cbiocse, and were priooncra in tha city. But alas I 
with all this good news, my worst fears ware confirmed, that all I tivuared lay buried 
in the ocean. 


At Ningpo I was sorry to find another pmoncr. Cape Anstruther, of the Madra* 
artiilary, who has since proved to me a noost kind and true friend. My most cruel 
Mfferings wees now at an end. and of eoutsa I felt mure deeply my sad kws; yet I 
kaew Uml 1 still eiyoyed many blcasings. Captain A. 'sprisoa was ncit door to mine, 
and 1 had the pleasure of seeing him often. The mandarins gave me some Cliincw 
dothes of tha gayest colours; dHtreasing as it was to my feelings, 1 was obligeil to 
wear them, and I was put into, what the keepar styled a clean prison, with a woman 
to mtend un mt in my captivity. After hrrakfasling with Lieut Dougias at the roan- 
tlann's, 1 went to toy lonaly c«n,— a small dirty r(«iro, two aides of which were a inerr 
graiiag, in many places daylight appearsd through the rafters, and it was scarcely Bt 
to live in, its only furniture being my cage (in which I still slept at night and into 
which 1 was pnt whenever I west to any of the mandarins), a lamp, an oM ul»lc. 
and a stool, hor the first time after the wreck, 1 waa enabled to undresa myself and 
arrange my hair. 1 fould not hut itjoice when a large room uras prepared far the 
three gentlemen to irside together in,—(oeut Douglas haring been hitherto obliged 
to endure all tha discomforta of the common priacin,~altJwiugb it deprivad me of the 
compaay of my friend. Subsequently we met only when we vbitedand dined at the 
nandann a, which we did at first frequently, but after their curirwity eras satisfied 1 
seldom saw them. U h«u a( their house, they a m us e d thmoelvce by questiordng us 
about bet Mqfcsty and her goremmeut. tbe iiumhct of bet navy and army, and the 
rank a rul in y ot ne of tbe oficars. IHtcn I had to repeat my sod tale, particularly on 
ih* •tTival of other ufhccn. Their inquiries about our respoctive fomllica, ware moot 
minute I par tic ula rl y what rtlauvoa we were to Queen Victtwiiu and wliclbcr I myself 
was iwt her sbter, which, notwithstanding what was said to the contrary, I was declared 
to be. But it wrotdd be eudleas to repeat all tbe foolish questioru they uked} btm. 
evo, they made note of all our replica.** 

Capt, Sir Fleming . Ssnboose has suliacnbcd to Mrs. Noble, as bo slaicf in 
bw letter.—" Under (reltngs of the deepest iadignatioo at the barharetw and savage 
c^uct of t^ Chiacse in tbe immediate vidnity of the Emperor's high commissioner 
Elepoo at Ningpo, in the treatment of a poor, unfortunate, widuwnl shipwrecked 
|vm^. by Gonllning bar in a cage of tha cube of three feet by three frta by rwo, and 
retainiug her in prison uatil the very mooncal almost in which she was alioot to 
Uing into tbe world an urphaa child of her departed husband druwneil la tbe wreck -

The transport ItuBam OtA, fron Chimn to Suij;Bporc, was wrvcked on the Gxvat 
Loochoo Island, about ten miles to the oofthward of the principal place. NapakiaitK. 
on the llth August. This onfortunate event put again to the test the character of 
the islanders, and proved that they continue the same kind and amiable people as they 
are described by Capt. Basil Ball. They assembled near the reef where the vessel 
struck, and when the officers, crew, and passengers succeeded in reaching the shore, 
a party of the tslanden greeted them srith the kindest •hospitality, hot tea and riea 
bring served out to every man. Our countrymen were nearly naked (having cast off 
their clothes, cxpcctii^ to be obliged to swim for their lives) and shivering with cold, 
hlr. Bowman, the agent for transports, who was one of the sufferers, sap:—** 1 had 
nothing on but a shirt and dra^reri, drenched to the skin; one of the principal men, 
noticing my situation, took off his outer jacket or coat, and insisted upon my putting 
it on.** After resting on the beach for some time, they were conducted to a com¬ 
fortable dweiUng. where dry clothing was furnished to alt, end they were again regaled 
with warm tea, rice, eggs,and fowls. Our countrymen remained on the island forty- 
nix days, during which they were uniformily moat kindly treated, plentifully supplied 
with provisions and subjected to no restraint, except that they were not allowed to 
into the intetior. The islanders even built them a veaael, a junk of about one 
hundred and sixty tons burthen, and had stored it witli one month’s proviriona, for 
each person, when IL M.** ships Aaarod and Cniitr arrived, having been aent from 
China to take them off. The islanders supplied these two ships srith water ami 
fresh ptovUioos, declining to receive any thing in the shape of payment in return, 
stating that they wanted neither gold nor sflver.^ut in the cvimt of any of their own 
vesarU &lliiig on our coasts in distress, we would treat their people with the aane 
kindness, and send them back to ibrir country. The only presentt they would 
accept were two telescopes, a few copies of a magazine, a soull print, and a looldng- 
glsss, in the name of her Dritannie majesty. ** I can only regret," sap Mr. Bowman, 
•• my inability to do full justice to these kind, hospitable, and good people. Words 
are not adequate to express the kindness, attention, and hospitality we received from 
the llrst moment of landing. Their honesty is beyond pruise^articles of gold 
and silver and wenring apparel strewed m every direction, but not an article touched." 

The whole party returned safely to Chnsan, on the 5ib October, with the junk 
ZztocAoe. _

The governor, in his address on opening the Legislative Council, SSud March. de> 
tails at considerable length the incidenu attending his visit to the eastern districts, 
and his treaties sritb the Callers; be states that ha impreseed on the minds of tbe 
Caflers ** the exemplary and buinane conduct of the colonists, who bad never in. 
fringed those treaties in the slightest degree, but hare loug submitted to their losses 
with a forbearance that merited my wannest pcaise;*' and be aays: ** I bad every 
reason to be satisfied with tbe friendly disposition of tbe Callers toward the govern- 
ment and tbe colony, as evinced by them in my late intercourse, and of tbe wlshea 
on tbe part of their chiefs and councOIore to prevent tbe aggressions of the evil-dis¬ 
posed amongst their people, as well as for their sincerity to detect and ptmiih tbe 
guilty ; and altlioogfa I was unattended by any but my own aervants, not even by roy 
personal staff or escort ou one or two occasions when obliged to pass the night in 
Cafferiand. the attention and respect we received from tbe nativea in the midst of 
whose kraal* wc encamped, was most gratifying, as it convinced me that a white man 
it as safe, if not mure so, in Calferland than a black one.—and I should have no fear 
of molestation if it were necessary to travel all over that country. This peaceful and 
kind conduct I principally attribute to the active pcrscrenmcc and unwearied be- 
iievotenre of those excellent men, the missionaries of all persuasions, in their endea¬ 
vours to enligliten by civilixation tbe mind of tlve savage to a comprehensiou of the 
principles and divine truths of Cbriuianity. It must be a source of great gratifica¬ 
tion to every enlightened mind to know that the schools already ettahlisbed at all tbe 
missionary institutions continue to increase and prosper; and that the influence of 
these good and pious men extends far and wide through Calferland. Such means, 
judiciously applied, will, ere many years pass over, bring those natives into a com- 
paistive state of dviUiation and consequent happiness.” His excellency describes the 
attack made by the emigrant farmers of Natal on Na p aa i — t lic result of which was 
the slaughter of a conskletable number of the tribe, the capture of the cattle of no 
lesa sixty kraals, and tbe abduction of many children—as ” a most outrageous 
and lawless act,” and states that be had ordered a detarbment of troops to take up a 
position on tbe Umsumboovo River, for tbe protection of the friendly chief Fakee, 
who was threatened with a hostile visit from the emigrants. 

'Fbe Zuid A/rikaam, on tbe authority of communications from Port Natal, represents 
tbe attack upon Napaai as occasioned by the depredations committed by that chief’s 
clan upon the cattle of tbe emigrants, and made to avoid an attack which Napaai 
himself was meditating upon tbe boors.

Fort Saint George, in the nature of a complaint against the Paymaster of the Ilyder- 
alaid Subsidiary Force, lelalive to the distribution of Government lottery tickets by 
the said paymaster, maliciously made unwarrantable assertions and insmuations 
derogatory to the character of Capt. George Henry Harper, of the 40ib regt N.I., 
then bolding the aituation of paymaster to the aforesaid llyderahad Subsidiary Force, 
and tending to impute to the said Capt Harper, and have it believed, that be had 
made a partial and unfair distribution of the said lottery tickets, and that he trafficked 
with the same for bia own niicit gain.

(s not guilty. On the secorui instance of the charge,—that the prisoner ia not guilty. 
The Court honourably acquits the prisoner of the charge.

BROCEEDING.S OF SOCIETIES. 


aovAL AkLanc ■oriarv. 


A meeting of this Society took place on the 5th of June: Sir George Tbomaa 
Staunton, Bart.. M. P., in the chair. Varioua pretenta were made to the Socirty'a 
library: and lieut. T. J. Newbold. of the Madraa army, waa balloted for, and elected 
a member of the Society. 

The teerrury read a letter addreaaed to him by Ix)nl Robert Groavetior. private 
aecretary to hia Royal Ilighneaa Priore .Mbert, conveyiitg the aatialaction of hU 
Royal IUghncM at becoming a member of the Society, and hia regret that it would 
not be in bia power to attend the annual meeting. 

R«d alao a letter from the Right lion, the Earl of Monater, in arknowlrtlgmcnt 
of Ilia itominatioo to the ofHce of preaident of the Society, and atating hia readincaa 
to midertake any inquiry on Eaatem mattcra that might be anaweted by a reference 
to Oriental libnriea and tmiveraitiea on the Continent, where he mw then travelling. 

A letter from the I loo. Mounlatuart Elphinatone. returning thanka for hia elretiun 
aa a vice-preaident of the Society, waa read. 


Col. Svkea bronght to the notice of the meeting the Chinrae collertion, iHuatrative 
of Cbineaear^ mannera, and cuatoma. made by Mr. Nathan Ihmn. a gentleman of 
large fortune in the United Statea. and which had !*ecn exhibiud at Phlla<lelph'« for 
the benefit of the Hncational eaubliahmenu of that city. Col. Sykra atated that aomc 
of Mr, Dunn a friendt wUhed him to aend the oolicction to Europe far exhibition: 
but that gentleman, with very proper ferlinga of detiracy, had heaiuted to do ao, 
from a fear tliat pecuniary objerU might be attributed to him. It waa, however, 
underatobd by Mr. Dunn*a ftienda, that he would be quite willing to couaent, if 
aocietiea, or public bodlea, like the Royal Aabtic Society, were to exprraa an opi. 
n on that the exhibition would be useful and desirable in Europe, aiul thereby gua¬ 
rantee him from the imputation of intereaird motivea. Col Sykea taid that the 
council of the Society had made no hesitation in adopting lurb an opinion, hi which 
be felt lure the meeting would coioride. 

The propoaition waa imroedfaUrly asaented to by the meeting; and the Rev — 
Parker, .M. D., of the United Statea, an eminent Chineae acholar, gave acme inte- 
rrating deta'la of the nature of Mr. Dunn’a rolkctton. lie atated that it com '^ted 
complete ahopa of Chinese art’zana; the figures of the workmen were of wax. ^ aa 
!«», a Ute, AIM. Agua o( .11 the ililfcmil.!«..« «f tb. OiiiM, iwoptt in thnir 
nn. MWnmM, d MTmt in &«. It ntbS^ tSI 
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criMtial kinitdoto. A« a proof of the irrurary of tbr details, and tbe prneral Hfm 
of the whole rollertkin, be would mention that be had taken his own Chinese teacher 
oneipeetedly into it, while on a visit to I'biladelphia, wlio was so ove.come bjr the 
extnordirauy veri^ilitode exhibited, that he burst into tears. Mr. Parker then 
referred to the freat benevolence of )fr. Dunn, who had applied to one charitable 
institution alone in Philadelphia no lesa a sum than iOjOOO dollars, derived from his 
collection. He tboufthi that collections from other countries, on a similar model to 
Mr. Dunn's, would be highly interesting and iostnirtive. 

Lieut. Newbold read an account of a visit which be made, in June last, to Gebcl 
Nikus, or the Mountain of the Bell, in the pctiinsula of Mount Sind. The Mono* 
tain of the Bell derives its name firom the extraordinary and sinjtular property it 
possess of giving out, under certain conditions, sounds similar to those of a large 
rfaureh.bcll. Ita apparent height b from tlirec hundred to four hundred feet. On 
the western side, which bees the lied Sea, b a steep slope, of a triargubr form, 
extending about eighty feet up the side of the bill, narrow at the lop, but widening 
out as it approaches the bottom. Tlib slope U hounded by low cliffs of sandstone 
on all sides except the base, and b covered with a very fine qnartxose sand, of a 
reddish brown colour. The sand varies in depth from a few inches to Ave or six 
feet, and has evidently been conveyed to its present position on the slope of the rock 
by the strong pres-ailing westerly winds. It b from thb slope that the mysterious 
Memnonbn sounds usue, and which the superstitions Arabs, as noticed by Burck- 
banJl. believed to be ptoduced by the belb of a subterranean convent. Lieut 
Newbold states that the party having reached the foot of the slope, the Bedouin 
guide commenced iu ascent sinking ki»ee>4eep at every step in the loose sand. A 
bint musiral sound, resembling the deepest chords of a violoncello at a distance, was 
heard, and the guide declared that the day was not propitious for the rx))eriment 
The writer and bb friend, however, determined to make the ascent themselves, which 
they acromplislied, after some btiguing labour. Having rvarbed the tup. they 
svatebed the course of the sand they had set in motion, aa it passed downwards in 
undulating and gradually widening lines to the base. About two minutes after they 
commenced their observations, a bint, rustling sound was pcreeptible; then, the 
low deep tone they bad Arst beard, which gradually became more and more distinct, 
and apparantly nearer. Soccessivc and bsurepcated notes, whose sounds partook 
of those of a deep, mellow eonvetit.bell, then fullowecL These were prolonged by again 
dbturbing the sand at tlie summit; until, at lei^tb, they equalled the rumbling of 
dblant thunder. The greatest intensity of the sounds was produced when the whole 
Borbre of the sand, from the summit to the base, had been set in motion; and the 
sensations felt by a person on the bill gave the idea of being seated on the body of 
some enormous stringed iustrument, while a bow was being slowly drawn over its 
chotds. About a quarter of an hour after the porty had descended, the sand beeame 
still, and the sounds ceased. Various attempts have been made to explain tlte phe¬ 
nomenon of the Mountain of the Bell. Lieut. Nrwbuld’s opinion of the cause 
coinekles in a great measure with that of LieuL Wellsied. namely, that the sound b 
connected with the agitation of the sand, aided by the action and direction of the 
wind; and thb b furtiter strengtlicDed by the bet. that no sounds are heard in wet 
or in very calm wcatlier. The writer considers tlwl Gebel Nakus b the only known 
spot on the globe where the necessary conditions exut for producing these remark, 
able sounds. He bad seen several localities in Arabia, Kgypt, and .Spain, where 
loose sand bad been accumubted on the sides of rocks in an apparently simibr 
manner, but opportunity had not admitted of a careful comparative euminatloo of 
them. 

The Society met again on the 19th of June; Profesw Wilson, the Director of the 
Soriety. in the chair. A portion of the arms of Toa>4n Bey, the bst of the MamlAk 
sulunm was exhibited, coosbling of a spear and battle-axe, heaotifuUy ornamented 
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with «nrfr rikI gold Inlaid-worlc. AIm • very hatMltoim TorkMi rifle, with UomoA- 
ea« barrel, Getiend Wllcon exhibited • very uwtent gold Hindu cuio. 

The weretary umounred » brqunt to the Society^ library, by the will ct Uic late 
GenenI lliomu Gordon, one of the Sorirty^ eorreepontlbig member*, of ell hie 
book* and manuRertpIt In the Turkiah, Anbie, and Penian language*. 

The paper read wa* a botanical account of the Ltnhieee SeeKtOarmm, or double aea* 
roeo nut; written by M. Pierre Bernard, president of the Committee of Natural 
Hietoey of the Seehrlle* Ulanda Thi* tree belong* to the family of palm*; and i* 
indigenou* to mall bland* only of the .Scebellea group, 'fbe trunk b ttraighC, and 
frequently attain* a height of eighty or ninety feet. It h •urrooonted by a beautiful 
crown of w i n g ed and palmatrd leave*, Tlie unml diameter of the *t«-m b from 
twelve to flfteen iacbe*; which give* *o tnneh flexitMtity to the tree, that a Btrung 
brene ran bend it till the large leave* hit and chafe againat the neighbouring tree*, 
making an extnumlinary nai*e. The leave* of Lodmree open like a fen, and average 
twenty fret in length, and ten or twelve in brcMlth. Only one leaf grow* on each 
tree in the apace of a year; and. from the leafmark* exiaring on the •tern*, it haa 
been romptitrd tint Mune of the tree* mu*t have rxbted about four emtnrie*. The 
fruit or nut b enckMed in a flbrou* drupe, and haa from one to four lobe*. The 
dru|N.* attain* to a length of about flftcen inchr*, and a rirrumference of three feet: 
and aouM^ime* weigh* from forty to flfly pound*. { A •perimrn wa* exhibited to the 
neetiog of even larger proportton*.] The perbpenn rontaiord in the out, if eaten at 
the right time, furniche* a aweet and agreeable aliment. When arrived at maturity, 
the drupe b detached from the tree, and fell* to the ground. If not buried in the 
earth, or rxpoced to the «un. it genuinatr* in a few month*. The ndirie de«cef>da 
vertiralty, and take* the form of a cylinder, from whence spring nuinerou* hairy 
root*; the developed «(rm dora iKit ri*e from the ground till about twenty ytnra have 
elap«ed. A very remarkable cireumatanee connected with thi* plant b the dnration 
of It* bloom, and the length of time neee«*ary to mature the fruit—aevrn or eight 
year*. The tree* grow in all kind* of toil; but the finest are found in deep gorget, 
on damp pbtf«>na« covered with vegetable earth, and in the midftt of vtnou* aqaabc 
planta. Unfortunately, no one rultivates the Lodoieta; ami the coatom which until 
lately prevailed of cutting the tree* down to obtain their fruit and leave* hm »o di> 
miniihed the number of the tree*, a* to givu oiuse to apprrhend their total extinetion. 
The tree b applied to variou* u*r*: the trank fnrnbhes building material; and when 
split, and deprived of it* internal substance, form* good trougbi fee conducting 
water, and also to make fence*. The leaves are used for thatching house* t and. 
when platted, are made inlo hit*, bonnet*, ba*keta, fen*, and many elegam and orna* 
mental artide*. Water>vessel* are made of the hard •bell of the nut, which also fur- 
nbbes oil. The entire nut i* an article of trade with India, where, among other 
u«e*, it appear* to be employed a* an aatrii^nt medidne. It wa* thi* nut which, 
carried to the by torrent*, and then transported to the eonat* of the .Maldive*. 
gave rise to the f*ble that it waa the fruit of a tubmarine tree, broken off by Vbhnn 
when churning the ocean, and allowed by him to float on ica Mirkiee, in order to 
■upply mankind with a •peeifle for rarioa* dbeases. 

Afrcr the reading of the paper, Sr Cbarie* Grey made acme observatioo* a* to the 
desirableness of endeavouring to yweaerve thi* oniipM Bpccirs of from being 
kMU: and referred to the instance of the dodo, a bird which bad been extinct nrarty a 
eenlary. and whose exbleoee had often lieen doubted. 

The thank* of the Society were ordered to be returned to tbe Literary and Scientifle 
Instinition of the Secfadles for their ooounuaicatioo; and it wa* resolved to open a 
correspundenee with them on kubjecl* of mutual interest to both tnatitutioas. 

The meetiogi of the Society were then adjourned till Novenber.

On Toe*day. tlie 5f9th of June, a deputation of the Court of Directors proceeded

I do My, I ran truly My, with very great pleasure, that the report which haa 
been rrerived from the principal ia moat aatiafiMtory and highly creditable to you. 
alating, as it does, the propriety and regularity of your conduct during the past term, 
and tlut you have also merited hia approbation and that of the I*rofea»ort by the 
attention you have given and the progress you have made in your studies during the 
tame period. Such a favourable report has been most grati^ng to roe and my cot- 
leagues in the Direction here present, and will prove r(|iially to to the Chairman and 
the other members of the Court when they a*e made ac<{uainted with it To you, 
gentlemen students, who will have to return here, I would suggest that, as the vaca¬ 
tion DOW comroenciog b a long one. you should not run the risk of fbtgettiiig what 
you have learnt by n^lectlng to refresh your memories, but that you should ocra- 
aionally devote a few hours to retain what you have already BCf|uirvd. so that* you 
may not have to go back, but at once start forward to gain fresh acquintmenis on 
your return to the College, Independent of rbe advantage you will derive from pur¬ 
suing the course I venture to rerommend. it will be roost gratifying to the professors, 
to whose exertions in your behalf you are so much indebted, and to whom you cannot 
make a better return than by doing that which you must know will be most accepta¬ 
ble and pleasing to them. To the Priitripal, to the Dean, and to tlw Profirwors, I 
vrotild here express bow highly the Court of Directors estimate their valuable servicn 
to this lastitution, and I beg to offer them the thanks of the Court for those 
unwearied exertions which so fully entitle them to rntir* conOdenc* and respect, and 
by which the dbcipline, character, and usefulness of the College are so efheiently up¬ 
held and maintained. To you, gentlemen, who are abcut to quit the Colle^, I 
temlcr niy sranorst congratubtions and my best wbhes for your health and soccesa in 
a service in which good eondnet brings a speedy and certain reward t a service, 
exempt from the anxiety and suspense usually attendant ia every walk of early pro¬ 
fessional Ufo in thb country; a servter. in whkh it will be your own fault if you do 
not amre at both dbtiiictioa and independence. I.,et me urge you assiduously to 
persevere in the study of the Kedve languages. You will thereby be enabled to 
transact business, listen to romplaints, redress grievanees, give instructions, and ex¬ 
press your opinion on all subjects without the inierv'ention of any sgent. It b 
nnuecesMiy for me to comment on the incalculable advantages ihu may yield to you. 
I am desirous also of impressing on your minds that in your treatment of, and roiii- 
munication with the native^ you will best fulAI your duties, both as public servants 
simI private individuab, by invariably ohserrtng towards them a raikl and concilbtory 
demeanour. Shew them that you ^ve their welfare at heart. Convince them they 
may always expect justice at your handsi. Do them all the kindness in your power. 
Be indulgent, patient, and fortMsaring. as regards their prejudiees and religion, and 
never dbgrace yourselves by any unseemly violence of passion or manner. By these 
means you will command their respect and esteem. No people on earth ate more 
sensiMy alive to personal kindness; and, rely upon it, tbi^ will freely repay such 
ktndne«s. by Adelity atwl devotion in your service, in time of need. Many are the 
temptations to which you will be exposed on your Arst arrieal in India, but by com¬ 
mon prudence and care you may surmount them alL Be honest, just, and ty^r ltni, 
in the discharge of your public fuocliona. Be temperate in your living and ccono- 
micsl ia your expenditure. Health and independence sriU then follow in your train. 
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•od bjr con^tanttjr brarini? in roind. nnd beiiif; p^oidMi nt nil time* by that high, motiil 
prtonplr, iiRulentrd by the Chrirtinn religion, you any iwwonnbly hope, by the bk*- 
fling ind mercy of Go«l. to rwp the ju»t rcwwd of a kmg coutm? of good coadiict and 
honounbte public nervier. I have addrr»>ed thene lew obnenrationn to you in a 
(rirodly npirit, impelled by a ninceTe detire for your future welfiire and happinena. and 
you will I am nure receive them an auch.—I will only add one more obaervatioo, and 
if you give it the connideration it denervea, and which I am pernuaded your good and 
afleettonate ferlingn will prompt you to do. U will go far to eeenre your well doing. 
Le: me rammtly entreat you to do all in your power not to diaappoint the anxioua 
liopen and luuiguine rxpectatiooa of thoM> you leave behind, who, though they may be 
far dintant from you in petaon. arc ever with you in heart, in Iovt. and afTcctiofi.
